TRANSCRIPT  |  President  Trump  Addresses  the  Nation  on  the 
Crisis  at  the  Border 


My  fellow  Americans:  Tonight,  I  am  speaking  to  you  because  there  is  a  growing  humanitarian  and 
security  crisis  at  our  Southern  Border. 
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Every  day,  Customs  and  Border  Patrol  agents  encounter  thousands  of  illegal  immigrants  trying  to 
enter  our  country.  We  are  out  of  space  to  hold  them,  and  we  have  no  way  to  promptly  return  them 
hack  home  to  their  country. 

America  proudly  welcomes  millions  of  lawful  immigrants  who  enrich  our  society  and  contribute  to 
our  nation.  But  all  Americans  are  hurt  by  uncontrolled,  illegal  migration.  It  strains  public  resources 
and  drives  down  jobs  and  wages.  Among  those  hardest  hit  are  African  Americans  and  Hispanic 
Americans. 

Our  Southern  Border  is  a  pipeline  for  vast  quantities  of  illegal  drugs  -  including  meth,  heroin,  cocaine 
and  fentanyl.  Every  week,  300  of  our  citizens  are  killed  by  heroin  alone  -  90  percent  of  which  floods 
across  from  our  Southern  Border.  More  Americans  will  die  from  drugs  this  year  than  were  killed  in 
the  entire  Vietnam  War. 

In  the  last  two  years,  ICE  officers  made  266,000  arrests  of  aliens  with  criminal  records  -  including 
those  charged  or  convicted  of  100,000  assaults,  30,000  sex  crimes  and  4,000  violent  killings.  Over 
the  years,  thousands  of  Americans  have  been  brutally  killed  by  those  who  illegally  entered  our 
country,  and  thousands  more  lives  will  be  lost  if  we  don’t  act  right  now7. 

This  is  a  humanitarian  crisis  -  a  crisis  of  the  heart  and  a  crisis  of  the  soul. 

Last  month,  20,000  migrant  children  w7ere  illegally  brought  into  the  United  States  -  a  dramatic 
increase.  These  children  are  used  as  human  pawns  by  vicious  coyotes  and  ruthless  gangs.  1  in  3 
w7omen  are  sexually  assaulted  on  the  dangerous  trek  up  through  Mexico.  Women  and  children  are  the 
biggest  victims  by  far  of  our  broken  system. 

This  is  the  tragic  reality  of  illegal  immigration  on  our  Southern  Border.  This  is  the  cycle  of  human 
suffering  I  am  determined  to  end. 

My  Administration  has  presented  Congress  with  a  detailed  proposal  to  secure  the  border  and  stop  the 
criminal  gangs,  drug  smugglers  and  human  traffickers,  it’s  a  tremendous  problem.  Our  proposal  w7as 
developed  by  law7  enforcement  professionals  and  border  agents  at  the  Department  of  Homeland 
Security.  These  are  the  resources  they  have  requested  to  properly  perform  their  mission  and  keep 
America  safe  -  in  fact,  safer  than  ever  before, 

The  proposal  from  Homeland  Security  includes  cutting-edge  technology  for  detecting  drugs,  weapons, 
illegal  contraband,  and  many  other  things.  We  have  requested  more  agents,  immigration  judges  and 
bed  space  to  process  the  sharp  rise  in  unlawful  migration  fueled  by  our  very  strong  economy.  Our  plan 
also  contains  an  urgent  request  for  humanitarian  assistance  and  medical  support. 

Furthermore,  we  have  asked  Congress  to  close  border  security  loopholes  so  that  illegal  immigrant 
children  can  be  safely  and  humanely  returned  back  home. 

Finally,  as  part  of  an  overall  approach  to  border  security,  law7  enforcement  professionals  have 
requested  $5.7  billion  dollars  for  a  physical  barrier. 

At  the  request  of  Democrats,  it  will  be  a  steel  barrier  rather  than  a  concrete  wall.  This  barrier  is 
absolutely  critical  to  border  security.  It’s  also  what  our  professionals  at  the  border  want  and 
need.  This  is  just  commonsense. 
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The  Border  Wall  would  very  quickly  pay  for  itself.  The  cost  of  illegal  drugs  exceeds  $500  billion 
dollars  a  year  -  vastly  more  than  the  $5.7  billion  dollars  we  have  requested  from  Congress.  The  wall 
will  also  be  paid  for,  indirectly,  by  the  great  new  trade  deal  we  have  made  with  Mexico. 

Senator  Chuck  Schumer  -  who  you  will  be  hearing  from  later  tonight  -  has  repeatedly  supported  a 
physical  barrier  in  the  past,  along  with  many  other  Democrats.  They  changed  their  mind  only  after  I 
was  elected  President. 

Democrats  in  Congress  have  refused  to  acknowledge  the  crisis.  And  they  have  refused  to  provide  our 
brave  border  agents  with  the  tools  they  desperately  need  to  protect  our  families  and  our  nation. 

The  federal  government  remains  shutdown  for  one  reason  and  one  reason  only:  Because  Democrats 
will  not  fund  border  security. 

My  Administration  is  doing  everything  in  our  power  to  help  those  impacted  by  the  situation.  But  the 
only  solution  is  for  Democrats  to  pass  a  spending  bill  that  defends  our  borders  and  re-opens  the 
government. 

This  situation  could  be  solved  in  a  45  minute  meeting,  I  have  invited  Congressional  Leadership  to  the 
White  House  tomorrow  to  get  this  done.  Hopefully,  we  can  all  rise  above  partisan  politics  in  order  to 
support  national  security. 

Some  have  suggested  a  barrier  is  immoral.  Then  why  do  wealthy  politicians  build  walls,  fences  and 
gates  around  their  homes?  They  don’t  build  walls  because  they  hate  the  people  on  the  outside,  but 
because  they  love  the  people  on  the  inside.  The  only  thing  that  is  immoral  is  the  politicians  to  do 
nothing  and  continue  to  allow  more  innocent  people  to  be  so  horribly  victimized. 

America’s  heart  broke  the  day  after  Christmas  when  a  young  police  officer  in  California  was  savagely 
murdered  in  cold-blood  by  an  illegal  alien  who  just  came  across  the  border.  The  life  of  an  American 
hero  was  stolen  by  someone  who  had  no  right  to  be  in  our  country. 

Day  after  day,  precious  lives  are  cut  short  by  those  who  have  violated  our  borders. 

In  California,  an  Air  Force  Veteran  was  raped,  murdered  and  beaten  to  death  with  a  hammer  by  an 
illegal  alien  with  a  long  criminal  history.  In  Georgia,  an  illegal  alien  was  recently  charged  with  murder 
for  killing,  beheading,  and  dismembering  his  neighbor.  In  Maryland,  MS-13  gang  members  who 
arrived  in  the  United  States  as  unaccompanied  minors  were  arrested  and  charged  last  year  after 
viciously  stabbing  and  beating  a  16-year-old  girl.

So 
sad.  So  terrible.  I  will  never  forget  the  pain  in  their  eyes,  the  tremble  in  their  voices,  or  the  sadness 
gripping  their  souls. 

How  much  more  American  blood  must  be  shed  before  Congress  does  its  job? 

To  those  who  refuse  to  compromise  in  the  name  of  border  security,  I  would  ask:  imagine  if  it  was  your 
child,  your  husband,  or  your  wife,  whose  life  was  so  cruelly  shattered  and  totally  broken? 

To  every  Member  of  Congress:  pass  a  bill  that  ends  this  crisis. 

To  every  citizen:  call  Congress  and  tell  them  to  finally  —  after  all  of  these  decades  —  secure  our  border. 


This  is  a  choice  between  right  and  wrong.  Justice  and  Injustice.  This  is  about  whether  we  fulfill  our 
sacred  duty  to  the  American  citizens  we  serve. 

When  I  took  the  oath  of  office,  I  swore  to  protect  our  country  and  its  people.  And  that  is  what  I  will 
always  do,  so  help  me  God.

Politicians  are  ‘ not  out  here  when  it's  120  degrees,  processing  a  crime  scene  where  14  people  were 
left  to  die  in  the  desert ' 


YUMA,  Arizona— Right  along  the  southwest  border,  sheriffs  departments  are  left  picking  up  the 
pieces  in  the  wake  of  cross-border  crime.  It  then  spreads  beyond  the  border. 
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Consequently,  sheriffs  need  a  bigger  seat  at  the  table  during  border  security  discussions,  said  ex- 
Marine  and  Yuma  County  Sheriff  Leon  Wilmot. 

“We  all  too  often  see  interviews  in  Washington  [with]  mayors  and  governors  but,  no  offence,  they  aie 
not  the  ones  that  are  down  here  on  the  border,”  Wilmot  said  in  an  interview  at  his  office  on  May  25. 
“They  are  not  the  ones  that  are  investigating  the  crimes.  They  are  not  the  ones  out  here  when  it  s  120 
degrees,  processing  a  crime  scene  where  14  people  were  left  to  die  in  the  desert. 

Wilmot  has  witnessed  it  all  in  his  30-plus  years  with  the  sheriffs  department.  He  knows  a  vulture  will 
peck  a  human  body  down  to  nothing  but  bone,  because  he  has  seen  it.  He  knows  bandits  follow  the ^ 
smugglers  over  the  border  and  rape  the  women  before  running  back  to  Mexico,  because  he  is  left  with 
the  victims.  He  knows  the  cartels  will  commit  any  crime  to  get  drugs  and  humans  across  the  border. 

Yuma  County  is  5,522  square  miles— larger  than  the  state  of  Connecticut— and  it  shares  126  miles  of 
border  with  Mexico.  California  and  its  Imperial  Sand  Dunes  are  just  a  mirage  away  on  the  western 
border  beyond  the  Colorado  River. 

The  Yuma  Border  Patrol  Sector  used  to  be  the  worst  in  the  country  for  illegal  crossings,  until  it 
became  a  poster-child  for  the  effectiveness  of  a  border  fence. 

In  2005,  before  the  fence,  more  than  2,700  vehicles  crossed  the  Colorado  River  and  open  deserts, 
loaded  with  illegal  immigrants  and  drugs,  according  to  Border  Patrol  numbers. 

Apprehensions  steadily  increased  to  more  than  138,000  in  fiscal  2005. 

“Yuma  battled  entrenched  smuggling  groups  for  control  of  the  border,”  said  Border  Patrol  in  a  video. 
“Mass  incursions  often  left  agents  outnumbered  50  to  1.  Agents  were  assaulted  with  locks  and 
weapons  daily.” 

Following  the  Secure  Fence  Act  of  2006,  Yuma  tripled  manpower  and  added  mobile  surveillance,  as 
well  as  fencing  and  vehicle  barriers. 

Yuma  went  from  having  5.2  miles  of  fencing  to  63  miles,  and  subsequently  saw  an  almost  95  percent 
decrease  in  border  apprehensions  by  2009,  when  Border  Patrol  made  about  7,000  arrests.

Secretary  Kirstjen  M.  Nielsen  Announces  Historic  Action  to  Confront  Illegal 

Immigration 

Announces  Migration  Protection  Protocols 

WASHINGTON  -  Today,  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  Kirstjen  M.  Nielsen 
announced  historic  action  to  confront  the  illegal  immigration  crisis  facing  the  United 
States.  Effective  immediately,  tire  United  States  will  begin  the  process  of  invoking 
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Section  235(b)(2)(C)  of  the  Immigration  and  Nationality  Act.  Under  the  Migration 
Protection  Protocols  (MPP),  individuals  arriving  in  or  entering  die  United  States  from 
Mexico  — illegally  or  without  proper  documentation— may  be  returned  to  Mexico  for 
the  duration  of  their  immigration  proceedings. 

"Today  we  are  announcing  historic  measures  to  bring  the  illegal  immigration  crisis 
under  control,"  said  Secretary  Nielsen.  "We  will  confront  this  crisis  head  on;  uphold 
the  rule  of  law,  and  strengthen  our  humanitarian  commitments.  Aliens  hying  to  game 
die  system  to  get  into  our  country  illegally  will  no  longer  be  able  to  disappear  into  die 
United  States,  where  many  skip  dieir  court  dates.  Instead,  diey  will  wait  for  an 
immigration  court  decision  while  diey  are  in  Mexico.  'Catch  and  release'  will  be 
replaced  widi  'catch  and  return.'  In  doing  so,  we  will  reduce  illegal  migration  by 
removing  one  of  the  key  incentives  tiiat  encourages  people  from  taking  die  dangerous 
journey  to  die  United  States  in  die  first  place.  This  will  also  allow  us  to  focus  more 
attention  on  diose  who  are  actually  fleeing  persecution. 

"Let  me  be  clear:  we  will  undertake  these  steps  consistent  witii  all  domestic  and 
international  legal  obligations,  including  our  humanitarian  commitments.  We  have 
notified  die  Mexican  government  of  our  intended  actions,  hi  response,  Mexico  has 
made  an  independent  determination  tiiat  diey  will  commit  to  implement  essential 
measures  on  tiieir  side  of  the  border.  We  expect  affected  migrants  wid  receive 
humanitarian  visas  to  stay  on  Mexican  soil,  die  ability  to  apply  for  work,  and  otiier 
protections  while  diey  await  a  U.S.  legal  determination." 

Background 

Illegal  aliens  have  exploited  asylum  loopholes  at  an  alarming  rate.  Over  die  last  five 
years,  DHS  has  seen  a  2000  percent  increase  in  aliens  claiming  credible  fear  (die  first 
step  to  asylum),  as  many  know  it  will  give  diem  an  opportunity  to  stay  in  our  country, 
even  if  diey  do  not  actually  have  a  valid  claim  to  asylum.  As  a  result,  the  United  States 
has  an  overwhelming  asylum  backlog  of  more  tiian  786,000  pending  cases.  Last  year 
alone  die  number  of  asylum  claims  soared  67  percent  compared  to  die  previous 
year.  Most  of  tiiese  claims  are  not  meritorious  —  in  fact  nine  out  often  asylum  claims  are 
not  granted  by  a  federal  immigration  judge.  However,  by  the  time  a  judge  has  ordered 
diem  removed  from  die  United  States,  many  have  vanished. 

Process 

•  Aliens  trying  to  enter  die  U.S.  to  claim  asylum  will  no  longer  be  released  into 
our  country,  where  they  often  disappear  before  a  court  can  determine  their 
claim's  merits. 

•  Instead,  diose  aliens  will  be  processed  by  DHS  and  given  a  "Notice  to  Appear" 
for  dieir  immigration  court  hearing. 

•  While  they  wait  in  Mexico,  die  Mexican  government  has  made  its  own 
determination  to  provide  such  individuals  humanitarian  visas,  work 
authorization,  and  otiier  protections.  Aliens  will  have  access  to  immigration 
attorneys  and  to  die  U.S.  for  dieir  court  hearings. 

•  Aliens  whose  claims  are  upheld  by  U.S.  judges  will  be  allowed  in.  Those 
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without  valid  claims  will  be  deported  to  their  home  countries. 

Anticipated  Benefits 

As  we  implement,  illegal  immigration  and  false  asylum  claims  are  expected  to 
decline. 

Aliens  will  not  be  able  to  disappear  into  U.S.  before  court  decision. 

More  attention  can  be  focused  on  more  quickly  assisting  legitimate  asylum- 
seekers,  as  fraudsters  are  disincentivized  from  making  die  journey. 

Precious  border  security  personnel  and  resources  will  be  freed  up  to  focus  on 
protecting  our  territory  and  clearing  die  massive  asylum  backlog. 

Vulnerable  popidations  wtil  get  die  protection  tiiey  need  while  tiiey  await  a 
determination  in  Mexico.

This  morning,  the  Trump  Administration  released  the  final  report  of  the  Federal  Commission  on 
School  Safety  (FCSS).  Following  the  release  of  the  report,  President  Trump  met  with  Senior 
Administration  and  Cabinet  Members  who  made  up  the  commission,  state  and  local  officials,  and 
family  members  of  victims. 

Below  can  find  more  information  below  on  how  the  President  and  his  Administration  are  working  to 
stop  school  violence. 

Commission  Background 

In  the  wake  of  the  tragic  shooting  at  Marjory  Stoneman  Douglas  High  School  in  February,  President 
Donald  J.  Trump  established  the  Commission  and  tasked  its  members  with  studying  and 
recommending  ways  to  make  our  nation's  schools  more  secure.  Over  the  nine  months  that  followed, 
the  Commissioners,  including  U.S.  Secretary  of  Education  Betsy  DeVos,  Acting  Attorney  General 
Matthew  Whitaker  (who  succeeded  former  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  as  a  Commissioner), 
Secretary  of  Health  and  Human  Sendees  Alex  Azar,  and  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  Kirstjen 
Nielsen,  held  more  than  a  dozen  meetings,  field  visits,  and  listening  sessions. 

Commission  meetings  provided  a  forum  for  presentations  from  subject  matter  experts,  educators,  law 
enforcement  officials,  and  individuals  affected  by  school  violence.  Field  visits  involved  travel  to 
schools  to  learn  first-hand  about  current  best  practices  in  school  safety.  Listening  sessions  occurred  in 
regions  across  the  country  and  provided  opportunities  for  the  public  to  offer  recommendations  to  the 
Commission.  In  total,  the  Commissioners  heard  from  dozens  of  experts  from  nearly  40  states  and 
reviewed  more  than  1,500  comments  from  the  public. 

Report  Overview 

After  months  of  research,  visiting  successful  programs  around  the  nation,  and  receiving  testimony 
from  experts  and  concerned  citizens,  today  the  Federal  Commission  on  School  Safety  (Commission) 
released  a  177-page  report  detailing  93  best  practices  and  policy  recommendations  for  improving 
safety  at  schools  across  the  country.

Utilizing  the  information  gathered,  the  Commission  report  offers  a  holistic  approach  to  improving 
school  safety,  ranging  from  supporting  the  social  and  emotional  well-being  of  students  to  enhancing 
physical  building  security.  Acknowledging  there  can  be  no  one-size-fits-all  solution  to  this  complex 
problem,  the  final  report  serves  as  a  resource  guide  for  families,  educators,  law  enforcement  officeis, 
health  professionals,  and  elected  leaders  to  use  as  they  consider  the  best  ways  to  pi  event,  mitigate, 
and  recover  from  acts  of  violence  in  schools.  The  recommendations  are  based  on  efforts  that  are 
already  working  in  states  and  local  communities.

o  The  Commission  advocates  the  development  of  model  State  legislation  on  compelling  treatment 
for  individuals  with  serious  mental  illness. 

o  One  analysis  found  that  up  to  25  percent  of  mass  shooters  had  been  treated  for  mental  illnesses, 
and  more  than  75  percent  had  prior  symptoms  of  mental  illness. 

•  The  Commission  endorses  Extreme  Risk  Protection  Order  laws,  which  give  authorities  a  temporary  way 
to  keep  those  who  thr  eaten  society  from  possessing  or  purchasing  firearms. 

©  The  Commission  encourages  media  to  consider  adopting  the  principles  of  the  “No  Notoriety”  campaign, 
which  calls  on  media  coverage  to  not  use  names  or  photos  of  killers. 

PROTECTING  STUDENTS:  The  Commission  laid  out  recommendations  to  improve  the  physical 
security  of  schools  and  ensure  trained  personnel  are  in  place  to  respond  to  threats. 

©  While  all  schools  have  different  needs  for  physical  security,  there  are  common  principles  that  should  be 
applied,  such  as  identifying  security  gaps  and  using  layers  of  security. 

o  The  primary  responsibility  for  the  security  of  schools  rests  with  States  and  local  communities, 
which  are  best  able  to  tailor  solutions  to  fit  then  own  unique  needs. 

©  The  Commission  supports  a  number  of  methods  to  fund  training,  planning,  personnel,  and  equipment  to 
improve  school  security. 

®  The  Commission  recommends  that  the  Federal  Government  develop  a  clearinghouse  to  assess,  identify, 
and  share  best  practices  related  to  school  security  measures.

CATCH-AND-RELEASE  LOOPHOLES  HAVE  SPARKED  A  CRISIS  AT  OUR  BORDER 

©  Our  nation  is  experiencing  an  unprecedented  crisis  on  our  Southern  Border  that  is  the  result  of  three  very  specific 
loopholes —  created  by  federal  law  and  a  9th  Circuit  court  ruling —  that  prevent  the  detention  and  repatriation  of 
illegal  alien  minors  and  family  units. 

o  FY18  is  the  highest  number  of  family  unit  apprehensions  on  record  -  it  is  more  than  40%  higher  than  any 
previous  year  on  record.  The  number  of  family  units  along  the  Southwest  border  increased  22%  from 
August  to  September. 

©  As  a  result  of  these  loopholes,  when  illegal  alien  minors  or  adults  traveling  with  minors  unlawfully  enter  the 
United  States,  rather  than  being  detained  and  removed,  they  are  released  into  American  communities.  Once 
released,  they  are  ever  rarely  removed. 

«  Knowledge  of  these  loopholes  has  led  to  a  dramatic  transformation  in  the  population  of  those  seeking  to  enter  our 
country  illegally.  Whereas  previously,  CBP  was  primarily  apprehending  single  adults,  now  CBP  is  experiencing 
an  influx  of  minors  and  adults  traveling  with  minors  seeking  to  enter  illegally.

In  FY1 8,  nearly  half  of  all  illegal  migrants 
apprehended  by  CBP  were  family  units  or 
unaccompanied  minors  (i.e.  are  individuals  for 
whom  DHS  cannot  deliver  legal  consequences 
and  who  are  instead  released  into  the  U.S. 
interior). 

O  The  three  major  loopholes  that  cripple  immigration  enforcement  are: 

1 .  TVPRA:  The  Trafficking  Victims  Protections  Reauthorization  Act  (TVPRA)  essentially  results  in  the  swift 
U.S.  resettlement  of  all  illegal  migrants  under  the  age  of  18.  It  does  this  by  mandating  that  that  upon  arrival, 
unaccompanied  alien  minors  (UAC)  must  be  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services 
(HHS)  and,  as  soon  as  practicable,  released  into  the  U.S.  interior  to  as  a  sponsor  (generally  a  parent  or  a 
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relative,  who  themselves  are  often  illegally  present  in  the  country).  Once  released,  UACs  are  frequently 
allowed  to  stay. 

o  As  a  result,  in  just  a  few  years,  CBP  has  seen  a  sizeable  increase  in  the  number  of  UACs  illegally  entering 
the  country.  In  2010,  Border  Patrol  apprehended  18,622  UACs.  In  2018,  Border  Patrol  apprehended 
50,036  UACs — i.e.  an  increase  of  169%  in  just  8  years. 

2.  The  Flores  Settlement  Agreement:  A  9th  circuit  ruling  requires  the  release  of  family  units  (i.e.  illegal  alien 
adults  traveling  with  a  minor)  after  20  days,  even  though  it  takes  far  longer  to  complete  their  immigration 
proceedings.  As  such,  migrants  know  that  their  short  stay  in  a  U.S.  detention  facility  is  essentially  just  a 
waiting  stop  before  they  receive  a  bus  ticket  to  their  chosen  U.S.  city. 

o  In  2013,  Border  Patrol  apprehended  14,855  FMUA.  In  2018,  Border  Patrol  apprehended  107,212  FMUA— 
i.e.  an  increase  of  more  than  620%  in  just  5  years. 

3.  Weak  Asylum  Laws:  Low  standards  for  claiming  asylum  has  allowed  migrants  with  meritless  claims  to 
illegally  cross  the  border,  claim  “credible  fear”,  and  then  be  automatically  released  into  lengthy  proceedings 
that  far  exceed  DUS’  ability  to  detain  them. 

o  Before  2013,  approximately  1  out  of  every'  100  arriving  aliens  claimed  credible  fear  and  sought  asylum. 
Today,  that  number  is  1  out  of  every  10. 

o  In  the  last  8  years,  these  claims  have  spiked  by  a  1700%.  Such  asylum  fraud  and  abuse  has  contributed  to  a 
court  backlog,  which  is  now  over  600,000  cases. 

o  Approximately  80%  of  individuals  from  Guatemala,  Honduras,  and  El  Salvador  passed  their  initial  credible 
fear  screening  -  but  at  the  end  of  the  day  only  20%  were  granted  asylum  by  a  judge, 
o  The  overall  screen-in  rate  for  the  4/11/18  to  6/6/18  “caravan”  was  93%,  with  374  out  of  401  claims 
receiving  credible  fear  referrals. 

o  NOTE:  Not  only  is  economic  migration  not  a  legitimate  grounds  for  asylum,  but  the  conditions  in  many  of 
these  countries  have  been  steadily  improving  as  migration  from  them  has  increased.  Homicide  rates  in 
Honduras  have  been  cut  in  half  since  2012,  and  Guatemala’s  are  at  their  lowest  level  since  2000.  El 
Salvador  has  seen  enough  job  growth  in  recent  years  to  justify  the  return  of  those  who  were  unable  to 
come  home  after  earthquakes  in  the  2000s.  Additionally,  even  if  jobs  were  not  on  the  rise,  economic 
conditions  are  not  part  of  the  statutory  criteria  for  granting  asylum. 

•  The  result  of  these  loopholes  is  that  smugglers  and  illegal  migrants  know  that  if  they  arrive  in  the  U.S.  illegally  as 
a  minor  (or  arrive  with  a  minor),  they  can  benefit  from  catch-and-release  and  then  disappear  into  the  interior  of 
the  country. 

o  Every  three  days  DHS  apprehends  the  number  of  family  units  we  are  able  to  remove  in  an  entire  year, 
o  To  demonstrate  the  nature  of  the  problem.  Of  the  illegal  alien  apprehended  in  FY17: 

■  82%  of  single  adults  had  been  repatriated 

■  91%  of  Mexican  single  adults  had  been  repatria ted 

■  Only  1.1%  of  non-Mexican  family  unit  aliens  had  been  repatriated 

■  Only  1.8%  of  non-Mexican  unaccompanied  alien  minors  had  been  repatriated. 

o  Family  units  that  are  released  into  the  interior  can  stay  on  alternatives  to  detention  (ATD)  for  8  years  while 
they  go  through  immigration  proceedings.  ICE’s  overall  Average  Length  of  Stay  (ALOS)  in  detention  is 
39.8  days,  but  the  average  length  of  time  for  an  alien  to  remain  on  a  non-detainecl  docket  is  close  to 
1300  days.  The  most  important  factor  that  determines  if  an  alien  will  actually  be  removed  when  a  final 
order  is  issued  is  whether  the  person  is  in  detention  when  the  final  removal  order  is  issued.  Li  FY17,  only 
1%  of  the  226,119  removals  conducted  by  ICE  were  on  ATD. 
o  In  FY17,  CBP  apprehended  94,285  family  unit  aliens  from  Central  America  (i.e.  aliens  for  whom  we 
cannot  deliver  a  legal  consequence).  Of  those  94,285  Central  American  family  units  apprehended  at  the 
border  last  year,  98.6%  remain  in  the  country  today. 

o  InFY17,  CBP  apprehended  31,754  UACs  from  the  Northern  Triangle  of  Central  America.  Of  those,  98.2 
percent  remain  in  the  country  today. 

•  The  only  way  to  fix  this  is  to  close  catch-and-release  loopholes  by  (1)  tightening  the  standards  for  claiming 
asylum  so  that  only  legitirnate  claims  are  granted  relief  and  (2)  granting  DHS  the  authority  to  detain  and  remove 
illegal  family  unit  aliens  together  and  (3)  modifying  the  TVPRA  so  illegal  alien  minors  can  be  returned  home.

confidence  that  if  the  incident  Debbie  alleges  ever  occurred,  we  would  have  seen  or  heard  about  it— and  we  did 
not." 

Further,  those  classmates  said  that  the  allegations  in  the  story  would  be  completely  out  of  character  for  Kavanaugh.

Student  Loan  Discharge  Process  for  Disabled  Veterans 


Attorneys  General, 

I  wanted  to  reach  out  to  you  regarding  conversation  around  discharging  federal  student  loans  for  disabled  veterans.  I 
have  included  a  press  release  below  regarding  steps  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  Department  of  Veterans 
Affairs  have  taken  to  simplify  the  student  loan  discharge  process  for  disabled  veterans. 

Per  the  Department  of  Education  (ED),  ED  and  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  (VA)  proactively  identify  eligible 
veterans.  ED  then  sends  eligible  veterans  a  letter,  which  they  must  sign  and  send  back  for  discharge  of  loan.  Due  to  the 
potential  state  tax  implications  that  may  impact  each  qualifying  veteran  differently,  the  Department  cannot 
automatically  discharge  the  loans  without  proper  consent.  There  are  also  potential  implications  around  automatic 
discharge  in  relation  to  qualification  for  future  federal  student  aid. 

I  have  cc'd  my  Intergovernmental  Affairs  colleague  Cody  Reynolds  from  the  Department  of  Education  if  you  have 
additional  questions. 

U.S.  Department  of  Education  and  U.S.  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  Team  Up  to  Simplify  Student  Loan  Discharge 
Process  for  Disabled  Veterans

WASHINGTON,  D.C.  -  The  U.S.  Department  of  Education  (Department)  has  partnered  with  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Veterans  Affairs  (VA)  to  make  it  easier  for  America's  disabled  veterans  to  have  their  federal  student  loans  discharged. 
"Our  nation's  veterans  have  sacrificed  much  for  our  country.  It  is  important  that,  in  return,  we  do  all  we  can  to  give 
them  the  support  and  care  they  deserve,"  U.S.  Education  Secretary  Betsy  DeVos  said.  "Simplifying  the  loan  forgiveness 
process  and  proactively  identifying  veterans  with  federal  student  loans  who  may  be  eligible  for  a  discharge  is  a  small  but 
critical  way  we  can  show  our  gratitude  for  veterans'  service." 

Acting  VA  Secretary  Robert  Wilkie  said,  "The  hard  work  put  into  this  important  initiative  by  two  large  federal  agencies 
for  our  veterans  and  their  families  is  impressive  in  scope  and  further  underscores  VA's  values.  I  want  to  thank  Secretary 
DeVos  and  her  team  for  partnering  in  this  wonderful  effort  for  those  who  have  given  so  much." 

Starting  this  month,  the  Department  will  begin  matching  borrowers  on  the  National  Student  Loan  Data  System  (NSLDS®), 
who  have  federal  student  loans  or  aid  through  the  Teacher  Education  Assistance  for  College  and  Higher  Education 
(TEACH)  Grant  Program,  to  the  VA  database.  Borrowers  positively  identified  in  the  match  will  be  mailed  a  customized 
letter  that  will  explain  eligibility  for  loan  discharge  and  include  a  total  and  permanent  disability  (TPD)  application.  The 
borrower  can  sign  and  return  the  application  to  complete  the  process  of  applying  for  a  TPD  discharge.  For  more 
information  about  TPD  discharge,  including  the  TPD  discharge  application,  visit  disabilitydischarge.com.

Announcing  his  nomination,  President  Trump  noted  that  Barr  is  “one  of  the 
most  respected  jurists  in  the  country”  having  extensive  background  and  experience  in  the  private  and 
public  sector,  including  previously  serving  as  United  States  Attorney  General,  Deputy  Attorney 
General,  and  Assistant  Attorney  General.  Barr’s  confirmation  is  pending  Senate  confirmation.

ADDRESSING  THE  DRIVING  FORCES  OF  THE  OPIOID  CRISIS:  President  Donald  J.  Trump's  Initiative 
to  Stop  Opioid  Abuse  is  confronting  the  driving  forces  behind  the  opioid  crisis. 

•  This  Administration  secured  $6  billion  in  new  funding  over  two  years  to  fight  opioid  abuse. 

•  Tire  President's  Initiative  to  Stop  Opioid  Abuse  will: 

o  Reduce  drug  demand  through  education,  awareness,  and  prevention  efforts. 

o  Cirt  off  the  flow  of  illicit  drugs  across  our  borders  and  within  communities. 

o  Save  lives  by  expanding  opportunities  for  evidence-based  treatments  for  opioid  addiction. 

•  On  September  19, 2018,  the  Administration  awarded  more  than  $1  billion  in  funding  to  State  and  local 
entities  to  address  the  opioid  crisis. 

o  Substance  Abuse  and  Mental  Health  Services  Administration  awarded  $930  million  in  grants  to 
support  prevention,  treatment,  and  recovery  activities,

community  health  centers,  over  120  rural  community  organizations,  and  academic  institutions, 
o  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  awarded  States,  territories,  tribes,  and  partners 
more  than  $194  million  to  bolster  prevention  and  data  collection  efforts  battling  this  crisis. 

REDUCING  DEMAND  AND  OVER-PRESCRIPTION:  President  Trump's  Opioid  Initiative  is  educating

•  Strengthening  community-driven  responses,  the  Administration  has  issued  $90.9  million  in  Drug-Free 
Communities  Support  Program  grants  to  731  local  drug  prevention  coalitions. 

•  Efforts  to  reduce  demand  and  over-prescription  are  already  seeing  results. 

o  High-dose  opioid  prescriptions  fell  by  16  percent  since  President  Trump  took  office. 

.  o  In  2017,  tire  number  of  first-time  heroin  users  ages  12  and  older  fell  by  more  than  50  percent. 

CUTTING  OFF  THE  SUPPLY  OF  ILLICIT  DRUGS:  President  Trump's  Opioid  Initiative  is  cracking  down 
on  international  and  domestic  illicit  drug  supply  chains  devastating  American  communities. 

•  President  Trump  is  working  to  keep  dangerous  drugs  out  of  the  United  States  by: 

o  Seeming  land  borders,  ports  of  entry,  and  waterways  against  illegal  smuggling, 
o  Requiring  more  advance  data  to  flag  high-risk  international  mail  shipments,

o  hr  fiscal  year  (FY)  2017,  DOJ  increased  tire  average  Federal  sentence  for  drug  trafficking  to  the 
strongest  sentences  since  2013, 

o  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  seized  more  than  2,300  pounds  of  fentanyl  in  FY  2017. 
o  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  saw  a  66  percent  increase  hr  the  advance  electronic  data 
they  received  on  international  mail  packages  hr  FY  2018  compared  to  FY  2017. 
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HELPING  THOSE  STRUGGLING  WITH  ADDICTION:  President  Trump's  Opioid  Initiative  is  helping 
those  straggling  with  addiction  through  evidence-based  treatment  and  recovery  support  services. 

•  The  Administration  is  working  to  ensure  first  responders  are  supplied  with  naloxone,  a  lifesaving 
medication  used  to  reverse  overdoses. 

•  Department  of  Labor's  Employment  and  Training  Administration  awarded  more  than  $30  million  to 
States  to  help  people  affected  by  opioid  addiction  rejoin  the  workforce. 

•  Tire  Tramp  Administration  is  empowering  local  leaders  with  relevant  opioid  data  to  coordinate  and 
optimize  then  efforts  to  quickly  respond  to  spikes  in  overdoses. 

•  The  Administration  is  working  to  expand  access  to  evidence-based  addiction  treatment  in  every  State 
and  to  veterans,  particularly  Medication- Assisted  Treatment  for  opioid  addiction.

o  The  Administration  supports  drug  courts  to  provide  appropriate  offenders  with  treatment  as  an 
alternative  to  incarceration,  or  as  a  condition  of  supervised  release. 

•  Efforts  to  provide  help  to  those  struggling  with  addiction  are  already  seeing  results. 

o  Last  year,  America  had  an  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  age  12  and  older  with  illicit  drug- 
use  disorders  being  treated  at  specialty  facilities  and  private  provider  offices. 

o  There  has  been  a  more  than  20  percent  increase  in  young  adults  aged  18  to  25  receiving 
outpatient  treatment. 

HISTORIC  CONGRESSIONAL  ACTION  TO  COMBAT  THE  OPIOID  CRISIS:  President  Tramp  worked 
hand  in  hand  with  Congress  to  advance  the  SUPPORT  Act,  the  single  largest  legislative  package 
addressing  a  single  drug  crisis  in  history.  Among  the  provisions  in  this  historic  legislation  are: 

•  IMD  CARE  Act:  Provides  States  with  a  Medicaid  State  plan  option  to  provide  residential  treatment  in 
facilities  (Institutions  for  Mental  Diseases)  more  than  16  beds,  in  certain  circumstances. 

•  STOP  Act:  Requires  the  United  States  Postal  Service  to  share  advanced  electronic  data  with  CBP  on  100 
percent  of  packages  entering  the  country. 

o  This  will  help  identify  suspicious  shipments  and  stop  deadly  fentanyl  from  entering  from  China 
and  Mexico. 

•  CRIB  Act:  Supports  the  most  vulnerable  victims  of  the  opioid  crisis  by  allowing  State  Medicaid 
programs  to  cover  healthcare  services  to  infants  suffering  from  neonatal  abstinence  syndrome  in 
pediatric  recovery  centers. 

o  Currently,  pediatr  ic  recovery  centers  cannot  bill  Medicaid  for  services  to  babies  in  withdrawal, 
thereby  limiting  how  many  families  they  are  able  to  serve. 

•  CARA  2.0  Act:  Increases  the  funding  authorization  levels  for  certain  programs  enacted  in  2016  under 
the  CARA  Act. 

•  Youth  Prevention  and  Recovery:  Leverages  existing  job  training  resources  to  create  a  pilot  program  to 
address  workforce  shortages  exacerbated  by  the  opioid  crisis. 

o  This  will  help  employers  fill  job  openings  and  get  those  in  recovery  back  on  their  feet. 

•  ONDCP  Reauthorization:  Reauthorizes  ONDCP  and  allows  its  media  campaigns  to  focus  on  anti-drug 
messages  for  all  age  groups,  not  just  youth  as  the  law  currently  states. 

o  This  also  reauthorizes  the  Drug-Free  Communities  Support  Program  and  the  High  Intensity 
Drug  Trafficking  Areas  Program. 

•  Improving  Recovery  and  Reunifying  Families  Act:  Authorizes  $15  million  for  a  "recovery  coach" 
program  for  parents  with  children  hi  foster  care  due  to  parental  substance  use. 
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The  goal  of  the  program  is  to  reduce  the  length  of  time  children  spend  in  foster  care  due  to  a 
parent  who  is  struggling  with  a  substance  use  disorder. 

•  CAREER  Act:  Improves  resources  and  wrap-around  support  services  for  those  recovering  from  a 
substance  use  disorder  who  are  transitioning  from  treatment  programs  to  tire  workforce, 
o  This  includes  $25  million  authorized  for  workforce  par  ticipation  grants.

You  have  been  just  so  terrific  working  alongside  of  our 
great  Vice  President.  And  thank  you  very  much,  Karen.  Really  appreciate  it.  (Applause.) 

I'd  like  to  begin  today's  remarks  by  providing  an  update  on  the  suspicious  packages  and  devices  mailed 
to  current  and  former  high-ranking  government  officials.  Tire  safety  of  tire  American  people  is  my  highest 
and  absolute  priority. 

I  have  just  concluded  a  briefing  with  the  FBI,  Department  of  Justice,  Department  of  Homeland 
Security,  and  the  U.S.  Secret  Service. 

As  we  speak,  tire  packages  are  being  inspected  by  top  explosive  experts,  and  a  major  federal 
investigation  is  now  underway.  The  full  weight  of  our  government  is  being  deployed  to  conduct  this 
investigation  and  bring  those  responsible  for  these  despicable  acts  to  justice.  We  will  spare  no  resources  or 
expense  in  this  effort. 

And  I  just  want  to  tell  you  that,  in  these  times,  we  have  to  rurify.  We  have  to  come  together,  and 
send  one  very  clear,  strong,  unmistakable  message  that  acts  or  threats  of  political  violence  of  any  kind  have 
no  place  in  tire  United  States  of  America.  (Applause.)  Thank  you  very  much. 

It's  a  very  bipartisan  statement,  I  can  tell  you,  from  both  sides.  We  both  agree  on  that. 
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This  egregious  conduct  is  abhorrent  to  every  tiring  we  hold  dear  and  sacred  as  Americans.  My 
administration  will  provide  additional  updates  as  they  become  available.  And  I  just  want  to  thank 
everybody  for  their  understanding.  We're  extremely  angry,  upset,  unhappy  about  what  we  witnessed  this 
morning,  and  we  will  get  to  the  bottom  of  it. 

We  are  gathered  together  today  to  address  America's  drug  and  opioid  crisis  —  and  a  crisis,  it  is  — 
which  now  claims  70,000  lives  a  year. 

One  year  ago,  I  addressed  the  nation  in  this  very  room  and  declared  the  opioid  crisis  a  national 
public  health  emergency.  And  that' s  a  legal  statement.  That's  a  legal  term. 

Today,  we  are  here  to  update  the  American  people  on  the  historic  action  we  have  taken  and  to  sign 
landmark  legislation  to  defeat  the  opioid  epidemic. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Cabinet  members  in  attendance  today:  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  —  thank 
you;  and  Secretaries  Ryan  Zinke,  Alex  Acosta,  Alex  Azar,  Ben  Carson,  Betsy  DeVos,  Robert  Wilke,  and 
Kirstjen  Nielsen.  Thank  you  all  very  much.  I  know  how  hard  you're  working  on  this  and  other 
things.  (Applause.)  Thank  you. 

And  thank  you  also  to  Kellyanne  Conway  for  her  tremendous  efforts.  Thank  you,  Kelly anne.  I 
appreciate  it.  (Applause.) 

We're  also  honored  to  be  joined  by  state  and  local  leaders,  private  sector  partners,  along  with 
families  who  have  suffered  terrible  heartache  from  the  opioid  epidemic.  Together,  we  are  going  to  end  tire 
scourge  of  drug  addiction  in  America.  We  are  going  to  end  it,  or  we  are  going  to  at  least  make  an  extremely 
big  dent  in  this  terrible,  terrible  problem. 

Over  the  last  year,  we  have  mobilized  tire  entire  federal  government  to  address  this  crisis.  We  have 
secured  $6  billion  in  new  funding  to  combat  opioids  —  the  most  money  ever  received  in  history. 

I  want  to  thank  the  members  of  Congress  in  attendance  today  --  terrific  people  —  who  have  been 
instrumental  in  this  effort:  Senators  Lanrar  Alexander  —  Tamar,  thank  you.  Lamar,  thank  you  very 
much.  Rob  Portnran.  Thank  you,  Rob.  Congressman  Greg  Walden.  And  also,  Greg,  for  Right  to  Try.  All 
of  us.  Everybody  over  there.  Right  to  Try  --  if  s  having  a  tremendous  impact  already.  Thank  you  very 
much. 


Along  with  Senators  Shelley  Moore  Capito,  Bill  Cassidy,  Maggie  Hassan;  Representatives  Gus 
Bilirakis,  Michael  Burgess,  Barbara  Comstock,  John  Faso,  Bob  Goodlatte,  Garret  Graves,  Richard  Hudson, 
Mike  Kelly,  Bob  Latta,  Keith  Rothfus,  Tim  Walberg.  I  want  to  just  thank  you  all.  There  could  be  a  couple  of 
extras.  We'll  thank  you  afterwards,  okay?  But  thank  you  all.  Thank  you.  (Applause.)  Trank  you  all. 

It's  a  great  job.  Trey  work  hard  on  it.  They  feel  so  strongly. 

My  administration  has  also  launched  an  unprecedented  effort  to  target  drug  dealers,  traffickers,  and 
smugglers.  We  are  shutting  down  online  networks,  cracking  down  on  international  shipments,  and  going 
after  foreign  traffickers  like  never  before. 

For  the  first  time  ever,  in  August  of  this  year,  the  Department  of  Justice  indicted  two  Chinese  nationals 
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who  were  shipping  fentanyl  and  other  lethal  drugs  to  our  country. 

Here  with  us  today  is  Sain  Mortensen  of  the  Nebraska  State  Patrol.  Where  is  Sam? 

TROOPER  MORTENSEN:  Here,  sir. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Oh.  I  drought  he  was  around  here  someplace.  (Applause.)  Thank  you,  Sam. 

hr  April,  Trooper  Mortensen  seized  118  potmds  of  fentanyl  -  enough  lethal  doses  to  kill  26  million 
people.  Is  drat  even  believable?  Can  you  imagine?  Trooper  Mortensen,  that  was  a  job  well  done. 

And  I'd  like  to  just  have  you  come  down  here.  Just  for  a  second.  You  didn't  know  you  were  going 
to  this.  Conre  on.  (Applause.)  Say  a  few  words. 

TROOPER  MORTENSEN:  First  off,  thank  you  for  having  me  here  today.  This  is  a  huge  honor,  not  just 
for  myself,  but  to  represent  all  of  dre  law  enforcement  officials  in  Nebraska.  Every  day,  drere  is  a  lot  of 
people  out  there  drat  are  doing  what  I  did.  They're  doing  it  day  in  and  day  out.  And  there's  a  lot  people 
that  came  before  me  tirat  taught  me  how  to  do  dris  job. 

And  so,  on  behalf  of  them,  on  behalf  of  myself,  and  on  behalf  of  my  family,  thank  you  for  having  me 
here.  (Applause.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you,  Sam.  Good  job.  (Applause.)  He  didn't  know  he  was  going  to  do 
drat.  (Laughter.)  And  I  see  a  future  politician.  Be  careful,  fellas.  (Laughter.)  It  was  a  great  job.  Thank 
you,  Sam. 

Last  year,  the  brave  men  and  women  of  ICE  and  Border  Patrol  —  people  that  we  have  to  really 
thank.  They  are  doing  some  job.  Seized  more  --  right?  (Applause)  Really  doing  a  good  --  and  that  s  a  hard 
job  —  seized  more  tirair  2.8  million  potmds  of  illicit  and  deadly  drugs. 

Early  estimates  show  that  in  2017  and  2018,  fentanyl  seizures  were  more  tiran  four  times  higher  than 
the  previous  two  years.  We're  really  putting  big  effort  into  fentanyl  and  other  drug  seizures. 

Last  year,  we  increased  die  average  federal  sentence  for  drug  trafficking  to  its  highest  level  since 
2013.  We're  also  putting  a  stop  to  anotiier  dangerous  supply  of  opioids:  over-prescribing  doctors  -  over¬ 
prescribing.  They  have  to  be  careftd. 

Over  the  past  20  months,  our  Department  of  Justice  and  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services 
Fraud  Strike  Force  targeted  a  combined  $3.3  billion  in  waste,  fraud,  and  abuse  related  to  die  unlawful 
distribution  of  opioids.  That's  by  far  the  most  ever. 

The  total  amount  of  opioids  being  prescribed  has  decreased  by  nearly  20  percent  in  a  very  short 
period  of  time.  I'm  very  proud  of  that.  We  have  nearly  doubled  funding  for  opioid  research,  including  for 
die  development  of  non-addictive  painkillers. 

Over  the  past  20  months,  our  National  Prescription  Drug  Take  Back  Days  -  very  important,  really 
something  -  have  collected  more  than  2.7  million  potmds  of  unused  or  unwanted  prescription  drugs. 

We  have  launched  one  of  the  largest  ad  campaigns  to  keep  young  Americans  from  getting  addicted 
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in  the  first  place,  If  we  can  do  that  —  those  ads  are  so  well  -- 1  mean,  they're  so  important.  It's  one  of  the 
most  important  things  that  I've  told  Melania  and  Kelly anne.  We  put  on  really  powerful  ads,  we  pay  for 
those  ads,  and  we  get  people  to  stop  before  they  ever  start.  And  maybe  that  should  be  the  name  of  the 
campaign  —  (applause)  —  "Stop  before  they  ever  start." 

And  you  won't  see  tire  results  immediately,  but  you'll  see  the  results  in  the  future  —  and  very  quick 
future.  So  I'd  love  for  you  to  do  that,  and  I  know  that's  what  you're  doing. 

For  those  already  addicted,  we  are  delivering  lifesaving  help.  Last  month,  my  administration  gave 
state  and  local  governments,  community  organizations,  and  other  groups  an  additional  $1  billion  to  address 
prevention,  treatment,  and  recovery. 

We  have  given  states  waivers  from  outdated  rules,  and  increased  by  50  percent  the  number  of  people 
being  heated  in  specialty  facilities  for  heroin  addiction.  Tremendous  amounts  of  money  and  care  have 
been  given  to  those  specialty  facilities.  And  they  are  working;  they're  having  a  tremendously  positive 
effect. 


We're  working  to  screen  100  percent  of  the  federal  inmates  for  drug  addiction  so  we  can  offer  them 
the  treatment  they  need  while  they  serve  their  sentence.  And  when  they  get  out  —  (applause)  --  and  when 
they  get  out,  our  economy  has  become  so  strong  that  they  are  getting  jobs  for  the  first  time  almost  ever, 
certainly  in  memory.  They're  coining  out  into  an  incredible  society,  an  incredible  economy.  People  are 
hiring  these  inmates.  They're  getting  a  second  and  sometimes  a  thud  chance. 

And  the  response  has  been  incredible  from  the  people  that  are  doing  the  hiring.  This  is  the  first  that 
it's  ever  happened.  They're  getting  a  chance,  and  it  makes  me  very  proud.  And  that's  because  of  a 
tremendous  economy,  and  people  also  opening  up  their  hearts  and  minds  to  giving  these  people  a  second 
chance.  So  that's  really  terrific.  (Applause.)  Thank  you. 

Our  Department  of  Labor  has  awarded  more  than  $30  million  to  states  to  expand  apprenticeships  — 
a  very  special  word  to  me,  the  word  "apprenticeship."  (Laughter.)  And  on-the-job  —  yeah,  you  get 
it.  See?  (Laughter.)  And  on-the-job  training  for  those  who  are  recovering  from  addiction. 

Joining  us  today  is  DeeDee  Wheeler  from  Upstate  New  York.  DeeDee  was  born  in  prison  to  a 
mother  struggling  with  alcoholism.  DeeDee  struggled  with  drug  addiction  for  years.  But  three  and  a  half 
years  ago,  she  began  a  really  incredible  recovery  program.  Since  then,  she  has  been  drug-free. 

DeeDee  now  earns  a  living  as  a  very  talented  seamstress  and  designer  —  they  love  her;  they  love  her 
at  that  firm  —  proudly  bringing  home  a  paycheck  to  provide  for  her  two  sons.  DeeDee,  you  inspire  us.  And 
I'd  love  to  have  you  come  up  and  just  say  a  few  words.  (Applause.)  DeeDee? 

MS.  WHEELER;  First  of  all,  I  want  to  thank  God.  Without  Him,  it's  impossible.  Nothing  is 
impossible  with  God. 

I  just  would  like  to  thank  the  Hoving  Home  that  gave  me  a  foundation.  I  went  through  tire  home  in 
2016  —  '15.  Excuse  nre.  I'm  a  little  nervous.  (Laughter.)  And  I  completed  the  program.  It  gave  me  a  sense 
of  wellbeing.  And  I'm  a  graduate.  I  completed  it,  and  I'm  a  graduate. 

And  due  to  the  fact  that  I'm  with  Unshattered  —  Unshattered  is  a  foundation.  It  gave  me  a  sense  of 
purpose  because  I  knew  I  couldn' t  go  back  to  Jersey  —  to  go  back  to  people,  places,  and  things.  And  I'm  just 
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honored  to  be  here,  and  I'm  proud  to  say  that  I'm  drug-free  and  I  surrender  my  life.  And  I  just  want  to 
thank  God.  (Applause.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you,  DeeDee. 

Well,  I  didn't  tell  DeeDee  and  Sam  that  they  were  speaking,  because  this  way  they’d  be  nervous 
coming  in.  Now  I  just  put  them  up.  And  did  they  do  great  or  what?  Right?  (Applause.) 

If  we  would  have  given  them  advance  notice,  you  couldn' t  have  done  better  than  that  no  matter 
how  hard  you  worked.  That  was  great.  Both  Sam  and  DeeDee,  thank  you  veiy  much.  Fantastic  job. 

In  order  to  build  on  our  progress,  in  just  a  few  moments  I  will  sign  tire  single  largest  bill  to  combat  a 
drug  crisis  in  the  history  of  our  country.  I  especially  want  to  thank  Senator  Rob  Portman  for  working  to 
ensure  that  the  bill  gives  law  enforcement  the  tools  and  resources  they  need  to  stop  ultra-lethal  —  think  of 
that  word,  "ultra-lethal”;  that’s  a  big  statement  -  drugs,  like  fentanyl,  from  being  trafficked  throughout  our 
mail. 


And,  Rob,  I  do  have  to  drank  you.  I  know  how  hard  —  (applause)  —  please,  stand 
up.  Please.  (Applause.)  How  hard  you've  worked.  Thank  you.  Thank  you,  Rob. 

This  legislation  also  includes  vital  messages  [measures]  to  expand  support  for  addiction  recovery 
and  treatment,  and  the  transition  back  to  independent  living,  with  a  very,  veiy  steady  job,  great  job. 

Joining  us  today  are  21  of  our  nation's  top  companies  and  organizations  -  these  are  fantastic, 
successful  companies  drat  are  putting  back;  drey’re  giving  back  and  they're  putting  back  —  who  are  going  to 
be  announcing  bold  commitments  to  help  us  solve  this  crisis. 

hr  just  a  few  moments,  we  are  here  to  listen  to  drese  incredible  incentives,  and  benefit  by  them. 

Together,  we  will  defeat  this  epidemic  -  it's  a  true  epidemic  ~  as  one  people,  one  family,  and  one 
magnificent  nation  under  God. 

I  want  to  thank  everybody  for  being  here.  This  is  a  tremendous  honor  for  me  and  tremendous 
honor  for  Melania,  who's  worked  so  hard  on  this.  And  I  appreciate  that  very  much.  First  Lady.  Really,  a 
fantastic  job.  Karen,  drank  you  veiy  much.  Really  appreciate  it.

Attorneys  General, 

Today,  the  President's  Interagency  Task  Force  to  Monitor  and  Combat  Trafficking  in  Persons  (PITF)  met  to  discuss  the 
Administration's  efforts  to  tackle  human  trafficking.  The  Task  Force  is  a  Cabinet-level  entity,  consisting  of  15 
departments  and  agencies,  which  work  tirelessly  to  prosecute  traffickers,  protect  survivors,  and  combat  human 
trafficking.  Members  of  the  Advisory  Council  on  Human  Trafficking,  comprised  of  survivor  leaders  appointed  by  the 
President,  attended.  Also  of  note,  the  recipients  of  the  2018  Presidential  Award  for  Extraordinary  Efforts  to  Combat 
Trafficking  in  Persons  were  honored  at  the  meeting.

TAKING  ACTION  AT  HOME  AND  ABROAD:  The  Trump  Administration  is  taking  the  fight  to  human 
trafficking  on  all  fronts,  carrying  out  robust  domestic  and  international  efforts. 

®  In  April  2018,  President  Trump  signed  historic  legislation  into  law  to  combat  online  sex  trafficking, 
holding  perpetrators  accountable  and  ensuring  justice  for  survivors. 

e  Last  year.  President  Trump  issued  an  Executive  Order  which  directed  his  Administration  to  crack 
down  on  transnational  criminal  organizations  that  use  human  trafficking. 

®  Domestically,  Federal  agencies  are  ensuring  hill  enforcement  of  our  laws  so  that  those  who  seek  to 
exploit  our  people  and  break  our  laws  face  justice.  Last  year: 

o  The  Department  of  Justice  secured  convictions  against  nearly  500  defendants  in  human 

trafficking  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  dismantled  42  criminal  enterprises  engaged 
in  child  sex  hafficking. 

o  The  Department  of  Homeland  Security  initiated  over  800  human  trafficking  cases,  insulting  in 
1,500  arrests,  530  convictions,  and  over  500  victims  identified. 

©  The  Department  of  Justice  anti-trafficking  grantees  reported  assisting  more  than  8,000  survivors 
between  July  2016  and  June  2017,  greatly  exceeding  the  past  record. 

•  The  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  modernized  the  National  Human  Trafficking  Hotline. 

©  The  United  States  is  also  taking  the  lead  to  end  this  crime  internationally,  as  the  largest  donor  of  the 
Global  Fund  to  End  Modern  Slavery. 
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•  The  Trump  Administration  is  pushing  back  against  authoritarian  regimes  to  eliminate  forced  labor,  sex 
trafficking,  and  the  exploitation  of  children. 

o  Human  trafficking  is  very  common  under  regimes  lacking  basic  civil  protections, 
o  The  Administration  is  limiting  the  number  of  Tier  3  countries  in  the  TIP  Report  that  will  receive 
national  security  waivers  under  the  Trafficking  Victims  Protection  Act 


REMARKS  BY  PRESIDENT  TRUMP 

AT  THE  INTERAGENCY  TASK  FORCE  TO  MONITOR  AND  COMBAT  TRAFFICKING  IN  PERSONS 

ANNUAL  MEETING 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you.  Please.  Thank  you  very  much.  Thank  you.  It's  a  great  honor.  Thank  you 
very  much.  Thank  you  to  Ivanka  for  the  wonderful  introduction.  She  knows  me  well.  And  also,  very 
importantly,  on  the  tremendous  work  you've  done  on  this  on  behalf  of  human  trafficking  victims  and 
survivors  all  over  the  world.  Very  important  subject. 

And  incredibly,  with  the  age  of  the  computer,  it's  gotten  worse  and  worse  and  worse  every  year.  And  we're 
going  to  turn  that  around. 

This  is  an  urgent  humanitarian  issue.  My  administration  is  committed  to  leveraging  every  resource  we 
have  to  confront  this  threat,  to  support  the  victims  and  survivors,  and  to  hold  traffickers  accountable  for  their 
heinous  crimes. 

Before  going  any  further  today.  I'd  like  to  provide  an  update  on  Hurricane  Michael,  which  made 
landfall  along  Florida's  great  Panhandle.  Incredible  people  in  the  Panhandle,  and  they  went  through  a 
lot.  Followed  a  really  destructive  path;  then  to  Georgia  and  North  and  South  Carolina. 

Our  prayers  are  with  those  who  lost  then  lives  and  with  their  families.  And  our  hearts  are  with  the 
thousands  who  have  sustained  property  damage  —  in  many  cases  entirely  wiped  out  —  the  many  families  who 
have  been  displaced  and  the  businesses  that  have  been  affected  by  this  devastating  hurricane. 

All  residents  should  heed  all  local  warnings  and  instructions.  My  administration  is  in  constant  contact 
with  state  arid  local  authorities  in  Florida,  Alabama,  Georgia,  South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina.  FEMA  and 
fust  responders  are  on  the  ground,  and  we  have  teams  currently  conducting  search  and  rescue  missions  —  by 
the  way,  the  Coast  Guard  has  been  incredible;  they've  saved  many  lives  --  working  to  restore  power  and 
delivering  needed  supplies. 

We  will  do  everything  in  our  power  to  help  tiros e  in  need.  And  we  will  not  rest  or  waver  until  tire  job 
is  done  and  the  recovery  is  complete.  The  only  thing  we  caxr  say  about  Michael  with  certainty  is  drat  it  was  so 
fast,  it  went  drrough  like  a  bullet,  but  it  was  a  devastating  bullet.  It  was  complete.  It  was  winds  about  as  big 
as  we've  ever  seen  in  history.  We've  never  had  anything  like  this. 

So  I  just  want  to  drank  everybody  for  working  so  hard  and  for  FEMA,  and  first  responders,  and  law 
enforcement.  They  have  been  incredible.  Ixrcredible.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Today  we're  gathered  together  for  a  truly  important  mission:  ending  the  scourge  of  human  trafficking. 

Joining  us  are  top  officials  from  across  our  government  who  are  deeply  engaged  in  this  effort.  Also, 
Senator  Rob  Portman  is  with  us  someplace.  Rob,  thank  you  very  much  for  coming. 
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I'd  like  to  just  introduce  a  few  of  the  people  that  have  worked  so  hard:  Secretary  of  State  Mike 
Pompeo.  Secretary  Nielsen.  Secretary,  thank  you.  Good  job.  I  know  you’re  working  very  hard  on  this.  Ryan 
Zinke.  Ryan,  thank  you.  Thank  you.  Alex  Acosta.  Thank  you  very  much.  Rod  Rosenstein.  Thank  you. 

Rod.  AlexAzar.  Thank  you  very  much.  Great  job  you’re  doing.  Thank  you,  Alex.  Elaine  Chao.  Thank  you, 
Elaine.  And  Betsy  DeVos.  Thank  you.  Thank  you  veiy  much. 

Along  with  Ambassadors  Nikki  Haley  —  and  what  a  job  you’ve  done.  Thank  you  very  much, 

Nikki.  And  you  know  how  we  feel.  Bob  Lighthizer.  Thanks,  Bob.  Dan  Coats.  And  Director  Chris 
Wray.  Thank  you.  Thank  you.  Thank  you,  Chris,  very  much.  Appreciate  it  very  much.  You  really  -  you’re 
making  big  difference  and  you'll  make  an  even  bigger  different  because  we’re  making  it  a  lot  easier  for  you 
now.  We’re  going  to  give  you  what  you  need  to  get  this  done  —  as  much  as  you  can.  It’s  a  tough  one. 

Thank  you  as  well  to  Representative  Ann  Wagner  who  has  been  a  great  leader  in  the  fight  against 
human  trafficking.  Thank  you,  Ann,  very  much.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Most  importantly,  I  want  to  thank  the  courageous  survivors  of  human  trafficking  for  joining  us 
today.  From  the  beginning  of  my  administration,  I  promised  we  would  direct  the  full  might  and  force  of  the 
United  States  government  to  combat  the  sinister  crime  of  trafficking.  And  that  is  exactly  what  we  are  doing. 

We’re  working  to  aggressively  target  traffickers  and  to  protect  the  victims  of  this  inhumane  abuse.  In 
my  first  month  in  office,  I  signed  an  executive  order  directing  federal  law  enforcement  to  prioritize 
dismantling  the  criminal  organizations  that  engage  in  human  trafficking.  I  later  hosted  survivors  and  experts 
here  at  tire  White  House  on  numerous  occasions  for  a  conversation  about  how  we  can  strengthen  and  improve 
our  nation's  anti- trafficking  efforts. 

Since  the  time  and  since  that  moment  -  very  first  moment  --  we've  really  made  tremendous 
s hides.  We’re  challenging  foreign  regimes  that  facilitate  this  horrible  evil  of  sex  trafficking  and  forced 
labor.  And  we’re  working  to  take  down  the  criminal  organizations  that  illegally  traffic  drugs  and  people 
across  our  border,  exploiting  diem  for  their  own  gain.  And  we  are  pursuing  criminal  charges  against  those 
who  perpetrate  these  monstrous  acts  and  deeds. 

Last  year,  my  administration  prosecuted  a  record  number  of  traffickers.  The  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  National  Human  Trafficking  Hodine  received  over  8,500  reports  of  potential  trafficking  last 
year.  And  our  brave  heroes  at  ICE  have  made  over  1,600  human  trafficking  arrests.  They  do  a  great  job. 

I  have  signed  several  anti-trafficking  bills  into  law,  including  a  landmark  law  championed  by 
Representative  Wagner.  And,  Representative,  where  are  you?  Please.  Fantastic  job,  Ann.  Thank  you  very 
much.  Really  appreciate  it.  To  help  states  and  victims  to  fight  online  sex  trafficking. 

Under  this  law,  victims  can  now  bring  civil  suits  against  websites  involved  in  sex  trafficking  -  it’s  so 
important  -  so  you  can  bring  civil  suits  against  these  websites,  and  states  can  bring  criminal  charges.  These 
provisions  complement  existing  laws  that  die  Department  of  Justice  used  to  seize  and  shut  down 
Backpage.com,  the  Internet's  leading  forum  for  traffickers,  earlier  this  year.  Good  job.  Rod.  Really  good  job. 

We  also  included  tough  forced-labor  provisions  in  the  new  U.S.-Mexico-Canada  Agreement  —  USMCA, 
as  it's  known.  Great  agreement.  And  we  are  taking  die  lead  to  combat  this  crime  internationally,  having 
invested  millions  in  die  Global  Fimd  to  End  Modern  Slavery.  If  you  can  believe  that  title  -  it's  to  end  modern 
slavery. 

This  is  just  a  brief  overview  of  our  government-wide  effort  to  smash  tiiese  criminal  networks  and  to 
help  victims  rebuild  their  lives. 
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Every  Cabinet  member  here  today  and  every  member  of  this  presidential  taskforce  is  fully  engaged  in 
the  fight.  It's  very  important  to  every  one  of  them. 

Our  country  will  not  rest  until  we  have  put  these  vile  organizations  out  of  business,  and  rescued  every 
last  victim.  And  we  will  not  stop  until  we  have  stamped  out  the  menace  of  human  trafficking  once  and  for  all. 

Again,  I  want  to  thank  everybody  for  the  incredible  job  you're  doing,  for  your  good  work.  So 
important.  Thank  you  very  much.  Thank  you.  Thank  you  everybody.  Thank  you.  (Applause.)  Thank 
you.

Kavanaugh.  We  believe  ali  the  Senate's  questions  have  been  addressed  through  this  supplemental  FBI  investigation." 

SENATE  MAJORITY  LEADER  MITCH  MCCONNELL  ON  THE  SENATE  FLOOR:  "We  have  a  chance  to  do  good  here  and  to 
underscore  the  basic  tenant  of  fairness  in  our  country.  So  I  filed  cloture  on  the  nomination  yesterday  evening  and  i'li  be 
proud  to  vote  to  advance  this  nomination  tomorrow." 

The  Senate  must  not  allow  a  "fundamentally  un-American  precedent"  to  be  established  here. 

MITCH  MCCONNELL:  "For  goodness  sake,  this  is  the  United  States  of  America.  Nobodyjs  supposed  to  be  guilty  until 
proven  innocent  in  this  country.  Nobody  is  supposed  to  be  proven  innocent  in  The  United  States  of  America.  The  Senate 
should  not  set  a  fundamentally  un-American  precedent  here.  Judge  Kavanaugh's  right  to  basic  fairness  does  not 
disappear  just  because  some  disagree  with  his  judicial  philosophy." 

MITCH  MCCONNELL:  "The  fact  is  that  these  allegations  have  not  been  corroborated.  None  of  the  allegations  have  been 
corroborated  by  the  seventh  FBI  investigation.  Not  in  the  new  FBI  investigation.  Not  anywhere.  So  none  of  these  last- 
minute  allegations  have  been  corroborated. 
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RAJ  SHAH:  "We  cannot  live  in  a  world  where  allegation  alone  can  sully  a  man's  reputation  for  life.  Judge  Kavanaugh  has 
expressed  his  denial  firmly,  unequivocally  and  repeatedly  under  oath,  and  Dr.  Ford  has  identified  three  other  individuals 
who  would  be  able  to  corroborate  her  account,  and  none  have  been  able  to  do  so.  All  three  have  said  they  either  have 
no  recollection  or  don't  think  it  happened.  " 

Across  the  country,  people  are  energized  in  their  support  for  Judge  Kavanaugh. 

SARAH  SANDERS:  "We're  hearing  it  every  single  place  the  President  has  gone.  You  can  feel  the  energy  both  for  the 
president  and  for  his  nominee  in  Brett  Kavanaugh.  People  are  outraged  at  the  way  the  Democrats  have  totally  made  this 
process  into  a  partisan  battle  and  they've  created  something  that  should  never  have  happened.  They've  upended  our 
judicial  system  and  what  they  have  done  is  energized  republicans  and  the  President  is  feeling  that  energy  in  all  of  the 
locations  he  has  been." 

It's  time  to  put  an  end  to  Democrats'  shameful  delay  tactics  and  take  a  vote. 

SARAH  SANDERS:  "The  F.B.I.  did  exactly  what  they  do  best  and  that's  they  conducted  a  background  investigation  and 
provided  that  information  to  the  Senate  and  now  it's  time  for  the  Senate  to  take  that  information  and  make  a  decision 
whether  or  not  they  support  Judge  Kavanaugh.  He  has  given  more  than  any  other  nominee  in  history  in  terms  of 
interviews  and  documents  and  time.  The  Democrats  have  made  this  entire  process  a  total  disgrace.  It  is  time  for  them  to 
quit  playing  politics  and  start  doing  their  job  and  let's  put  this  to  a  vote  and  let's  do  it  quickly." 

SARAH  SANDERS:  "I  think  one  of  the  biggest  and  most  telling  parts  of  this  process  is  all  of  the  Democrats  that  are  coming 
out  claiming  that  they  want  to  see  more,  that  they  haven't  gotten  enough  are  Democrats  that  have  already  pledged  and 
promised  to  vote  no.  they  don't  actually  want  more  information.  It's  a  total  sham  and  they  need  to  get  out  of  the  way 
and  stop  playing  politics." 

RAJ  SHAH:  "Ail  the  folks  that  are  demanding  this  type  of  an  investigation  in  the  Senate  are  Democrats  who've  already 
pledged  to  vote  no.  They  don't  want  additional  information  to  make  a  decision.

Kavanaugh 

Judge  Kavanaugh  could  not  have  been  clearer:  he  has  never  sexually  assaulted  anyone  in  his  life. 

KAVANAUGH:  Tm  here  today  to  tell  the  truth.  I've  never  sexually  assaulted  anyone.  Not  in  high  school,  not  in 
college,  not  ever.  Sexual  assault  is  horrific.  One  of  my  closest  friends  to  this  day  is  a  woman  who  was  sexually 
abused  and  who  in  the  1990s  when  we  were  in  our  30s  confided  in  me  about  the  abuse  and  sought  my  advice." 
KAVANAUGH:  Tm  not  questioning  that  Dr.  Ford  may  have  been  sexually  assaulted  by  some  person  in  some 
place  at  some  time,  but  I  have  never  done  this  to  her  or  to  anyone.  That's  not  who  I  am.  It  is  not  who  I  was." 

Judge  Kavanaugh  condemned  the  disgusting,  last-minute  smear  campaign  against  him  as  a  "national  disgrace"  that 
has  replaced  advise  and  consent  with  "search  and  destroy." 

KAVANAUGH:  "This  confirmation  process  has  become  a  national  disgrace.  The  constitution  gives  the  Senate  an 
important  role  in  the  confirmation  process,  but  you  have  replaced  advise  and  consent  with  search  and  destroy. 
Since  my  nomination  in  July  there's  been  a  frenzy  on  the  left  to  come  up  with  something,  anything  to  block  my 
confirmation.  Shortly  after  I  was  nominated  the  Democratic  Senate  Leader  said  he  would,  quote,  oppose  me 
with  everything  he's  got.  A  Democratic  Senator  on  this  committee  publicly  referred  to  me  as  evil.  Evil.  Think 
about  that  word,  and  said  that  those  who  supported  me  were,  quote,  complicit  in  evil." 

KAVANAUGH:  "When  it  was  needed  this  allegation  was  unleashed  and  publicly  deployed  over  Dr.  Ford's  wishes, 
and  then  -  and  then  as  no-doubt  was  expected  if  not  planned,  came  a  long  series  of  false,  last-minute  smears 
designed  to  scare  me  and  drive  me  out  of  the  process  before  any  hearing  occurred,  crazy  stuff,  gangs, 
illegitimate  children,  fights  on  boats  in  Rhode  island,  all  nonsense  reported  breathlessly  and  often  uncritically  by 
the  media." 

Judge  Kavanaugh  condemned  the  "circus"  that  his  nomination  process  has  become  and  said  its  ultimate  consequence 
will  be  to  dissuade  "confident  and  good  people  of  all  political  persuasions  from  serving  our  country." 

KAVANAUGH:  "This  is  a  circus.  The  consequences  will  extend  long  past  my  nomination.  The  consequences  will 
be  with  us  for  decades.  This  grotesque,  character  assassination  will  dissuade  confident  and  good  people  of  all 
political  persuasions  from  serving  our  country." 

Judge  Kavanaugh  spoke  on  the  devastating  toll  these  baseless  slanders  have  taken  on  his  family,  but  made  clear  that 
he  will  not  be  driven  out,  he  will  never  quit. 
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KAVANAUGH:  "This  has  destroyed  my  family  and  my  good  name.  A  good  name  built  up  through  decades  of  very 
hard  work  and  public  service  at  the  highest  levels  of  the  American  government.  This  whole  two-week  effort  has 
been  a  calculated  and  orchestrated  political  hit  fueled  with  apparent  pent-up  anger  about  president  trump  and 
the  2016  election,  fear  that  has  been  unfairly  stoked  about  my  judicial  record 

KAVANAUGH:  "I  understand  the  passions  of  the  moment,  but  I  would  say  to  those  Senators,  your  words  have 
meaning.  Millions  of  Americans  listen  carefully  to  you  given  comments  like  those,  is  it  any  surprise  that  people 
have  been  willing  to  do  anything  to  make  any  physical  threat  against  my  family,  to  send  any  violent  e-mail  to  my 
wife,  to  make  any  kind  of  allegations  against  me  and  against  my  friends,  to  blow  me  up  and  take  me  down.  For 
decades  to  come  I  fear  the  country  will  reap  the  whirlwind." 

KAVANAUGH:  "I  will  not  be  intimidated  into  withdrawing  from  this  process.  You've  tried  hard.  You've  given  it 
your  all.  No  one  can  question  your  efforts  and  your  coordinated  and  well-funded  effort  to  destroy  my  good 
name  and  destroy  my  family  will  not  drive  me  out.  The  vile  threats  of  violence  against  my  family  will  not  drive 
me  out.  You  may  defeat  me  in  the  final  vote,  but  you'll  never  get  me  to  quit.  I'm  here  today  to  tell  the  never." 

Judge  Kavanaugh  highlighted  that  the  supposed  witnesses  have  all  denied  any  knowledge  of  it  and  called  for  due 
process  in  light  of  these  unfounded  allegations. 

KAVANAUGH:  "Less  than  two  weeks  ago  Dr.  Ford  publicly  accused  me  of  committing  wrongdoing  at  an  event 
more  than  36  years  ago  when  we  were  both  in  high  school.  I  denied  the  allegation  immediately,  categorically 
and  unequivocally.  All  four  people  allegedly  at  the  event  including  Dr.  Ford's  longtime  friend,  Miss  Keyser  have 
said  they  recalled  no  such  event.  Her  longtime  friend  Miss  Keyser  said  under  penalty  of  felony  that  she  does  not 
know  me,  and  does  not  believe  she  ever  saw  me  at  a  party  ever." 

KAVANAUGH:  "The  person  who  is  the  subject  of  the  allegations  also  deserves  to  be  heard.  Due  process  is  a 
foundation  of  the  American  rule  of  law.  Due  process  means  listening  to  both  sides." 

KAVANAUGH:  "After  being  in  the  public  arena  of  36  years  without  a  hint,  a  whiff  of  an  allegation  like  this  and 
with  my  nomination  to  the  Supreme  Court  was  just  about  to  be  voted  on  at  a  time  when  I'm  called  evil  by 
Democratic  member  of  this  committee,  while  Democratic  opponents  of  my  nomination  say  people  will  die  if  I 
am  confirmed.  This  onslaught  of  last-minute  allegations  does  not  ring  true." 

KAVANAUGH:  "Throughout  that  entire  time,  throughout  my  53  years  and  seven  months  on  this  earth  until  last 
week,  no  one  ever  accused  me  of  any  kind  of  sexual  misconduct.  No  one  ever.  A  lifetime.  A  lifetime  of  public 
service  and  a  lifetime  of  high-profile  public  service  at  the  highest  levels  of  American  government,  and  never  a 
hint  of  anything  of  this  kind,  and  that's  because  nothing  of  this  kind  ever  happened." 

Judge  Kavanaugh  pointed  out  that  he  has  been  fully  vetted  on  numerous  occasions  and  has  submitted  to  hours  of 
hearings,  meetings,  and  questions. 

KAVANAUGH:  "I  was  thoroughly  vetted  by  the  White  House,  the  FBI,  the  American  Bar  Association  and  this 
committee,  i  sat  before  this  committee  for  two  thorough  confirmation  hearings  in  2004  and  2006.  For  the  past 
12  leading  up  to  my  nomination  to  this  job,  I've  served  in  a  very  public  arena  as  a  federal  judge  on  what  is  often 
referred  to  as  the  second  most  important  court  in  the  country.  I've  handled  some  of  the  most  significant  and 
sensitive  cases  affecting  the  lives  and  liberties  of  the  American  people. 

KAVANAUGH:  "I  have  been  a  good  judge  and  for  this  nomination  another  FBI  background  investigation,  another 
Bar  Association  investigation,  31  hours  of  hearings,  65  senator  meetings,  1200  written  questions,  more  than  all 
previous  Supreme  Court  nominees  combined."

o  More  than  10  percent  of  the  law  clerks  he  has  hired  (5  of  48)  are  African  American— much  greater 
than  the  percentage  of  African  Americans  at  top  law  schools.

U.S.  Department  of  Labor  Rescinds  2016  Persuader  Rule 

WASHINGTON,  DC  -  The  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  has  rescinded  the  2016  Persuader  Rule,  which  exceeded 
the  authority  of  the  Labor-Management  Reporting  and  Disclosure  Act  (LMRDA).  The  Persuader  Rule  impinged 
on  attorney-client  privilege  by  requiring  confidential  information  to  be  part  of  disclosures  and  was  strongly 
condemned  by  many  stakeholders,  including  the  American  Bar  Association.  A  federal  court  has  ruled  that  the 
Persuader  Rule  was  incompatible  with  the  law  and  client  confidentiality. 

“For  decades,  the  Department  enforced  an  easy-to -understand  regulation:  Personal  interactions  with  employees 
done  by  employers’  consultants  triggered  reporting  obligations,  but  advice  between  a  client  and  attorney  did 
not,”  the  Office  of  Policy’s  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  Nathan  Mehrens  remarked.  “By  rescinding  this  Rule,  the 
Department  stands  up  for  the  rights  of  Americans  to  ask  a  question  of  their  attorney  without  mandated 
disclosure  to  the  government.”

Section  L  Policy.  It  is  the  policy  of  this  Administration  to  rigorously  enforce  our  immigration 
laws.  Under  our  laws,  the  only  legal  way  for  an  alien  to  enter  this  country  is  at  a  designated  port  of  entry  at 
an  appropriate  time.  When  an  alien  enters  or  attempts  to  enter  the  country  anywhere  else,  that  alien  has 
committed  at  least  the  crime  of  improper  entry  and  is  subject  to  a  fine  or  imprisonment  under  section  1325(a) 
of  title  8,  United  States  Code.  This  Administration  will  initiate  proceedings  to  enforce  this  and  other 
criminal  provisions  of  the  INA  until  and  unless  Congress  directs  otherwise.  It  is  also  the  policy  of  this 
Administration  to  maintain  family  unity,  including  by  detaining  alien  families  together  where  appropriate 
and  consistent  with  law  and  available  resources.  It  is  unfortunate  that  Congress's  failure  to  act  and  court 
orders  have  put  the  Administration  in  the  position  of  separating  alien  families  to  effectively  enforce  the  law. 

Sec.  2.  Definitions.  For  purposes  of  tills  order,  the  following  definitions  apply: 

(a)  "Alien  family"  means 
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(i)  any  person  not  a  citizen  or  national  of  the  United  States  who  has  not  been  admitted  into, 
or  is  not  authorized  to  enter  or  remain  in,  the  United  States,  who  entered  this  country  with  an 
alien  child  or  alien  children  at  or  between  designated  ports  of  entry  and  who  was  detained;

Sec.  3.  Temporary  Detention  Policy  for  Families  Entering  this  Country  Illegally,  (a)  The  Secretary  of 
Homeland  Security  (Secretary),  shall,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  and  subject  to  the  availability  of 
appropriations,  maintain  custody  of  alien  families  during  the  pendency  of  any  criminal  improper  entry  or 
immigration  proceedings  involving  their  members. 

(b)  The  Secretary  shall  not,  however,  detain  an  alien  family  together  when  there  is  a  concern  that 
detention  of  an  alien  child  with  the  child's  alien  parent  would  pose  a  risk  to  the  child's  welfare. 

(c)  The  Secretary  of  Defense  shall  take  all  legally  available  measures  to  provide  to  the  Secretary,  upon 
request,  any  existing  facilities  available  for  the  housing  and  care  of  alien  families,  and  shall  construct  such 
facilities  if  necessary  and  consistent  with  law.  The  Secretary,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  shall  be 
responsible  for  reimbursement  for  the  use  of  these  facilities. 

(d)  Heads  of  executive  departments  and  agencies  shall,  to  the  extent  consistent  with  law,  make  available 
to  the  Secretary,  for  the  housing  and  care  of  alien  families  pending  court  proceedings  for  improper  entiy,  any 
facilities  that  are  appropriate  for  such  purposes.  The  Secretary,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  shall  be 
responsible  for  reimbursement  for  the  use  of  these  facilities. 

(e)  The  Attorney  General  shall  promptly  fde  a  request  with  the  U.S.  District  Court  for  the  Central  District 
of  California  to  modify  the  Settlement  Agreement  in  Flores  v.  Sessions ,  CV  85-4544  (" Flores  settlement"), 
in  a  manner  that  would  permit  the  Secretary,  under  present  resource  constraints,  to  detain  alien  families 
together  throughout  the  pendency  of  criminal  proceedings  for  improper  entry  or  any  removal  or  other 
immigration  proceedings. 

Sec.  4.  Prioritization  of  Immigration  Proceedings  Involving  Alien  Families.  The  Attorney  General  shall, 
to  the  extent  practicable,  prioritize  the  adjudication  of  cases  involving  detained  families. 

Sec.  5.  General  Provisions,  (a)  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or  otherwise  affect: 

(i)  the  authority  granted  by  law  to  an  executive  department  or  agency,  or  the  head  thereof;  or 

(ii)  the  functions  of  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  relating  to 
budgetary,  administrative,  or  legislative  proposals. 

(b)  This  order  shall  be  implemented  in  a  manner  consistent  with  applicable  law  and  subject  to  the 
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availability  of  appropriations. 


(c)  This  order  is  not  intended  to,  and  does  not,  create  any  right  or  benefit,  substantive  or  procedural, 
enforceable  at  law  or  in  equity  by  any  party  against  the  United  States,  its  departments,  agencies,  or  entities, 
its  officers,  employees,  or  agents,  or  any  other  person.

Statement  from  the  Press  Secretary  Regarding  the  Youth  Opioid  Prevention  Ad  Campaign 

Today,  the  Administration  unveiled  the  first  set  of  public  awareness  ads  to  combat  the  opioid  crisis.  This  first  set  of  ads 
is  focused  on  preventing  young  adults,  ages  18-24,  from  misusing  or  abusing  opioids.  This  campaign  was  created  in 
partnership  with  the  Office  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy,  the  Ad  Council,  and  the  Truth  Initiative.  The  Ad  Council  has  a 
75-year  history  of  effective  and  iconic  public  awareness  campaigns,  and  the  Truth  Initiative  has  a  proven  track  record  of 
changing  youth  health  behaviors. 

The  first  four  ads,  which  are  based  on  real  life,  tell  the  graphic  stories  of  four  young  adults  going  to  extreme  lengths  to 
maintain  their  prescription  opioid  addiction.  These  ads  show  young  adults  how  quickly  opioid  addiction  can  occur,  and 
the  extreme  lengths  to  which  some  go  to  continue  use  of  drugs  while  in  the  grips  of  addiction.  This  will  be  the  first  of 
many  ad  campaigns  from  this  Administration  targeted  to  different  audiences  and  varying  aspects  of  the  opioid  crisis. 

On  day  one  of  his  Administration,  President  Donald  J.  Trump  made  combatting  drug  abuse  and  the  opioid  crisis  a  focal 
point  of  his  Administration's  agenda.  In  2016,  this  crisis  took  the  lives  of  116  of  our  fellow  Americans  every  day.  This 
means  opioid  overdoses  were  responsible  for  killing  more  Americans  than  vehicle  crashes,  gun  violence,  or  breast 
cancer.  More  than  two-thirds  of  people  in  treatment  for  prescription  opioids  reported  first  using  them  before  they  were 
25  years  old.

Statement  from  the  Press  Secretary  Regarding  the  Youth  Opioid  Prevention  Ad  Campaign 

Today,  the  Administration  unveiled  the  first  set  of  public  awareness  ads  to  combat  the  opioid  crisis.  This  first  set  of  ads 
is  focused  on  preventing  young  adults,  ages  18-24,  from  misusing  or  abusing  opioids.  This  campaign  was  created  in 
partnership  with  the  Office  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy,  the  Ad  Council,  and  the  Truth  Initiative.  The  Ad  Council  has  a 
75-year  history  of  effective  and  iconic  public  awareness  campaigns,  and  the  Truth  Initiative  has  a  proven  track  record  of 
changing  youth  health  behaviors. 

The  first  four  ads,  which  are  based  on  real  life,  tell  the  graphic  stories  of  four  young  adults  going  to  extreme  lengths  to 
maintain  their  prescription  opioid  addiction.  These  ads  show  young  adults  how  quickly  opioid  addiction  can  occur,  and 
the  extreme  lengths  to  which  some  go  to  continue  use  of  drugs  while  in  the  grips  of  addiction.  This  will  be  the  first  of 
many  ad  campaigns  from  this  Administration  targeted  to  different  audiences  and  varying  aspects  of  the  opioid  crisis. 

On  day  one  of  his  Administration,  President  Donald  J.  Trump  made  combatting  drug  abuse  and  the  opioid  crisis  a  focal 
point  of  his  Administration's  agenda.  In  2016,  this  crisis  took  the  lives  of  116  of  our  fellow  Americans  every  day.  This 
means  opioid  overdoses  were  responsible  for  killing  more  Americans  than  vehicle  crashes,  gun  violence,  or  breast 
cancer.  More  than  two-thirds  of  people  in  treatment  for  prescription  opioids  reported  first  using  them  before  they  were 
25  years  old.  As  we  have  said  from  the  beginning,  tackling  this  crisis  will  take  a  whole-of-government  approach,  and  the 
Trump  Administration  remains  committed  to  working  with  Congress,  State,  local,  and  tribal  officials,  and  other 
important  stakeholders  to  end  this  crisis  once  and  for  all. 

This  campaign  is  another  critical  step  in  the  Trump  Administration's  effort  to  combat  drug  demand  and  the  opioid 
crisis.  The  President's  Initiative  to  Stop  Opioid  Abuse,  which  he  announced  on  March  19,  2018,  will  help  to  reduce  drug 
demand  and  save  lives  through  education  and  awareness  and  by  preventing  over-prescribing,  cutting  off  the  flow  of 
illicit  drugs  across  our  borders  and  into  our  communities,  and  expanding  access  to  evidence-based  treatment.

Statement:  The  Administration's  announcement  today  of  a  proposed  rule  on  Title  X  family  planning  program  fulfills 
President  Donald  J.  Trump's  promise  to  continue  to  improve  women's  health  and  ensure  that  Federal  funds  are  not  used 
to  fund  the  abortion  industry  in  violation  of  the  law.  The  President  is  pleased  to  support  the  proposed  rule  from  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  ( HHS ),  which  would  update  the  regulations  governing  the  Title  X  family 
planning  program.  This  important  proposal  would  ensure  compliance  with  the  program's  existing  statutory  prohibition 
on  funding  programs  in  which  abortion  is  a  method  of  family  planning.  The  new  proposed  rule  would  not  cut  funds  from 
the  Title  X  program.  Instead,  it  would  ensure  that  taxpayers  do  not  indirectly  fund  abortions.  Contrary  to  recent  media 
reports,  HHS's  proposal  does  not  include  the  so-called  "gag  rule"  on  counseling  about  abortion  that  was  part  of  the 
Reagan  Administration's  Title  X  rule. 


PRESS  RELEASE  j  HHS  Announces  Proposed  Update  to  Title  X  Family  Planning  Grant  Program 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (HHS)  is  issuing  a  proposal  to  update  the  regulations  governing  the 
Title  X  family  planning  program,  which  focuses  on  serving  low-income  Americans.  The  proposed  update  to  the 
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regulations  ensures  compliance  with  statutory  program  integrity  provisions  governing  the  program  and,  in  particular, 
the  statutory  prohibition  on  funding  "programs  where  abortion  is  a  method  of  family  planning."  (42  U.S.C.  §  300a-6)  The 
proposed  update  to  the  regulations,  which  were  last  revised  18  years  ago,  would  also  make  notable  improvements 
designed  to  increase  the  number  of  patients  served  and  improve  their  quality  of  care. 

The  Title  X  program  serves  approximately  4  million  people  annually,  and  the  proposed  update  seeks  to  ensure  a  holistic 
and  health-centered  approach;  safeguarding  the  short  and  long-term  family  planning  needs  of  more  women,  men,  and 
adolescents  in  need  of  services.  It  is  of  utmost  importance  that  individuals  in  low-income  communities  receive 
comprehensive  family  planning  services,  and  care  that  promotes  the  welfare  of  adults  and  youth.  It  is  equally  important 
that,  as  stewards  of  taxpayer  funds,  the  Department  assures  that  the  program  operates  according  to  statutory 
requirements. 

Key  elements  of  the  proposed  update  include: 

•  Requiring  clear  financial  and  physical  separation  between  Title  X  funded  projects  and  programs  or  facilities  where 
abortion  is  a  method  of  family  planning. 

o  This  separation  will  ensure  adherence  to  statutory  restrictions  and  provide  clarity  about  permissible  and 
impermissible  activities  for  Title  X  projects. 

•  Improving  program  transparency  by  requiring  more  complete  reporting  by  grantees  about  subrecipients  and  other 
program  partners  and  their  Title  X  funded  activities,  to  ensure  quality  provision  of  family  planning  services  and 
compliance  with  statutory  and  regulatory  requirements. 

•  Protecting  Title  X  health  providers  so  that  they  are  not  required  to  choose  between  the  health  of  their  patients  and 
their  own  consciences,  by  eliminating  the  current  requirement  that  they  provide  abortion  counseling  and  referral. 
The  proposal  would  not  bar  non-directive  counseling  on  abortion,  but  would  prohibit  referral  for  abortion  as  a 
method  of  family  planning. 

•  Protecting  women  and  children  who  have  experienced  child  abuse,  child  molestation,  incest,  sexual  abuse,  rape, 
intimate  partner  violence,  and  trafficking  by: 

o  Requiring  annual  training  for  staff  at  Title  X  clinics  and  ensuring  they  have  a  site-specific  protocol  in  place  to 
protect  victims. 

o  Requiring  compliance  with  State  and  local  laws  on  reporting  or  notification  of  these  crimes. 

o  Providing  counseling  to  minors  on  how  to  resist  attempts  to  coerce  them  into  sexual  activities. 

©  Requiring  clinics  to  encourage  meaningful  parent/child  communication  and,  as  required  by  federal  law,  encourage 
family  participation  in  a  minor's  decision  to  seek  family  planning  services,  giving  practical  ways  to  begin  -  and 
maintain  -  such  communication. 

•  Maintaining  the  patient/doctor  confidential  relationship  within  the  statutory  requirements. 

•  Permitting  individuals  to  qualify  for  Title  X  services  if  they  are  unable  to  obtain  employer-sponsored  insurance 
coverage  for  certain  contraceptive  services  due  to  their  employer's  religious  beliefs  or  moral  convictions. 

•  Providing  high  quality  comprehensive  family  planning  services  to  those  currently  unserved,  while  ensuring  the 
integrity  of  the  Title  X  program,  consistent  with  statutory  requirements.

That  is,  unfortunately, 
a  gross  overstatement,  as  Planned  Parenthood  gets  three-quarters  of  its  federal  funds  through  Medicaid,  which  would 
not  be  impacted.  But  it  is  music  to  pro-life  ears.  And  despite  Democrats'  anger,  the  new  rule  should  have  broad  public 
support.  A  Marist  poll  released  in  January  found  that  60  percent  of  Americans  oppose  using  tax  dollars  for  abortion, 
while  only  36  percent  approve. 

Since  taking  office.  Trump  has  taken  many  steps  to  ensure  our  tax  dollars  are  not  used  to  subsidize  the  taking  of 
innocent  human  life.  He  got  a  record  number  of  conservative  judges  confirmed  during  his  first  year;  allowed  states  to 
defund  Planned  Parenthood;  defunded  the  pro-abortion  United  Nations  Population  Fund;  restored  and  expanded  the 
Mexico  City  policy  banning  taxpayer  funds  for  groups  that  perform  abortions  overseas;  and  exempted  organizations  with 
moral  objections  against  providing  abortifacient  drugs  from  the  Obamacare  Health  and  Human  Services  mandate.

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The  United  States  is  in  the  "late  phases"  of  finalizing  its  Israeli-Palestinian  peace  plan  that  will  be  presented  to  both 
parties  for  consideration,  according  to  a  senior  White  House  official,  who  discussed  progress  on  the  matter  ahead  of  a 
massive  celebration  in  Israel  to  open  the  new  U.S.  embassy  in  Jerusalem. 

Festivities  surrounding  the  opening  of  the  new  U.S.  embassy  building  in  Jerusalem  kicked  off  in  "grand  fashion"  over  the 
weekend  and  will  spill  into  Monday  afternoon  when  U.S,  Israeli,  and  international  diplomats  gather  to  formally  open  the 
new  embassy  building,  according  to  senior  administration  officials. 

The  U.S.  presidential  delegation  touched  down  in  Israel  Sunday  afternoon  and  quickly  entered  into  a  series  of 
celebrations  and  bilateral  meetings  with  Israeli  officials.  At  a  dinner  organized  by  the  Friends  of  Zion  Museum,  U.S. 
Ambassador  to  Israel  David  Friedman  and  senior  presidential  adviser  Jared  Kushner,  also  the  president's  son-in-law, 
were  presented  awards  for  their  efforts  to  spearhead  the  embassy  move.

The  United  States  is  in  the  "late  phase,"  in  fact,  of  finalizing  its  peace  plan  that  will  be  presented  to  both  sides  in  the 
coming  months. 

The  plan  has  been  in  the  works  for  at  least  the  past  year,  according  to  Trump  administration  officials,  and  will  be 
presented  "when  the  time  is  right." 

"We've  been  working  hard  and  want  to  give  the  plan  the  best  chance  for  success,"  a  senior  administration  official  told 
the  Free  Beacon.  "We  want  to  get  a  lasting  deal  that  is  livable  for  both  parties." 


The  embassy  opening  "makes  clear  what  our  position  is  and  our  priorities  and  a  recognition  of  reality,"  the  senior  White 
House  official  said.  "It  is  our  hope  that  recognition  for  the  Palestinians  that  Israel  isn't  going  away  is  going  to  be  clarifying 
for  them." 

This  does  not  mean  the  United  States  is  taking  a  firm  position  on  negotiating  terms  known  as  final-status,  which 
accounts  for  the  borders  of  various  territories  that  would  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Israelis  and  Palestinians. 

It  "doesn't  mean  we're  wandering  with  maps  drawing  other  things,"  the  official  said.  "We  are  moving  into  a  new  phase 
and  they  [the  Palestinians]  have  a  big  opportunity  with  this  new  president,  who's  quite  supportive  of  them." 

The  Trump  administration  is  also  pushing  other  allies  to  relocate  their  embassies,  a  policy  that  is  being  met  with  good 
reception  despite  media  reports  indicating  otherwise,  multiple  sources  confirmed. 

Those  attending  the  embassy  opening  represent  a  broad  swath  of  Democrats  and  Republicans,  according  to  the  Trump 
administration. 

It's  a  very  bipartisan  crowd  and  "not  just  a  bunch  of  Republicans,"  the  administration  official  confirmed. 

Former  Sen.  Joe  Lieberman  and  Obama-era  ambassador  to  Israel  Daniel  Shapiro  are  both  in  attendance,  as  well  as  many 
other  Democrats. 
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It  "really  speaks  to  how  this  is  a  bipartisan  consensus  across  the  government"  supporting  the  embassy  move  to 
Jerusalem.  "This  is  something  that  Congress  proposed  more  than  20  years  ago  and  there's  a  strong  sense  this  is  the  will 
of  the  American  people  and  the  Israeli  people,"  the  official  said. 

The  embassy  move  also  has  bolstered  the  alliance  between  the  United  States  and  Israel,  which  is  focusing  in  the  short 
term  on  aiding  Israel's  defense  forces  amid  growing  and  ongoing  threats  by  terrorist  proxy  groups  backed  by  Iran. 

"The  threats  aren't  going  to  go  away.  This  alliance  is  moving  into  a  new  phase  of  cooperation,"  which  will  see  the  United 
States  "mindful  of  the  threats  to  Israel's  northern  border"  by  Hezbollah,  an  Iranian-backed  terror  group. 

Hamas-led  protestors  also  have  been  fomenting  clashes  along  Israel’s  border  with  the  Gaza  Strip,  a  matter  the  United 
States  is  deferring  to  Israeli  security  authorities  on. 

As  to  the  security  situation,  "it  really  doesn't  feel  any  different  than  being  in  Jerusalem  any  other  time,"  the 
administration  official  told  the  Free  Beacon.  "Anytime  there's  a  high  profile  event  and  delegation  like  this  it  pays  to  be 
concerned  and  keep  an  eye  on  things.  I  think  tomorrow  will  be  continued  very  strong  coordinated  security  between  the 
U.S.  and  Israel  and  we're  hoping  ail  that  hard  work  pays  off.  This  should  not  be  a  cause  for  violence,  there  should  be  a 
cause  for  celebration." 

One  source  who  routinely  advises  the  White  House  on  Middle  East  issues  told  the  Free  Beacon  that  objections  to  the 
embassy  move  by  some  European  countries  have  fallen  flat,  only  reinforcing  the  widespread  international  support  for 
the  move. 

"When  the  president  announced  he  was  moving  the  embassy  the  swamp  said  he  was  making  a  huge  mistake  and  there 
would  be  endless  global  violence  and  American  isolation,"  the  source  said,  referring  to  efforts  by  former  Obama 
administration  officials  and  liberal  talking  heads  to  oppose  the  move  in  the  press.  "Instead  the  European  Union  can't 
even  mount  a  symbolic  condemnation  because  there  are  too  many  countries  looking  to  follow  our  leadership."

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Illegal  immigration  surges  230  percent  in  April  on  southwest  border

Illegal  immigration  along  U.S. -Mexico  border  surged  230  percent  in  April  compared  to  last  year,  according  to  new 
numbers  released  Thursday  that  experts  said  expose  major  loopholes  in  American  immigration  law. 

Chief  among  the  loopholes  is  the  de  facto  “catch-and-release”  policy  that  sees  most  illegal  immigrants  caught  at  the 
border  quickly  put  back  out  on  the  streets,  with  the  hope  that  they’ll  return  to  be  deported  later. 

Perhaps  75  percent  of  all  migrants  caught  by  Border  Patrol  agents  are  given  catch  and  release,  said  Brandon  Judd, 
president  of  the  National  Border  Patrol  Council,  which  represents  line  agents.  Knowing  they’ll  be  released  rather 
than  quickly  deported  has  served  as  an  enticement  for  more  illegal  immigrants  to  make  the  journey,  he  said. 

“The  reason  is  obvious:  If  you  can  cross  the  border  illegally  without  any  consequence,  why  not?  As  long  as  the  catch- 
and-release  policy-program  exists,  large  numbers  of  people  are  going  to  cross  the  border  illegally,”  said  Brandon 
Judd,  president  of  the  National  Border  Patrol  Council. 

April’s  numbers  continue  a  months-long  trend  of  worsening  illegal  immigration. 

The  Border  Patrol  says  it  nabbed  38,234  illegal  immigrants  during  the  month,  while  Customs  and  Border  Protection 
Officers  encountered  12,690  more  people  who  tried  to  come  through  the  official  ports  of  entry  without  permission. 


It’s  also  a  huge  turnaround  from  last  year  at  this  time,  when  the  new  president’s  get-tough  rhetoric  sparked  a 
massive  drop.  In  April  2017,  Border  Patrol  agents  nabbed  just  11,1129  people,  and  CBP  officers  encountered  4,646 
others. 

Mr.  Trump  has  repeatedly  bragged  about  those  early  figures,  and  Democrats  have  also  seized  on  them,  saying  the 
border  situation  was  essentially  solved. 

The  latest  numbers  suggest  that’s  far  from  the  case,  however,  with  totals  now  back  to  where  they  were  during  the 
Obama  era. 

“In  2017  and  due  to  the  rhetoric  we  had  fewer  apprehensions  than  any  year  in  the  past  45  years.  It  was  simply 
because  people  believed  that  if  they  crossed  the  border  illegally  they  would  be  held  until  their  deportation  hearing,” 
Mr.  Judd  said. 

But,  he  added,  that  didn’t  end  up  happening.  “Smugglers  quickly  realized  everything  was  status  quo,  and  they’re 
once  again  recruiting  people  to  enter  our  country  illegally,”  he  said. 
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Illegal  immigrant  children  traveling  alone,  and  families  traveling  together,  are  a  particular  target  for  the  smugglers, 
who  assure  the  migrants  they  can  win  a  foothold  in  the  U.S.  Officials  say  it’s  so  bad  that  some  illegal  immigrants 
have  taken  to  kidnapping  or  “borrowing”  children  en  route  to  the  U.S.  so  they  can  pose  as  a  family  and  get  more 
lenient  treatment. 

More  than  a  third  of  those  caught  by  Border  Patrol  agents  in  April  were  Unaccompanied  Alien  Children  (UAC)  or 
families,  while  for  CBP  officers  the  rate  has  soared  to  more  than  50  percent. 

Children  and  families  are  two  groups  that  particularly  benefit  from  catch-and-release,  thanks  to  court  rulings  that 
have  set  strict  limits  on  how  long  children  can  be  held  in  detention.  Releasing  them  virtually  guarantees  they  don’t 
show  up  for  their  deportations,  security  experts  say. 

Still  other  rank-and-file  illegal  immigrants  are  also  processed  and  released  if  there’s  not  enough  detention  space  in 
the  system  to  hold  them.

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THE  PRESIDENT:  My  fellow  Americans,  a  short  time  ago,  I 
ordered  the  United  States  Armed  Forces  to  launch  precision 
strikes  on  targets  associated  with  the  chemical  weapons 
capabilities  of  Syrian  dictator  Bashar  al-Assad.  A  combined 
operation  with  the  armed  forces  of  France  and  the  United  Kingdom 
is  now  underway.

Tonight,  I  want  to  speak  with  you  about  why  we  have  taken 
this  action. 

One  year  ago,  Assad  launched  a  savage  chemical  weapons 
attack  against  his  own  innocent  people.  The  United  States 
responded  with  58  missile  strikes  that  destroyed  20  percent  of 
the  Syrian  Air  Force. 

Last  Saturday,  the  Assad  regime  again  deployed  chemical 
weapons  to  slaughter  innocent  civilians  —  this  time,  in  the 
town  of  Douma,  near  the  Syrian  capital  of  Damascus.  This 
massacre  was  a  significant  escalation  in  a  pattern  of  chemical 
weapons  use  by  that  very  terrible  regime. 

The  evil  and  the  despicable  attack  left  mothers  and 
fathers,  infants  and  children,  thrashing  in  pain  and  gasping  for 
air.

To  Iran,  and  to  Russia,  I  ask:  What  kind  of  a  nation  wants 
to  be  associated  with  the  mass  murder  of  innocent  men,  women, 
and  children? 

The  nations  of  the  world  can  be  judged  by  the  friends  they 
keep.  No  nation  can  succeed  in  the  long  run  by  promoting  rogue 
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states,  brutal  tyrants,  and  murderous  dictators. 

In  2013,  President  Putin  and  his  government  promised  the 
world  that  they  would  guarantee  the  elimination  of  Syria's 
chemical  weapons.

We  pray  that  God  will  bring  comfort  to  those  suffering  in 
Syria.  We  pray  that  God  will  guide  the  whole  region  toward  a 
future  of  dignity  and  of  peace.

RESOURCES  TO  END  SEX  TRAFFICKING:  The  Allow  States  and  Victims  to  Fight  Online  Sex  Trafficking  Act  of  2017 
{FOSTA),  which  Includes  the  Stop  Enabiing  Sex  Traffickers  Act  of  2017  (SESTA),  will  give  law  enforcement  and  victims 
new  tools  to  fight  sex  trafficking. 

•  FOSTA  amends  the  Communications  Act  of  1934  to  create  an  exception  for  sex  trafficking,  making  it 
easier  to  target  websites  with  legal  action  for  enabling  such  crimes.  Under  the  package: 

•o  the  "Comnumications  Decency  Provisions"  can  no  longer  be  construed  to  impair  or  limit  civil 
action  or  criminal  prosecution  relating  to  sex  trafficking;  and 
o  those  benefiting  from  "participating  in  a  venture,"  knowingly  assisting  supporting,  or  facilitating 
an  act  of  sex  trafficking  are  now  in  violation  of  die  Federal  criminal  code. 

•  In  addition,  FOSTA  provides  new  legal  recourse  for  victims  and  law  enforcement  alike,  by: 

o  enhancing  penalties  — a  fine,  a  prison  term  of  up  to  25  years,  or  both— for  people  who  promote  or 
facilitate  the  prostitution  of  five  or  more  people  or  who  contribute  to  sex  trafficking  through 
reckless  disregard; 

o  allowing  victims  or  damaged  individuals  of  sex  trafficking  seek  justice  against  websites  diat 
assist  in  the  violation  of  Federal  sex  trafficking  laws;  and 
o  enabling  State  law  enforcement  officials  to  take  action  against  individuals  or  businesses  diat 
violate  Federal  sex  trafficking  laws. 

HUMAN  SEX  TRAFFICKING  IS  AN  EPIDEMIC:  Human  sex  trafficking  is  a  plague  upon  our 
great  Nation  and  the  world. 

•  Sex  trafficking  is  a  global  form  of  modern-day  slavery  in  which  individuals  are  coerced  to  perform 
commercial  sex  acts  against  their  will. 

o  Per  die  International  Labor  Organization,  there  may  be  as  many  as  24.9  million  victims  of  forced 
labor  across  the  world.  Of  these,  4.8  million  were  in  forced  sexual  exploitation. 
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o  Over  99  percent  of  trafficked  individuals  happed  in  forced  sexual  exploitation  are  women, 
o  Over  21  percent  of  those  trafficked  for  sex  are  children. 

e  The  United  States  is  a  source,  transit,  and  destination  country  for  men,  women,  and  children— both 
United  States  citizens  and  foreign  nationals— victimized  by  human  h'afficking  and  sex  trafficking, 
o  In  F  Y  2017,  DHS's  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  Homeland  Security  Investigations 
(ICE/HSI)  initiated  833  human  h'afficking  cases,  resulting  in  1,602  arrests  and  578  convictions, 
and  identified  518  victims  of  human  h'afficking. 

o  Since  2007,  the  National  Human  Trafficking  Hotline  has  received  reports  of  22,191  sex  trafficking 
cases  in  the  United  States. 

o  Of  the  nearly  25,000  runaway  children  reports  to  the  National  Center  for  Missing  &  Exploited 
Children,  one  in  seven  were  likely  victims  of  child  sex  trafficking, 
o  Tire  underground  sex  economy  is  a  multimillion  dollar  industry.  A  2014  Urban  Institute  study 
estimated  the  combined  worth  of  the  underground  sex  economy  in  Atlanta,  Dallas,  Denver, 
Kansas  City,  Miami,  Seattle,  San  Diego,  and  Washington,  D.C.,  to  be  between  $39.9  and  $290 
million. 

e  The  situations  that  sex  h'afficking  victims  face  vary  widely: 

o  Some  are  manipulated  or  forced  into  prostitution  by  romantic  partners; 
o  Some  are  lured  in  with  false  job  promises,  frequently  modeling  or  dancing;  and 
o  Some  are  forced  into  prostitution  by  parents  or  family  members. 

e  Sex  trafficking  happens  to  every  population  group  and  occurs  in  a  wide  range  of  venues,  including 
online  websites  or  ads,  at  varying  businesses,  and  on  the  sheet. 

CONTINUING  TO  TAKE  ACTION:  Signing  the  FOSTA  is  a  continuation  of  President  Donald  J.  Trump's  efforts  to  take  the 
fight  to  human  traffickers. 

•  The  President's  Interagency  Task  Force  to  Monitor  and  Combat  Trafficking  in  Persons  (PTIF)  is 
working  around  the  clock  to  prosecute  traffickers,  protect  victims,  and  prevent  human  trafficking. 

•  In  March  2018,  in  light  of  the  impending  passage  of  FOSTA,  Ivanka  Trump  led  a  bipartisan,  bicameral 
roundtable  discussion  on  Human  Trafficking.

Advisory  Council  on  Human  Trafficking  for  terms  of  two  years. 

e  The  President  designated  January  2018  as  "National  Slavery  and  Human  Trafficking  Prevention 

Month,"  reaffirming  his  Administration's  commitment  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  end  die  horrific  practice 
of  human  h'afficking. 

«  In  September  2017,  Ivanka  Trump  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  Sullivan  joined  more  than  20  world 
leaders  at  the  United  Nations  General  Assembly  for  a  global  call  to  end  modem  slavery  and  to 
announce  the  State  Department's  $25  million  grant  to  the  Global  Fluid  to  End  Modern  Slavery. 

«  In  February  2017,  the  President  signed  Executive  Order  13773,  "Enforcing  Federal  Law  with  Respect  to 
Transnational  Criminal  Organization  and  Preventing  International  Trafficking."

o  allowing  victims  or  damaged  individuals  of  sex  trafficking  seek  justice  against  websites  that 
assist  in  the  violation  of  Federal  sex  trafficking  laws;  and 
o  enabling  State  law  enforcement  officials  to  take  action  against  individuals  or  businesses  that 
violate  Federal  sex  trafficking  laws. 

HUMAN  SEX  TRAFFICKING  IS  AN  EPIDEMIC:  Human  sex  trafficking  is  a  plague  upon  our 
great  Nation  and  the  world. 

®  Sex  trafficking  is  a  global  form  of  modern-day  slavery  in  which  individuals  are  coerced  to  perform 
commercial  sex  acts  against  their  will. 

o  Per  the  International  Labor  Organization,  there  may  be  as  many  as  24.9  million  victims  of  forced 
labor  across  the  world.  Of  these,  4.8  million  were  in  forced  sexual  exploitation. 
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o  Over  99  percent  of  trafficked  individuals  trapped  in  forced  sexual  exploitation  are  women, 
o  Over  21  percent  of  those  trafficked  for  sex  are  children. 

«  The  United  States  is  a  source,  transit,  and  destination  country  for  men,  women,  and  children  -  both 
United  States  citizens  and  foreign  nationals- victimized  by  human  trafficking  and  sex  trafficking, 
o  In  FY  2017,  DHS's  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  Homeland  Security  Investigations 
(ICE/HSI)  initiated  833  human  trafficking  cases,  resulting  in  1,602  arrests  and  578  convictions, 
and  identified  518  victims  of  human  trafficking. 

o  Since  2007,  the  National  Human  Trafficking  Hotline  has  received  reports  of  22,191  sex  trafficking 
cases  in  the  United  States. 

o  Of  the  nearly  25,000  runaway  children  reports  to  the  National  Center  for  Missing  &  Exploited 
Children,  one  in  seven  were  likely  victims  of  child  sex  trafficking, 
o  The  underground  sex  economy  is  a  multimillion  dollar  industry.  A  2014  Urban  Institute  study 
estimated  the  combined  worth  of  the  underground  sex  economy  in  Atlanta,  Dallas,  Denver, 
Kansas  City,  Miami,  Seattle,  San  Diego,  and  Washington,  D.C.,  to  be  between  $39.9  and  $290 
million, 

•  The  situations  that  sex  trafficking  victims  face  vary  widely: 

o  Some  are  manipulated  or  forced  into  prostitution  by  romantic  partners; 
o  Some  are  lured  in  with  false  job  promises,  frequently  modeling  or  dancing;  and 
o  Some  are  forced  into  prostitution  by  parents  or  family  members. 

•  Sex  trafficking  happens  to  every  population  group  and  occurs  in  a  wide  range  of  venues,  including 
online  websites  or  ads,  at  varying  businesses,  and  on  the  street, 

CONTINUING  TO  TAKE  ACTION:  Signing  the  FOSTA  is  a  continuation  of  President  Donald  J.  Trump's  efforts  to  take  the 
fight  to  human  traffickers. 

•  The  President's  Interagency  Task  Force  to  Monitor  and  Combat  Trafficking  in  Persons  (PTIF)  is 
working  around  the  clock  to  prosecute  traffickers,  protect  victims,  and  prevent  human  trafficking. 

«  In  March  2018,  in  light  of  tire  impending  passage  of  FOSTA,  Ivanka  Trump  led  a  bipartisan,  bicameral 
roundtable  discussion  on  Human  Trafficking. 

•  Also  in  March  2018,  tire  President  appointed  nine  human  trafficking  survivors  to  serve  on  the  U.S. 
Advisory  Council  on  Hiunan  Trafficking  for  terms  of  two  years, 

•  The  President  designated  January  2018  as  "National  Slavery  and  Human  Trafficking  Prevention 
Month,"  reaffirming  his  Administration's  commitment  to  do  all  in  its  power  to  end  the  horrific  practice 
of  human  trafficking. 

•  hr  September  2017,  Ivanka  Trump  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  Sullivan  joined  more  than  20  world 
leaders  at  the  United  Nations  General  Assembly  for  a  global  call  to  end  modern  slavery  and  to 
announce  the  State  Department's  $25  million  grant  to  the  Global  Fturd  to  End  Modern  Slaveiy. 

C  In  February  2017,  tire  President  signed  Executive  Order  13773,  "Enforcing  Federal  Law  with  Respect  to 
Transnational  Criminal  Organization  and  Preventing  International  Trafficking.

•  Last  year.  President  Trump  launched  his  Initiative  to  Stop  Opioid  Abuse  and  Reduce  Drug 
Supply  and  Demand,  a  first- of dts-kind  effort  to  draw  out  the  factors  fueling  the  opioid  crisis 
and  to  make  real  change. 

o  The  Trump  Administration  has  unveiled  numerous  programs  across  the  Government  since  the 
President  launched  his  initiative. 

o  These  programs  range  from  health  initiatives  led  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 

Human  Services  (HHS)  to  increased  law  enforcement  through  the  Department  of  Justice 

(DOJ)- 

•  Last  year,  the  President  signed  into  law  the  overwhelmingly  bipartisan  SUPPORT  Act. 

o  President  Trump  has  secured  $6  billion  in  new  funding  over  two  years  to  fight  opioid  abuse. 

•  The  Administration  is  working  with  State,  tribal,  and  local  partners  to  address  the  opioid  crisis 
in  our  communities,  including  awarding  $1.5  billion  annually  in  State  Opioid  Response  grants. 

o  The  Administration  provided  teams  of  experts  to  assist  States  and  providers  with 
training  and  education  on  how  best  to  address  the  crisis  in  their  area. 

•  HHS  grant  funding  to  combat  this  crisis  went  up  4-fold  from  FY  2016  to  FY  2018,  and  will 
increase  again  this  fiscal  year. 

•  DOJ  has  awarded  more  than  $400  million  over  2017  and  2018  to  support  treatment,  prevention, 
and  domestic  law  enforcement  efforts. 

•  The  Trump  Administration  awarded  the  highest  number  of  Drug-Free  Communities  Support 
Program  grants  in  a  single  year  in  the  program's  two-decade  history. 

o  These  grants  provided  more  than  $90  million  to  community  coalitions  to  help  prevent 
substance  use  among  youth. 

•  President  Trump's  efforts  are  producing  results  and  he  is  committed  to  continuing  the  fight 
until  we  end  this  crisis. 

o  The  rising  overdose  death  toll  through  September  2018,  the  latest  month  for  which  data  is 
available,  has  flattened  compared  to  November  2017,  when  we  saw  the  peak  12-month 
mortality. 

•  Nationwide,  there  has  been  an  estimated  5  percent  decrease  in  reported  deaths  since  the  same 
12-month  period  a  year  ago. 

•  Drug  overdose  deaths  were  down  in  the  most  recent  12-month  reporting  period  compared  to  a 
year  ago  by  an  estimated  13  percent  in  New  Hampshire,  20  percent  in  West  Virginia,  11 
percent  in  Iowa,  21  percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  22  percent  in  Ohio. 

STOPPING  DEADLY  DRUG  SUPPLIES':  A  vital  part  of  President  Trump's  efforts  to  stop  opioid 
abuse  is  stopping  the  illicit  drug  supplies  that  are  flooding  into  our  communities. 

•  The  Trump  Administration  is  working  to  cut  off  the  deadly  drug  supplies  that  have  helped 
fuel  this  devastating  crisis. 

o  More  than  16,000  kilograms  of  heroin  and  nearly  5,000  kilograms  of  fentanyl  have  been 
seized  in  the  United  States  since  the  beginning  of  2017,  according  to  the  Drug 
Enforcement  Administration  (DEA). 

•  The  Administration  has  stepped  up  funding  and  enhanced  efforts  to  stop  deadly  drug 
supplies  from  flowing  into  our  communities. 

•  President  Trump  is  following  through  on  his  commitment  to  crack  down  on  the  suppliers  of 
deadly,  illicit  drugs  like  fentanyl  — both  in  the  United  States  and  abroad. 

o  President  Trump  secured  a  commitment  from  President  Xi  that  China  would  take 
measures  to  prevent  trafficking  of  Chinese  fentanyl. 
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Last  fall.  President  Trump  called  on  other  nations  to  join  our  efforts  to  stop  the  flood  of 
illicit  drugs  into  our  communities,  and  more  than  130  countries  have  joined  us  already. 

•  President  Trump's  efforts  to  secure  our  border  are  helping  to  stop  deadly  drugs  from  being 
brought  into  our  country. 

o  The  Department  of  Homeland  Security  seized  almost  5,000  pounds  of  fentanyl  in  FY 
2018  —  totaling  1.2  billion  lethal  doses,  or  enough  to  kill  every  American  four  times. 

o  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  seizures  of  fentanyl  alone  are  up  265  percent  over 
the  last  two  full  fiscal  years. 

•  In  2018,  President  Trump  established  the  first  new  High  Intensity  Drug  Trafficking  Areas 
program  in  17  years  to  combat  emerging  threats  in  Alaska. 

o  Asa  result,  the  program  now  has  a  footprint  in  all  50  States. 

•  The  Administration  has  cracked  down  on  the  distribution  of  deadly  drugs  over  the  internet, 
including  shutting  down  the  country's  biggest  Darknet  distributor  of  drugs. 

o  During  that  operation,  DOJ  seized  enough  fentanyl  to  kill  105,000  Americans. 

•  DOJ  has  worked  to  bring  drug  dealers  to  justice  by  increasing  indictments  and  has  targeted 
seizures  in  areas  hit  hardest  by  the  opioid  crisis. 

o  The  President  has  also  made  clear  that  he  supports  strengthening  criminal  penalties  for 
drug  dealers  knowingly  distributing  lethal  amounts  of  opioids. 

•  Under  President  Trump,  the  DEA's  National  Take  Back  Days  have  shattered  records, 
recovering  nearly  3.7  million  pounds  of  unused  prescription  drugs. 

•  Thanks  to  the  President's  efforts,  more  shipments  of  illicit  drugs  are  being  stopped  through  the 
mail  before  they  can  reach  our  communities. 

o  CBP  has  stopped  over  six  times  more  packages  containing  fentanyl  thanks  to  the  STOP 
Act  included  in  last  year's  opioid  legislation. 

o  Postal  inspectors  saw  a  1,000  percent  increase  in  international  seizures  and  a  750 
percent  increase  in  domestic  seizures  related  to  synthetic  opioids  from  FY  2016  to  FY 
2018. 

e  The  Administration  is  also  tackling  the  prescription  opioid  crisis  by  expanding  fraud  and 
abuse  detection  and  holding  drug  manufacturers  accountable. 

PREVENTING  OPIOID  ABUSE:  The  Trump  Administration  has  made  vital  progress  on  reducing 
drug  demand  in  an  effort  to  address  the  root  causes  of  this  crisis. 

•  President  Trump's  Administration  has  aimed  to  reduce  demand  by  educating  Americans 
about  the  dangers  of  opioid  misuse  and  working  to  curb  over-prescription. 

•  The  Administration  partnered  with  the  Truth  Initiative  and  Ad  Council  to  educate  youth 
about  opioid  misuse  though  an  ad  campaign  that  led  to  1.4  billion  total  views. 

o  58  percent  of  young  adults  between  the  ages  of  18  and  24  are  aware  of  the  ads. 

•  In  the  President's  first  year  in  office,  107,000  fewer  adolescents  started  misusing  prescription 
painkillers. 

o  Further,  68  percent  fewer  Americans  over  the  age  of  26  began  using  heroin  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

•  The  Trump  Administration's  efforts  have  helped  generate  a  decline  in  opioid  prescribing 
nationwide. 

o  In  the  first  two  years  of  the  Administration,  we  saw  a  34  percent  decrease  in  the  total 
amount  of  opioids  prescribed. 
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•  The  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs'  (VA)  Opioid  Safety  Initiative  has  reduced  the  number  of 
veterans  on  opioids  by  43,395  in  President  Trump's  first  two  years  in  office  —  an  11  percent 
decline. 

o  The  Administration  is  tackling  opioid  distribution  fraud,  including  taking  down  $3.3  billion  in 
opioid  connected  fraud  from  60  prescribers  across  seven  States  in  Appalachia. 

e  The  Department  of  Labor  (DOL)  is  reducing  prescription  opioid  use  among  injured  Federal 
workers. 

o  These  efforts  led  to  a  29  percent  decrease  in  certain  opioid  prescriptions  during 
President  Trump's  first  14  months,  relative  to  the  same  time  period  in  2015-2016. 

SUPPORTING  PATIENTS  THROUGH  RECOVERY:  The  Trump  Administration  is  committed  to 
supporting  our  neighbors,  friends,  and  family  members  who  are  struggling  with  addiction. 

•  In  order  to  truly  defeat  this  crisis,  it  is  vital  that  we  support  Americans  struggling  with 
addiction.  Otherwise,  efforts  to  cut  off  supply  and  demand  will  be  in  vain. 

•  President  Trump's  Administration  is  working  to  ensure  Americans  facing  addiction  receive 
the  care  that  they  need. 

o  255,000  more  Americans  received  substance  use  treatment  in  2017  compared  to  2016. 

o  More  young  Americans  aged  18  to  25  received  outpatient  treatment  in  2017  than  in 
2016. 

o  64  percent  more  patients  received  medication-assisted  treatment  at  community  health 
centers  funded  by  the  Health  Resources  and  Services  Administration  in  2017. 

o  The  Centers  for  Medicare  and  Medicaid  Services  has  helped  18  States  expand  access  to 
inpatient  and  residential  addiction  treatment  programs  for  low-income  patients.

Sessions  Announces  Regulation  Banning  Bump  Stocks 


ATTORNEY  GENERAL  SESSIONS  ANNOUNCES  REGULATION 
EFFECTIVELY  BANNING  BUMP  STOCKS 

WASHINGTON  -  Today,  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  announced  that  the  Department  of  Justice  is 
proposing  to  amend  the  regulations  of  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms,  and  Explosives,  clarifying 
that  bump  stocks  fall  ’within  the  definition  of  "machinegun”  under  federal  law,  as  such  devices  allow  a  shooter 
of  a  semiautomatic  firearm  to  initiate  a  continuous  firing  cycle  with  a  single  pull  of  the  trigger. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Attorney  General  Sessions  made  the  following  statement: 

"Since  the  day  he  took  office,  President  Trump  has  had  no  higher  priority  than  the  safety  of  each  and  every 
American,”  said  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions.  “That  is  why  today  the  Department  of  Justice  is  publishing 
for  public  comment  a  proposed  rulemaking  that  would  define  ‘machinegun’  to  include  bump  stock-type 
devices  under  federal  law— effectively  banning  them.  After  the  senseless  attack  in  Las  Vegas,  this  proposed 
rule  is  a  critical  step  in  our  effort  to  reduce  the  threat  of  gun  violence  that  is  in  keeping  with  the  Constitution 
and  the  laws  passed  by  Congress.  I  look  forward  to  working  with  the  President’s  School  Safetyr  Commission 
to  identify  other  ways  to  keep  our  country  and  our  children  safe,  and  I  thank  the  President  for  his  courageous 
leadership  on  this  issue  * 

On  February  20, 2018,  the  President  issued  a  memorandum  instructing  the  Attorney  General  "to  dedicate  all 
available  resources  to...  propose  for  notice  and  comment  a  rule  banning  all  devices  that  turn  legal  weapons 
into  machinegims,"  This  NPRM  [s  in  response  to  that  direction,  and  would  make  clear  that  the  term 
"machinegun”  as  used  in  the  National  Firearms  Act  (NFA),  as  amended,  and  Gun  Control  Act  (GCA),  as 
amended,  includes  all  bump-stock-type  devices  that  harness  recoil  energy  to  facilitate  the  continuous 
operation  of  a  semiautomatic  long  gun  after  a  single  pull  of  the  trigger.

ATTORNEY  GENERAL  SESSIONS  ANNOUNCES  REGULATION 
EFFECTIVELY  BANNING  BUMP  STOCKS 

WASHINGTON  -  Today,  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  announced  that  the  Department  of  Justice  is 
proposing  to  amend  the  regulations  of  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms,  and  Explosives,  clarifying 
that  bump  stocks  fall  within  the  definition  of  "machinegun”  under  federal  law,  as  such  devices  allow  a  shooter 
of  a  semiautomatic  firearm  to  initiate  a  continuous  firing  cycle  with  a  single  pull  Of  the  trigger. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Attorney  General  Sessions  made  the  following  statement: 

“Since  the  day  he  took  office,  President  Trump  has  had  no  higher  priority  than  the  safety  of  each  and  every 
American  "  said  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions,  “That  is  why  today  the  Department  of  Justice  is  publishing 
for  public  comment  a  proposed  rulemaking  that  would  define  ‘machmegun’  to  include  bump  stock-type 
devices  under  federal  law— effectively  banning  them.  After  the  senseless  attack  in  Las  Vegas,  this  proposed 
rule  is  a  critical  step  in  our  effort  to  reduce  the  threat  of  gun  violence  that  is  in  keeping  with  the  Constitution 
and  the  laws  passed  by  Congress,  I  look  forward  to  working  with  the  President’s  School  Safety  Commission 
to  identify  other  ways  to  keep  our  country  and  our  children  safe,  and  I  thank  the  President  for  his  courageous 
leadership  on  this  issue."

operation  of  a  semiautomatic  long  gun  after  a  single  pull  of  the  trigger.  If  the  NPRM  is  made  final,  bump- 
stock-type  devices  would  be  effectively  banned  under  federal  law  and  current  possessors  ofbump-stoek-type 
devices  would  be  required  to  surrender,  destroy,  or  otherwise  render  the  devices  permanently  inoperable.

®  Federal  law  determines  immigration  policy. 

©  The  State  of  California  is  not  entitled  to  block  and  obstruct  federal  law  enforcement  policy. 

®  California’s  is  an  extreme  position:  Disregard  federal  immigration  law,  have  open  borders  and 
block  the  deportation  of  illegal  immigrants  who  have  committed  crimes,  no  matter  what  the 
circumstances. 

®  We  cannot  let  California  obstruct  and  block  the  ability  of  federal  officers  to  do  the  job  they  are 
lawfully  required  to  do. 

®  We  are  going  to  defend  our  officers  and  the  honorable  work  they  do  eveiy  day. 

®  DOJ’s  lawsuit  challenges  the  constitutionality  of  the  California  statues  under  the  Supremacy 
Clause 

The  DOJ  is  not  ASKING  California  or  anyone  else  to  enforce  immigration  laws,  just 
simply  not  OBSTRUCT  them 

©  Although  the  DOJ  would  welcome  the  positive  assistance  the  majority  of  jurisdictions  in 
America  provide,  ICE  agents  do  incredible  work  every  day.  Law  enforcement  officers  will  not 
be  deterred. 

®  The  administration  is  simply  asking  California  and  other  sanctuary  jurisdictions  to  stop 
actively  obstructing  federal  law  enforcement. 

Obstructing  law  enforcement  officers  from  doing  their  jobs,  makes  their  work  more 
dangerous 

®  California  won’t  let  law  enforcement  officers  transfer  prisoners  into  ICE  custody  or  even 
communicate  with  ICE  that  police  is  about  to  release  someone  they’re  looking  for.

Attorney  General 
Sessions  has  filed  a  lawsuit  against  the  State  of  California  that  contends  that  certain  state  laws  are  preempted  by  federal 
law  and  impermissibly  target  the  Federal  Government,  and  therefore  violate  the  Supremacy  Clause  of  the  United  States 
Constitution. 

As  a  result,  the  Justice  Department  is  seeking  to  permanently  enjoin  these  state  statutes,  which  are  contrary  to  federal 
law  and  interfere  with  federal  immigration  authorities'  ability  to  carry  out  their  lawful  duties.

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In  a  speech  to  the  California  Peace  Officers'  Association’s  Legislative  Day,  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  today  announced 
that  the  Justice  Department  has  filed  a  legal  action  against  the  State  of  California,  Governor  of  California  Jerry  Brown,  and 
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Attorney  General  of  California  Xavier  Becerra,  seeking  both  declaratory  and  injunctive  relief  based  upon  the  enactment 
and  implementation  of  certain  provisions  of  three  California  laws— Assembly  Bill  450  (AB  450);  Senate  Bill  54  (SB  54); 
and  Assembly  Bill  103  (AB  103)— which  intentionally  obstruct  and  discriminate  against  the  enforcement  of  federal 
immigration  law.  The  complaint  contends  that  the  laws  in  question  are  preempted  by  federal  law  and  impermissibly  target 
the  Federal  Government,  and  therefore  violate  the  Supremacy  Clause  of  the  United  States  Constitution.  As  a  result,  the 
Justice  Department  is  seeking  to  permanently  enjoin  these  state  statutes,  which  are  contrary  to  federal  law  and  interfere 
with  federal  immigration  authorities’  ability  to  cany  out  their  lawful  duties.  In  addition,  the  Justice  Department  is 
continuing  to  review  other  related  California  enactments. 

The  complaint,  accompanying  motion  for  a  preliminary  injunction,  and  declarations  from  Department  of  Homeland 
Security  and  Department  of  State  officials— filed  last  evening  in  the  Eastern  District  of  California— spell  out  in  detail  the 
extent  to  which  each  of  these  laws  have  interfered,  and  will  continue  to  interfere,  mth  federal  law  enforcement  efforts. 

AB  450  prohibits  private  employers  from  voluntarily  cooperating  with  federal  immigration  officials— including  officials 
conducting  worksite  enforcement  efforts  and  other  enforcement  operations.  It  also  requires  that  private  employers  notify 
employees  in  advance  of  a  potential  worksite  enforcement  inspection— despite  clear  federal  law  that  has  been  on  the  books 
for  approximately  three  decades  that  has  no  such  requirements.  A11  April  22,  2017,  report  on  AB  450  compiled  by  the 
California  State  Assembly’s  Committee  on  Judiciary  states  that  the  law  is  designed  to  frustrate  “an  expected  increase  in 
federal  immigration  enforcement  actions.”  California  has  demonstrated  its  intent  to  enforce  this  law:  on  Jan.  18,  2018, 
California  Attorney  General  Becerra  issued  a  warning  to  employers  in  the  state  that  his  office  would  “prosecute  those  who 
violate  [AB  450]  by  voluntarily  cooperating  with  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  efforts.”  Additionally, 
failure  to  comply  with  AB  450  could  result  in  a  fine  for  the  business  owner  ranging  from  $2,ooo-$io,ooo.  California 
employers  are  thus  caught  between  what  many  may  feel  is  a  civic  duty  to  cooperate  with  the  enforcement  of  federal  law, 
and  a  state  government  that  penalizes  such  laufiil  cooperation. 

SB  54  restricts  state  and  local  law  enforcement  officials  from  providing  information  to  federal  immigration  authorities 
about  the  release  date  of  removable  criminal  aliens  who  are  in  their  custody.  These  criminal  aliens  are  subject  to  removal 
from  the  United  States  under  federal  immigration  law,  and  SB  54  interferes  with  federal  immigration  authorities’  ability  to 
carry  out  their  responsibilities  under  federal  law.  SB  54  also  violates  8  USC 1373,  a  law  enacted  by  Congress,  which 
promotes  information  sharing  related  to  immigration  enforcement.  The  state  law  also  prohibits  the  actual  transfer  of 
criminal  aliens  to  federal  custody,  which  creates  a  dangerous  operating  environment  for  ICE  agents  executing  arrests  in 
non-custodial  settings.  In  a  declaration  provided  to  the  Court,  ICE  Deputy  Director  Thomas  Homan  states  that  these  "at- 
large  arrests. .  .unquestionably  involve  a  greater  possibility  of  the  use  of  force  or  violence  by  the  target . . .  and  have  greater 
access  to  weapons,  exposing  officers,  the  public,  and  the  alien  to  greater  risk  of  harm.”

Remarkably,  with  this  law  California  attempts  to  shield  from  federal  law  enforcement  removable  criminal  aliens  who  have 
committed  crimes  in  the  state  of  California  and  across  the  country.  In  doing  so,  California  is  releasing  onto  its  streets  those 
removable  criminal  aliens  who  have  already  shown  a  willingness  to  engage  in  criminal  activity— as  evidenced  by  their  state 
or  local  detention  for  violating  state  law— and  who  therefore  are  most  likely  to  commit  crimes  in  the  future. 

AB  103  imposes  a  state-run  inspection  and  review  scheme  of  the  federal  detention  of  aliens  held  in  facilities  pursuant  to 
federal  contracts.  This  includes  review  of  immigration  processes  a'nd  the  circumstances  in  which  aliens  were  apprehended, 
and  also  requires  access  to  privileged  federal  records  that  are  under  ICE’s  control.  With  this  law,  California  is  trying  to 
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regulate  federal  immigration  detention,  which  it  cannot  do  under  the  Constitution.  California  does  not  impose  such  an 
inspection  and  review  scheme  on  other  similar  detention  facilities  that  do  not  house  civil  immigration  detainees— in  other 
words,  this  is  a  special  review  regime  that  applies  only  to  facilities  that  house  civil  immigration  detainees.  This  different 
treatment  shows  that  California  is  seeking  to  regulate  the  federal  government,  which  is  not  permitted  under  well- 
established  Supreme  Court  precedent.

©  Would-be  immigrants  who  are  considering  illegal  entry  into  the  United  States  need  to

In  a  speech  to  the  California  Peace  Officers'  Association’s  Legislative  Day,  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  today  announced 
that  the  Justice  Department  has  filed  a  legal  action  against  the  State  of  California,  Governor  of  California  Jerry  Brown,  and 
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Attorney  General  of  California  Xavier  Becerra,  seeking  both  declaratory  and  injunctive  relief  based  upon  the  enactment 
and  implementation  of  certain  provisions  of  three  California  laws— Assembly  Bill  450  (AB  450);  Senate  Bill  54  (SB  54); 
and  Assembly  Bill  103  (AB  103)— which  intentionally  obstruct  and  discriminate  against  the  enforcement  of  federal 
immigration  law.  The  complaint  contends  that  the  laws  in  question  are  preempted  by  federal  law  and  impermissibly  target 
the  Federal  Government,  and  therefore  violate  the  Supremacy  Clause  of  the  United  States  Constitution.  As  a  result,  the 
Justice  Department  is  seeking  to  permanently  enjoin  these  state  statutes,  which  are  contrary  to  federal  law  and  interfere 
with  federal  immigration  authorities’  ability  to  carry  out  their  lavTul  duties.  In  addition,  the  Justice  Department  is 
continuing  to  review  other  related  California  enactments. 

The  complaint,  accompanying  motion  for  a  preliminary  injunction,  and  declarations  from  Department  of  Homeland 
Security  and  Department  of  State  officials— filed  last  evening  in  the  Eastern  District  of  California— spell  out  in  detail  the 
extent  to  which  each  of  these  laws  have  interfered,  and  will  continue  to  interfere,  with  federal  law  enforcement  efforts. 

AB  450  prohibits  private  employers  from  voluntarily  cooperating  with  federal  immigration  officials— including  officials 
conducting  worksite  enforcement  efforts  and  other  enforcement  operations.  It  also  requires  that  private  employers  notify 
employees  in  advance  of  a  potential  worksite  enforcement  inspection— despite  clear  federal  law  that  has  been  on  the  books 
for  approximately  three  decades  that  has  no  such  requirements.  An  April  22,  2017,  report  on  AB  450  compiled  by  the 
California  State  Assembly’s  Committee  on  Judiciary  states  that  the  law  is  designed  to  frustrate  “an  expected  increase  in 
federal  immigration  enforcement  actions.”  California  has  demonstrated  its  intent  to  enforce  this  law:  on  Jan.  18,  2018, 
California  Attorney  General  Becerra  issued  a  warning  to  employers  in  the  state  that  his  office  would  “prosecute  those  who 
violate  [AB  450]  by  voluntarily  cooperating  with  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  efforts.”  Additionally, 
failure  to  comply  with  AB  450  could  result  in  a  fine  for  the  business  owner  ranging  from  $2,000-$  10,000.  California 
employers  are  thus  caught  between  what  many  may  feel  is  a  civic  duty  to  cooperate  with  the  enforcement  of  federal  law, 
and  a  state  government  that  penalizes  such  lawful  cooperation. 

SB  54  restricts  state  and  local  law  enforcement  officials  from  providing  information  to  federal  immigration  authorities 
about  the  release  date  of  removable  criminal  aliens  who  are  in  their  custody.  These  criminal  aliens  are  subject  to  removal 
from  the  United  States  under  federal  immigration  law,  and  SB  54  interferes  with  federal  immigration  authorities’  ability  to 
cany  out  their  responsibilities  under  federal  law.

opioid  use  disorder. 

©  The  Centers  for  Medicare  &  Medicaid  Services  (CMS)  announced  a  new  policy  that  gives  States  more 
flexibility  to  enact  demonstration  projects  that  include  coverage  of  inpatient  or  residential  addiction 
treatment  programs  in  facilities  not  typically  covered  by  Medicaid. 

©  FDA  approved  a  new  buprenorplrine  medication-assisted  treatment  for  opioid  use  disorder  drat 
requires  monthly  treatment,  compared  to  other  treatments  requiring  daily  medication. 

0  CDC's  Enhanced  State  Opioid  Overdose  Surveillance  grant  program  funding  went  to  States  to 
strengthen  prevention  efforts  and  better  track  opioid-related  overdoses. 

O  CDC  also  funded  Prescription  Drug  Overdose:  Prevention  for  States  grants,  a  program  diat  provides 
state  health  departments  with  resources  and  support  needed  to  advance  interventions  for  preventing 
prescription  drug  overdoses. 

o  The  Health  Resources  and  Services  Administration  is  expanding  access  to  substance  abuse  treatment 
services  through  primary  care  providers  in  under  served  communities. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT  AND  INTERDICTION:  Under  President  Trump,  Federal  law  enforcement  has 
fought  to  curb  the  illegal  importation  and  distribution  of  opioids  that  has  helped  fuel  this  epidemic.

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o  The  Department  of  Justice  launched  a  health  care  fraud  crackdown  that  charged  more  than  400 
defendants,  including  more  than  120  for  their  role  in  prescribing  and  distributing  opioids  and  other 
narcotics. 

®  The  Department  of  Justice  secured  its  first-ever  indictments  against  Chinese  fentanyl  manufacturers. 

©  The  President  signed  the  INTERDICT  Act  on  January  10, 2018,  authorizing  to  enhance  efforts  to  detect 
and  interdict  the  supply  of  synthetic  opioids  such  as  fentanyl  that  are  being  illegally  imported.

•  SAMHSA  awarded  $485  million  State  Targeted  Response  grants  in  FY  2017  to  help  States,  territories 
and  jurisdictions  expand  prevention,  treatment  and  recovery  support  services  for  individuals  with  an 
opioid  use  disorder. 

•  The  Centers  for  Medicare  &  Medicaid  Seivices  (CMS)  announced  a  new  policy  that  gives  States  more 
flexibility  to  enact  demonstration  projects  tiiat  include  coverage  of  inpatient  or  residential  addiction 
treatment  programs  in  facilities  not  typically  covered  by  Medicaid. 

•  FDA  approved  a  new  buprenorphine  medication-assisted  treatment  for  opioid  use  disorder  that 
requires  monthly  treatment,  compared  to  other  treatments  requiring  daily  medication. 

•  CDC's  Enhanced  State  Opioid  Overdose  Surveillance  grant  program  funding  went  to  States  to 
strengthen  prevention  efforts  and  better  track  opioid-related  overdoses. 

•  CDC  also  funded  Prescription  Drug  Overdose:  Prevention  for  States  giants,  a  program  that  provides 
state  healtii  departments  with  resources  and  support  needed  to  advance  interventions  for  preventing 
prescription  drug  overdoses. 

•  The  Health  Resources  and  Sendees  Administration  is  expanding  access  to  substance  abuse  treatment 
services  through  primary  care  providers  in  underserved  communities. 

LAW  ENFORCEMENT  AND  INTERDICTION:  Under  President  Trump,  Federal  law  enforcement  has 
fought  to  curb  the  illegal  importation  and  distribution  of  opioids  that  has  helped  fuel  this  epidemic.

Litigation  (PIL)  Task  Force,  which  will  focus  on  targeting  opioid  manufacturers  and  distributors  who 
have  contributed  to  the  epidemic. 

•  In  January,  Attorney  General  Sessions  announced  a  new  Joint  Criminal  Opioid  Darknet  Enforcement  (J- 
CODE)  Team  tasked  with  helping  law  enforcement  disrupt  online  sales  of  illicit  opioids. 
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e  The  Department  of  Justice  launched  a  health  care  fraud  crackdown  that  charged  more  than  400 
defendants,  including  more  than  120  for  their  role  in  prescribing  and  distributing  opioids  and  other 
narcotics. 

«  The  Department  of  Justice  secured  its  first-ever  indictments  against  Chinese  fentanyl  manufacturers, 
o  The  President  signed  the  INTERDICT  Act  on  January  10, 2018,  authorizing  to  entrance  efforts  to  detect 
and  interdict  the  supply  of  synthetic  opioids  such  as  fentanyl  that  are  being  illegally  imported.

After  the  deadly  mass  murder  in  Las  Vegas,  Nevada,  on  October  1,  2017,  I  asked 
my  Administration  to  fully  review  how  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms 
and  Explosives  regulates  bump  fire  stocks  and  similar  devices. 

Although  the  Obama  Administration  repeatedly  concluded  that  particular  bump 
stock  type  devices  were  lawful  to  purchase  and  possess,  I  sought  further 
clarification  of  the  lav;  restricting  fully  automatic  machineguns . 

Accordingly,  following  established  legal  protocols,  the  Department  of  Justice 
started  the  process  of  promulgating  a  Federal  regulation  interpreting  the 
definition  of  "machinegun"  under  Federal  law  to  clarify  whether  certain  bump 
stock  type  devices  should  be  illegal.  The  Advanced  Notice  of  Proposed 
Rulemaking  was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  on  December  26,  2017.  Public 
comment  concluded  on  January  25,  2018,  with  the  Department  of  Justice  receiving 
over  100,000  comments . 

Today,  I  am  directing  the  Department  of  Justice  to  dedicate  all  available 
resources  to  complete  the  revi ew  of  the  comments  received,  and,  as 
expeditiously  as  possible,  to  propose  for  notice  and  comment  a  rule  banning  all 
devices  that  turn  legal  weapons  into  machineguns . 

Although  I  desire  swift  and  decisive  action,  I  remain  committed  to  the  rule  of 
lav;  and  to  the  procedures  the  lav;  prescribes.  Doing  this  the  right  way  will 
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ensure  that  the  resulting  regulation  is  workable  and  effective  and  leaves  no 
loopholes  for  criminals  to  exploit.  I  would  ask  that  you  keep  me  regularly 
apprised  of  your  progress.

Remarks  as  prepared  for  delivery 

TO  THE  CONGRESS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES: 

Mr.  Speaker,  Mr.  Vice  President,  Members  of  Congress,  the  First 
Lady  of  the  United  States,  and  my  fellow  Americans: 

Less  than  1  year  has  passed  since  I  first  stood  at  this  podium,  in 
this  majestic  chamber,  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  A merican  People  --  and 
to  address  their  concerns,  their  hopes,  and  their  dreams.  That  night, 
our  new  Administration  had  already  taken  swift  action.  A  new  tide  of 
optimism  was  already  sweeping  across  our  land. 

Each  day  since,  we  have  gone  forward  with  a  clear  vision  and  a 
righteous  mission  --  to  make  America  great  again  for  all  Americans. 

Over  the  last  year,  we  have  made  incredible  progress  and  achieved 
extraordinary  success.  We  have  faced  challenges  we  expected,  and  others 
we  could  never  have  imagined.  We  have  shared  in  the  heights  of  victory 
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and  the  pains  of  hardship.  We  endured  floods  and  fires  and  storms.  But 
through  it  all,  we  have  seen  the  beauty  of  America's  soul,  and  the  steel 
in  America's  spine. 

Each  test  has  forged  new  American  heroes  to  remind  us  who  we  are, 
and  show  us  what  we  can  be. 

We  saw  the  volunteers  of  the  "Cajun  Navy,"  racing  to  the  rescue 
with  their  fishing  boats  to  save  people  in  the  aftermath  of  a 
devastating  hurricane. 

We  saw  strangers  shielding  strangers  from  a  hail  of  gunfire  on  the 
Las  Vegas  strip. 

We  heard  tales  of  Americans  like  Coast  Guard  Petty  Officer  Ashlee 
Leppert,  who  is  here  tonight  in  the  gallery  with  Melania.  Ashlee  was 
aboard  one  of  the  first  helicopters  on  the  scene  in  Houston  during 
Hurricane  Harvey.  Through  18  hours  of  wind  and  rain,  Ashlee  braved  live 
power  lines  and  deep  water,  to  help  save  more  than  40  lives.  Thank  you, 
Ashlee . 

We  heard  about  Americans  like  firefighter  David  Dahlberg.  He  is 
here  with  us  too.  David  faced  down  walls  of  flame  to  rescue  almost  60 
children  trapped  at  a  California  summer  camp  threatened  by  wildfires. 

To  everyone  still  recovering  in  Texas,  Florida,  Louisiana,  Puerto 
Rico,  the  Virgin  Islands,  California,  and  everywhere  else  --  we  are  with 
you,  we  love  you,  and  we  will  pull  through  together. 

Some  trials  over  the  past  year  touched  this  chamber  very 
personally.  With  us  tonight  is  one  of  the  toughest  people  ever  to  serve 
in  this  House  —  a  guy  who  took  a  bullet,  almost  died,  and  was  back  to 
work  three  and  a  half  months  later:  the  legend  from  Louisiana, 
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Congressman  Steve  Scalise. 

We  are  incredibly  grateful  for  the  heroic  efforts  of  the  Capitol 
Police  Officers ,  the  Alexandria  Police,  and  the  doctors,  nurses,  and 
paramedics  who  saved  his  life,  and  the  lives  of  many  others  in  this 
room.  ' 

In  the  aftermath  of  that  terrible  shooting,  we  came  together,  not 
as  Republicans  or  Democrats,  but  as  representatives  of  the  people.  But 
it  is  not  enough  to  come  together  only  in  times  of  tragedy.  Tonight,  I 
call  upon  all  of  us  to  set  aside  our  differences,  to  seek  out  common 
ground,  and  to  summon  the  unity  we  need  to  deliver  for  the  people  we 
were  elected  to  serve. 

Over  the  last  year,  the  world  has  seen  what  we  always  knew:  that 
no  people  on  Earth  are  so  fearless,  or  daring,  or  determined  as 
Americans.  If  there  is  a  mountain,  we  climb  it.  If  there  is  a 
frontier,  we  cross  it.  If  there  is  a  challenge,  we  tame  it.  If  there 
is  an  opportunity,  we  seize  it. 

So  let  us  begin  tonight  by  recognizing  that  the  state  of  our  Union 
is  strong  because  our  people  are  strong. 

And  together,  we  are  building  a  safe,  strong,  and  proud  America. 

Since  the  election,  we  have  created  2.4  million  new  jobs,  including 
200,000  new  jobs  in  manufacturing  alone.  After  years  of  wage 
stagnation,  we  are  finally  seeing  rising  wages. 

Unemployment  claims  have  hit  a  45-year  low.  African-American 
unemployment  stands  at  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded,  and  Hispanic 
American  unemployment  has  also  reached  the  lowest  levels  in  history. 

Small  business  confidence  is  at  an  all-time  high.  The  stock  market 
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has  smashed  one  record  after  another,  gaining  $8  trillion  in 

value.  That  is  great  news  for  Americans'  401k,  retirement,  pension,  and 

college  savings  accounts. 

And  just  as  I  promised  the  American  people  from  this  podium  11 
months  ago,  we  enacted  the  biggest  tax  cuts  and  reforms  in  American 
history . 

Our  massive  tax  cuts  provide  tremendous  relief  for  the  middle  class 
and  small  businesses. 

To  lower  tax  rates  for  hardworking  Americans,  we  nearly  doubled  the 
standard  deduction  for  everyone.  Nov/,  the  first  $24,  000  earned  by  a 
married  couple  is  completely  tax-free.  We  also  doubled  the  child  tax 
credit . 

A  typical  family  of  four  making  $75,000  v/ill  see  their  tax  bill 
reduced  by  $2,000  slashing  their  tax  bill  in  half'. 

This  April  will  be  the  last  time  you  ever  file  under  the  old  broken 
system  --  and  millions  of  Americans  will  have  more  take-home  pay 
starting  next  month. 

We  eliminated  an  especially  cruel  tax  that  fell  mostly  on  Americans 
making  less  than  $50,000  a  year  --  forcing  them  to  pay  tremendous 
penalties  simply  because  they  could  not  afford  government-ordered  health 
plans.  We  repealed  the  core  of  disastrous  Obamacare  ~~  the  individual 
mandate  is  no w  gone. 

We  slashed  the  business  tax  rate  from  35  percent  all  the  v/ay  down 
to  21  percent,  so  American  companies  can  compete  and  win  against  anyone 
in  the  world.  These  changes  alone  are  estimated  to  increase  average 
family  income  by  more  than  $4,000. 
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Small  businesses  have  also  received  a  massive  tax  cut,  and  can  now 
deduct  20  percent  of  their  business  income. 

Here  tonight  are  Steve  Staub  and  Sandy  Keplinger  of  Staub 
Manufacturing  —  a  small  business  in  Ohio.  They  have  just  finished  the 
best  year  in  their  20-year  history.  Because  of  tax  reform,  they  are 
handing  out  raises,  hiring  an  additional  14  people,  and  expanding  into 
the  building  next  door. 

One  of  Staub1 s  employees,  Corey  Adams,  is  also  with  us 
tonight.  Corey  is  an  all-American  worker.  He  supported  himself  through 
high  school,  lost  his  job  during  the  2008  recession,  and  was  later  hired 
by  Staub,  where  he  trained  to  become  a  welder.  Like  many  hardworking 
Americans,  Corey  plans  to  invest  his  tax-cut  raise  into  his  new  home  and 
his  two  daughters'  education.  Please  join  me  in  congratulating  Corey. 

Since  we  passed  tax  cuts,  roughly  3  million  workers  have  already 
gotten  tax  cut  bonuses  --  many  of  them  thousands  of  dollars  per 
worker.  Apple  has  just  announced  it  plans  to  invest  a  total  of  $350 
billion  in  America,  and  hire  another  20,000  workers. 

This  is  our  new  American  moment.  There  has  never  been  a  better 
time  to  start  living  the  American  Dream. 

So  to  every  citizen  watching  at  home  tonight  --  no  matter  where  you 
have  been,  or  where  you  come  from,  this  is  your  time.  If  you  work  hard, 
if  you  believe  in  yourself,  if  you  believe  in  America,  then  you  can 
dream  anything,  you  can  be  anything,  and  together,  we  can  achieve 
anything. 

Tonight,  I  want  to  talk  about  what  kind  of  future  we  are  going  to 
have,  and  what  kind  of  Nation  we  are  going  to  be.  All  of  us,  together. 
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as  one  team,  one  people,  and  one  American  family. 

We  all  share  the  same  home,  the  same  heart,  the  same  destiny,  and 
the  same  great  American  flag. 

Together,  we  are  rediscovering  the  American  way. 

In  America,  we  know  that  faith  and  family,  not  government  and 
bureaucracy,  are  the  center  of  the  American  life.  Our  motto  is  in  God 
we  trust . " 

And  we  celebrate  our  police,  our  military,  and  our  amazing  veterans 
as  heroes  who  deserve  our  total  and  unwavering  support. 

Here  tonight  is  Preston  Sharp,  a  12-year-old  boy  from  Redding, 
California,  who  noticed  that  veterans’  graves  were  not  marked  with  flags 
on  Veterans  Day.  He  decided  to  change  that,  and  started  a  movement  that 
has  now  placed  40,000  flags  at  the  graves  of  our  great 
heroes.  Preston:  a  job  well  done. 

Young  patriots  like  Preston  teach  all  of  us  about  our  civic  duty  as 
Americans.  Preston's  reverence  for  those  who  have  served  our  Nation 
reminds  us  why  we  salute  our  flag,  why  we  put  our  hands  on  our  hearts 
for  the  pledge  of  allegiance,  and  why  we  proudly  stand  for  the  national 
anthem. 

Americans  love  their  country.  And  they  deserve  a  Government  that 
shows  them  the  same  love  and  loyalty  in  return. 

For  the  last  year  we  have  sought  to  restore  the  bonds  of  trust 
between  our  citizens  and  their  Government. 

Working  with  the  Senate,  we  are  appointing  judges  who  will 
interpret  the  Constitution  as  written,  including  a  great  new  Supreme 
Court  Justice,  and  more  circuit  court  judges  than  any  new  administration 
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in  the  history  of  our  country. 

We  are  defending  our  Second  Amendment,  and  have  taken  historic 
actions  to  protect  religious  liberty. 

And  we  are  serving  our  brave  veterans,  including  giving  our 
veterans  choice  in  their  healthcare  decisions.  Last  year,  the  Congress 
passed,  and  I  signed,  the  landmark  VA  Accountability  Act.  Since  its 
passage,  my  Administration  has  already  removed  more  than  1,500  VA 
employees  who  failed  to  give  our  veterans  the  care  they  deserve  --  and 
we  are  hiring  talented  people  who  love  our  vets  as  much  as  we  do. 

I  will  not  stop  until  our  veterans  are  properly  taken  care  of, 
which  has  been  my  promise  to  them  from  the  very  beginning  of  this  great 
j  ourney . 

All  Americans  deserve  accountability  and  respect  --  and  that  is 
what  we  are  giving  them.  So  tonight,  I  call  on  the  Congress  to  empower 
every  Cabinet  Secretary  with  the  authority  to  reward  good  workers  —  and 
to  remove  Federal  employees  who  undermine  the  public  trust  or  fail  the 
American  people. 

In  our  drive  to  make  Washington  accountable,  we  have  eliminated 
more  regulations  in  our  first  year  than  any  administration  in  history. 

We  have  ended  the  war  on  American  Energy  --  and  we  have  ended. the 
war  on  clean  coal.  We  are  now  an  exporter  of  energy  to  the  world. 

In  Detroit,  I  halted  Government  mandates  that  crippled  America's 
autoworkers  --  so  we  can  get  the  Motor  City  revving  its  engines  once 
again . 

Many  car  companies  are  now  building  and  expanding  plants  in  the 
United  States  ~~  something  we  have  not  seen  for  decades.  Chrysler  is 
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moving  a  major  plant  from  Mexico  to  Michigan;  Toyota  and  Mazda  are

opening  up  a  plant  in  Alabama.  Soon,  plants  will  be  opening  up  all  over 
the  country.  This  is  all  news  Americans  are  unaccustomed  to  hearing 
for  many  years,  companies  and  jobs  were  only  leaving  us.  But  now  they 
are  coming  back. 

Exciting  progress  is  happening  every  day. 

To  speed  access  to  breakthrough  cures  and  affordable  generic  drugs, 
last  year  the  FDA  approved  more  new  and  generic  drugs  and  medical 
devices  than  ever  before  in  our  history. 

We  also  believe  that  patients  with  terminal  conditions  should  have 
access  to  experimental  treatments  that  could  potentially  save  their 
lives . 

People  who  are  terminally  ill  should  not  have  to  go  from  country  to 
country  to  seek  a  cure  —  I  want  to  give  them  a  chance  right  here  at 
home.  It  is  time  for  the  Congress  to  give  these  wonderful  Americans  the 
"right  to  try." 

One  of  my  greatest  priorities  is  to  reduce  the  'price  of 
prescription  drugs.  In  many  other  countries,  these  drugs  cost  far  less 
than  what  we  pay  in  the  United  States.  That  is  why  I  have  directed  my 
Administration  to  make  fixing  the  injustice  of  high  drug  prices  one  of 
our  top  priorities.  Prices  will  come  down. 

America  has  also  finally  turned  the  page  on  decades  of  unfair  trade 
deals  that  sacrificed  our  prosperity  and  shipped  away  our  companies,  our 
jobs,  and  our  Nation's  wealth. 

The  era  of  economic  surrender  is  over. 

From  now  on,  we  expect  trading  relationships  to  be  fair  and  to  be 
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reciprocal. 

We  will  work  to  fix  bad  trade  deals  and  negotiate  new  ones. 

And  we  will  protect  American  workers  and  American  intellectual 
property,  through  strong  enforcement  of  our  trade  rules. 

As  we  rebuild  our  industries,  it  is  also  time  to  rebuild  our 
crumbling  infrastructure. 

America  is  a  nation  of  builders.  We  built  the  Empire  State 
Building  in  just  1  year  --  is  it  not  a  disgrace  that  it  can  now  take  10 
years  just  to  get  a  permit  approved  for  a  simple  road? 

I  am  asking  both  parties  to  come  together  to  give  us  the  safe, 
fast,  reliable,  and  modern  infrastructure  our  economy  needs  and  our 
people  deserve. 

Tonight,  I  am  calling  on  the  Congress  to  produce  a  bill  that 
generates  at  least  $1.5  trillion  for  the  new  infrastructure  investment 
we  need. 

Every  Federal  dollar  should  be  leveraged  by  partnering  with  State 
and  local  governments  and,  where  appropriate,  tapping  into  private 
sector  investment  --  to  permanently  fix  the  infrastructure  deficit. 

Any  bill  must  also  streamline  the  permitting  and  approval  process  - 
-  getting  it  down  to  no  more  than  two  years,  and  perhaps  even  one. 

Together,  we  can  reclaim  our  building  heritage.  We  will  build 
gleaming  new  roads,  bridges,  highways,  railways,  and  waterways  across 
our  land.  And  we  will  do  it  with  American  heart,  American  hands,  and 
American  grit. 

We  want  every  American  to  know  the  dignity  of  a  hard  day's 
work.  We  want  every  child  to  be  safe  in  their  home  at  night.  And  we 
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want  every  citizen  to  be  proud  of  this  land  that  we  love. 

We  can. lift  our  citizens  from  welfare  to  work,  from  dependence  to 
independence,  and  from  poverty  to  prosperity.

As  tax  cuts  create  new  jobs,  let  us  invest  in  workforce  development 
and  job  training.  Let  us  open  great  vocational  schools  so  our  future 
workers  can  learn  a  craft  and  realize  their  full  potential.  And  let  us 
support  working  families  by  supporting  paid  family  leave. 

As  America  regains  its  strength,  this  opportunity  must  be  extended 
to  all  citizens.  That  is  why  this  year  we  will  embark  on  reforming  our 
prisons  to  help  former  inmates  who  have  served  their  time  get  a  second 
chance . 

Struggling  communities,  especially  immigrant  communities,  will  also 
be  helped  by  immigration  policies  that  focus  on  the  best  interests  of 
American  workers  and  American  families . 

For  decades,  open  borders  have  allowed  drugs  and  gangs  to  pour  into 
our  most  vulnerable  communities.  They  have  allowed  millions  of  low-wage 
workers  to  compete  for  jobs  and  wages  against  the  poorest 
Americans.  Most  tragically,  they  have  caused  the  loss  of  many  innocent 
lives . 

Here  tonight  are  two  fathers  and  two  mothers:  Evelyn  Rodriguez, 
Freddy  Cuevas,  Elizabeth  Alvarado,  and  Robert  Mickens.  Their  two 
teenage  daughters  —  Kayla  Cuevas  and  Nisa  Mickens  —  were  close  friends 
on  Long  Island.  But  in  September  2016,  on  the  eve  of  Nisa's  16th 
Birthday,  neither  of  them  came  home.  These  two  precious  girls  were 
brutally  murdered  while  walking  together  in  their  hometown.  Six  members 
of  the  savage  gang  MS-13  have  been  charged  with  Kayla  and  Nisa’s 
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murders .  Many  of  these  gang  members  took  advantage  of  glaring  loopholes 
in  our  lav/s  to  enter  the  country  as  unaccompanied  alien  minors  —  and 
wound  up  in  Kayla  and  Nisa's  high  school. 

Evelyn,  Elizabeth,  Freddy,  and  Robert:  Tonight,  everyone  in  this 
chamber  is  praying  for  you.  Everyone  in  America  is  grieving  for 
you.  And  320  million  hearts  are  breaking  for  you.  We  cannot  imagine 
the  depth  of  your  sorrow,  but  we  can  make  sure  that  other  families  never 
have  to  endure  this  pain. 

Tonight,  I  am  calling  on  the  Congress  to  finally  close  the  deadly 
loopholes  that  have  allowed  MS-13,  and  other  criminals,  to  break  into 
our  country.  We  have  proposed  new  legislation  that  will  fix  our 
immigration  laws,  and  support  our  ICE  and  Border  Patrol  Agents,  so  that 
this  cannot  ever  happen  again. 

The  United  States  is  a  compassionate  nation.  We  are  proud  that  we 
do  more  than  any  other  country  to  help  the  needy,  the  struggling,  and 
the  underprivileged  all  over  the  world,  But  as  President  of  the  United 
States,  my  highest  loyalty,  my  greatest  compassion,  and  my  constant 
concern  is  for  America's  children,  America's  struggling  workers,  and 
America's  forgotten  communities.  I.  want  our  youth  to  grow  up  to  achieve 
great  things.  I  want  our  poor  to  have  their  chance  to  rise. 

So  tonight,  I  am  extending  an  open  hand  to  work  with  members  of 
both  parties  —  Democrats  and  Republicans  —  to  protect  our  citizens  of 
every  background,  color,  religion,  and  creed.  My  duty,  and  the  sacred 
duty  of  every  elected  official  in  this  chamber,  is  to  defend  Americans  - 
-  to  protect  their  safety,  their  families,  their  communities,  and  their 
right  to  the  American  Dream.  Because  Americans  are  dreamers  too. 
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Here  tonight  is  one  leader  in  the  effort  to  defend  our 
country:  Homeland  Security  Investigations  Special  Agent  Celestino 

Martinez  --  he  goes  by  CJ.  CJ  served  15  years  in  the  Air  Force  before 
becoming  an  ICE  agent  and  spending  the  last  15  years  fighting  gang 
violence  and  getting  dangerous  criminals  off  our  streets.  At  one  point, 
MS-13  leaders  ordered  CJ's  murder.  But  he  did  not  cave  to  threats  or 
fear.  Last  May,  he  commanded  an  operation  to  track  down  gang  members  on 
Long  Island.  His  team  has  arrested  nearly  400,  including  more  than  220 
from  MS-13. 

CJ:  Great  work.  Now  let  us  get  the  Congress  to  send  you  some 

reinforcements . 

Over  the  next  few  weeks,  the  House  and  Senate  will  be  voting  on  an 
immigration  reform  package. 

In  recent  months,  my  Administration  has  met  extensively  with  both 
Democrats  and  Republicans  to  craft  a  bipartisan  approach  to  immigration 
reform.  Based  on  these  discussions,  we  presented  the  Congress  with  a 
detailed  proposal  that  should  be  supported  by  both  parties  as  a  fair 
compromise  --  one  where  nobody  gets  everything  they  want,  but  where  our 
country  gets  the  critical  reforms  it  needs. 

Here  are  the  four  pillars  of  our  plan: 

The  first  pillar  of  our  framework  generously  offers  a  path  to 
citizenship  for  1.8  million  illegal  immigrants  who  were  brought  here  by 
their  parents  at  a  young  age  —  that  covers  almost  three  times  more 
people  than  the  previous  administration.  Under  our  plan,  those  who  meet 
education  and  work  requirements,  and  show  good  moral  character,  will  be 
able  to  become  full  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
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The  second  pillar  fully  secures  the  border.  That  means  building  a 
wall  on  the  Southern  border,  and  it  means  hiring  more  heroes  like  CJ  to 
keep  our  communities  safe.  Crucially,  our  plan  closes  the  terrible 
loopholes  exploited  by  criminals  and  terrorists  to  enter  our  country  — 
and  it  finally  ends  the  dangerous  practice  of  "catch  and  release." 

The  third  pillar  ends  the  visa  lottery  —  a  program  that  randomly 
hands  out  green  cards  without  any  regard  for  skill,  merit,  or  the  safety 
of  our  people.  It  is  time  to  begin  moving  towards  a  merit-based 
immigration  system  --  one  that  admits  people  who  are  skilled,  who  want 
to  work,  who  will  contribute  to  our  society,  and  who  will  love  and 
respect  our  country. 

The  fourth  and  final  pillar  protects  the  nuclear  family  by  ending 
chain  migration.  Under  the  current  broken  system,  a  single  immigrant 
can  bring  in  virtually  unlimited  numbers  of  distant  relatives.  Under 
our  plan,  we  focus  on  the  immediate  family  by  limiting  sponsorships  to 
spouses  and  minor  children.  This  vital  reform  is  necessary,  not  just 
for  our  economy,  but  for  our  security,  and  our  future. 

In  recent  weeks,  two  terrorist  attacks  in  New  York  were  made 
possible  by  the  visa  lottery  and  chain  migration.  In  the  age  of 
terrorism,  these  programs  present  risks  we  can  no  longer  afford. 

It  is  time  to  reform  these  outdated  immigration  rules,  and  finally 
bring  our  immigration  system  into  the  21st  century. 

These  four  pillars  represent  a  down-the-middle  compromise,  and  one 
that  will  create  a  safe,  modern,  and  lawful  immigration  system. 

For  over  30  years,  Washington  has  tried  and  failed  to  solve  this 
problem.  This  Congress  can  be  the  one  that  finally  makes  it  happen. 
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Most  importantly,  these  four  pillars  will  produce  legislation  that 
fulfills  my  ironclad  pledge  to  only  sign  a  bill  that  puts  America 
first.  So  let  us  come  together,  set  politics  aside,  and  finally  get  the 
j  ob  done . 

These  reforms  will  also  support  our  response  to  the  terrible  crisis 
of  opioid  and  drug  addiction. 

In  2016,  we  lost  64,000  Americans  to  drug  overdoses:  174  deaths 
per  day.  Seven  per  hour.  We  must  get  much  tougher  on  drug  dealers  and 
pushers  if  we  are  going  to  succeed  in  stopping  this  scourge. 

My  Administration  is  committed  to  fighting  the  drug  epidemic  and 
helping  get  treatment  for  those  in  need.  The  struggle  will  be  long  and 
difficult  --  but,  as  Americans  always  do,  we  will  prevail. 

As  we  have  seen  tonight,  the  most  difficult  challenges  bring  out 
the  best  in  America. 

We  see  a  vivid  expression  of  this  truth  in  the  story  of  the  Holets 
family  of  New  Mexico.  Ryan  Holets  is  27  years  old,  and  an  officer  with 
the  Albuquerque  Police  Department.  He  is  here  tonight  with  his  wife 
Rebecca.  Last  year,  Ryan  was  on  duty  when  he  saw  a  pregnant,  homeless 
woman  preparing  to  inject  heroin.  When  Ryan  told  her  she  was  going  to 
harm  her  unborn  child,  she  began  to  weep.  She  told  him  she  did  not  know 
where  to  turn,  but  badly  wanted  a  safe  home  for  her  baby. 

In  that  moment,  Ryan  said  he  felt  God  speak  to  him:  "You  will  do 

it  —  because  you  can."  He  took  out  a  picture  of  his  wife  and  their 
four  kids.  Then,  he  went  home  to  tell  his  wife  Rebecca.  In  an  instant, 

she  agreed  to  adopt.  The  Holets  named  their  new  daughter  Hope. 

Ryan  and  Rebecca:  You  embody  the  goodness  of  our  Nation.  Thank 
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you,  and  congratulations. 

As  we  rebuild  America’s  strength  and  confidence  at  home,  we  are 
also  restoring  our  strength  and  standing  abroad.. 

Around  the  world,  we  face  rogue  regimes,  terrorist  groups,  and 
rivals  like  China  and  Russia  that  challenge  our  interests,  our  economy, 
and  our  values.  In  confronting  these  dangers,  we  know  that  weakness  is 
the  surest  path  to  conflict,  and  unmatched  power  is  the  surest  means  of 
our  defense. 

For  this  reason,  I  am  asking  the  Congress  to  end  the  dangerous 
defense  sequester  and  fully  fund  our  great  military. 

As  part  of  our  defense,  we  must  modernize  and  rebuild  our  nuclear 
arsenal,  hopefully  never  having  to  use  it,,  but  making  it  so  strong  and 
powerful  that  it  will  deter  any  acts  of  aggression.  Perhaps  someday  in 
the  future  there  will  be  a  magical  moment  when  the  countries  of  the 
world  will  get  together  to  eliminate  their  nuclear 
weapons.  Unfortunately,  we  are  not  there  yet. 

Last  year,  I  also  pledged  that  we  would  work  with  our  allies  to 
extinguish  ISIS  from  the  face  of  the  Earth.  One  year  later,  I  am  proud 
to  report  that  the  coalition  to  defeat  ISIS  has  liberated  almost  100 
percent  of  the  territory  once  held  by  these  killers  in  Iraq  and 
Syria.  But  there  is  much  more  work  to  be  done.  We  will  continue  our 
fight  until  ISIS  is  defeated. 

Army  Staff  Sergeant  Justin  Peck  is  here  tonight.  Near  Raqqa  last 
November,  Justin  and  his  comrade.  Chief  Petty  Officer  Kenton  Stacy,  were 
on  a  mission  to  clear  buildings  that  ISIS  had  rigged  with  explosives  so 
that  civilians  could  return  to  the  city. 
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Clearing  the  second  floor  of  a  vital  hospital,  Kenton  Stacy  was 
severely  wounded  by  an  explosion.  Immediately,  Justin  bounded  into  the 
booby-trapped  building  and  found  Kenton  in  bad  shape.  He  applied 
pressure  to  the  wound  and  inserted  a  tube  to  reopen  an  airway.  He  then 
performed  CPR  for  20  straight  minutes  during  the  ground  transport  and 
maintained  artificial  respiration  through  2  hours  of  emergency  surgery. 

Kenton  Stacy  would  have  died  if  not  for  Justin's  selfless  love  for 
a  fellow  warrior.  Tonight,  Kenton  is  recovering  in  Texas.  Raqqa  is 
liberated.  And  Justin  is  wearing  his  new  Bronze  Star,  with  a  "V"  for 
"Valor."  Staff  Sergeant  Peck:  All  of  America  salutes  you. 

Terrorists  who  do  things  like  place  bombs  in  civilian  hospitals  are 
evil.  When  possible,  we  annihilate  them.  When  necessary,  we  must  be 
able  to  detain  and  question  them.  But  we  must  be  clear:  Terrorists  are 
not  merely  criminals.  They  are  unlawful  enemy  combatants.  And  when 
captured  overseas,  they  should  be  treated  like  the  terrorists  they  are. 

In  the  past,  we  have  foolishly  released  hundreds  of  dangerous 
terrorists,  only  to  meet  them  again  on  the  battlefield  --  including  the 
ISIS  leader,  al-Baghdadi. 

So  today,  I  am  keeping  another  promise.  I  just  signed  an  order 
directing  Secretary  Mattis  to  reexamine  our  military  detention  policy 
and  to  keep  open  the  detention  facilities  at  Guantanamo  Bay. 

I  am  also  asking  the  Congress  to  ensure  that,  in  the  fight  against 
ISIS  and  al-Qa'ida,  we  continue  to  have  all  necessary  power  to  detain 
terrorists  —  wherever  we  chase  them  down. 

Our  warriors  in  Afghanistan  also  have  new  rules  of 
engagement.  Along  with  their  heroic  Afghan  partners,  our  military  is  no 
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longer  undermined  by  artificial  timelines,  and  we  no  longer  tell  our 
enemies  our  plans. 

Last  month,  I  also  took  an  action  endorsed  unanimously  by  the 
Senate  just  months  before:  I  recognized  Jerusalem  as  the  capital  of 
Israel . 

Shortly  afterwards,  dozens  of  countries  voted  in  the  United  Nations 
General  Assembly  against  America's  sovereign  right  to  make  this 
recognition.  American  taxpayers  generously  send  those  same  countries 
billions  of  dollars  in  aid  every  year. 

That  is  why,  tonight,  I  am  asking  the  Congress  to  pass  legislation 
to  help  ensure  American  foreign-assistance  dollars  always  serve  American 
interests,  and  only  go  to  America's  friends. 

As  we  strengthen  friendships  around  the  world,  we  are  also 
restoring  clarity  about  our  adversaries. 

When  the  people  of  Iran  rose  up  against  the  crimes  of  their  corrupt 
dictatorship,  I  did  not  stay  silent.  America  stands  with  the  people  of 
Iran  .in  their  courageous  struggle  for  freedom. 

I  am  asking  the  Congress  to  address  the  fundamental  flaws  in  the 
terrible  Iran  nuclear  deal. 

My  Administration  has  also  imposed  tough  sanctions  on  the  communist 
and  socialist  dictatorships  in  Cuba  and  Venezuela. 

But  no  regime  has  oppressed  its  own  citizens  more  totally  or 
brutally  than  the  cruel  dictatorship  in  North  Korea. 

North  Korea's  reckless  pursuit  of  nuclear  missiles  could  very  soon 
threaten  our  homeland. 

We  are  waging  a  campaign  of  maximum  pressure  to  prevent  that  from 
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happening . 

Past  experience  has  taught  us  that  complacency  and  concessions  only 
invite  aggression  and  provocation.  I  will  not  repeat  the  mistakes  of 
past  administrations  that  got  us  into  this  dangerous  position. 

We  need  only  look  at  the  depraved  character  of  the  North  Korean 
regime  to  understand  the  nature  of  the  nuclear  threat  it  could  pose  to 
America  and  our  allies. 

Otto  Warmbier  was  a  hardworking  student  at  the  University  of 
Virginia.  On  his  way  to  study  abroad  in  Asia,  Otto  joined  a  tour  to 
North  Korea.  At  its  conclusion,  this  wonderful  young  man  was  arrested 
and  charged  with  crimes  against  the  state.  After  a  shameful  trial,  the 
dictatorship  sentenced  Otto  to  15  years  of  hard  labor,  before  returning 
him  to  America  last  June  —  horribly  injured  and  on  the  verge  of 
death.  He  passed  away  just  days  after  his  return. 

Otto's  Parents,  Fred  and  Cindy  Warmbier,  are  with  us  tonight  -- 
along  with  Otto's  brother  and  sister,  Austin  and  Greta.  You  are 
powerful  witnesses  to  a  menace  that  threatens  our  world,  and  your 
strength  inspires  us  all.  Tonight,  we  pledge  to  honor  Otto's  memory 
with  American  resolve. 

Finally,  we  are  joined  by  one  more  witness  to  the  ominous  nature  of 
this  regime.  His  name  is  Mr.  Ji  Seong-ho. 

In  1996,  Seong-ho  was  a  starving  boy  in  North  Korea.  One  day,  he 
tried  to  steal  coal  from  a  railroad  car  to  barter  for  a  few  scraps  of 
food.  In  the  process,  he  passed  out  on  the  train  tracks,  exhausted  from 
hunger.  He  woke  up  as  a  train  ran  over  his  limbs.  He  then  endured 
multiple  amputations  without  anything  to  dull  the  pain.  His  brother  and 
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sister  gave  what  little  food  they  had  to  help  him  recover  and  ate  dirt 
themselves  —  permanently  stunting  their  own  growth.  Later,  he  was 
tortured  by  North  Korean  authorities  after  returning  from  a  brief  visit 
to  China.  His  tormentors  wanted  to  know  if  he  had  met  any 
Christians.  He  had  —  and  he  resolved  to  be  free. 

Seong-ho  traveled  thousands  of  miles  on  crutches  across  China  and 
Southeast  Asia  to  freedom.  Most  of  his  family  followed.  His  father  was 
caught  trying  to  escape,  and  was  tortured  to  death. 

Today  he  lives  in  Seoul,  where  he  rescues  other  defectors,  and 
broadcasts  into  North  Korea  what  the  regime  fears  the  most  —  the  truth. 

Today  he  has  a  new  leg,  but  Seong-ho,  I  understand  you  still  keep 
those  crutches  as  a  reminder  of  how  far  you  have  come.  Your  great 
sacrifice  is  an  inspiration  to  us  all. 

Seong-ho' s  story  is  a  testament  to  the  yearning  of  every  human  soul 
to  live  in  freedom. 

It  was  that  same  yearning  for  freedom  that  nearly  250  years  ago 
gave  birth  to  a  special  place  called  America.  It  was  a  small  cluster  of 
colonies  caught  between  a  great  ocean  and  a  vast  wilderness.  But  it  was 
home  to  an  incredible  people  with  a  revolutionary  idea:  that  they  could 
rule  themselves.  That  they  could  chart  their  own  destiny.  And  that, 
together,  they  could  light  up  the  world. 

That  is  what  our  country  has  always  been  about .  That  is  what 
Americans  have  always  stood  for,  always  strived  for,  and  always  done. 

Atop  the  dome  of  this  Capitol  stands  the  Statue  of  Freedom.  She 
stands  tall  and  dignified  among  the  monuments  to  our  ancestors  who 
fought  and  lived  and  died  to  protect  her. 
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Monuments  to  Washington  and  Jefferson  —  to  Lincoln  and  King. 

Memorials  to  the  heroes  of  Yorktown  and  Saratoga  --  to  young 
Americans  who  shed  their  blood  on  the  shores  of  Normandy,  and  the  fields 
beyond.  And  others,  who  went  down  in  the  waters  of  the  Pacific  and  the 
skies  over  Asia. 

And  freedom  stands  tall  over  one  more  monument:  this  one.  This 
Capitol.  This  living  monument  to  the  American  people. 

A  people  whose  heroes  live  not  only  in  the  past,  but  all  around  us 
~~  defending  hope,  pride,  and  the  American  way. 

They  work  in  every  trade.  They  sacrifice  to  raise  a  family.  They 
care  for  our  children  at  home.  They  defend  our  flag  abroad.  They  are 
strong  moms  and  brave  kids.  They  are  firefighters,  police  officers, 
border  agents,  medics,  and  Marines. 

But  above  all  else,  they  are  Americans.  And  this  Capitol,  this 
city,  and  this  Nation,  belong  to  them. 

Our  task  is  to  respect  them,  to  listen  to  them,  to  serve  them,  to 
protect  them,  and  to  always  be  worthy  of  them. 

Americans  fill  the  world  with  art  and  music.  They  push  the  bounds 
of  science  and  discovery.  And  they  forever  remind  us  of  what  we  should 
never  forget:  The  people  dreamed  this  country.  The  people  built  this 
country.  And  it  is  the  people  who  are  making  America  great  again. 

As  long  as  we  are  proud  of  who  we  are,  and  what  we  are  fighting 
for,  there  is  nothing  we  cannot  achieve. 

As  long  as  we  have  confidence  in  our  values,  faith  in  our  citizens, 
and  trust  in  our  God,  we  will  not  fail. 

'  Our  families  will  thrive. 
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Our  people  will  prosper. 

And  our  Nation  will  forever  be  safe  and  strong  and  proud  and  mighty 
and  free. 

Thank  you,  and  God  bless  America.

Remarks  as  prepared  for  delivery 

TO  THE  CONGRESS  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES: 

Mr.  Speaker,  Mr.  Vice  President,  Members  of  Congress,  the  First 
Lady  of  the  United  States,  and  my  fellow  Americans: 

Less  than  1  year  has  passed  since  I  first  stood  at  this  podium,  in 
this  majestic  chamber,  to  speak  on  behalf  of  the  American  People  --  and 
to  address  their  concerns,  their  hopes,  and  their  dreams.  That  night, 
our  new  Administration  had  already  taken  swift  action.  A  new  tide  of 
optimism  was  already  sweeping  across  our  land. 

Each  day  since,  we  have  gone  forward  with  a  clear  vision  and  a 
righteous  mission  --  to  make  America  great  again  for  all  Americans . 

Over  the  last  year,  we  have  made  incredible  progress  and  achieved 
extraordinary  success.  We  have  faced  challenges  we  expected,  and  others 
we  could  never  have  imagined.  We  have  shared  in  the  heights  of  victory 
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and  the  pains  of  hardship.  We  endured  floods  and  fires  and  storms.  But 
through  it  all,  we  have  seen  the  beauty  of  America's  soul,  and  the  steel 
in  America's  spine. 

Each  test  has  forged  new  American  heroes  to  remind  us  who  we  are, 
and  show  us  v/hat  we  can  be . 

We  saw  the  volunteers  of  the  "Cajun  Navy, ”  racing  to  the  rescue 
with  their  fishing  boats  to  save  people  in  the  aftermath  of  a 
devastating  hurricane. 

We  saw  strangers  shielding  strangers  from  a  hail  of  gunfire  on  the 
Las  Vegas  strip. 

We  heard  tales  of  Americans  like  Coast  Guard  Petty  Officer  Ashlee 
Leppert,  who  is  here  tonight  in  the  gallery  with  Melania.  Ashlee  was 
aboard  one  of  the  first  helicopters  on  the  scene  in  Houston  during 
Hurricane  Harvey.  Through  18  hours  of  wind  and  rain,  Ashlee  braved  live 
power  lines  and  deep  water,  to  help  save  more  than  40  lives.  Thank  you, 
Ashlee . 

We  heard  about  Americans  like  firefighter  David  Dahlberg.  He  is 
here  with  us  too.  David  faced  down  walls  of  flame  to  rescue  almost  60 
children  trapped  at  a  California  summer  camp  threatened  by  wildfires. 

To  everyone  still  recovering  in  Texas,  Florida,  Louisiana,  Puerto 
Rico,  the  Virgin  Islands,  California,  and  everywhere  else  --  we  are  with 
you,  we  love  you,  and  we  will  pull  through  together. 

Some  trials  over  the  past  year  touched  this  chamber  very 
personally.  With  us  tonight  is  one  of  the  toughest  people  ever  to  serve 
in  this  House  --  a  guy  who  took  a  bullet,  almost  died,  and  was  back  to 
work  three  and  a  half  months  later:  the  legend  from  Louisiana, 
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Congressman  Steve  Scalise. 

We  are  incredibly  grateful  for  the  heroic  efforts  of  the  Capitol 
Police  Officers,  the  Alexandria  Police,  and  the  doctors,  nurses,  and 
paramedics  who  saved  his  life,  and  the  lives  of  many  others  in  this 
room. 

In  the  aftermath  of  that  terrible  shooting,  we  came  together,  not 
as  Republicans  or  Democrats,  but  as  representatives  of  the  people.  But 
it  is  not  enough  to  come  together  only  in  times  of  tragedy.  Tonight,  I 
call  upon  all  of  us  to  set  aside  our  differences,  to  seek  out  common 
ground,  and  to  summon  the  unity  we  need  to  deliver  for  the  people  we 
were  elected  to  serve. 

Over  the  last  year,  the  world  has  seen  what  we  always  knew:  that 
no  people  on  Earth  are  so  fearless,  or  daring,  or  determined  as 
Americans.  If  there  is  a  mountain,  we  climb  it.  If  there  is  a 
frontier,  we  cross  it.  If  there  is  a  challenge,  we  tame  it.  If  there 
is  an  opportunity,  we  seize  it. 

So  let  us  begin  tonight  by  recognizing  that  the  state  of  our  Union 
is  strong  because  our  people  are  strong. 

And  together,  we  are  building  a  safe,  strong,  and  proud  America. 

Since  the  election,  we  have  created  2.4  million  new  jobs,  including 
200,000  new  jobs  in  manufacturing  alone.  After  years  of  wage 
stagnation,  we  are  finally  seeing  rising  wages. 

Unemployment  claims  have  hit  a  45-year  low.  African-American 
unemployment  stands  at  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded,  and  Hispanic 
American  unemployment  has  also  reached  the  lowest  levels  in  history. 

Small  business  confidence  is  at  an  all-time  high.  The  stock  market 
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has  smashed  one  record  after  another,  gaining  $8  trillion  in 

value.  That  is  great  news  for  Americans'  401k,  retirement,  pension,  and 

college  savings  accounts. 

And  just  as  I  promised  the  American  people  from  this  podium  11 
months  ago,  we  enacted  the  biggest  tax  cuts  and  reforms  in  American 
history . 

Our  massive  tax  cuts  provide  tremendous  relief  for  the  middle  class 
and  small  businesses. 

To  lower  tax  rates  for  hardworking  Americans,  we  nearly  doubled  the 
standard  deduction  for  everyone.  Now,  the  first  $24,000  earned  by  a 
married  couple  is  completely  tax-free.  We  also  doubled  the  child  tax 
credit . 

A  typical  family  of  four  making  $75,000  will  see  their  tax  bill 
reduced  by  $2,000  --  slashing  their  tax  bill  in  half. 

This  April  will  be  the  last  time  you  ever  file  under  the  old  broken 
system  and  millions  of  Americans  w ill  have  more  take-home  pay 
starting  next  month. 

We  eliminated  an  especially  cruel  tax  that  fell  mostly  on  Americans 
making  less  than  $50,000  a  year  —  forcing  them  to  pay  tremendous 
penalties  simply  because  they  could  not  afford  government-ordered  health 
plans.  We  repealed  the  core  of  disastrous  Obamacare  —  the  individual 
mandate  is  now  gone. 

We  slashed  the  business  tax  rate  from  35  percent  all  the  way  down 
to  21  percent,  so  American  companies  can  compete  and  win  against  anyone 
in  the  world.  These  changes  alone  are  estimated  to  increase  average 
family  income  by  more  than  $4,000. 
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Small  businesses  have  also  received  a  massive  tax  cut,  and  can  now 


deduct  20  percent  of  their  business  income. 

Here  tonight  are  Steve  Staub  and  Sandy  Keplinger  of  Staub 
Manufacturing  —  a  small  business  in  Ohio.  They  have  just  finished  the 
best  year  in  their  20-year  history.  Because  of  tax  reform,  they  are 
handing  out  raises,  hiring  an  additional  14  people,  and  expanding  into 
the  building  next  door. 

One  of  Staub' s  employees,  Corey  Adams,  is  also  with  us 
tonight.  Corey  is  an  all-American  worker.  He  supported  himself  through 
high  school,  lost  his  job  during  the  2008  recession,  and  was  later  hired 
by  Staub,  where  he  trained  to  become  a  welder.  Like  many  hardworking 
Americans,  Corey  plans  to  invest  his  tax-cut  raise  into  his  new  home  and 
his  two  daughters'  education.  Please  join  me  in  congratulating  Corey. 

Since  we  passed  tax  cuts,  roughly  3  million  workers  have  already 
gotten  tax  cut  bonuses  --  many  of  them  thousands  of  dollars  per 
worker.  Apple  has  just  announced  it  plans  to  invest  a  total  of  $350 
billion  in  America,  and  hire  another  20,000  workers. 

This  is  our  new  American  moment.  There  has  never  been  a  better 
time  to  start  living  the  American  Dream. 

So  to  every  citizen  watching  at  home  tonight  —  no  matter  where  you 
have  been,  or  where  you  come  from,  this  is  your  time.  If  you  work  hard, 
if  you  believe  in  yourself,  if  you  believe  in  America,  then  you  can 
dream  anything,  you  can  be  anything,  and  together,  we  can  achieve 
anything . 

Tonight,  I  want  to  talk  about  what  kind  of  future  we  are  going  to 
have,  and  what  kind  of  Nation  we  are  going  to  be.  All  of  us,  together. 
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as  one  team,  one  people,  and  one  American  family . 

We  all  share  the  same  home,  the  same  heart,  the  same  destiny,  and 
the  same  great  American  flag. 

Together,  we  are  rediscovering  the  American  way. 

In  America,  we  know  that  faith  and  family,  not  government  and 
bureaucracy,  are  the  center  of  the  American  life.  Our  motto  is  "in  God 
we  trust . " 

And  we  celebrate  our  police,  our  military,  and  our  amazing  veterans 
as  heroes  who  deserve  our  total  and  unwavering  support. 

Here  tonight  is  Preston  Sharp,  a  12-year-old  boy  from  Redding, 
California,  who  noticed  that  veterans'  graves  were  not  marked  with  flags 
on  Veterans  Day.  He  decided  to  change  that,  and  started  a  movement  that 
has  now  placed  40,000  flags  at  the  graves  of  our  great 
heroes.  Preston:  a  job  well  done. 

Young  patriots  like  Preston  teach  all  of  us  about  our  civic  duty  as 
Americans.  Preston's  reverence  for  those  who  have  served  our  Nation 
reminds  us  why  we  salute  our  flag,  why  we  put  our  hands  on  our  hearts 
for  the  pledge  of  allegiance,  and  why  we  proudly  stand  for  the  national 
anthem. 

Americans  love  their  country.  And  they  deserve  a  Government  that 
shows  them  the  same  love  and  loyalty  in  return. 

For  the  last  year  we  have  sought  to  restore  the  bonds  of  trust 
between  our  citizens  and  their  Government. 

Working  with  the  Senate,  we  are  appointing  judges  who  will 
interpret  the  Constitution  as  written,  including  a  great  new  Supreme 
Court  Justice,  and  more  circuit  court  judges  than  any  new  administration 
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in  the  history  of  our  country. 

We  are  defending  our  Second  Amendment,  and  have  taken  historic 
actions  to  protect  religious  liberty. 

And  we  are  serving  our  brave  veterans,  including  giving  our 
veterans  choice  in  their  healthcare  decisions.  Last  year,  the  Congress 
passed,  and  I  signed,  the  landmark  VA  Accountability  Act.  Since  its 
passage,  my  Administration  has  already  removed  more  than  1,500  VA 
employees  who  failed  to  give  our  veterans  the  care  they  deserve  and 
we  are  hiring  talented  people  who  love  our  vets  as  much  as  we  do. 

I  will  not  stop  until  our  veterans  are  properly  taken  care  of, 
which  has  been  my  promise  to  them  from  the  very  beginning  of  this  great 
journey. 

All  Americans  deserve  accountability  and  respect  —  and  that  is 
what  we  are  giving  them.  So  tonight,  I  call  on  the  Congress  to  empower 
every  Cabinet  Secretary  with  the  authority  to  reward  good  workers  —  and 
to  remove  Federal  employees  who  undermine  the  public  trust  or  fail  the 
American  people. 

In  our  drive  to  make  Washington  accountable,  we  have  eliminated 
more  regulations  in  our  first  year  than  any  administration  in  history. 

We  have  ended  the  war  on  American  Energy  --  and  we  have  ended  the 
war  on  clean  coal.  We  are  now  an  exporter  of  energy  to  the  world. 

In  Detroit,  I  halted  Government  mandates  that  crippled  America's 
autoworkers  —  so  we  can  get  the  Motor  City  revving  its  engines  once 
again . 

Many  car  companies  are  now  building  and  expanding  plants  in  the 
United  States  —  something  we  have  not  seen  for  decades.  Chrysler  is 
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moving  a  major  plant  from  Mexico  to  Michigan;  Toyota  and  Mazda  are 
opening  up  a  plant  in  Alabama.  Soon,  plants  will  be  opening  up  all  over 
the  country.  This  is  all  news  Americans  are  unaccustomed  to  hearing  — 
for  many  years,  companies  and  jobs  were  only  leaving  us.  But  now  they 
are  coming  back. 

Exciting  progress  is  happening  every  day. 

To  speed  access  to  breakthrough  cures  and  affordable  generic  drugs, 
last  year  the  FDA  approved  more  new  and  generic  drugs  and  medical 
devices  than  ever  before  in  our  history. 

We  also  believe  that  patients  with  terminal  conditions  should  have 
access  to  experimental  treatments  that  could  potentially  save  their 
lives . 

People  who  are  terminally  ill  should  not  have  to  go  from  country  to 
country  to  seek  a  cure  --  I  want  to  give  them  a  chance  right  here  at 
home.  It  is  time  for  the  Congress  to  give  these  wonderful  Americans  the 
"right  to  try . " 

One  of  my  greatest  priorities  is  to  reduce  the  price  of 
prescription  drugs.  In  many  other  countries,  these  drugs  cost  far  less 
than  what  we  pay  in  the  United  States.  That  is  why  I  have  directed  my 
Administration  to  make  fixing  the  injustice  of  high  drug  prices  one  of 
our  top  priorities.  Prices  will  come  down. 

America  has  also  finally  turned  the  page  on  decades  of  unfair  trade 
deals  that  sacrificed  our  prosperity  and  shipped  away  our  companies,  our 
jobs,  and  our  Nation's  wealth. 

The  era  of  economic  surrender  is  over. 

From  now  on,  we  expect  trading  relationships  to  be  fair  and  to  be 
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reciprocal . 

We  will  work  to  fix  bad  trade  deals  and  negotiate  new  ones. 

And  we  will  protect  American  workers  and  American  intellectual 
property,  through  strong  enforcement  of  our  trade  rules. 

As  we  rebuild  our  industries,  it  is  also  time  to  rebuild  our 
crumbling  infrastructure. 

America  is  a  nation  of  builders.  We  built  the  Empire  State 
Building  in  just  1  year  —  is  it  not  a  disgrace  that  it  can  now  take  10 
years  just  to  get  a  permit  approved  for  a  simple  road? 

I  am  asking  both  parties  to  come  together  to  give  us  the  safe, 
fast,  reliable,  and  modern  infrastructure  our  economy  needs  and  our 
people  deserve. 

Tonight,  I  am  calling  on  the  Congress  to  produce  a  bill  that 
generates  at  least  $1.5  trillion  for  the  new  infrastructure  investment 
we  need. 

Every  Federal  dollar  should  be  leveraged  by  partnering  with  State 
and  local  governments  and,  where  appropriate,  tapping  into  private 
sector  investment  —  to  permanently  fix  the  infrastructure  deficit. 

Any  bill  must  also  streamline  the  permitting  and  approval  process 
-  getting  it  down  to  no  more  than  two  years,  and  perhaps  even  one. 

Together,  we  can  reclaim  our  building  heritage.  We  will  build 
gleaming  new  roads,  bridges,  highways,  railways,  and  waterways  across 
our  land.  And  we  will  do  it  with  American  heart,  American  hands,  and 
American  grit. 

We  want  every  American  to  know  the  dignity  of  a  hard  day's 
work.  We  want  every  child  to  be  safe  in  their  home  at  night.  And  we 
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want  every  citizen  to  be  proud  of  this  land  that  we  love. 

We  can  lift  our  citizens  from  welfare  to  work,  from  dependence  to 
independence,  and  from  poverty  to  prosperity. 

As  tax  cuts  create  new  jobs,  let  us  invest  in  workforce  development 
and  job  training.  Let  us  open  great  vocational  schools  so  our  future 
workers  can  learn  a  craft  and  realize  their  full  potential.  And  let  us 
support  working  families  by  supporting  paid  family  leave. 

As  America  regains  its  strength,  this  opportunity  must  be  extended 
to  all  citizens.  That  is  why  this  year  we  will  embark  on  reforming  our 
prisons  to  help  former  inmates  who  have  served  their  time  get  a  second 
chance . 

Struggling  communities,  especially  immigrant  communities,  will  also 
be  helped  by  immigration  policies  that  focus  on  the  best  interests  of 
American  workers  and  American  families. 

For  decades,  open  borders  have  allowed  drugs  and  gangs  to  pour  into 
our  most  vulnerable  communities.  They  have  allowed  millions  of  low-wage 
workers  to  compete  for  jobs  and  wages  against  the  poorest 
Americans'.  Most  tragically,  they  have  caused  the  loss  of  many  innocent 
lives. 

Here  tonight  are  two  fathers  and  two  mothers:  Evelyn  Rodriguez, 
Freddy  Cuevas,  Elizabeth  Alvarado,  and  Robert  Mickens.  Their  two 
teenage  daughters —  Kayla  Cuevas  and  Nisa  Mickens  —  were  close  friends 
on  Long  Island.  But  in  September  2016,  on  the  eve  of  Nisa's  16th 
Birthday,  neither  of  them  came  home.  These  two  precious  girls  were 
brutally  murdered  while  walking  together  in  their  hometown.  Six  members 
of  the  savage  gang  MS-13  have  been  charged  with  Kayla  and  Nisa's

murders .  Many  of  these  gang  members  took  advantage  of  glaring  loopholes 
in  our  laws  to  enter  the  country  as  unaccompanied  alien  minors  and 
wound  up  in  Kayla  and  Nisa’s  high  school. 

Evelyn,  Elizabeth,  Freddy,  and  Robert:  Tonight,  everyone  in  this 
chamber  is  praying  for  you.  Everyone  in  America  is  grieving  for 
you.  And  320  million  hearts  are  breaking  for  you.  We  cannot  imagine 
the  depth  of  your  sorrow,  but  we  can  make  sure  that  other  families  never 
have  to  endure  this  pain. 

Tonight,  I  am  calling  on  the  Congress  to  finally  close  the  deadly 
loopholes  that  have  allowed  MS-13,  and  other  criminals,  to  break  into 
our  country.  We  have  proposed  new  legislation  that  will  fix  our 
immigration  laws,  and  support  our  ICE  and  Border  Patrol  Agents,  so  that 
this  cannot  ever  happen  again. 

The  United  States  is  a  compassionate  nation.  We  are  proud  that  we 
do  more  than  any  other  country  to  help  the  needy,  the  struggling,  and 
the  underprivileged  all  over  the  world.  But  as  President  of  the  United 
States,  my  highest  loyalty,  my  greatest  compassion,  and  my  constant 
concern  is  for  America’s  children,  America's  struggling  workers,  and 
America’s  forgotten  communities.  I  want  our  youth  to  grow  up  to  achieve 
great  things.  I  want  our  poor  to  have  their  chance  to  rise. 

So  tonight,  I  am  extending  an  open  hand  to  work  with  members  of 
both  parties  —  Democrats  and  Republicans  --  to  protect  our  citizens  of 
every  background,  color,  religion,  and  creed.  My  duty,  and  the  sacred 
duty  of  every  elected  official  in  this  chamber,  is  to  defend  Americans  - 
-  to  protect  their  safety,  their  families,  their  communities,  and  their 
right  to  the  American  Dream'.  Because  Americans  are  dreamers  too. 
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Here  tonight  is  one  leader  in  the  effort  to  defend  our 
country:  Homeland  Security  Investigations  Special  Agent  Celestino 

Martinez  --  he  goes  by  CJ.  CJ  served  15  years  in  the  Air  Force  before 
becoming  an  ICE  agent  and  spending  the  last  15  years  fighting  gang 
violence  and  getting  dangerous  criminals  off  our  streets.  At  one  point, 
MS-13  leaders  ordered  CJ's  murder.  But  he  did  not  cave  to  threats  or 
fear.  Last  May,  he  commanded  an  operation  to  track  down  gang  members  on 
Long  Island.  His  team  has  arrested  nearly  400,  including  more  than  220 
from  MS- 13 . 

C J :  Great  work.  Now  let  us  get  the  Congress  to  send  you  some 
reinforcements . 

Over  the  next  few  weeks,  the  House  and  Senate  will  be  voting  on  an 
immigration  reform  package. 

In  recent  months,  my  Administration  has  met  extensively  with  both 
Democrats  and  Republicans  to  craft  a  bipartisan  approach  to  immigration 
reform.  Based  on  these  discussions,  we  presented  the  Congress  with  a 
detailed  proposal  that  should  be  supported  by  both  parties  as  a  fair 
compromise  —  one  where  nobody  gets  everything  they  want,  but  where  our 
country  gets  the  critical  reforms  it  needs. 

Here  are  the  four  pillars  of  our  plan: 

The  first  pillar  of  our  framework  generously  offers  a  path  to 
citizenship  for  1.8  million  illegal  immigrants  who- were  brought  here  by 
their  parents  at  a  young  age  --  that  covers  almost  three  times  more 
people  than  the  previous  administration.  Under  our  plan,  those  who  meet 
education  and  work  requirements,  and  show  good  moral  character,  will  be 
able  to  become  full  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
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The  second  pillar  fully  secures  the  border.  That  means  building  a 
wall  on  the  Southern  border,  and  it  means  hiring  more  heroes  like  CJ  to 
keep  our  communities  safe.  Crucially,  our  plan  closes  the  terrible 
loopholes  exploited  by  criminals  and  terrorists  to  enter  our  country  — 
and  it  finally  ends  the  dangerous  practice  of  "catch  and  release." 

The  third  pillar  ends  the  visa  lottery  —  a  program  that  randomly 
hands  out  green  cards  without  any  regard  for  skill,  merit,  or  the  safety 
of  our  people.  It  is  time  to  begin  moving  towards  a  merit-based 
immigration  system  —  one  that  admits  people  who  are  skilled,  who  want 
to  work,  who  will  contribute  to  our  society,  and  who  will  love  and 
respect  our  country. 

The  fourth  and  final  pillar  protects  the  nuclear  family  by  ending 
chain  migration.  Under  the  current  broken  system,  a  single  immigrant 
can  bring  in  virtually  unlimited  numbers  of  distant  relatives.  Under 
our  plan,  we  focus  on  the  immediate  family  by  limiting  sponsorships  to 
spouses  and  minor  children.  This  vital  reform  is  necessary,  not  just 
for  our  economy,  but  for  our  security,  and  our  future. 

In  recent  weeks,  two  terrorist  attacks  in  New  York  were  made 
possible  by  the  visa  lottery  and  chain  migration.  In  the  age  of 
terrorism,  these  programs  present  risks  we  can  no  longer  afford. 

It  is  time  to  reform  these  outdated  immigration  rules,  and  finally 
bring  our  immigration  system  into  the  21st  century. 

These  four  pillars  represent  a  down-the-middle  compromise,  and  one 
that  will  create  a  safe,  modern,  and  lawful  immigration  system. 

For  over  30  years,  Washington  has  tried  and  failed  to  solve  this 
problem.  This  Congress  can  be  the  one  that  finally  makes  it  happen. 
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Most  importantly,  these  four  pillars  will  produce  legislation  that 
fulfills  my  ironclad  pledge  to  only  sign  a  bill  that  puts  America 
first.  So  let  us  come  together,  set  politics  aside,  and  finally  get  the 
job  done. 

These  reforms  will  also  support  our  response  to  the  terrible  crisis 
of  opioid  and  drug  addiction. 

In  2016,  we  lost  64,000  Americans  to  drug  overdoses:  174  deaths 
per  day.  Seven  per  hour.  We  must  get  much  tougher  on  drug  dealers  and 
pushers  if  we  are  going  to  succeed  in  stopping  this  scourge. 

My  Administration  is  committed  to  fighting  the  drug  epidemic  and 
helping  get  treatment  for  those  in  need.  The  struggle  will  be  long  and 
difficult  --  but,  as  Americans  always  do,  we  will  prevail. 

As  we  have  seen  tonight,  the  most  difficult  challenges  bring  out 
the  best  in  America.

We  see  a  vivid  expression  of  this  truth  in  the  story  of  the  Holets 
family  of  New  Mexico.  Ryan  Holets  is  27  years  old,  and  an  officer  with 
the  Albuquerque  Police  Department.  He  is  here  tonight  with  his  wife 
Rebecca.  Last  year,  Ryan  was  on  duty  when  he  saw  a  pregnant,  homeless 
woman  preparing  to  inject  heroin.  When  Ryan  told  her  she  was  going  to 
harm  her  unborn  child,  she  began  to  weep.  She  told  him  she  did  not  know 
where  to  turn,  but  badly  wanted  a  safe  home  for  her  baby. 

In  that  moment,  Ryan  said  he  felt  God  speak  to  him:  "You  will  do 

it  --  because  you  can."  He  took  out  a  picture  of  his  wife  and  their 
four  kids.  Then,  he  went  home  to  tell  his  wife  Rebecca.  In  an  instant, 

she  agreed  to  adopt.  The  Holets  named  their  new  daughter  Hope. 

Ryan  and  Rebecca:  You  embody  the  goodness  of  our  Nation.  Thank 
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you,  and  congratulations. 

As  we  rebuild  America ' s  strength  and  confidence  at  home,  we  are 
also  restoring  our  strength  and  standing  abroad. 

Around  the  world,  we  face  rogue  regimes,  terrorist  groups,  and 
rivals  like  China  and'  Russia  that  challenge  our  interests,  our  economy, 
and  our  values.  In  confronting  these  dangers,  we  know  that  weakness  is 
the  surest  path  to  conflict,  and  unmatched  power  is  the  surest  means  of 
our  defense. 

For  this  reason,  I  am  asking  the  Congress  to  end  the  dangerous 
defense  sequester  and  fully  fund  our  great  military. 

As  part  of  our  defense,  we  must  modernize  and  rebuild  our  nuclear 
arsenal,  hopefully  never  having  to  use  it,  but  making  it  so  strong  and 
powerful  that  it  will  deter  any  acts  of  aggression.  Perhaps  someday  in 
the  future  there  will  be  a  magical  moment  when  the  countries  of  the 
world  will  get  together  to  eliminate  their  nuclear 
weapons.  Unfortunately,  we  are  not  there  yet. 

Last  year,  I  also  pledged  that  we  would  work  with  our  allies  to 
extinguish  ISIS  from  the  face  of  the  Earth.  One  year  later,  I  am  proud 
to  report  that  the  coalition  to  defeat  ISIS  has  liberated  almost  100 
percent  of  the  territory  once  held  by  these  killers  in  Iraq  and 
Syria.  But  there  is  much  more  work  to  be  done.  We  will  continue  our 
fight  until  ISIS  is  defeated. 

Army  Staff  Sergeant  Justin  Peck  is  here  tonight.  Near  Raqqa  last 
November,  Justin  and  his  comrade.  Chief  Petty  Officer  Kenton  Stacy,  were 
on  a  mission  to  clear  buildings  that  ISIS  had  rigged  with  explosives  so 
that  civilians  could  return  to  the  city.

Clearing  the  second  floor  of  a  vital  hospital,  Kenton  Stacy  was 
severely  wounded  by  an  explosion.  Immediately,  Justin  bounded  into  the 
booby-trapped  building  and  found  Kenton  in  bad  shape.  He  applied 
pressure  to  the  wound  and  inserted  a  tube  to  reopen  an  airway.  He  then 
performed  CPR  for  20  straight  minutes  during  the  ground  transport  and 
maintained  artificial  respiration  through  2  hours  of  emergency  surgery. 

Kenton  Stacy  would  have  died  if  not  for  Justin’s  selfless  love  for 
a  fellow  warrior.  Tonight,  Kenton  is  recovering  in  Texas.  Raqqa  is 
liberated.  And  Justin  is  wearing  his  new  Bronze  Star,  with  a  "V"  for 
"Valor."  Staff  Sergeant  Peck:  All  of  America  salutes  you. 

Terrorists  who  do  things  like  place  bombs  in  civilian  hospitals  are 
evil.  When  possible,  we  annihilate  them.  When  necessary,  we  must  be 
able  to  detain  and  question  them.  But  we  must  be  clear:  Terrorists  are 
not  merely  criminals.  They  are  unlawful  enemy  combatants.  And  when 
captured  overseas,  they  should  be  treated  like  the  terrorists  they  are. 

In  the  past,  we  have  foolishly  released  hundreds  of  dangerous 
terrorists,  only  to  meet  them  again  on  the  battlefield  --  including  the 
ISIS  leader,  al-Baghdadi. 

So  today,  I  am  keeping  another  promise.  I  just  signed  an  order 
directing  Secretary  Mattis  to  reexamine  our  military  detention  policy 
and  to  keep  open  the  detention  facilities  at  Guantanamo  Bay. 

I  am  also  asking  the  Congress  to  ensure  that,  in  the  fight  against 
ISIS  and  al-Qa'ida,  we  continue  to  have  all  necessary  power  to  detain 
terrorists  —  wherever  we  chase  them  down. 

Our  warriors  in  Afghanistan  also  have  new  rules  of 
engagement.  Along  with  their  heroic  Afghan  partners,  our  military  is  no 
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longer  undermined  by  artificial  timelines,  and  we  no  longer  tell  our 
enemies  our  plans. 

Last  month,  I  also  took  an  action  endorsed  unanimously  by  the 
Senate  just  months  before:  I  recognized  Jerusalem  as  the  capital  of 
Israel . 

Shortly  afterwards,  dozens  of  countries  voted  in  the  United  Nations 
General  Assembly  against  America's  sovereign  right  to  make  this 
recognition.  American  taxpayers  generously  send  those  same  countries 
billions  of  dollars  in  aid  every  year. 

That  is  why,  tonight,  I  am  asking  the  Congress  to  pass  legislation 
to  help  ensure  American  foreign-assistance  dollars  always  serve  American 
interests,  and  only  go  to  America's  friends. 

As  we  strengthen  friendships  around  the  world,  we  are  also 
restoring  clarity  about  our  adversaries. 

When  the  people  of  Iran  rose  up  against  the  crimes  of  their  corrupt 
dictatorship,  I  did  not  stay  silent.  America  stands  with  the  people  of 
Iran  in  their  courageous  struggle  for  freedom. 

I  arn  asking  the  Congress  to  address  the  fundamental  flaws  in  the 
terrible  Iran  nuclear  deal. 

My  Administration  has  also  imposed  tough  sanctions  on  the  communist 
and  socialist  dictatorships  in  Cuba  and  Venezuela. 

But  no  regime  has  oppressed  its  own  citizens  more  totally  or 
brutally  than  the  cruel  dictatorship  in  North  Korea. 

North  Korea's  reckless  pursuit  of  nuclear  missiles  could  very  soon 
threaten  our  homeland. 

We  are  waging  a  campaign  of  maximum  pressure  to  prevent  that  from 
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happening . 

Past  experience  has  taught  us  that  complacency  and  concessions  only 
invite  aggression  and  provocation.  I  will  not  repeat  the  mistakes  of 
past  administrations  that  got  us  into  this  dangerous  position. 

We  need  only  look  at  the  depraved  character  of  the  North  Korean 
regime  to  understand  the  nature  of  the  nuclear  threat  it  could  pose  to 
America  and  our  allies. 

Otto  Warmbier  was  a  hardworking  student  at  the  University  of 
Virginia.  On  his  way  to  study  abroad  in  Asia/  Otto  joined  a  tour  to 
North  Korea.  At  its  conclusion/  this  wonderful  young  man  was  arrested 
and  charged  with  crimes  against  the  state.  After  a  shameful  trial,  the 
dictatorship  sentenced  Otto  to  15  years  of  hard  labor,  before  returning 
him  to  America  last  June  —  horribly  injured  and  on  the  verge  of 
death.  He  passed  away  just  days  after  his  return. 

Otto’s  Parents,  Fred  and  Cindy  Warmbier,  are  with  us  tonight  — 
along  with  Otto's  brother  and  sister,  Austin  and  Greta.  You  are 
powerful  witnesses  to  a  menace  that  threatens  our  world,  and  your 
strength  inspires  us  all.  Tonight,  we  pledge  to  honor  Otto's  memory 
with  American  resolve. 

Finally,  we  are  joined  by  one  more  witness  to  the  ominous  nature  of 
this  regime.  His  name  is  Mr.  Ji  Seong-ho. 

In  1996,  Seong-ho  was  a  starving  boy  in  North  Korea.  One  day,  he 
tried  to  steal  coal  from  a  railroad  car  to  barter  for  a  few  scraps  of 
food.  In  the  process,  he  passed  out  on  the  train  tracks,  exhausted  from 
hunger.  He  woke  up  as  a  train  ran  over  his  limbs.  He  then  endured 
multiple  amputations  without  anything  to  dull  the  pain.  His  brother  and 
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sister  gave  what  little  food  they  had  to  help  him  recover  and  ate  dirt 
themselves  —  permanently  stunting  their  own  growth.  Later,  he  was 
tortured  by  North  Korean  authorities  after  returning  from  a  brief  visit 
to  China.  His  tormentors  wanted  to  know  if  he  had  met  any 
Christians.  He  had  --  and  he  resolved  to  be  free. 

Seong-ho  traveled  thousands  of  miles  on . crutches  across  China  and 
Southeast  Asia  to  freedom.  Most  of  his  family  followed.  His  father  was 
caught  trying  to  escape,  and  was  tortured  to  death. 

Today  he  lives  in  Seoul,  where  he  rescues  other  defectors,  and 
broadcasts  into  North  Korea  what  the  regime  fears  the  most  --  the  truth. 

Today  he  has  a  new  leg,  but  Seong-ho,  I  understand  you  still  keep 
those  crutches  as  a  reminder  of  how  far  you  have  come.  Your  great 
sacrifice  is  an  inspiration  to  us  all. 

Seong-ho' s  story  is  a  testament  to  the  yearning  of  every  human  soul 
to  live  in  freedom. 

It  was  that  same  yearning  for  freedom  that  nearly  250  years  ago 
gave  birth  to  a  special  place  called  America.  It  was  a  small  cluster  of 
colonies  caught  between  a  great  ocean  and  a  vast  wilderness.  But  it  was 
home  to  an  incredible  people  with  a  revolutionary  idea:  that  they  could 
rule  themselves.  That  they  could  chart  their  own  destiny.  And  that, 
together,  they  could  light  up  the  world. 

That  is  what  our  country  has  always  been  about.  That  is  what 
Americans  have  always  stood  for,  always  strived  for,  and  always  done. 

Atop  the  dome  of  this  Capitol  stands  the  Statue  of  Freedom.  She 
stands  tall  and  dignified  among  the  monuments  to  our  ancestors  who 
fought  and  lived  and  died  to  protect  her. 
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Monuments  to  Washington  and  Jefferson  --  to  Lincoln  and  King. 

Memorials  to  the  heroes  of  Yorktown  and  Saratoga  --  to  young 
Americans  who  shed  their  blood  on  the  shores  of  Normandy,  and  the  fields 
beyond.  And  others,  who  went  down  in  the  waters  of  the  Pacific  and  the 
skies  over  Asia. 

And  freedom  stands  tall  over  one  more  monument:  this  one.  This 
Capitol.  This  living  monument  to  the  American  people. 

A  people  v/hose  heroes  live  not  only  in  the  past,  but  all  around  us 
--  defending  hope,  pride,  and  the  American  way. 

They  work  in  every  trade.  They  sacrifice  to  raise  a  family.  They 
care  for  our  children  at  home.  They  defend  our  flag  abroad.  They  are 
strong  moms  and  brave  kids.  They  are  firefighters,  police  officers, 
border  agents,  medics,  and  Marines. 

But  above  all  else,  they  are  Americans.  And  this  Capitol,  this 
city,  and  this  Nation,  belong  to  them. 

Our  task  is  to  respect  them,  to  listen  to  them,  to  serve  them,  to 
protect  them,  and  to  always  be  worthy  of  them. 

Americans  fill  the  world  with  art  and  music.  They  push  the  bounds 
of  science  and  discovery.  And  they  forever  remind  us  of  what  we  should 
never  forget:  The  people  dreamed  this  country.  The  people  built  this 
country.  And  it  is  the  people  who  are  making  America  great  again. 

As  long  as  we  are  proud  of  who  we  are,  and  what  we  are  fighting 
for,  there  is  nothing  we  cannot  achieve. 

As  long  as  we  have  confidence  in  our  values,  faith  in  our  citizens, 
and  trust  in  our  God,  we  will  not  fail. 

Our  families  will  thrive. 
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Our  people  will  prosper. 

And  our  Nation  will  forever  be  safe  and  strong  and  proud  and  mighty 
and  free.

o  The  President's  Commerce  Department  issued  a  determination  that  Canadian  companies  were  dumping 
and  subsidizing  softwood  lumber  into  the  United  States. 

•  The  President  signed  an  order  to  investigate  Chinese  theft  of  U.S.  intellectual  property: 

o  The  IP  Commission  Report  estimates  that  the  annual  cost  to  the  United  States  economy  from  IP  theft 
could  be  as  high  as  $600  billion,  with  China  as  the  major  contributor 

•  Negotiations  President  Trump  started  with  China  on  economic  cooperation  have  already  produced  results  for 
American  businesses. 

o  For  the  first  time  in  14  years,  since  2003,  American  beef  imports  have  returned  to  China,  opening  up  a 
$2.5  billion  market  to  American  ranchers  and  producers. 

o  China  is  welcome  to  negotiate  contracts  to  import  American  liquefied  natural  gas. 

•  Initiated  a  probe  aimed  at  determining  whether  Chinese  and  other  foreign-made  steel  and  aluminum  threatens 
U.S.  national  security. 

o  Chinese  exports  of  steel  into  the  U.S.  has  captured  26  percent  of  the  market,  and  Chinese  steel  imports 
are  up  nearly  20  percent  over  the  last  year  alone. 

Transforming  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs 

•  Announced  plans  for  the  Veterans  Affairs  administration  to  shift  veterans'  electronic  medical  records  to  the 
same  system  used  by  the  Defense  Department,  ending  a  decades  old  problematic  rift  in  sharing  information 
between  the  two  agencies. 

o  Signed  Executive  Order  for  veterans  to  receive  other  care  outside  of  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs 
medical  system. 
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•  President  Trump  issued  a  new  Executive  Order  requiring  the  Secretaries  of  Defense,  Homeland  Security,  and 
Veterans  Affairs  to  submit  a  joint  plan  to  provide  veterans  access  to  access  to  mental  health  treatment  as  they 
transition  to  civilian  life. 

•  Signed  the  Veterans  Accountability  and  Whistleblower  Protection  Act  to  allow  senior  officials  in  the  VA  to  fire 
failing  employees  and  establishes  safeguards  to  protect  whistleblower. 

o  Under  President  Trump,  the  VA  has  fired  1,298  employees,  suspended  425,  and  demoted  73,  as  part  of 
President  Trump's  efforts  to  restore  accountability. 

•  The  VA  took  steps  to  increase  transparency  and  accountability  by  launching  an  online  "Access  and  Quality  Tool," 
providing  veterans  with  a  way  to  access  wait  time  and  quality  of  care  data. 

•  President  Trump  signed  the  Veterans  Appeals  Improvement  and  Modernization  Act  after  it  passed  the  Senate 
unanimously  earlier  in  August. 

o  The  legislation  streamlines  the  lengthy  process  that  veterans  undergo  when  appealing  disability  benefits 
claims  with  the  VA. 

o  More  than  470,000  veterans  are  waiting  decisions  regarding  their  appeals. 

•  The  President  signed  the  Harry  W.  Colmery  Veterans  Educational  Assistance  Act,  another  important  step  in 
providing  our  nation's  heroes  with  the  support  they've  earned  for  risking  their  lives  to  ensure  the  freedoms  of  all 
Americans: 

o  The  Post-9/11  G!  Bill  provides  educational  benefits  to  veterans,  service  members,  and  their  family 
members,  including  tuition,  fees,  books,  housing,  and  other  additional  costs. 

•  President  Trump  signed  the  VA  Choice  and  Quality  Employment  Act  of  2017  to  authorize  $2.1  biliion  in 
additional  funds  for  the  Veterans  Choice  Program  (VCP). 

o  Veterans  become  eligible  for  care  under  the  VCP  if:  they  live  more  than  40  miles  from  the  closest  eligible 
VA  medical  facility,  wait  times  that  are  over  30  days  from  the  clinically  indicated  date,  or  they  meet 
other  special  criteria. 

•  A  new  White  House  VA  Hotline  to  help  veterans  will  be  fully  staffed  by  veterans. 

•  President  Trump  and  Veterans  Affairs  Secretary  Dr.  David  Shulkin  announced  three  initiatives  to  expand  access 
to  healthcare  for  veterans  using  telehealth  technology. 

o  "Anywhere  to  Anywhere  VA  Health  Care"  allows  VA  providers  to  use  telehealth  technology  to  serve 
veterans  no  matter  where  the  provider  or  veteran  is  located. 

o  Expand  VA  Video  Connect,  an  application  for  mobile  phones  and  computers,  that  allows  veterans  and 
providers  to  connect  by  video  across  the  country. 

o  Nationwide  rollout  of  The  Veteran  Appointment  Request  (VAR)  application,  which  allows  veterans  to 
schedule  appointments  at  VA  facilities  on  phones,  tables,  or  computers. 

Giving  Americans  The  Healthcare  They  Need 

•  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  more  than  $1  billion  would  be  provided  to  improve  access  to  health 
care  services  for  2.5  million  people  in  rural  communities. 

•  President  Trump  is  mobilizing  his  entire  Administration  to  address  drug  addiction  and  opioid  abuse  by  directing 
the  declaration  of  a  Nationwide  Public  Health  Emergency  to  address  the  opioids  crisis. 

•  President  Trump  signed  an  Executive  order  to  reform  the  United  States  healthcare  system  to  take  the  first  steps 
to  expand  choices  and  alternatives  to  Obamacare  plans  and  increase  competition  to  bring  down  costs  for 
consumers. 

o  The  Secretary  of  Labor  agreed  to  expand  access  to  Association  Health  Plans  (AHPs),  which  could 
potentially  allow  American  employers  to  form  groups  across  State  lines. 

o  The  order  directs  the  Departments  of  the  Treasury,  Labor,  and  Health  and  Human 
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•  President  Trump  concluded  there  is  no  appropriations  for  cost-sharing  reduction  (CSR)  payments  to  insurance 
companies  under  Obamacare. 

o  CSR  payments  have  no  authority  and  are  unlawful. 

o  The  bailout  of  insurance  companies  through  these  unlawful  payments  is  yet  another  example  of  how  the 
previous  administration  abused  taxpayer  dollars  and  skirted  the  law  to  prop  up  a  broken  system. 

Restoring  Law  and  Order 

®  The  Department  of  Justice  announced  over  $98  million  in  grant  funding  through  the  Office  of  Community 

Oriented  Policing  Services  (COPS  Office)  COPS  Hiring  Program  to  allow  802  additional  full-time  law  enforcement 
officers. 

«  As  of  November  16,  2017,  the  department  of  justice  has  worked  with  Central  American  partners  to  "arrest  and 
charger  some  4,000  MS-13  members"  so  far  this  year. 

®  The  Department  of  Justice  announced  it  was  scheduling  fentanyl  substances  as  a  drug  class  under  the 
Controlled  Substances  Act. 

o  Now,  fentanyl-related  substances  will  be  brought  to  the  same  illegality  and  charging  level  as  heroin  or 
marijuana. 

o  In  a  billion  dollar  opioid  fraud  crackdown,  the  DOJ  charged  more  than  400  people,  including  doctors  and 
medical  facilities,  who  it  said  were  prescribing  unnecessary  opioids  to  addicts  and  fueling  the  drug  crisis. 

o  The  Department  of  Justice  announced  its  first  ever  indictments  against  two  Chinese  nationals  and  their 
North  American-based  traffickers  and  distributors  to  distribute  large  quantities  of  fentanyl  and  other 
opiate  substances. 

®  Operation  Cross  Country  XI  was  conducted  by  the  FBI  to  combat  human  trafficking,  rescuing  84  children  and 
arresting  120  human  traffickers. 

®  After  violent  crime  rose  in  2016,  the  Department  of  Justice  is  reinvigorating  the  Project  Safe  Neighborhoods  to 
provide  a  framework  for  violent  crime  reduction.  When  first  started  in  2001,  it  reduced  violent  crime  by  4.1%. 

Achieving  a  Massive  Reduction  in  Illegal  Immigration 

®  President  Trump  released  his  immigration  priorities  to  secure  the  border,  enforce  immigration  laws,  and  reform 
the  immigration  system.  This  includes: 

o  Ensure  funding  for  the  southern  border  wall  and  associated  infrastructure, 
o  End  loopholes  that  allow  Unaccompanied  Alien  Children  to  stay  in  the  country, 
o  Reform  the  asylum  system, 

o  Expedite  the  remove  of  illegal  aliens  and  discourage  their  re-entry, 
o  Restrict  grants  for  sanctuary  jurisdictions, 
o  Provide  necessary  resources  to  enforce  immigration  laws, 
o  Increase  employment  verification  to  protect  American  Workers,  and 
o  Support  merit-based  reforms  for  our  immigration  system. 

•  The  U.S.  pulled  out  of  the  UN  global  compact  on  migration  citing  the  declaration  "contains  numerous  provisions 
that  are  inconsistent  with  US  immigration  and  refugee  policies  and  the  Trump  administration's  immigration 
principles." 

®  Under  President  Trump's  leadership,  the  Department  of  Justice  announced  a  final  warning  to  jurisdictions 
suspected  of  having  "sanctuary"  policies.  The  jurisdictions  include: 

o  Cook  County,  Illinois; 

o  Chicago,  Illinois; 
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o  New  Orleans,  Louisiana; 
o  New  York,  New  York;  and 
o  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 

•  From  President  Trump's  inauguration  through  the  end  of  FY  2017,  U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement 
(ICE)  made  110,568  arrests  of  illegal  aliens,  a  40  percent  increase  compared  to  the  same  time  period  the  prior 
year. 

o  Over  the  same  time  period,  removals  that  resulted  from  arrests  increased  by  37  percent, 
o  Of  the  illegal  aliens  arrested  by  ICE,  over  92  percent  had  criminal  convictions  or  pending  criminal  charges, 
were  ICE  fugitives,  or  were  illegal  reentrants. 

•  The  President  is  making  progress  building  a  border  wall  to  keep  out  illegal  border  crossings  and  restoring  law 
and  order  to  our  immigration  system. 

o  The  House  of  Representatives  passed  legislations  that  includes  $1.6  billion  in  funding  for  a  border  wall, 
including  32  miles  of  new  fencing,  28  miles  of  new  levee  walls,  and  14  miles  of  secondary  fencing. 

o  To  jumpstart  construction  on  the  border  wall,  the  President  ordered  DHS  to  use  $100  million  of  its 
unspent  appropriations  in  for  border  security,  fencing  and  infrastructure. 

•  The  number  of  counties  participating  in  the  287(g)  program,  which  allows  jails  to  detain  criminal  aliens  until  they 
are  transferred  to  ICE  custody,  has  doubled  and  is  on  track  to  triple  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

•  The  President  ordered  the  hiring  of  15,000  new  immigration  agents,  including  5,000  additional  border  patrol 
agents. 

•  In  FY  2017, 36  percent  more  criminal  gang  members  were  removed  by  ICE  compared  to  FY  2016. 

o  The  Department  of  Homeland  Security  arrested  796  MS-13  gang  members  and  associates  in  FY  2017,  an 
83  percent  increase  from  the  previous  year. 

•  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  implemented  new  charging  guidelines  to  end  catch-and-reiease  policies. 

•  Created  the  Victims  of  Immigration  Crime  Engagement  (VOICE)  office  at  DHS,  in  order  to  ensure  that  victims  of 
criminal  acts  by  illegal  aliens  will  no  longer  be  ignored. 

American  First  Foreign  Policy  And  Military 

•  President  Trump  followed  through  on  his  promise  to  recognize  Jerusalem  as  the  capital  of  the  State  of  Israel  and 
instructed  the  State  Department  to  begin  to  relocate  the  Embassy. 

o  President  Trump's  Administration  announced  it  would  withdraw  from  UNESCO  at  the  end  of  next  year  to 
show  it  would  not  stand  for  the  anti-Israel  bias  of  the  organization. 

•  President  Trump  signed  an  Executive  Order  putting  a  ceiling  of  45,000  refugees  that  may  enter  the  country. 

•  The  President  has  lifted  restrictions  that  previously  prevented  the  Secretary  of  Defense  and  our  commanders  in 
the  field  from  fully  using  their  judgement  and  expertise. 

•  President  Trump  restricted  travel  from  eight  countries  identified  as  having  insufficient  security  and 
information  sharing  measures.  Countries  are:Chad,  Iran,  Libya,  North  Korea,  Somalia,  Syria,  Venezuela,  and 
Yemen. 

•  Poland,  one  of  the  NATO  member  countries  to  meet  its  defense-spending  target  of  2  percent  of  GDP,  has  agreed 
to  buy  and  deploy  the  U.S.  Patriot  missile  defense  system. 

•  Struck  an  airbase  in  Syria,  after  Syrian  regime  planes  used  the  base  to  conduct  chemical  weapons  attacks  against 
civilians. 

•  President  Trump  is  demolishing  ISIS  and  terrorism  around  the  world. 
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o  In  Iraq,  ISIS  lost  its  last  town  when  U.S.-led  coalition  forces  retook  Raqqa,  meaning  the  group  has 
effectively  lost  all  of  its  most  important  towns  and  cities  in  Iraq  and  Syria. 

o  President  Trump  is  directing  the  State  Department  to  send  aid  through  USAID  directly  to  Christiana  and 
other  minorities  facing  genocide  in  the  Middle  East. 

o  During  his  first  international  trip.  President  Trump  supported  the  opening  of  a  new  "Global  Center  for 
Combating  Extremist  Ideology"  in  Saudi  Arabia,  which  was  created  to  better  empower  Muslim-majority 
countries  in  fighting  radicalization. 

o  President  Trump  announced  a  new  strategy  for  Afghanistan  to  protect  the  American  people  based  on 
stability  and  security  so  terrorists  cannot  use  the  country  as  a  base  to  threaten  U.S.  interests. 

■  The  new  strategy  puts  military  pressure  on  the  Taliban  and  sets  conditions  for  a  peaceful 

settlement  between  the  Afghanistan  government  and  the  Taliban. 

■  Breaking  with  the  status  quo,  the  President  warned  Pakistan  that  no  partnership  can  survive  a 

country's  tolerance  for  militants  and  terrorists  and  they  must  take  action. 

■  Our  partnership  with  India  is  of  vital  important  and  they  are  making  important  contributions  to 

Afghanistan's  safety,  security,  and  development. 

•  President  Trump  is  confronting  Iran's  aggression. 

o  President  Trump  in  consultation  with  his  national  security  team  has  approved  a  new  strategy  for  Iran. 

■  Not  certifying  they  are  in  full  compliance  with  the  Joint  Comprehensive  Plan  of  Action,  known  as 

the  Iran  Deal, 

■  Focusing  on  neutralizing  the  Government  of  Iran's  destabilizing  influence  and  constraining  its 

aggression,  particularly  its  support  for  terrorism  and  militants, 

■  Revitalizing  our  traditional  alliances  and  regional  partnerships  as  bulwarks  against  Iranian 

subversion  and  restore  a  more  stable  balance  of  power  in  the  region, 

■  Deny  the  Iranian  regime  -  and  especially  the  Islamic  Revolutionary  Guard  Corps  (IRGC)  -  funding 

for  its  malign  activities,  and  oppose  IRGC  activities  that  extort  the  wealth  of  the  Iranian 

people, 

■  Counter  threats  to  the  United  States  and  our  allies  from  ballistic  missiles  and  other  asymmetric 

weapons, 

■  Rally  the  international  community  to  condemn  the  IRGC's  gross  violations  of  human  rights  and 

its  unjust  detention  of  American  citizens  and  other  foreigners  on  specious  charges,  and 

■  Deny  the  Iranian  regime  all  paths  to  a  nuclear  weapon. 

o  Department  of  the  Treasury  sanctioned  25  entities  and  individuals  involved  in  Iran's  ballistic  missile 
program  in  order  to  further  monitor  and  prevent  any  acts  of  terrorism. 

o  The  first  week  of  January,  the  Treasury  Department  sanctioned  more  Iranian  entities  tied  to  Iran's 
ballistic  missile  program  and  Iran's  Revolutionary  Guard  Corp. 

o  The  Department  of  Treasury  put  in  place  new  sanctions  against  Iranian  companies  in  response  to  Iran's 
provocative  launch  of  a  space  vehicle. 

»  President  Trump  is  putting  maximum  pressure  on  North  Kofea  to  denuclearize. 

o  Under  President  Trump's  leadership,  the  United  Nations  Security  Council  unanimously  passed  new 
sanctions  on  North  Korea  for  their  continued  aggressive  behavior. 

o  President  Trump  signed  an  Executive  Order  that  put  new  sanctions  on  North  Korea  trade  and  their 
financing  to  signal  to  the  world  that  they  would  have  to  make  a  choice:  deal  with  the  United  States  or 
the  rogue  regime  in  North  Korea. 

o  President  Trump's  Treasury  Department  sanctioned  the  Chinese  Bank  of  Dandong  for  "illicit  North  Korean 
Financial  Activity." 

*  President  Trump  is  cracking  down  on  Venezuela  and  Cuba. 
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o  The  Treasury  Department  and  State  Department  are  putting  in  place  new  sanction  rules  to  channel 

economic  activity  away  from  the  Cuban  government,  particularly  the  military,  and  towards  the  people  of 
Cuba. 

o  President  Trump  imposed  new  sanctions  on  the  Maduro  dictatorship  in  Venezuela,  targeting  the 
regime  itself,  and  not  just  individuals,  for  the  first  time. 

■  The  new  financial  sanctions  prohibit  dealings  in  new  debt  of  Venezuela  and  its  corrupt  oil 

company. 

■  The  regime  will  no  longer  be  able  finance  its  debt  using  U.S.  banks. 

o  The  Treasury  Department  put  in  place  new  sanctions  on  13  current  and  former  senior  officials  of  the 
Venezuelan  Government  in  response  to  the  governments  continued  efforts  to  undermine  democracy.

©  The  Department  of  Defense  released  a  new  national  defense  strategy  that  reversed  the  previous

•  The  Justice  Department  settled  two  lawsuits  with  conservative  Tea  Party  groups  that  were  unfairly  scrutinized 
by  the  IRS  for  their  tax-exempt  status. 

•  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  Administrator  Scott  Pruitt  issued  an  agency-wide  directive  designed  to 
end  the  abusive  "sue  and  settle"  Obama-era  practice  where  environmental  groups  were  able  to  impose  policies 
through  litigation  that  they  couldn't  pass  through  Congress.

o  The  Dow  Jones  Industrial  Average  is  up  over  36  percent  since  Election  Day  2016. 
o  Closed  over  25,000  points  for  the  first  time  in  history  on  January  4,  2018. 
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«  Small  business  job  creation  plans  were  at  historic  highs  in  December,  according  to  the  National  Federation  of 
Independent  Business  (NFIB)  monthly  Jobs  Report. 

®  The  Conference  Board's  Consumer  Confidence  Index  remained  at  historically  strong  levels  in  December, 
suggesting  economic  growth  will  continue  in  2018.  T 

®  he  National  Association  of  Manufacturers'  Outlook  Index  had  the  highest  annual  average  in  its  history  and 
reached  a  record  high  in  fourth  quarter  2017. 

o  More  than  half  of  manufactures  said  they  would  expand  their  businesses,  hire  more  American  workers, 
and  buy  more  equipment  due  to  tax  reform. 

•  According  to  the  fourth  quarter  CNBC  All-America  Economic  Survey,  more  than  half  of  Americans  rated  the 
economy  as  good  or  excellent  for  the  first  time  in  at  least  11  years. 

®  Nearly  1.4  million  Americans  have  dropped  off  the  food  stamp  rolls  since  January  2017. 

•  Signed  an  Executive  Order  making  it  easier  for  businesses  to  start  and  expand  apprenticeship  programs. 

o  A  Department  of  Labor  study  concluded  $60,000  was  the  average  salary  of  certified  apprenticeship 
programs  compared  to  a  starting  salary  of  under  $50,000  for  a  college  graduate. 

o  87  percent  of  apprentices  are  employed  upon  completion  of  a  program. 

Eliminating  Job  Killing  Regulations  &  Wasteful  Spending 

•  President  Trump's  Unified  Agenda  of  Regulatory  and  Dereguiatory  Action  has  exceeded  the  2:1  mandate, 
issuing  22  dereguiatory  actions  for  every  one  new  regulatory  action. 

o  Federal  agencies  achieved  $8.1  billion  in  lifetime  net  regulatory  cost  savings,  the  equivalent  of  $570 
million  per  year. 

•  Simply  cutting  red  tape  and  putting  Obama-era  regulations  on  hold  have  already  saved  $378  million  since 
President  Trump  took  office,  and  that  savings  is  expected  to  jump  into  the  billions  next  year  when  the 
administration's  anti-regulation  campaign  hits  full  stride,  according  to  a  report  from  the  American  Action  Forum. 

•  The  President  signed  an  infrastructure  Executive  Order  which  will  save  billions  of  dollars  directly  by  streamlining 
and  expediting  the  permitting  process  for  infrastructure  projects 

o  The  EO  establishes  a  two  year  goal  for  the  federal  government  to  process  all  of  the  actions  required  by 
federal  law  for  the  environmental  reviews  and  permits  of  major  infrastructure  projects 

•  Withdrew  from  the  Paris  Accord,  which  undermined  U.S.  competitiveness  and  job  creation. 

o  According  to  a  study  by  NERA  Consulting,  meeting  the  Obama  Administration's  requirements  in  the  Paris 
Accord  would  cost  the  U.S.  economy  nearly  $3  trillion  over  the  next  several  decades. 

o  By  2040,  our  economy  would  lose  6.5  million  industrial  sector  jobs  -  including  3.1  million  manufacturing 
sector  jobs. 

Unlocking  American  Energy 

•  The  Interior  Department  announce  plans  to  open  up  90  percent  of  America's  coastal  water  to  oil  drilling, 
proposing  47  possible  auctions  of  drilling  rights  in  nearly  all  parts  of  the  U.S.  continental  shelf. 

•  The  Interior  Department  announced  it  would  sell  leases  for  nearly  77  million  acres  starting  in  March  in  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico  for  oil  and  gas  drilling,  the  largest  offering  ever. 

®  President  Trump  has  acted  aggressively  to  increase  exports  of  our  energy  resources  to  a  global  market. 

o  Updated  guidance  from  the  Treasury  Department  to  allow  the  United  States  to  export  coal. 

o  Expedited  the  permitting  and  approval  processes  of  Liquefied  Natural  Gas  {LNG)  terminals  and  exports, 
including  the  approval  of  the  Lake  Charles  LNG  terminal  in  Louisiana. 

o  During  President  Trump's  Administration,  our  allies  have  continued  to  receive  American  LNG  exports  in 
order  to  prevent  dependence  on  single  suppliers. 

•  President  Trump  has  unleashed  oil  and  gas  development  in  the  United  States  by  expanding  access  to  resources 
and  the  infrastructure  needed  to  get  them  to  market. 
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o  Approved  the  Keystone  XL  and  Dakota  Access  pipelines,  creating  over  42,000  jobs  and  $2  billion  in 
earnings. 

■  Signed  an  Executive  Order  mandating  future  pipeline  work  to  be  done  by  American  workers  and 
with  American  steel. 

o  Expedited  new  pipeline  approval  and  production,  including  the  New  Burgos  Pipeline  to  Mexico. 

•  President  Trump  signed  a  bill  that  eliminated  a  Dodd-Frank  rule  that  required  oil  companies  like  Exxon  Mobile  to 
publicly  disclose  the  taxes  and  fees  they  pay  to  foreign  governments,  which  was  going  to  cost  the  industry  as 
much  as  $385  million  annually. 

•  The  EPA  has  filed  a  proposal  to  repeal  the  Clean  Power  Plan  to  facilitate  the  development  of  U.S.  energy 
resources  and  reduce  unnecessary  regulatory  burden  on  the  energy  sector. 

o  The  Clean  Power  Plan  is  estimated  to  cost  oil  and  natural  gas  operators  as  much  as  $530  million 
annually. 

•  President  Trump,  in  keeping  his  campaign  promise  to  coal  miners,  rolled  back  the  previous  administration's 
"Stream  Protection  Rule,"  which  had  saddled  the  coal  industry  with  estimated  costs  of  at  least  $81  million  a 
year. 

Pursuing  Fair  and  Reciprocal  Trade  Deals 

•-  President  Trump  announced  that  he  intends  to  renegotiate  the  North  American  Free  Trade  Agreement  (NAFTA) 
to  better  reflect  our  modern  economy  while  benefitting  all  parties  so  involved. 

•  One  of  President  Trump's  first  actions  was  to  withdraw  from  the  Trans-Pacific  Partnership,  fixing  the  Obama 
Administration's  failed  attempts  protect  American  workers. 

•  The  President  began  the  process  of  renegotiating  the  United  States-Korea  Free  Trade  Agreement. 

•  As  of  December  31,  2017,  the  trump  administration  has  conducted  82  major  actions  protecting  U.S.  trade  by 
initiating  82  antidumping  and  countervailing  duty  investigations,  an  increase  of  58  percent  over  the  previous 
year. 

o  The  Department  of  Commerce  announced  the  first  self-initiated  antidumping  and  countervailing  duty 
investigation  since  1991  targeting  Chinese  common  alloy  aluminum  sheet. 

o  The  President's  Commerce  Department  issued  a  determination  that  Canadian  companies  were  dumping 
and  subsidizing  softwood  lumber  into  the  United  States. 

•  The  President  signed  an  order  to  investigate  Chinese  theft  of  U.S.  intellectual  property: 

o  The  IP  Commission  Report  estimates  that  the  annual  cost  to  the  United  States  economy  from  IP  theft 
could  be  as  high  as  $600  billion,  with  China  as  the  major  contributor 

•  Negotiations  President  Trump  started  with  China  on  economic  cooperation  have  already  produced  results  for 
American  businesses. 

o  For  the  first  time  in  14  years,  since  2003,  American  beef  imports  have  returned  to  China,  opening  up  a 
$2.5  billion  market  to  American  ranchers  and  producers. 

o  China  is  welcome  to  negotiate  contracts  to  import  American  liquefied  natural  gas. 

•  Initiated  a  probe  aimed  at  determining  whether  Chinese  and  other  foreign-made  steel  and  aluminum  threatens 
U.S.  national  security. 

o  Chinese  exports  of  steel  into  the  U.S.  has  captured  26  percent  of  the  market,  and  Chinese  steel  imports 
are  up  nearly  20  percent  over  the  last  year  alone. 

Transforming  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs 

•  Announced  plans  for  the  Veterans  Affairs  administration  to  shift  veterans'  electronic  medical  records  to  the 
same  system  used  by  the  Defense  Department,  ending  a  decades  old  problematic  rift  in  sharing  information 
between  the  two  agencies. 

o  Signed  Executive  Order  for  veterans  to  receive  other  care  outside  of  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs 
medical  system. 
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®  President  Trump  issued  a  new  Executive  Order  requiring  the  Secretaries  of  Defense,  Homeland  Security,  and 
Veterans  Affairs  to  submit  a  joint  plan  to  provide  veterans  access  to  access  to  mental  health  treatment  as  they 
transition  to  civilian  life. 

®  Signed  the  Veterans  Accountability  and  Whistleblower  Protection  Act  to  allow  senior  officials  in  the  VA  to  fire 
failing  employees  and  establishes  safeguards  to  protect  whistleblower. 

o  Under  President  Trump,  the  VA  has  fired  1,298  employees,  suspended  425,  and  demoted  73,  as  part  of 
President  Trump's  efforts  to  restore  accountability. 

•  The  VA  took  steps  to  increase  transparency  and  accountability  by  launching  an  online  "Access  and  Quality  Tool," 
providing  veterans  with  a  way  to  access  wait  time  and  quality  of  care  data. 

•  President  Trump  signed  the  Veterans  Appeals  Improvement  and  Modernization  Act  after  it  passed  the  Senate 
unanimously  earlier  in  August. 

o  The  legislation  streamlines  the  lengthy  process  that  veterans  undergo  when  appealing  disability  benefits 
claims  with  the  VA. 

o  More  than  470,000  veterans  are  waiting  decisions  regarding  their  appeals. 

•  The  President  signed  the  Harry  W.  Colmery  Veterans  Educational  Assistance  Act,  another  important  step  in 
providing  our  nation's  heroes  with  the  support  they've  earned  for  risking  their  lives  to  ensure  the  freedoms  of  all 
Americans: 

o  The  Post-9/11  Gl  Bill  provides  educational  benefits  to  veterans,  service  members,  and  their  family 
members,  including  tuition,  fees,  books,  housing,  and  other  additional  costs. 

•  President  Trump  signed  the  VA  Choice  and  Quality  Employment  Act  of  2017  to  authorize  $2.1  billion  in 
additional  funds  for  the  Veterans  Choice  Program  (VCP). 

o  Veterans  become  eligible  for  care  under  the  VCP  if:  they  live  more  than  40  miles  from  the  closest  eligible 
VA  medical  facility,  wait  times  that  are  over  30  days  from  the  clinically  indicated  date,  or  they  meet 
other  special  criteria. 

•  A  new  White  House  VA  Hotline  to  help  veterans  will  be  fully  staffed  by  veterans. 

•  President  Trump  and  Veterans  Affairs  Secretary  Dr.  David  Shulkin  announced  three  initiatives  to  expand  access 
to  healthcare  for  veterans  using  teiehealth  technology. 

o  "Anywhere  to  Anywhere  VA  Health  Care"  allows  VA  providers  to  use  telehealth  technology  to  serve 
veterans  no  matter  where  the  provider  or  veteran  is  located. 

o  Expand  VA  Video  Connect,  an  application  for  mobile  phones  and  computers,  that  allows  veterans  and 
providers  to  connect  by  video  across  the  country. 

o  Nationwide  rollout  of  The  Veteran  Appointment  Request  (VAR)  application,  which  allows  veterans  to 

schedule  appointments  at  VA  facilities  on  phones,  tables,  or  computers. 

Giving  Americans  The  Healthcare  They  Need 

•  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  more  than  $1  billion  would  be  provided  to  improve  access  to  health 
care  services  for  2.5  million  people  in  rural  communities. 

•  President  Trump  is  mobilizing  his  entire  Administration  to  address  drug  addiction  and  opioid  abuse  by  directing 
the  declaration  of  a  Nationwide  Public  Health  Emergency  to  address  the  opioids  crisis. 

©  President  Trump  signed  an  Executive  order  to  reform  the  United  States  healthcare  system  to  take  the  first  steps 
to  expand  choices  and  alternatives  to  Obamacare  plans  and  increase  competition  to  bring  down  costs  for 
consumers. 

o  The  Secretary  of  Labor  agreed  to  expand  access  to  Association  Health  Plans  (AHPs),  which  could 
potentially  allow  American  employers  to  form  groups  across  State  lines. 

o  The  order  directs  the  Departments  of  the  Treasury,  Labor,  and  Health  and  Human

©  President  Trump  concluded  there  is  no  appropriations  for  cost-sharing  reduction  (CSR)  payments  to  insurance 
companies  under  Obamacare. 

o  CSR  payments  have  no  authority  and  are  unlawful. 

o  The  bailout  of  insurance  companies  through  these  unlawful  payments  is  yet  another  example  of  how  the 
previous  administration  abused  taxpayer  dollars  and  skirted  the  law  to  prop  up  a  broken  system. 

Restoring  Law  and  Order 

®  The  Department  of  Justice  announced  over  $98  million  in  grant  funding  through  the  Office  of  Community 

Oriented  Policing  Services  (COPS  Office)  COPS  Hiring  Program  to  allow  802  additional  full-time  law  enforcement 
officers. 

•  As  of  November  16,  2017,  the  department  of  justice  has  worked  with  Central  American  partners  to  "arrest  and 
charger  some  4,000  MS-13  members"  so  far  this  year. 

®  The  Department  of  Justice  announced  it  was  scheduling  fentanyl  substances  as  a  drug  class  under  the 
Controlled  Substances  Act. 

o  Now,  fentanyl-related  substances  will  be  brought  to  the  same  illegality  and  charging  level  as  heroin  or 
marijuana. 

o  In  a  billion  dollar  opioid  fraud  crackdown,  the  DOJ  charged  more  than  400  people,  including  doctors  and 
medical  facilities,  who  it  said  were  prescribing  unnecessary  opioids  to  addicts  and  fueling  the  drug  crisis. 

o  The  Department  of  Justice  announced  its  first  ever  indictments  against  two  Chinese  nationals  and  their 
North  American-based  traffickers  and  distributors  to  distribute  large  quantities  of  fentanyl  and  other 
opiate  substances. 

®  Operation  Cross  Country  XI  was  conducted  by  the  FBI  to  combat  human  trafficking,  rescuing  84  children  and 
arresting  120  human  traffickers. 

®  After  violent  crime  rose  in  2016,  the  Department  of  Justice  is  reinvigorating  the  Project  Safe  Neighborhoods  to 
provide  a  framework  for  violent  crime  reduction.  When  first  started  in  2001,  it  reduced  violent  crime  by  4.1%. 

Achieving  a  Massive  Reduction  in  Illegal  Immigration 

•  President  Trump  released  his  immigration  priorities  to  secure  the  border,  enforce  immigration  laws,  and  reform 
the  immigration  system.  This  includes: 

o  Ensure  funding  for  the  southern  border  wall  and  associated  infrastructure, 
o  End  loopholes  that  allow  Unaccompanied  Alien  Children  to  stay  in  the  country, 
o  Reform  the  asylum  system, 

o  Expedite  the  remove  of  illegal  aliens  and  discourage  their  re-entry, 
o  Restrict  grants  for  sanctuary  jurisdictions, 
o  Provide  necessary  resources  to  enforce  immigration  laws, 
o  Increase  employment  verification  to  protect  American  Workers,  and 
o  Support  merit-based  reforms  for  our  immigration  system. 

•  The  U.S.  pulled  out  of  the  UN  global  compact  on  migration  citing  the  declaration  "contains  numerous  provisions 
that  are  inconsistent  with  US  immigration  and  refugee  policies  and  the  Trump  administration's  immigration 
principles." 

•  Under  President  Trump's  leadership,  the  Department  of  Justice  announced  a  final  warning  to  jurisdictions 
suspected  of  having  "sanctuary"  policies.  The  jurisdictions  include: 

.  o  Cook  County,  Illinois; 
o  Chicago,  Illinois; 
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o  New  Orleans,  Louisiana; 
o  New  York,  New  York;  and 
o  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania. 

•  From  President  Trump's  inauguration  through  the  end  of  FY  2017,  U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement 
(ICE)  made  110,568  arrests  of  illegal  aliens,  a  40  percent  increase  compared  to  the  same  time  period  the  prior 
year. 

o  Over  the  same  time  period,  removals  that  resulted  from  arrests  increased  by  37  percent, 
o  Of  the  illegal  aliens  arrested  by  ICE,  over  92  percent  had  criminal  convictions  or  pending  criminal  charges, 
were  ICE  fugitives,  or  were  illegal  reentrants. 

•  The  President  is  making  progress  building  a  border  wall  to  keep  out  illegal  border  crossings  and  restoring  law 
and  order  to  our  immigration  system. 

o  The  House  of  Representatives  passed  legislations  that  includes  $1.6  billion  in  funding  for  a  border  wall, 
including  32  miles  of  new  fencing,  28  miles  of  new  levee  wails,  and  14  miles  of  secondary  fencing. 

o  To  jumpstart  construction  on  the  border  wall,  the  President  ordered  DHS  to  use  $100  million  of  its 
unspent  appropriations  in  for  border  security,  fencing  and  infrastructure. 

•  The  number  of  counties  participating  in  the  287(g)  program,  which  allows  jails  to  detain  criminal  aliens  until  they 
are  transferred  to  ICE  custody,  has  doubled  and  is  on  track  to  triple  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

•  The  President  ordered  the  hiring  of  15,000  new  immigration  agents,  including  5,000  additional  border  patrol 
agents. 

•  In  FY  2017, 36  percent  more  criminal  gang  members  were  removed  by  ICE  compared  to  FY  2016. 

o  The  Department  of  Homeland  Security  arrested  796  MS-13  gang  members  and  associates  in  FY  2017,  an 
83  percent  increase  from  the  previous  year. 

•  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  implemented  new  charging  guidelines  to  end  catch-and-release  policies. 

»  Created  the  Victims  of  immigration  Crime  Engagement  (VOICE)  office  at  DHS,  in  order  to  ensure  that  victims  of 
criminal  acts  by  illegal  aliens  will  no  longer  be  ignored. 

American  First  Foreign  Policy  And  Military 

•  President  Trump  followed  through  on  his  promise  to  recognize  Jerusalem  as  the  capital  of  the  State  of  Israel  and 
instructed  the  State  Department  to  begin  to  relocate  the  Embassy. 

o  President  Trump's  Administration  announced  it  would  withdraw  from  UNESCO  at  the  end  of  next  year  to 
show  it  would  not  stand  for  the  anti-Israel  bias  of  the  organization. 

•  President  Trump  signed  an  Executive  Order  putting  a  ceiling  of  45,000  refugees  that  may  enter  the  country. 

•  The  President  has  lifted  restrictions  that  previously  prevented  the  Secretary  of  Defense  and  our  commanders  in 
the  field  from  fully  using  their  judgement  and  expertise. 

•  President  Trump  restricted  travel  from  eight  countries  identified  as  having  insufficient  security  and 
information  sharing  measures.  Countries  are:Chad,  Iran,  Libya,  North  Korea,  Somalia,  Syria,  Venezuela,  and 
Yemen. 

©  Poland,  one  of  the  NATO  member  countries  to  meet  its  defense-spending  target  of  2  percent  of  GDP,  has  agreed 
to  buy  and  deploy  the  U.S.  Patriot  missile  defense  system. 

•  Struck  an  airbase  in  Syria,  after  Syrian  regime  planes  used  the  base  to  conduct  chemical  weapons  attacks  against 
civilians. 

•  President  Trump  is  demolishing  ISIS  and  terrorism  around  the  world. 
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o  In  Iraq,  ISIS  lost  its  last  town  when  U.S.-led  coalition  forces  retook  Raqqa,  meaning  the  group  has 
effectively  lost  all  of  its  most  important  towns  and  cities  in  Iraq  and  Syria. 

o  President  Trump  is  directing  the  State  Department  to  send  aid  through  USAID  directly  to  Christiana  and 
other  minorities  facing  genocide  in  the  Middle  East. 

o  During  his  first  international  trip.  President  Trump  supported  the  opening  of  a  new  "Global  Center  for 
Combating  Extremist  Ideology"  in  Saudi  Arabia,  which  was  created  to  better  empower  Muslim-majority 
countries  in  fighting  radicalization. 

o  President  Trump  announced  a  new  strategy  for  Afghanistan  to  protect  the  Amer  ican  people  based  on 
stability  and  security  so  terrorists  cannot  use  the  country  as  a  base  to  threaten  U.S.  interests. 

■  The  new  strategy  puts  military  pressure  on  the  Taliban  and  sets  conditions  for  a  peaceful 

settlement  between  the  Afghanistan  government  and  the  Taliban. 

■  Breaking  with  the  status  quo,  the  President  warned  Pakistan  that  no  partnership  can  survive  a 

country's  tolerance  for  militants  and  terrorists  and  they  must  take  action. 

■  Our  partnership  with  India  is  of  vital  important  and  they  are  making  important  contributions  to 

Afghanistan's  safety,  security,  and  development. 

•  President  Trump  is  confronting  Iran's  aggression. 

o  President  Trump  in  consultation  with  his  national  security  team  has  approved  a  new  strategy  for  Iran. 

■  Not  certifying  they  are  in  full  compliance  with  the  Joint  Comprehensive  Plan  of  Action,  known  as 

the  Iran  Deal, 

■  Focusing  on  neutralizing  the  Government  of  Iran's  destabilizing  influence  and  constraining  its 

aggression,  particularly  its  support  for  terrorism  and  militants, 

■  Revitalizing  our  traditional  alliances  and  regional  partnerships  as  bulwarks  against  Iranian 

subversion  and  restore  a  more  stable  balance  of  power  in  the  region, 

■  Deny  the  Iranian  regime  -  and  especially  the  Islamic  Revolutionary  Guard  Corps  (IRGC)  -  funding 

for  its  malign  activities,  and  oppose  IRGC  activities  that  extort  the  wealth  of  the  Iranian 

people, 

■  Counter  threats  to  the  United  States  and  our  allies  from  ballistic  missiles  and  other  asymmetric 

weapons, 

■  Rally  the  international  community  to  condemn  the  IRGC's  gross  violations  of  human  rights  and 

its  unjust  detention  of  American  citizens  and  other  foreigners  on  specious  charges,  and 

■  Deny  the  Iranian  regime  all  paths  to  a  nuclear  weapon. 

o  Department  of  the  Treasury  sanctioned  25  entities  and  individuals  involved  in  Iran's  ballistic  missile 
program  in  order  to  further  monitor  and  prevent  any  acts  of  terrorism. 

o  The  first  week  of  January,  the  Treasury  Department  sanctioned  more  Iranian  entities  tied  to  Iran's 
ballistic  missile  program  and  Iran's  Revolutionary  Guard  Corp. 

o  The  Department  of  Treasury  put  in  place  new  sanctions  against  Iranian  companies  in  response  to  Iran's 
provocative  launch  of  a  space  vehicle. 

•  President  Trump  is  putting  maximum  pressure  on  North  Korea  to  denuclearize. 

o  Under  President  Trump's  leadership,  the  United  Nations  Security  Council  unanimously  passed  new 
sanctions  on  North  Korea  for  their  continued  aggressive  behavior. 

o  President  Trump  signed  an  Executive  Order  that  put  new  sanctions  on  North  Korea  trade  and  their 
financing  to  signal  to  the  world  that  they  would  have  to  make  a  choice:  deal  with  the  United  States  or 
the  rogue  regime  in  North  Korea. 

o  President  Trump's  Treasury  Department  sanctioned  the  Chinese  Bank  of  Dandong  for  "illicit  North  Korean 
Financial  Activity." 

•  President  Trump  is  cracking  down  on  Venezuela  and  Cuba. 
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O  The  Treasury  Department  and  State  Department  are  putting  in  place  new  sanction  rules  to  channel 

economic  activity  away  from  the  Cuban  government,  particularly  the  military,  and  towards  the  people  of 
Cuba. 

o  President  Trump  imposed  new  sanctions  on  the  Maduro  dictatorship  in  Venezuela,  targeting  the 
regime  itself,  and  not  just  individuals,  for  the  first  time. 

■  The  new  financial  sanctions  prohibit  dealings  in  new  debt  of  Venezuela  and  its  corrupt  oil 

company. 

■  The  regime  will  no  longer  be  able  finance  its  debt  using  U.S.  banks. 

o  The  Treasury  Department  put  in  place  new  sanctions  on  13  current  and  former  senior  officials  of  the 
Venezuelan  Government  in  response  to  the  governments  continued  efforts  to  undermine  democracy.

President  Trump  will  highlight  his  administration’s  efforts  to  help  rural  communities,  including  expanding  broadband  service 
and  cutting  regulations  on  farmers  and  ranchers,  in  a  speech  Monday  to  the  99th  annual  American  Farm  Bureau  Federation 
convention  in  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

Mr.  Trump’s  visit  will  be  the  first  by  a  sitting  president  to  address  the  Farm  Bureau  in  more  than  25  years.  Presidential 
assistant  Ray  Starling  the  president’s  trip  is  not  only  an  appreciation  that  rural  Americans  helped  him  win  the  presidency, 
but  a  recognition  that  the  agricultural  sector  "has  to  be  a  part  of  any  broad-based  economic  success." 

Senior  administration  officials  said  the  president’s  address  will  coincide  with  the  release  of  a  report  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  outlining  policies  to  boost  rural  economic  growth.  The  task  force  has  found  that  rural  America’s  economy  "has 
lagged  in  almost  every  indicator”  behind  the  rest  of  the  U.S.  recovery. 

"The  administration  recognizes  that  those  challenges  exist,  and  is  committed  to  not  overlooking  them,”  Mr.  Starling  said. 

One  of  the  president’s  initiatives  will  be  "empowering  or  restoring  the  use  and  access  of  resources”  in  forestry  and  mining, 
said  Rebeckah  Adcock,  a  senior  adviser  in  the  Agriculture  Department  who  said  there  has  been  an  "erosion"  of  local 
communities’  rights  to  control  those  natural  resources. 

“We’re  releasing  that  back  to  them,  letting  them  have  the  power  —  the  reasonable  power  —  to  do  the  right  thing,  but  use 
those  resources  to  their  advantage  to  help  build  their  economies,”  she  said. 

The  president  won  rural  voters  by  sizable  majorities  in  2016  —  he  defeated  Hillary  Clinton  by  an  almost  two-to-one  margin 
in  rural  and  small-town  communities  —  and  he  is  still  popular  with  them.  For  example,  he  was  cheered  for  his  move  to 
rescind  an  Obama-era  rule  that  extended  federal  jurisdiction  over  small  waterways. 

Some  of  his  other  policy  positions,  including  the  threatened  withdrawal  from  the  North  American  Free  Trade  Agreement  and 
immigration  restrictions  that  could  limit  the  number  of  migrant  laborers  for  harvesting  crops,  have  met  with  opposition  in  the 
agricultural  sector.

Federal  Finding  is  also  available  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  for  hazard  mitigation  measures  in  all 
areas  within  the  State. 

Brock  Long,  Administrator,  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA),  Department  of 
Homeland  Security,  named  James  R.  Stephenson  as  the  Federal  Coordinating  Officer  for  Federal 
recovery  operations  in  the  affected  areas. 

Additional  designations  may  be  made  at  a  later  date  if  requested  by  the  State  and  warranted  by 
the  results  of  further  damage  assessments.

MS.  SANDERS:  It's  on  the  record,  but  don’t  use  the  audio, 
and  not  on  camera.  It's  not  for  broadcast.  I’m  —  just  because 
my  notes  are  a  little  rough  here,  I  just  wanted  to  get  you  guys 
something  before  we  got  in.  I ' 11  go  through  each  stop. 

So  in  the  synagogue,  the  President  met  with  Rabbi 
Myers.  They  light  the  Yahrzeit  candles.  Eleven  —  one  for  each 
of  the  individuals.  The  rabbi  walked  through  the  history  of  the 
church,  and  walked  the  President  and  the  First  Lady  through  a  lot 
of  the  detail  of  what  happened  on  the  day.  He  talked  about  the 
bravery  —  the  rabbi  talked  a  lot  about  the  bravery  of  the  law 
enforcement . 
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The  President  v/as  incredibly  impressed  by  the  rabbi  — 
absolutely  incredible  man.  The  President  v/as  very  moved  by  the 
visit  and  the  time  with  the  rabbi.  He  called  it  "very  humbling 
and  very  sad . " 

The  second  stop,  he  was  at  the  hospital.  In  the  first  room 
that  he  came  to,  he  met  with  the  three  members  of  the  law 
enforcement  who  had  been  discharged,  and  a  number  of  the  members 
of  the  medical  staff,  the  doctors,  and  nurses  who  treated  the 
individuals  as  they  came  in  the  list  that  you  guys  have.  And 
their  families  v/ere  there  as  well. 

From  there,  he  went  to  the  ICU  to  one  of  the  first 
responders  who  had  been  shot  seven  times.  He  was  there  with  his 
family. 

Q  What’s  his  name? 

MS.  SANDERS:  I'll  send  you  the  name  in  just  a  second.  I 
just  have  these  notes. 

The  President  was  incredibly  moved  by  the  man  in  ICU,  and 
also  how  supportive  all  of  the  law  enforcement  members  were  of 
one  another . 

From  there,  he  moved  on  and  spent  about  an  hour  v/ith  the 
widow  of  Dr.  Richard  Gottfried.  I  believe  her  name  is  Peg 
Gottfried,  but  I'll  double  check  and  make  sure  I  have  that 
correct,  and  send  you  the  actual  spellings  on  both  of  those 
names.  She  said  that  she  wanted  to  meet  the  President  to  let  him 
know  that  people  wanted  him  there .  And  again,  he  spent  about  an 
hour  talking  with  her. 

And  Congressman  Rothfus  —  Keith  Rothfus  --  v/as  there  with 


him.  Said  he  was  --  the  President  was  very  impressed  by  the 
compassion  that  the  congressman  showed . 

He  said  it  was  a  great  honor  to  be  in  Pittsburgh  w ith  the  First 
Lady,  to  be  with  such  incredible  people  who  had  shown  such 
bravery . 

Q  Did  they  end  up  saying  the  prayer  that  you  had 
mentioned  before? 

MS.  SANDERS:  I'll  get  the  specifics  on  that.  I  know  they 
did  say  a  prayer  while  they  were  there. 

Q  So  the  only  family  member  he  met  with  was  this  widow  of 
Dr.  Gottfried?

MS.-  SANDERS:  I  know  that  a  lot  of  the  FBI  members  that  are- 
here  on  site  leading  the  investigation  met  them  there,  and  he 
shook  hands  with  those  that  were  investigating  as  he  went  into 
the  area. 

Q  Did  he?  Okay. 

MS.  SANDERS:  If  I  have  anything  else.  I'll  let  you  guys 

know . 


Q  Sarah,  was  the  President  familiar  with  the  biographies 
of  all  the  people  that  were  killed? 

MS.  SANDERS:  I  know  he  got  an  update  on  the  individuals.  I 
don't  know  how  much  depth,  but  I  know  the  rabbi  talked  a  lot 
about  the  individuals  in  the  time  that  they  spent  together  and 
walked  through  the  events  of  the  day  in  their  time  both  in  the 
vestibule  and  outside. 

Q  Did  you  get  any  sort  of  readout  of  the  time  that  he 
spent  with  the  widow?  Was  it  mostly  —  did  they  talk  about  the 
actual  event?

Dear  Mr.  Speaker:  (Dear  Mr.  President:) 

Section  202(d)  of  the  National  Emergencies  Act  (50  U.S.C.  1622(d))  provides  for 
the  automatic  termination  of  a  national  emergency  unless,  within  90  days  before 
the  anniversary  date  of  its  declaration,  the  President  publishes  in  the  Federal 
Register  and  transmits  to  the  Congress  a  notice  stating  that  the  emergency  is 
to  continue  in  effect  beyond  the  anniversary  date.  In  accordance  with  this 
provision,  I  have  sent  to  the  Federal  Register  for  publication  the  enclosed 
notice  stating  that  the  national  emergency  with  respect  to  significant 
narcotics  traffickers  centered  in  Colombia  declared  in  Executive  Order  12978  of 
October  21,  1995,  is  to  continue  in  effect  beyond  October  21,  2018. 

The  circumstances  that  led  to  the  declaration  on  October  21,  1995,  of  a 
national  emergency  continue  to  exist.  The  actions  of  significant  narcotics 
traffickers  centered  in  Colombia  continue  to  pose  an  unusual  and  extraordinary 
threat  to  the  national  security,  foreign  policy,  and  economy  of  the 
United  States  and  cause  an  extreme  level  of  violence,  corruption,  and  harm  in 
the  United  States  and  abroad.  For  this  reason,  I  have  determined  that  it  is 
necessary  to  continue  the  national  emergency  declared  in  Executive  Order  12978 
with  respect  to  significant  narcotics  traffickers  centered  in  Colombia.

Mail."  The  report  noted  that  sufficient  progress  has  not  been  made  on  reforming  terms  of  the  Acts  of  tire 
Universal  Postal  Union  (UPU)  in  line  with  the  policies  of  the  United  States  outlined  in  tire 
Memorandum.  The  report  also  recommended  steps  the  United  States  can  take  to  address  tire  problems 
identified  in  the  Memorandum. 

Tire  President  concurs  with  the  Department  of  State's  recommendation  to  adopt  self-declared  rates  for 
terminal  dues  as  soon  as  practical,  and  no  later  than  January  1,  2020.  The  Department  of  State  will  also  file 
notice  that  the  United  States  will  withdraw  from  the  UPU.  This  will  begin  a  one-year  withdrawal  process, 
as  set  forth  in  the  UPU  Constitution.  During  this  period,  the  Department  of  State  will  seek  to  negotiate 
bilateral  and  multilateral  agreements  that  resolve  the  problems  discussed  in  the  Presidential 
Memorandum.  If  negotiations  are  successful,  tire  Administration  is  prepared  to  rescind  the  notice  of 
withdrawal  and  remain  in  the  UPU.

In  addition,  there  is  an  increase  of  23  more  insurers  participating  in  federal  exchanges,  which  is  an  increase 
for  the  first  time  since  2015.  As  a  result,  in  areas  covered  by  the  Federal  Exchanges,  the  proportion  of 
comities  with  just  a  single  insurer  will  drop  from  56  percent  to  39  percent,  allowing  consumers  greater 
choice  between  plans.

GOVERNOR  DEAL:  Mr.  President  and  First  Lady,  we  are  honored  to 
have  you  both  here  in  Georgia,  and  you're  going  to  get  a  pretty  good 
view,  I  think,  of  what  the  damage  and  the  assessments  that  have  taken 
place  in  our  state. 

We  are  fortunate  that  we  did  not  get  hit,  in  some  respects,  as 
nearly  as  hard  as  Florida  did,  but  we  had  extensive  damage,  especially 
as  it  relates  to  our  agricultural  community.  And  you're  going  to  have 
an  opportunity  to  meet  with  some  of  those. 

I  want  to  commend  you  for  your  Secretaries.  And  we're,  of  course, 
pleased  to  have  our  own  Secretary  as  a  member  of  your  Cabinet,  former 
Governor  Sonny  Perdue.  You  know,  between  the  two  of  us,  we  have  been 
the  chief  executives  in  the  state  of  Georgia  for  the  last  16  years. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Right.  It's  true. 

GOVERNOR  DEAL:  We  are  very  pleased  to  have  him,  but  we’re  also 
pleased  to  have  so  many  contacts  that  have  been  made  by  the  members  of 
your  Cabinet.  They've  done  an  exceptional  job. 

And,  of  course,  we  are  glad  to  have  your  FEMA  Director  here.  Brock 
Long.  He  and  I  have  talked  multiple  times,  and  I  have  appreciated  his 
involvement  and  concern  about  our  state.  And  his  people  are  doing  a 
great  job  working  with  our  locals.  And  that's  an  important  thing,  as 
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you  all  know. 

I'm  going  to  turn  it  over  to  the  Administrator  right  now,  for  his 
comments . 

ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Thank  you.  Governor.  I  really  appreciate  the 
partnership.  Not  only  has  the  Governor  been  a  strong  leader,  but  also 
Homer  Bryson,  the  Director  of  Georgia  Emergency  Management,  behind  you. 

This  is  all  about  partnership.  Unfortunately,  Georgia  is  no 
stranger  to  hurricanes.  This  is  where  I  started  my  career.  I  married  a 
Georgia  girl,  by  the  way,  too.  But  the  bottom  line  is,  is  there  was  a 
significant  hit  coming  into  southwest  Georgia.  Category  2  winds.  As 
you  can  see,  the  swath  is  behind  us,  Mr.  President,  here.  And  not  only 
do  you  see  similar  damage  where  trees  are  down  on  homes,  and  there  was  a 
tremendous  hit  to  the  communications  and  power  infrastructure,  but 
you're  going  to  see  generational  losses  to  the  agriculture  industry  as 
well.  The  timing  of  the  storm  is  pretty  tough,  as  Secretary  Perdue 
would  tell  you. 

But  our  focus  is  life  sustainment,  trying  to  do  everything  that  we 
can  to  get  access  to  all  the  areas  to  help  get  the  infrastructure  —  the 
private  sector  partners  and  our  power  partners  that  are  represented  here 
with  Georgia  Power  —  trying  to  get  them  access  to  be  able  to  fix  the 
infrastructure  to  get  the  power  back  on.  I  believe  it’s  up  to  about  90 
percent  back  on  where  we  are. 

MR.  BOWERS':  Sure  is. 

ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  But  we  still  have  a  ways  to  go.  Cell 
communications  is  coming  back  online  too.  But  now  it's  about  taking 
care  of  people,  sir,  and  making  sure  that  we  get  them  out  of  shelters 
and-  into  longer-term  housing  for  those  that  have  lost  their  homes.  Our 
staff  is  pushing  forward  in  the  field  with  disaster  survivors.  And 
we’ll  continue  to  register.  We  need  people  to  register  with  1-800-621- 
FEMA,  or  DisasterAssistance.gov  in  Georgia. 

So  I’ll  turn  it  back  over ■ to  you,  Mr.  President. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  thank  you  very  much,  Brock.  I  want  to  just 
commend  you  on  the  job  you’re  doing.  We  just  left  Florida,  and  they  are 
so  thrilled  with  what’s  happened  with  our  people,  our  talent.  But 
they’re  not  thrilled  about  this  hurricane,  because  this  was 
brutal.  They  haven't  seen  anything  like  it.  And  possibly,  there’s 
hasn't  been  anything  like  it.  The  winds  are  almost  200  miles  an 
hour.  Just  wiped  houses  away.  The  foundations  —  everything  gone.  So 
we  saw  some  areas  that  were  hard  to  believe,  actually.  Actually  hard  to 
believe . 

But  the  people  are  incredible  in  Florida,  in  Georgia,  in 
Alabama.  And,  you  know.  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina  went  through 
a  lot  two  weeks  ago,  and  they  got  a  little  bit  of  the  remnants  of  this 
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one  too,  on  top  of  it.  So,  incredible  people. 


But  I  want  to  thank  FEMA.  First  responders,  the  1 aw  enforcement 
has  been  so  incredible.  Secretary  Nielsen,  you  worked  so  hard.  I  don't 
think  --  have  you  gone  to  sleep  in  the  last  two  weeks?  I  don't  think 
so.  (Laughter.)  But  your  whole  team  has  been  fantastic.  And, 

Governor,  I’d  like  to  thank  you  on  behalf  of  the  country.  What  a  job 

you’ve  done  in  Georgia.  And  I  have  to  say  Rick  Scott  in  Florida, 
likewise.  The  two  of  you  have  really  done  something. 

And  I  just  spoke  to  the  great  Governor  of  Alabama,  and  she  is  in 
there  --  she  is  in  there  fighting  and  also  doing.  We  have  terrific 
people  running  these  states.  And  I  want  to  thank  you  very  much  -- 
really,  very  much. 

And,  Brock,  please  say  compliments  to  everybody,  from  myself,  the 
First  Lady,  Secretary  Perdue  --  who  used  to  be  the  Governor  of  Georgia, 
as  we  said.  But  you  have  been  very  special.  You  know  more  about 
agriculture  than  any  human  being  that  I’ve  ever  spoken 
to.  (Laughter.)  And  he  doesn't  like  it  when  the  hurricanes  wipe  out 

the  crops.  They  just  wiped  them  out.  That  doesn't  make  you  feel  too 

good;  we  were  talking  about  it.  He'  doesn't  like  to  see  that.  But  Sonny 
Perdue  has  been  an  incredible  Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

And,  Sonny,  how  about  saying  a  little  bit? 

SECRETARY  PERDUE:  I  want  to  reiterate  what  Governor  Deal  said. 
President.  Your  administration  is  making  a  reputation  for  being  more 
connected  to  your  state  and  local  partners  than  any  other  administration 
I  can  ever  remember.  Commissioner  Black,  Governor,  I’ve  experienced 
this  well  all  the  way  from  the  local  community  leaders  to  state 
legislators  to  governors,  the  people  you've  appointed  in  your  office  are 
reaching  out  here,  making  people  feel  like  we  have  truly  one 
government.  And  that's  --  and  that  is  wonderful  to  be  a  part  of 
that.  And  I  want  to  thank  you  for  allowing  us  to  do  that.  Because  it 
makes  a  difference. 

When  people  undergo  situations  like  this  —  not  even  disasters, 
they're  connected  —  but  when  they  go  through  like  this,  they  feel  like 
they've  got  a  lifeline  to  FEMA,  to  Secretary  Nielsen,  to  any  of  your 
administration,  and  to  you  particularly.  And  v/e  want  to  say  —  I'm  glad 
to  be  a  part  of  that.  And  we  —  Commissioner  Black  and  I  toured  some  of 
the  ag  area  yesterday.  There  are  tremendous  losses,  but  our  farmers  are 
resilient.  We're  going  to  help  them,  you're  going  to  help  them,  and 
they'll  be  okay. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  let  me  ask  you  this,  Sonny  and  Commissioner: 
When  Brock  says  "generational"  damage,  I  don't  like  the  sound  of 
"generational"  damage.  What  does  that  mean?  And  how  long  does  that 
take  to  get  back? 

SECRETARY  PERDUE:  As  we  were  talking,  coming  up,  on  pecan  trees 
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particularly,  these  trees  typically  start  bearing  about  seven  years 
after  they're  planted.  And  then  they  don't  reach  economic  profitability 
until  about  10  years.  So  that's  what  we're  talking  about.  That's  half 
a  generation. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  That’s  a  long  time. 

SECRETARY  PERDUE:  These  farmers  —  many  percentages  of  pecan  trees 
across  the  country,  across  the  state  down  in  southwest  Georgia,  were 
toppled.  And  those  that  weren't  toppled,  the  nuts  have  blown  off.  So 
they  were  looking  for  bumper  crop,  the  cotton,  and  pecans,  and 
peanuts.  And  the  devastation  there  is  heartbreaking  to  hear  and  to 
(inaudible).  And  you'll  talk  to  some  farmers  later  today. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Good.  Very  good. 

Please . 

COMMISSIONER  BLACK:  Mr.  President,  thank  you. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you. 

COMMISSIONER  BLACK:  God  bless  you.  And  thank  you  for  being 
here.  We  lead  the  nation  in  peanut  production,  pecan  production,  forest 
product  production.  We're  leaders  in  vegetable.  So  that's 
production.  Today  we're  leading  in  destruction,  unfortunately.  We  will 
lead  in  rebuilding. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  No  doubt  about  it. 

COMMISSIONER  BLACK:  And  it's  —  I  had  numbers  from  the 
intergovernmental  relations  from  the  White  House.  I  had  two  telephone 
calls  while  the  wind  was  still  blowing.  And  I've  had  good  fortune  in 
the  last  year  and  a  half  or  so  to  be  in  and  out  in  places  where  folks 
who  do  the  job  I  do  never  had  the  opportunity.  The  Governor  —  the 
Secretary  used  to  say  with  Agriculture  —  when  he  was  the  governor,  and 
when  Governor  Deal  —  is  that  we  get  to  come  into  the  front 
door.  Oftentimes,  it's  been  the  backdoor.  And  it's  certainly  been  — 
it's  not  been  that  way,  and  we're  grateful  to  you. 

And  I  promise  you,  we're  going  to  continue  to  work.  We  do  have  an 
outstanding  group  of  people  for  you  to  visit  personally  with  this 
afternoon . 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  look  forward  to  that.  I  look  forward  to  seeing 
some  of  the  farmers.  They're  great  people.  And  we  will  do  it.  And 
that  is  true:  Jimmy  Carter,  peanut  farmer,  and  a  nice  man.  He  is  a  nice 
man.  Met  him  on  numerous  occasions.  And  if  you  think  about  it,  that's 
what  he  did,  right?  Peanuts.  So  it's  great. 

Do  you  have  any  questions,  please? 
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ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Mr.  President,  also  the  American  Red  Cross,  a 
huge  partner  as  well. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Good  job.  I  heard  —  good  job. 

ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  You  know,  it  takes  a  whole  community  to 
overcome  these  types  of  disasters,  and  so  it's  not  only  neighbor  helping 
neighbor  all  the  way  to  federal  government.  But  if  it  wasn't  for  the 
volunteer  organizations  active  in  disaster,  these  guys  do  a  whole  lot  to 
help  shelter  --  temporary  shelter  people.  And  that's  what's  going  on 
here . 


MS.  MEWBORN :  And  we  couldn't  do  it  without  you,  so  thank  you.  We 
have  great  partnership. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  very  much.  And  power  is  coming  back 
pretty  quickly,  right? 

MR.  BOWERS:  Yes,  sir. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I'm  not  surprised.  I  know  your  company  well.  I'm 
not  surprised. 

Any  questions,  please? 

Q  Mr.  President,  you  just  left  Florida.  Are  you  concerned  that 
there  is  a  possibility  that  up  to  17  F-22  stealth  bombers  were  damaged 
at  Tyndall  Air  Force  Base?  Because  they  weren't  taken  -- 

THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  I'm  not  hearing  that.  They  were  under 
repair.  Many  of  the  aircraft  were  flown  out  prior  to  the  hurricane,  but 
some  of  them  can't  because  the  engines  are  taken  out  and  they're  doing  a 
lot  of  heavy  repairing  work.  We're  going  to  have  a  full  report.  There 
was  some  damage.  Not  nearly  as  bad  as  we  first  heard. 

Q  Are  you  concerned  about  how  much  that  might  cost,  though? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I'm  always  concerned  about  cost.  I  don't  like 
it.  In  fact,  my  first  question  is,  "Why  didn't  they  take  them 
out?"  That's  because  they  were  fixing. 

You  know,  this  hurricane  happened  very  quickly.  In  fact,  it  was  a 
storm.  Nobody  thought  it  was  a  big  deal,  and  then  all  of  a  sudden,  it 
started  and  then  became  a  Category  4.  It  happened  very  quickly. 

No,  we  think  it's  much  better  than  we  originally  thought,  but  there 
was  some  damage,  no  question  about  it.  And  the  F-22  is  one  of  my  all- 
time  favorite  planes.  To  me,  it's  the  most  beautiful  fighter  jet  in  the 
world,  and  one  of  the  best. 

Yes,  sir.

Q  Are  you  going  to  ask  Congress  for  supplementary  funding  -- 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Yeah. 

Q  --  to  respond  to  these  hurricanes? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  The  governors  know  that  we're  there  for  them.  I've 
spoken  with  Rick  Scott  in  Florida.  Governor,  you  know  that.  We’re 
right  with  you.  And  we'll  be  helping  Alabama,  we'll  be  helping  all  of 
the  —  as  we  have  been  with  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina.  So, 
we're  there. 

Q  Are  you  worried  at  all  about  the  deficit  —  the  new  numbers 
that  just  came  out? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  always  worry  about  the  deficit.  But  what  are  you 

going  to  do?  You  have  a  hurricane.  I  have  to  take  care  of  the 
people.  So  the  deficit  is  always  a  problem  for  me,  but  we  take  care  of 
our  people,  most  importantly. 

Q  Is  there  a  preliminary  estimate  on  how  much  it's  going  to  cost 
to  help  all  these  people? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  think,  Governor,  did  you  want  to  make  a  comment 

on  that?  Do  you  have  any  ideas  yet?  It'  very  early. 

GOVERNOR  DEAL:  Mr.  President,  it's  still  too  early,  unless  Brock 
has  some  more. 

ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  So,  it  will  take  some  time.  We  do  what  we 
call  preliminary  damage  assessments  and  to  get  more  details,  but  the 
true  cost  won't  be  revealed  for  quite  some  time. 

Q  Mr.  President,  when  you  ran  for  President,  did  you  ever 
imagine  you  would  spend  this  much  time  thinking  about  the  weather? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  the  weather  has  been  a  factor.  And  yet,  they 
say  the  worst  hurricanes  were  50  years  ago,  if  you  can  believe  it.  In 
fact,  the  one  that  they  say  was  worse  —  so  two  or  three  worse  one 
was  in  1890s,  and  one  was  exactly  50  years  ago.  The  winds  were  200 
miles  an  hour.  So  who  knows?  But  that's  what  the  —  that's  what  the 
numbers  are.  We  are  -- 

Q  You  addressed  climate  change  — 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  did.  I  addressed  it  last  night  on  "60  Minutes." 

Q  Is  there  nothing  about  the  number  of  storms  that  come  in  that 
make  you  think,  "Gee,  something  is  changing"? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  we  have  a  big  number.  And,  you  know,  for  a 
long  period  of  time,  we  had  very  few.  I  have  a  home  in  Palm  Beach, 

50 


Florida;  I'm  there  a  lot.  And  frankly,  we  had  years  where  we  had  none, 
and  then  over  the  last  couple  of  years  we  had  more.  And  hopefully, 
we'll  go  back  to  many  years  where  we  have  none.  But  we  have  been  hit  by 
the  weather,  there's  no  question  about  it. 

But  it  is  interesting  that  the  worst  of  all  time,  1890  --  and,  as 
you  know,  50  years  ago  was  the  last  really  great  one.  That  was  supposed 
to  be  worse.  I  don't  know  if  it  gets  worse.  I've  never  seen  anything 
where  houses  were  ripped  off  with  the  foundations.  You  see,  the 
foundations  are  actually  taken  out.  So  it's  really  —  it's  pretty 
amazing.  But  we  have  to  get  it  taken  care  of,  most  importantly. 

Anybody  else? 

Q  Last  night,  in  your  comments  about  climate  change,  you  said 
that  there  is  something  there.  And  previously,  in  the  past,  you've 
called  it  a  hoax.  What  changed  your  mind?  Was  it  because  it  was  like 
this? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  there's  something  there.  There's  no 
question.  There  is  something  there  --  manmade  or  not.  I  mean,  there's 
something  there.  And  it's  going  to  go,  and  it's  going  to  go  back  and 
forth.  But  there  is  something  there. 

But  again,  50  years  ago,  it  was  brutal.  The  1890s  were 
brutal.  You  have  different  times.  And  the  main  thing  is  we  have  to 
make  sure  things  get  brought  back  to  perfect  condition.  That's  what 
we're  doing. 

We  have  tremendous  support  from  the  farmers.  The  farmers  really 
got  hurt,  especially  in  Georgia.  I  mean,  Florida  was  housing  and  other 
things.  And  over  here,  your  farmers  we  really  —  those  crops  were 
really  uprooted.  But  we're  going  to  get  it  taken  care  of. 

Q  Mr.  President,  the  latest  research  from  NOAA  says  that  climate 
change  will  make  the  strongest  hurricanes  even  stronger.  Do  you  agree 
with  that  assessment? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I'll  have  to  look  at  it .  I  haven't  seen  that.  But 
I  would  certainly  have  to  look  at  it. 

i  Q  When  you  see  impacts  like  this  to  the  U.S.,  does  it  affect  at 
all  your  decision  in  renegotiating  the  Paris  Climate  Accord? 

THE  PRESIDENT :  No,  I  want  crystal  clean  water .  I  want  the 
cleanest  air  on  the  planet  —  which,  by  the  way,  now  we  have.  It's 
gotten  better  since  last  year  —  even  better.  And  I'm  very,  very  tough 
on  that. 

So  when  you  talk  about  environmental,  I  am  truly  an 
environmentalist.  A  lot  people  smile  when  they  hear  that.  But  I  have 
the  cleanest  air,  and  I'm  going  to  have  the  cleanest  air.  But  that

doesn't  mean  we  have  to  put  every  one  of  our  businesses  out  of 
business.  That  doesn't  mean  that  we  can't  compete  or  we're  not  allowed 
to  compete  with  other  nations  that  aren't  doing  what  we're  doing. 

And  we're  competing  very  well.  Our  nation  is  the  hottest  nation 
economically  on  the  planet,  by  far,  even  though  we're  very  big.  I  mean, 
we're  up  $10.7  [trillion]  —  $11.7  trillion,  since  I  got 
elected.  Nobody  thought  that  would  be  possible.  And  other  nations 
as  an  example,  China  --  not  that  I  wish  this,  but  they're  down  many 
trillions  of  dollars.  So  we're  doing  really  well,  and  I  v/ant  to  keep  it 
that  v/ay. 

Yes,  please. 

Q  Sir,  can  I  ask  you  an  off-topic  question?  There's  been 
reports  that  the  Saudis  might  say  that  Khashoggi  was  killed  during  an 
unauthorized  interrogation.  Does  that  sound  (inaudible)? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  just  saw  that,  Steve.  I  just  don't  know.  I'm 
going  to  have  to  see  what  they  say.  And  we're  working  very  closely  with 
Saudi  Arabia  and  with  Turkey,  and  they  are  working  together  to  figure 
out  what  happened.  And  they  want  to  know  what  happened,  also. 

So  a  lot  of  people  are  working  on  it,  Steve.  A  lot  of  people.  And 
we'll  be  bound  very  much  by  that.  We'll  see. 

I  heard  that  report  but  nobody  knows  if  it's  an  official 
report.  So  far,  it's  just  the  rumor  —  the  rumor  of  a  report  coming 
out . 


Yes,  ma'am. 

Q  What  instructions  did  you  give  Pompeo  —  Secretary  Pompeo 
when  he  was  sent  over  today? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I'm  really  sending  him  just  to  find  out 
really,  firsthand,  what  happened,  what  they  know,  what's  going  on.  He 
may  go  to  Turkey;  he  may  not. 

He  may  meet  with  all  of  them  together,  but  we  want  to  find  out  what 
happened.  And  he's  got  instructions  to  find  out  what  happened..  We're 
talking  about  the  whole  the  situation  with  Saudi  Arabia  that  you've  been 
reading  about,  I'm  sure,  very  much.  But  it's  a  terrible  situation, 
there's  no  question  about  it.  I  don't  like  it  one  bit. 

Okay?  Yes. 

Q  Has  your  thinking  changed  about  Secretary  Mnuchin  going  to  the 
conference? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  He's  going  to  make  that  decision.  We're  going  to 
see  who's  going.  He's  got  a  while  to  go.  You  know,  it's  Friday.  He 
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has  to  know  by  the  end  of  Friday.  And  we'll  make  that  decision.  We 
haven't  made  a  decision  about  going  yet.  But  he's  going  to  make  that 
decision  sometime  prior  to  Friday. 

Q  Since  we  already  went  off  topic,  Mr.  President,  Senator  Warren 
released  some  of  her  DNA  results  that  show  a  strong  likelihood  that  she 
does  have  Native  American  roots. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  How  much?  One  one-thousandth?  (Laughter.) 

Q  Do  you  owe  her  an  apology?  Or  what  about  the  money  that  — 

THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  I  don't.  Absolutely.  Do  I  owe  her?  She  owes 

the  country  an  apology. 

What's  her  percentage?  One  one-thousandth? 

Q  I  don't  have  the  exact  numbers  in  front  of  me. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  When  you  have  the  percentage,  tell  me  what  the 
percentage  is. 

Q  What  about  the  money  that  you  told  her  you  would  donate? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  You  mean ‘ if  she  gets  the  nomination,  in  a  debate, 
where  I  was  going  to  have  her  tested?  I'll  only  do  it  if  I  can  test  her 
personally.  Okay?  That  will  not  be  something  I  enjoy  doing  either. 

Okay,  what  else? 

Q  Mr.  President,  over  the  weekend,  you  signaled  that  you're 
considering  reviving  the  child  separation  policy.  Have  you  discussed 
this  with 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  didn't  consider  anything.  I'm  considering 
changing  the  immigration  laws,  and  I've  been  doing  it  for  a 
while.  Because  we  have  the  worst  —  as  the  Governor  can  tell  you,  as 
everybody  can  tell  you,  as  Sonny  can  tell  you  from  your  time  as  governor 
--  we  have  the  worst  immigration  laws  and  dumbest  immigration  lav/s  in 
the  history  of  the  world.  Okay?  There  is  no  country  in  the  world  that 
has  such  stupid  laws  as  we  do. 

Somebody  comes  into  our  country,  they  put  one  foot  on  our  land,  and 
we  have  to  bring  them  through  a  long  court  process.  Or  we  have  catch 
and  release,  which  is  even  worse.  We  catch  them,  Commissioner  --  we 
catch  them,  we  find  out  they're  a  criminal,  we  write  them  up,  and  then 
we  release  them  and  we  tell  them  to  come  back  in  three  or  four  years  for 
a  court  case,  and  they  never  show  up. 

We  have  the  dumbest  lav/s  in  history,  and  it's  because  of  the 
Democrats.  Because  they  want  to  have  these  laws  that  way.  And  it  is  so 
crazy,  and  we  are  getting  them  changed  one  by  one.  And  we  are  very 
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tough  on  the  border,  and  we  have  to  be  very  tough  on  the  border. 

So  we're  looking  at  all  immigration  laws.  They  are  a 
disaster.  They're  a  laughingstock  all  over  the  world.  And  this  country 
will  never  be  a  laughingstock  when  I'm  running  it.

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Q  Mr.  President,  what  struck  you  in  the  aerial  tour?  What  did 
you  see? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Hard  to  believe.  I've  seen  pictures.  But  it's 
hard  to  believe.  When  you're  above  it,  in  a  plane,  and  to  see  the  total 
devastation,  to  see  no  houses  left.  Not  even  the  pads  are  left.  It's 
incredible . 

And  I  have  to  say  that  the  work  that  FEMA,  first  responders,  local 
government,  lav;  enforcement  is  doing  is  incredible.  You  just  saw 
Michael,  who  actually  was  about  the  only  person  in  this  area  that  rode 
it  out.

To  see  this,  personally,  it's  very  tough.  Very,  very  tough.  Total 
devastation.

THE  PRESIDENT:  So  I  met,  number  one,  as  you  know,  with  Pastor 
Brunson.  Some  of  you  were  there.  And  he  had  a  fantastic  weekend.  He's 
back  home,  and  we  love  the  fact  that  he's  back  home.  He's  with  his 
family.  And  he's  a  very  happy  man.  He  left  Turkey.  He  is  extremely 
thrilled.  And,  as  I  said,  really  yesterday  more  than  ever,  that  we  want 
to  thank  Turkey.  We  want  to  thank  President  Erdogan. 

I  just  spoke  with  the  King  of  Saudi  Arabia,  who  denies  any 
knowledge  of  what  took  place  with  regard  to,  as  he  said,  his  Saudi 
Arabian  citizen.  I've  asked  —  and  he  firmly  denied  that.  I've  asked 
Secretary  of  State  Mike  Pompeo  to  immediately  get  on  a  plane,  to  Saudi 
Arabia,  go  to  other  places  if  necessary,  which  he  probably  will.  But 
with  regards  to  this,  go  to  Turkey  if  necessary.  The  King  told  me  that 
Turkey  and  Saudi  Arabia  are  working  hand-in-hand,  very  closely,  on 
getting  to  the  bottom  of  what  happened.  So  we'll  see  what  happens.  But 
Mike  Pompeo  — 

Q  (Inaudible.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Excuse  me  —  Mike  Pompeo  is  leaving  literally 
within  an  hour  or  so.  He's  heading  to  Saudi  Arabia. 

We  are  going  to  leave  nothing  uncovered.  With  that  being  said,  the 
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King  firmly  denied  any  knowledge  of  it.  He  didn't  really  know .  Maybe  - 
-  I  don't  want  to  get  into  his  mind  --  but  it  sounded  to  me  like  maybe 
these  could  have  been  rogue  killers.  Who  knows?  We're  going  to  try 
getting  to  the  bottom  of  it  very  soon.  But  his  was  a  flat  denial. 

Q  ( Inaudible . ) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  What? 

Q  When  he  told  you  that,  did  you  trust  him  and  did  you  believe 

him? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  All  I  can  do  is  report  what  he  told  me.  And  he 
told  me  in  a  very  firm  way  that  they  had  no  knowledge  of  it.  He  said  it 
very  strongly. 

Q  Will  you  relax  sanctions  against  Turkey? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  that  was  not  part  of  the  deal.  We  had  no 
deal  with  Turkey.  We  don't  make  deal  --  any  deals  for  hostages  or 
prisoners.  But  I  will  tell  you  that  I  feel  much  differently  about 
Turkey  today  than  I  felt  about  them  two  days  ago.  I  have  a  very  good 
feeling  toward  Turkey.  Two  days  ago,  I  did  not.  So  that  helped. 

Q  Mr.  President,  who  else  could  it  be  besides  Saudi  Arabia? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  don't  know.  We're  going  to  try  to  getting  to  the 
bottom  of  it.  I  can  only  tell  you  that  his  denial  to  me  is  --  just  one 
very,  you  know,  relatively  fast  phone  call.  Probably  lasted  20 
minutes.  His  denial  to  me  could  not  have  been  stronger  that  he  had  no 
knowledge.  And  it  sounded  like  he,  and  also  the  Crown  Prince,  had  no 
knowledge . 

Q  What  did  you  tell  him  about  what  the  cost  would  be  if  it's 
Saudi  Arabia? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  didn't  talk  about  that.  We  didn't  talk  about 
that.  I  did  say  this  is  very  important.  The  world  is  watching.  The 
world  is  talking.  And  this  is  very  important  to  get  to  the  bottom  of 
it.  And  I  think  he  understands  that  very  well. 

He  did  say,  very  strongly, .that  he's  dealing  with  Turkey;  that 
they've  come  to  an  agreement,  that  they're  investigating  it 
together.  And  I  think  that's  a  good  thing. 

Q  Mr.  President,  what  is  your  reaction  to  Senator  Elizabeth 
Warren  releasing  the  results  of  her  DNA  test? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  I  have  no  ~~  who  cares? 
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Q  Mr.  President,  you  said  you  — 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Who  cares? 

Q  Mr.  President,  you  said  you  said  you  would  donate  $1  million 
to  charity  (inaudible) . 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  didn't  say  that.  You  better  read  it  again. 

Q.  (Inaudible . ) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Say  it?  Sorry,  you  have  a  helicopter  roaring  in 
the  background.  Go  ahead. 

Q  (Inaudible)  any  theory  of  who  may  have  done  it  if  it  wasn't 

them? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  not  a  theory,  but  the  denial  was  very,  very 
strong.  It  wasn't  like  there  was  a  question  and  it's  (inaudible) .  The 
denial  was  very,  very  strong. 

Q  Do  you  think  Elizabeth  Warren  will  run  for  President?  Do  you 
see  her  (inaudible) ? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  hope  she's  running  for  President ,'  because  I  think 
she'd  be  very  easy.  I  hope  that  she  is  running.  I  do  not  think  she'd 
be  difficult  at  all.  She'll  destroy  the  country.  She'll  make  our 
country  into  Venezuela. 

With  that  being  said,  I  don't  want  to  say  bad  things  about  her, 
because  I  hope  she  would  be  one  of  the  people  that  would  get  through  the 
process.  It's  going  to  be  a  long  process  for  the  Democrats. 

Q  What  is  your  reaction  to  Sears  going  bankrupt? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  It's  a  shame.  So  Sears,  Roebuck,  when  I  was 
growing  up,  was  the  big  deal.  And  it's  very  sad  what  happened.  Very, 
very  sad.  When  you  look  at  that  whole  filing  that  they  did  last  night, 
to  me  it’s  very  sad.  Somebody  that  is  of  my  generation  --  Sears, 

Roebuck  was  a  big  deal,  so  it's  very  sad  to  see. 

And  I  will  say,  with  that  being  said,  I  would  imagine  some  of  those 
great  sites  that  Sears  has  —  they  really  have  some  great  sites  —  will 
be  put  to  good  use.  It  will  be  a  lot  of  jobs.  Sears  has  been  dying  for 
many  years.  It's  been  obviously  improperly  run  for  many  years,  and  it's 
a  shame . 

Q  Why  take  the  arms  deal  off  the  table  with  Saudi  Arabia? 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  I'm  not  taking  anything  off  the  table.  No,  we're 
going  to  try  and  find  out.  I'm  just  explaining  --  -- 

Q  (Inaudible.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  no  look  —  I'm  just  explaining,  very  easily,  I 
think,  what  was  told  to  me  a  half  an  hour  ago.  And  the  denial  was  not 
only  a  denial,  it  was  a  very  firm  denial.  So  we  will  check  it  all 
out.  We'll  get  to  the  bottom  of  it,  okay? 

Q  (Inaudible)  North  Korea? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  North  Korea  is  coming  along  very 
well.  Relationships  are  very  good.  I  think  a  lot  of  good  things  will 
happen.  It's  complicated.  You  know,  we've  done  things  in  three  or  four 
months  that  nobody  has  done  in  70  years.  But  I  think  North  Korea  is 
coming  along  very  well. 

Thank  you.  I'll  see  you  in  Florida.  Thank  you.

Today,  President  Donald  J.  Trump  declared  that  a  major  disaster  exists  in  tire  State  of  Georgia  and  ordered 
Federal  aid  to  supplement  State,  tribal,  and  local  recovery  efforts  in  tire  areas  affected  by  Hurricane  Michael 
beginning  on  October  9, 2018,  and  continuing. 

The  President’s  action  makes  Federal  funding  available  to  affected  individuals  in  the  comities  of  Baker, 
Decatur,  Dougherty,  Early,  Miller,  and  Seminole. 

Assistance  can  include  gi  ants  for  temporaiy  housing  and  home  repairs,  low-cost  loans  to  cover  uninsured 
property  losses,  and  other  programs  to  help  individuals  and  business  owners  recover  from  die  effects  of  die 
disaster. 

Federal  funding  also  is  available  to  State,  tribal,  and  eligible  local  governments  and  certain  private  nonprofit 
organizations  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  for  emergency  work  in  the  counties  of  Baker,  Bleckley,  Burke,  Calhoun, 
Colquitt,  Crisp,  Decatur,  Dodge,  Dooly,  Dougherty,  Early,  Emanuel,  Grady,  Houston,  Jefferson,  Jenkins, 
Johnson,  Laurens,  Lee,  Macon,  Miller,  Mitchell,  Pulaski,  Seminole,  Sumter,  Terrell,  Thomas, 

Treutlen,  Txmier,  Wilcox,  and  Worth. 

Federal  binding  is  also  available  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  for  hazard  mitigation  measures  statewide. 

Brock  Long  Administr  ator,  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA),  Department  of  Homeland 
Security,  named  Manny  J.  Toro  as  the  Federal  Coordinating  Officer  for  Federal  recovery  operations  in  die 
affected  areas. 

Additional  designations  may  be  made  at  a  later  date  if  requested  by  die  State  and  warranted  by  the  results  of 
furdier  damage  assessments. 

Residents  and  business  owners  who  sustained  losses  in  die  designated  counties  can  begin  applying  for 
assistance  tomorrow  by  registering  online  at  http : /  / w ww.DisasterAssistance.gov  or  by  calling  1-800-621- 
FEMA(3362)  or  1-800-462-7585  (TTY)  for  the  hearing  and  speech  impaired.

Today,  President  Donald  J.  Trump  made  additional  disaster  assistance  available  to  die  State  of  Florida  by 
audiorizing  an  increase  in  the  level  of  Federal  funding  for  debris  removal  and  emergency  protective 
measures,  including  direct  Federal  assistance,  undertaken  in  the  State  of  Florida  as  a  result  of  Hurricane 
Michael  beginning  on  October  7, 2018,  and  continuing. 

Under  the  President's  major  disaster  declaration  issued  for  the  State  of  Florida  on  October  11, 2018,  Federal 
funding  was  made  available  for  Public  Assistance  at  75  percent  Federal  funding  of  total  eligible  costs. 

Today,  President  Trump  audiorized  a  limited  period  of  100  percent  Federal  cost  share  for  debris  removal, 
including  direct  Federal  assistance,  for  a  120  hour  (5  day)  continuous  period  of  the  State  of  Florida's  choosing, 
and  then  a  75  percent  Federal  cost  share  thereafter;  and  a  limited  period  of  100  percent  Federal  cost  share  for 
emergency  protective  measures,  including  direct  Federal  assistance,  for  a  120  hour  (5  day)  continuous  period 
of  the  State  of  Florida's  choosing,  and  then  a  75  percent  Federal  cost  share  thereafter.

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  thank  you  very  much,  everybody.  This  has 
been  a  long  journey.  But  for  Andrew,  it’s  been  a  very  interesting 
day.  Because  as  you  probably  heard,  I  said  a  little  bit  earlier,  from  a 
Turkish  prison  to  the  White  House  in  24  hours.  That’s  not 
bad.  (Applause.)  Actually  — 


And  I  want  to  start  by  saying  that  Norine  was  unbelievable.  She 
was  calling  and  calling.  She  definitely  loves  you  --  let  me  put  it  that 
way.  (Laughter.)  But  she  was  calling  and  she  wanted  you  out. 
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PASTOR  BRUNSON:  Yes. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  And  she  was  not  playing  games.  Right?  And  we're 
very  proud  of  you,  Norine.  Thank  you  very  much. 


And  you  are  very,  very  special  to  all  of  us .  And,  you  know,  we 
have  some  of  our  great  leaders  right  here.  You  know  James.  You  know 
Cindy.  You  know  Richard.  You  know  Thom.  You  know  Patrick.  You  know 
Mark.  And  all  of  these  people,  and  right  back  here.  A  whole  group  of 
people.  They  fought  so  hard  for  you.  They  wanted  you  out. 


And  again,  we 1 ve  been  negotiating  long  and  hard.  We  do  not  pay 
ransom  in  this  country,  at  least  any  longer.  We  won't  pay 
ransom.  Otherwise  you  have  big  problems,  and  lots  of  things  will 
happen.  Lots  of  bad  things  will  happen. 


But  I  still  --  I  want  to  thank  President  Erdogan.  We've  been 
dealing.  And  we  actually  --  until  this,  we  had  a  very  good 
relationship.  I  was  actually  very  surprised  that  we  didn't  work  this 
out  a  couple  of  months  ago.  But  it  started  in  a  different 
administration,  and  they  were  not  going  to  work  out  anything.  And  we 
took  it  over,  we  inherited  it.  And  we  have,  I  think  at  this  moment, 
gotten  19  different  people  out  of  various  countries  that  were  being 
held. 


Chairman  Kim  was  really  great  to  us .  I  think  that  started  the 
relationship  that  we  have  now  in  North  Korea,  with  three  hostages,  as 
you  know.  Egypt  —  we  had  Aya .  Aya  was,  they  said,  a  spy.  She  was 
sentenced  to  25  years.  They  told  President  Obama,  "We  will  not  let  her 
out  under  any  circumstances."  And  they  told  me,  "She'll  be  in  the  Oval 
Office  in  24  hours."  We  all  know  that.  You  guys  worked  on  that  one 
too.  And  many  others.  Many  others. 


So  I  just  want  to  congratulate  you,  because  you  have  galvanized 
this  country.  I  mean,  you  just  take  a  look  this  --  there's  so  much 
interest.  And  it's  your  faith,  it's  your  strength,  what  you've  gone 
through.  I  know  what  you've  gone  through.  And  I  also  know  that,  a 
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period  of  time  ago,  we  were  able  to  get  you  from  prison  to  the  house. 


And  again,  I  do  have  to  say,  it's  not  an  easy  situation  for  Turkey 
either.  They  had  a  lot  of  difficult  situations  going  on,  and  I  do  want 
to  thank  President  Erdogan  for  making  this  possible.  You  understand 
what  I  mean  by  that . 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  Yes. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  It  wasn't  easy.  And  wasn't  easy  for  him. 


Most  importantly,  I  want  to  congratulate  you  and  your  family.  I'd 
love  to  —  say  a  few  words.  You  may  want  to  thank  all  of  these  great 
leaders,  because  they  were  really  calling  me  a  lot.  (Laughter.)  They 
called  me  too  much.  I  said,  "Okay,  I  know,  we're  working  on 
it."  Right?  But  they  are  terrific  fans  of  yours.  And  right  now,  the 
whole  world  is  a  fan  of  yours.  The  whole  world  is  your  fan  and  your 
family's  fan. 


So  maybe  you  can  say  a  few  words.  Introduce  your  family.  And  it's 
a  great  honor  to  have  you  back  home. 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  Thank  you,  sir. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  very  much. 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  This  is  my  daughter  Jacqueline,  my  son 
Blaise.  Jacqueline's  husband,  Kevin.  And  my  oldest  son,  Jordan.  And 
this  is  Neil,  who's  Norine's  brother.  Of  course,  Norine  is  my  wife. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  That's  for  sure.  (Laughter.) 
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PASTOR  BRUNSON:  And  we  especially  want  to  thank  the 
administration.  You  really  fought  for  us,  unusually  .  so .  From  the  time 
you  took  office,  I  know  that  you've  been  engaged,  and  Secretary  of  State 
Pornpeo  also  was  very  engaged  and  fought  for  us.  And  Vice  President 
Pence,  we're  very  grateful.  Mr.  Bolton. 


There  are  a  number  of  people  in  the  Senate.  And  I  can't  mention 
everyone,  but  I  know  that  Senator  Tillis  visited  me  in  prison,  and  so 
did  Senator  Shaheen  and  Senator  Graham.  And  Senator  Lankford  has  been 
involved  from  the  very  beginning. 


So,  we're  so  grateful  to  so  many  people  in  the  Congress  who  stood 
with  us  and  who  prayed  for  us,  and  who  fought  for  us. 


So  we  want  to  thank  you  all  very  much. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  And  I  do  have  to  say  we  did  leave  out  many  people 
in  the  Senate,  many  people  in  the  House.  You  know  that,  Patrick.  Many 
people  have  been  left  out.  And  we  just  can't  go  through  all  of  the 
names,  but  it  was  everybody  that  wanted  this  to  happen.  It  was  really 
everybody.  The  complete  Senate.  I  think  we  can  probably  say,  Richard, 
this  was  bipartisan.  Do  you  agree? 


SENATOR  BURR:  Yes,  sir. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  This  wasn't  just  Republican,  right?  But  honestly, 
I  think  if  there  was  ever  a  bipartisan  event,  this  was  it. 


And  I  do  have  to  thank  Vice  President  Pence.  He's  doing  a  terrific 
job.  He  felt  very,  very  strongly  about  this.  And  Secretary  of  State 
Pornpeo,  I  would  say  we  spoke  about  this  at  least  once  a  day.

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  thought  we  had  it  done  two  months 
ago.  Sometimes  it  doesn't  always  work  out,  but  that’s  —  I  can  only 
tell  you  that’s  better  than  anybody  else  could  have  done.

I 
won’t  ask  you  whether  or  not  you're  going  back  to 
Turkey.  (Laughter.)  I  won't  ask  that  question. 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  We  do  love  Turkey.  We  were  there  for  25  years, 
and  we  love  the  Turkish  people. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Great.  That’s  very  nice. 


MRS.  BRUNSON:  We  pray  for  their  (inaudible). 


THE  PRESIDENT:  That’s  very  nice. 


MRS.  BRUNSON:  That's  sincere.  It's  very  sincere. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  That’s  very  nice.  And  I  know  you  do  love  the 
Turkish  people.  They're  great  people.  I  know  that.  They're  great 
people . 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  We  would  like  to  pray  for  you.  We  pray  for  you 
often  as  a  family.  My  wife  and  I  pray  for  you. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you.  Well,  I  need  it  probably  more  than 
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anybody  in  this  room.  (Laughter.)  So  I  would  —  that  would  be  very 
nice.  Thank  you. 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  Can  we  pray  for  you  now? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Yes.  Thank  you  very  much. 


(Pastor  Brunson  and  Mrs.  Brunson  give  a  prayer.) 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  very  much.  Could  I  ask  you  one 
question?  Who  did  you  vote  for?  (Laughter.) 


MRS.  BRUNSON:  You. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  knew  the  answer.  I  knew  the  answer. 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  I  would  like  to  say  I  sent  in  an  absentee  ballot 
from  prison.  (Laughter  and  applause.) 


THE  PRESIDENT:  It's  a  little  unfair.  I  knew  the  answer.  I  would 

never  do  that  to  myself.  That  could  be  too  tough. 


Listen,  congratulations. 


MRS.  BRUNSON:  Thank  you  so  much. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you.  Great  parents.  And  fantastic 
children.  They  were  so  with  you. 
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PASTOR  BRUNSON:'  Thank  you. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  And  it  is  an  honor.  Well  done. 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  Thank  you  very  much . 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  very  much.  We  appreciate.  Thank  you. 


And  again,  to  President  Erdogan,  thank  you  very  much.  To  the 
people  of  Turkey,  thank  you  very  much.  I  think  this  will  be  a  big  step 
in  our  relationship.  We  have  had  a  very  harsh  relationship  over  the 
past  number  of  months  because  of  what  was  happening.  And  I'm  not  going 
to  blame  fault.  I'm  not  going  to  say  anything.  I'm  just  saying  this  is 
a  tremendous  step  toward  having  the  kind  of  relationship  with  Turkey  — 
which  can  be  a  great  relationship  —  that  I  know  we ' re  going  to  have. 


So  thank  you  very  much.  And,  President,  thank  you  very  much. 


Does  anybody  have  any  questions?  Would  you  like  to  have  — 


Q  Pastor  Brunson,  can  you  tell  us  a  little  bit  about  what  your 
next  plans  are?  What  do  you  plan  on  doing  now  that  you're  back  safely? 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  We  want  to  spend  time  with  our  children 
especially,  and  then  take  some  time  to  pray  and  see  what  God  wants  for 
the  next  part  of  our  lives. 


Q  Would  you  be  willing  to  discuss  what  your  treatment  was  like 
while  you  were  over  there?  What  was  your  experience  in  general  while 
you  were  detained? 
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PASTOR  BRUNSON:  I  think  we'll  do  that  in  the  future.  We  will 
probably  be  doing  some  interviews .  Right  now,  we  j ust  want  to 
especially  —  this  is  a  time  to  thank  the  administration  and  people  in 
government  who  supported  us .  And  that ' s  especially  what  we  want  to 
emphasize,  is  our  gratefulness,  to  say  we  love  this  country. 


Last  night,  we  arrived  in  Germany  on  a  plane  that  President  Trump 
sent  to  take  us  from  Turkey.  And  the  Ambassador  to  Germany  met  us  there 
at  1:30  in  the  morning.  I  couldn't  believe  it.  And  he  had  an  American 
flag  to  give  us  that  had  flown  over  there  and  was  in  Berlin.  And  I  took 
it  and  I  very  naturally  just  —  I  kissed  it.  I  love  this  country,  and 
we  pray  for  this  country. 


Phil? 


Q  Mr.  President,  I  have  a  question  for  you,  sir.  What  do  you 
owe  the  timing  of  Pastor  Brunson's  release?  And  do  you  think  the 
disappearance  and  possible  murder  of  Jamal  Khashoggi  has  anything  to  do 
with  the  timing  of  this? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  The  timing  is  a  strict  coincidence;  it  really 
is.  It's  —  I've  heard  a  couple  of  people  say,  wow,  that's  pretty 
tricky;  could  there  be  anything  to  it.  No.  Actually,  Phil,  no.  It's  a 
total  coincidence.  It's  interesting.  A  lot  of  things  happening  in  a 
certain  part  of  the  world.  You  know  that.  You  know  what  else  is  going 
on.  But  there  are  probably  things  beyond  that.  But,  no,  it's  a  strict 
coincidence,  Phil. 


Q  And  I  know  we're  here  to  celebrate  Pastor  Brunson.  But  if  I 
could  just  follow  up  on  something  you  said  on  "60  Minutes." 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  have  a  feeling  know  what  it's  going  to  be. 


Q  Well,  you  suggested,  sir,  that  there  could  be  serious 
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repercussions 


THE  PRESIDENT:  That's  right. 


Q  —  for  Saudi  Arabia,  if  the  U.S.  determines  that  they  killed 
Jamal  Khashoggi.  What  do  have  in  mind?  What  sort  of 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  we'll  be  sitting  together  with  all  of  the 
folks  here,  and  a  lot  more.  And  we'll  have  to  make  a  determination.  I 
do  think  this:  That  I  worked  very  hard  to  get  the  order  for  the 
military.  It's  $110  billion.  I  believe  it's  the  largest  order  ever 
made.  It's  450,000  jobs.  It's  the  best  equipment  in  the  world.  But  if 
they  don't  buy  it  from  us,  they're  going  to  buy  it  from  Russia  or 
they're  going  to  buy  it  from  China,  or  they're  going  to  buy  it  from 
other  countries. 


But  Russia  and  China  wanted  it  very  badly.  I  got  100  percent 
almost  100  percent  of  their  order.  And  I  would  from  the  standpoint 
of  jobs,  economic  development,  a  lot  of  other  reasons,  I  would  like  to 
do  something  where  we  could  maybe  look  at  other  things  I  will  tell 
the  senators  —  because  that’s  a  tremendous  order  for  our 
companies.  It's  a  tremendous  order  for  really,  from  an  economic 
development  standpoint.  You  look  at  --  Texas  has  a  big  chunk  of 
it.  Almost  all  of  our  states  are  involved  in  that  order. 


So  I  actually  think  we'd  be  punishing  ourselves  if  we  did 
that.  There  are  other  things  we  can  do  that  are  very,  very  powerful, 
very  strong.  And  we'll  do  that. 


Now,  as  of  this  moment,  nobody  knows  what  happened.  As  of  this 
moment.  We're  looking  into  it  very  seriously.  Turkey  is  looking  into 
it  at  a  very  high  level  —  at  the  highest  level .  And  so  is  Saudi 
Arabia.  I  mean, .they're  going  to  get  back,  and  they  have  been  getting 
back.  And  I  know  Mike  has  been  dealing  with  them.  John  has  been 
dealing  with  them. 


But  in  terms  of  the  order  of  $110  billion  —  think  of  that  --  $110 
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billion  --  all  they're  going  to  do  is  give  it  to  other  countries.  And  I 
think  that  would  be  very  foolish  for  our  country.  But  there  are  other 
things  we  can  do  that  will  be  very  severe. 


Q  What's  an  example  of  something  you  could  do? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  there  are  many  things  we  can  do.'  Would  you 
like  to  speak  up  about  that?  James,  do  you  have  any 

suggestions?  There  are  many,  many  things.  I  don't  know  if  you  want  to 
--  you  know,  I  don't  want  to  put  you  on  the  spot,  but  if  you  guys  would 
like  to  tell  them  some  of  the  many  things  we  can  do.  There's  a  big 
list . 


SENATOR  LANKFORD:  Yeah,  there's  a  big  list.  Obviously,  we  have  a 
longstanding  partnership  with  Saudi  Arabia  in  a  lot  of  areas.  My  first 
preference  though  is  not  talk  about  what  we  would  do.  Let's  find  out 
what  did  happen  first. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  That's* a  very  good  idea. 


SENATOR  LANKFORD:  And  I  think  the  key  thing  is,  he's  still  --  his 
fiancee  is  still  waiting  to  be  able  to  find  out  what  happens.  And 
there's  a  lot  of  speculation.  But  until  we  know,  I  hate  to  take  the 
next  step  on  it,  and  just  to  be  able  to  see. 


Q  Mr.  President,  would  you  meet  with  the  family  in  the  Oval 
Office? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Yes,  I  would.  In  fact,  we've  invited  his 
fiancee.  We've  invited  her.  S.o  —  she  actually  wrote  a  letter  to 
myself  and  the  First  Lady.  And  —  beautiful  letter.  And  we  have 
invited  her,  and  I  believe  they're  working  it  out,  where  she'll  be 
coming.  I  mean,  I'd  love  to  have  her.  Great  news,  where  it  wouldn't 
even  be  necessary.  But  at  this  point,  it's  looking  like  —  it's  looking 
like  he  perhaps  won't  be  or  isn't  around.  And  that's  very  sad.  I  think 
we  would  have  known  by  now.  That  was  our  first  hope;  our  first  hope  was 
that  he  was  not  killed.  But  maybe  that's  not  looking  --  it's  not 
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looking  too  good,  right?  From  what  we're  hearing. 


SENATOR  LANKFORD:  A  lot  still  to  learn,  I  think,  Mr.  President. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  But  there's  a  lot  to  learn.  There  really 
is.  Okay? 


Q  Mr.  President,  what  about  the  others  imprisoned  in 
Turkey?  The  other  U.S.  citizens  --  three  employees  of  U.S.  consulates 
in  Turkey.  What  efforts  are  being  made  to  -- 


THE  PRESIDENT:  We're  working  —  as  you  speak,  we  are  working  on 
that.  And,  by  the  way,  other  people  that  are  in  prisons  in  other 
countries,  other  than  Turkey  --  we  have  other  people  that  have  been 
there  for  many  years.  We've  done  very  well.  We  actually  have  at  least 
18.  And  the  18  were  people  that  they  said  would  never,  ever  be 
freed.  And,  by  the  way,  Pastor  Brunson  was  one  of  them.  We  were 
talking  before.  How  many  years  was  it?  You  can  say  the  number  you  told 
me.  It ' s  a  very  scary  number. 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  Well,  they  wanted  35  years. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  They  wanted  him  in  jail  for  35  years. 


So,  you  know,  we  have  many  people  throughout  the  world,  in  other 
countries,  and  we  are  working  very  hard.  This  group  —  all  of  this 
group  --  we're  working  very  hard  to  take  care  of  that  situation. 


Q  Mr.  President,  is  there  a  red  line  in  terms  of  Saudi  behavior 
that  would  cause  you  to  reconsider  that  proposed  arms  sales? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  We're  going  to  just  see  what  happened.  We  have  to 
see  what  happened.  As  James  said,  it 1 s  really  best  to  --  let' s 
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determine  what  happened  first.  There's  plenty  of  things  we  can  do  that 
are  very  tough.  Let's  see  what  happened  first. 


Q  Have  you  seen  the  video  or  audio  recordings? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  have  not.  Have  you  seen  the  video? 


SECRETARY  POMPEO:  Mr.  President,  I  have  not  seen  it. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  mean.  I’ve  heard  —  we've  all  heard  a  lot  about 
the  audio.  Nobody  has  seen  it  yet.  So  we  do  want  to  see  it.  I  guess 
it's  a  combination  of  seeing  it  and  hearing  it.  And  maybe  a  lot  can  be 


Q  And  have  you  asked  (inaudible)? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Yes,  we're  going  to  be  seeing  it  very  soon. 


Q  Have  you  spoken  (inaudible) ? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  I  haven't.  I  haven't  spoken. 


Q  Do  you  plan  on  it? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  mean,  I’ve  spoken  to  him  many  times  about  this, 
but  I  haven't  called  him  yet,  I  will  be.  I  will  be.  And  I  will  be 
also  calling  King  Salman  of  Saudi  Arabia,  because  I  think  it's 
appropriate  for  me  to  ask  him  what  is  going  on. 
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Q  Do  you  have  any  idea  when  that  call  might  take  place,  sir? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Probably  tonight  or  tomorrow. 


Go  ahead. 


Q  Pastor  Brunson,  do  you  plan  to  stay  in  the  U.S.  now? 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  For  a  time.  We  don't  know  what's  ahead  of  us. 


I  would  like  to  say  something.  Someone  asked  before  about  other 
American  prisoners  in  Turkey.  And  I  know  that  from  dealing  with  the 
consulate  there  —  and  they've  been  very  involved  with  us,  excellent 
consulate  staff  there;  and  Martin  Thomen  is  here  —  that  they  weren't 
only  engaging  for  me;  that  they're  engaging  for  everyone  there. 


So,  as  --  I  know  this  just  from  talking  with  the  consulate  staff 
when  they  would  come  to  visit  me  in  prison  that  they  were  involved  very 
much  in  advocating  for  the  other  prisoners  there. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  And  I  have  to  say,  with  respect  to  Turkey  or  Saudi 
Arabia,  when  you  look  at  what's  going  on  in  Iran  and  other  places,  it's 
really  bad.  It  is  really  bad.  There  are  a  lot  of  bad  things  going  on 
in  that  part  of  the  world.  And  frankly,  in  other  parts  of  the  world 
also . 


Any  other  questions? 


Q  Mr.  President,  what  did  you  do  different  than  other 
administrations?  You  talked  about  the  19  people  that  you've  seen  — 
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Americans  held  abroad  that  you've  seen  released.  What  did  you  do 
differently  than  previous  administrations? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  they're  tending  not  to  take  them  — 


Q  And  you  said  you  made  no  deals,  so  -- 


THE  PRESIDENT:  They  are  tending  not  to  take  them  out  of  our 
administration.  And  that's  good.  I  like  that.  And  I  think  I  could 
tell  you  why,  but  I  won't. 


But  they  tend  not  to  take  them  out  of  our  administration.  And  you 
know  what?  It's  going  to  stay  that  way,  okay? 


Q  Mr.  President,  did  you  (inaudible)  last  night? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  What? 


Q  Did  you  watch  the  interview  with  the  First  Lady  on  ABC  last 
night? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  did. 


Q  What  did  you  think? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  thought  she  was  fantastic.  I  thought  the  First 
Lady  was  fantastic  last  night.  I  hope  I  do  as  well  on  "60  Minutes" 
tomorrow  night.  (Laughter.)  I  doubt  I  will,  but  that's  okay. 
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Q  Mr.  President,  will  you  still  be  sending  Treasury  Secretary 
Mnuchin  to  the  conference  in  Riyadh  later  this  month? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  What  do  you  think  about  that? 


SECRETARY  POMPEO:  I  think  we  need  to  continue  to  evaluate  the 
facts  and  we'll  make  that  decision.  As  I  talked  with  Secretary  Mnuchin 
about  it  last  night,  we'll  be  taking  a  look  at  it  through  the  rest  of 
the  week. 


Q  Mr.  President,  now  that  the  Pastor  has  been  released,  what  is 
the  future  for  U.S.  sanctions  on  Turkey? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  we  were  very  tough  on  Turkey,  and  we'll  take 
a  look.  There  was  absolutely  no  deal  made.  Frankly,  the  only  deal,  if 
you  can  call  it  a  deal,  is  a  psychological  one.  We  feel  much  different 
about  Turkey  today  than  we  did  yesterday.  And  I  think  we  have  a  chance 
of  really  becoming  much  closer  to  Turkey,  and  maybe  even  having  a  very, 
very  good  relationship.  We  know  the  people.  And  as  the  Pastor  said, 
these  are  incredible  people.  The  people  of  Turkey  are  incredible 
people.  And  I  think  we  have  a  chance  now  to  really  have  a  great 
relationship  with  Turkey.  I  hope  that  happens.  Okay? 


Thank  you.  Richard,  do  you  have  anything  to  say?  I’d  like  to 
maybe  —  you  and  Thom,  you  worked  so  hard.  Richard  Burr? 


SENATOR  BURR:  Well,  we  welcome  the  Pastor  back  to  North 
Carolina.  He's  been  missed.  But  his  work  in  Turkey,  like  everywhere 
else  in  the  world,  to  spread  the  word  of  Jesus  Christ  is  absolutely 
crucial  and  it's  a  foundational  thing  about  this  country,  the  United 
States.  And  I  think  that's  why  we  love  it  so  much.  Welcome  home. 
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PASTOR  BRUNSON:  Carolina  Blue.  (Laughter.) 


SENATOR  BURR:  That's  right. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  That's  right.  Thom? 


SENATOR  TILLIS:  Pastor  Brunson,  you  mentioned  the  State  team.  I 
just  want  to  echo  that  the  folks  on  the  ground  in  Turkey,  the  two  times 
that  I  was  there,  were  amazing  to  work  with.  And  they  deserve  a  lot  of 
credit.  You  know  how  many  times  they've  met  with  you  in  the  prison,  and 
ow  much  time  they've  spent  with  Norine.  And  we're  very  proud  of 
them.  They’ve  done  an  extraordinary  job.  (Applause.) 


PASTOR  BRUNSON:  Martin  visited  many  times. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  In  fact,  doesn't  speak  good  English 
anymore.  (Laughter.)  He  forgot  English.  You  spent  a  lot  of  time  over 
there.  Fantastic. 


MR.  THOMEN :  Thank  you,  sir. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Great  job.  Patrick? 


REPRESENATIVE  MCHENRY:  What  a  special  guy.  What  a  special  man  of 
Christ.  When  he  comes  to  the  Oval  Office  and  instead  of  saying  "thank 
you"  just  for  your  prayers,  he  says,  "Let  me  pray  for  you,  Mr. 
President."  What  a  special  statement.  And  what  a  special  statement 
about  what  you've  done  personally. 


As  a  delegation  in  North  Carolina,  we've  worked  on  this  release  for 
a  very  long  time.  But  things  changed  when  this  administration  came 
in.  And  the  direct  involvement  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the 
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direct  involvement  of  you,  Mr.  President,  and  the  Vice  President,  has 
made  all  the  difference.  We're  so  grateful  to  see  the  happy  family  all 
back  together  once  again. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you,  Patrick.  That's  very  nice,  Mark? 


REPRESENTATIVE  MEADOWS:  Yeah.  Pastor,  welcome  home.  But  I  think 
the  other  thing  is,  you  had  dozens  and  dozens  of  advocates.  You  had  one 
champion  in  the  President  of  the  United  States.  But  he  was  the  answer 
to  millions  of  prayers  that  went  up  on  your  behalf  and  the  behalf  of 
your  family.

To 
both.  There  was  a  transition  time,  but  both  of  them  were  just  so 
wonderful.  And  we  just  want  to  acknowledge  them  publicly. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  You  know  what?  Before  James  goes  —  and  you  know 
how  James  has  fought  for  you  --  I'd  like  you  maybe  to  say  something  on 
behalf  of  your  husband  and  how  great  he  —  the  bravery  that  he 
showed.  Because  you  know  exactly  what  was  going  on.  You  s aw  it  better 
than  anybody. 


MRS.  BRUNSON:  It  was  hard  for  him.  And  really,  the  Lord  pulled 
him  through.  Yeah.  Yeah.  I  think  it  was  a  great  testimony  in 
Turkey.  We  would  like  people  to  know  who  we  really  are  there.  That  we 
really  are  there  to  bless  the  country.  That's  our  desire. 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  for  your  bravery  and  everything  else. 


How  about  you? 


MRS.  FURNARI:  I  just  want  to  say  thank  you  for  all  of  your 
involvement.  I  don't  think  that  we'd  be  sitting  here  right  now.  I 
don't  think  that  I'd  be  seeing  my  parents  right  now  if  it  were  not  for 
your  involvement  and  your  strong  stance.  So  thank  you. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  appreciate  it.  Thank  you  very  much. 


MRS.  BRUNSON:  She  was  the  face  of  the  family. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  She  was. 


MRS.  BRUNSON:  She  was. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  She's  become  very  famous. 


(Laughter . ) 


Go  ahead. 


MR.  BRUNSON:  I  just  wanted  to  say  thank  you  for  everything  that 
you've  done.  I  know  you  and  the  Vice  President  have  worked  really  hard, 
and  all  of  these  people.  And  it  was  really  hard,  like, . my  dad  being 
gone.  So  thank  you  for  bringing  him  back.  It  was  definitely  amazing. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  you've  got  great  parents.  And  it's 
terrific.  It's  our  honor.

And,  James,  maybe  we'll  close  it  out  with  you?  I'll  just  say,  on 
behalf  of  the  Vice  President,  we  are  so  happy,  so  thrilled.

And  I  look  forward  to  hearing 
your  stories  about  driving  through  drive-throughs  and  getting  a 
hamburger  --  (laughter)  --  and  about  going  to  just  hang  out  and  going  to 
your  own  church,  and  just  being  able  to  relax  and  to  be  able  to  be  with 
family. 


And  we' re  all  looking  forward  to  those  days  of  you  all  not  having 
to  be  on  the  front  page  of  a  paper  and  just  being  back  to  being 
Americans  again.  And  be  able  to  do  this.  So,  welcome  home .-

Q  Mr.  President,  should  the  Saudis  have  reason  to  fear  your 
response? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  hope  not.  We're  going  to  find  out  what 
happened.  We're  looking  very  hard.  We  have  a  lot  of  very  good  people 
on  it.  So  does  Turkey,  so  does  Saudi  Arabia.  We're  going  to  find  out 
what  happened.  And  you  will  be  the  first  to  know. 

Q  Mr.  President,  there  are  reports  that  your  administration  is 
considering  a  new  family  separation  policy  at  the  border.  Do  you  think 
that  — 


THE  PRESIDENT:  We're  looking  at  everything,  Phil,  that  you  can 
look  at  when  it  comes  to  illegal  immigration.  We  have  people  that  are 
trying  to  get  into  our  country  because  of  how  well  our  country  is 
doing.  And,  you  know,  in  the  old  days,  when  the  country  wasn't  doing 
well,  it  was  a  lot  easier..  Now  everybody  wants  to  come  in.  And  they 
come  in  illegally  and  they  use  children.  In  many  cases,  the  children 
aren't  theirs.  They  grab  them  and  they  want  to  come  in  with  the 
children.  So  we  are.  We're  looking  at  a  lot  of  different  things  having 
to  do  with  illegal  immigration. 

What  should  happen  is  the  Democrats  should  pass  good  bills.  This 
is  the  same  situation  that  President  Obama  found  himself  in.  He  had 
separation,  and  people  didn't  talk  about.  The  famous  picture  from  2014 
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that  they  all  thought  was  our  picture,  that  was  a  picture  of  young 
children  in  jail  cells  that  was  during  the  Obama  Administration. 

So  we  want  to  do  whatever  we  can  do.  We  have  people  trying  to  come 
in  like  never  before.  Our  Border  Patrol,  ICE,  law  enforcement  is  doing 
an  incredible  job.  But  we're  going  to  do  whatever  we  can  do  to  get  it 
slowed  down. 

Q  Mr.  President,  do  you  think  the  original  family  separation 
policy  from  this  summer  was  effective  in  deterring  people  from  crossing 
at  the  border?  Did  it  work? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  will  say  this:  If  they  feel  there  will  be 
separation,  they  don't  come.  You  know,  if  they  feel  there's  separation, 
it's  a  —  it's  a  terrible  situation.  We  want  to  go  through  Congress, 
but  the  Democrats  don't  want  to  approve  anything.  They're 
obstructionists . 

If  they  feel  there's  separation  --  in  many  cases,  they  don't 
come.  But  also,  in  many  cases,  you  have  really  bad  people  coming  in  and 
using  children.  They're  not  their  children.  They  don't  even  know  the 
children.  They  haven't  known  the  children  for  20  minutes,  and  they  grab 
children  and  they  use  them  to  come  into  our  country.  You  got  some 
really  bad  people  out  there. 

We're  doing  an  incredible  job.  But  the  one  thing  I  will  say:  The 
country  is  doing  so  well  economically  and  every  other  way  that  more 
people  want  to  come  in  than  ever  before.  So  we  have  to  be  very  strong. 

Q  (Inaudible)  said  that  you  agree  with  her  that  families  should 
be  able  to  enter  the  country,  as  her  parents  did  and  became  U.S. 
citizens.  Do  you  agree  that  family  members  should  be  allowed  to  come 
into -the  United  States? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  do,  but  they  have  to  come  in  legally.  I  want  a 
lot  of  people  to  come  in.  Frankly,  we  need  people  coming  in,  because  I 
have  a  lot  of  companies  moving  back  in.  -  Jobs  are  coming  back  in.  You 
take  a  look  at  all  of  the  new  plants  that  are  being  built  in  the  United 
States.  We  have  a  lot  of  people  calling  me;  they  want  workers.  And  we 
want  people  to  come  into  our  country.  That's  what  people  don't 
understand  about  me.  But  they  have  to  come  in  on  a  merit  basis.  And 
that's  what  we're  working  out  with  Congress. 


Q  But  you  say  you  were  against  chain  migration.  And  the  First 
Lady  said  that  you  and  she  both  agreed  family  members  should  be  allowed 
in . 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Chain  migration  is  not  a  good  thing.  Chain 
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migration  is  bad.  If  you  take  a  look  at  the  lottery  system,  that's 
bad.  What  I  want  is  merit.  I  want  a  lot  of  people  to  come  in.  We  have 
great  car  companies  entering  our  country  again.  This  hasn't  happened 
for  35  years.  We  have  companies  like  Foxconn  going  to  Wisconsin  with  a 
massive,  massive  plant. 

We  need  people  coming  in,  but  we  want  them  to  come  in  on  a 
merit.  We  want  people  that  are  going  to  help  us.  It's  very 
important.  We  want  them  to  come  in  on  a  merit  basis. 

Q  (Inaudible)  campaigning  on  immigration  as  an  issue? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Look,  as  far  as  I'm  concerned,  as  to  whether  or  not 
it's  an  issue  —  for  those  of  you  that  didn't  hear  —  immigration  is 
always  tricky,  but  to  me  it's  not  tricky.  You  have  to  do  the  right 
thing  whether  there's  an  election  or  not. 

I'm  very  tough  at  the  borders.  We've  been  very  tough  at  the 
borders.  People  have  to  come  into  our  country  legally,  not 
illegally.  Legally.  And  I  want  them  to  come  in  on  merit. 

If  that's  a  bad  policy,  then  guess  what,  a  lot  of  bad  things  are 
going  to  happen.  But  a  lot  of  people  agree  with  me.  I  would  say  a  vast 
majority  of  our  country  agrees.  They  don't  want  criminals  coming  into 
our  country.  They  don't  want  people  that  they  don't  want  in  the  country 
that  aren't  going  to  help  us  as  a  country.  They  don't  want  these  people 
coming  in.  So  we  have  a  very  strong  policy. 

The  one  thing  that  really  has  changed  over  the  last  couple  of  years 
since  I've  been  President  —  our  country  is  doing  so  well,  even  with 
real  interest  --  not  with  false  interest  rates.  Zero  interest.  Anybody 
can  do  well  with  zero  interest.  But  our  country  is  doing  --  we're  the 
hottest  country  in  the  world,  economically,  by  far.  You  take  a  look  at 
us  compared  to  China,  compared  to  everybody  else,  we're  the  hottest 
country  in  the  world.  A  lot  of  people  are  trying  to  come  in.  Our 
border  security,  our  ICE,  our  law  enforcement  is  doing  an  incredible 
j  ob . 


Q  Mr.  President,  in  2014,  those  children  were  largely 
unaccompanied.  But  your  administration  has  actually  been  separating 
families.  Is  it  really  the  same  thing? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  You  have  children  coming  in,  and  they're  coming 
through  Mexico,  and  they  are  unaccompanied.  They  have  no  parents.  They 
may  be  back  in  the  country  that  they  came  from  —  Honduras  and  a  lot  of 
other  countries  or  they  may  not. 

But  you  have  many  people  coming  up,  many  young  children  —  I  mean, 
really  young  children  —  and  they're  pouring  in  through  Mexico.  And 
we're  taking  care  —  they  have  no  parents.  Or  their  parents  aren't  in 
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Mexico.  In  most  cases,  not  in  Mexico.  They're  from  other  parts  of  the 
world . 


It's  really  a  humanitarian  tragedy,  and  we're  taking  care  of 
it.  But  this  isn't  a  case  where  people  are  coming  up  with  children  -- 
coming  in  with  children.  People  are  grabbing  children  and  they're  using 
children  to  come  into  our  country,  in  many  cases. 

Q  Mr.  President,  one  more  question  about  Saudi  Arabia 
(inaudible)  didn't  get  to  in  the  Oval  Office.  You've  talked  a  lot  about 
your  good  relationship  with  King  Salman.  That  was  your  first  trip,  your 
first  foreign  trip  in  May  of  2017.  The  red  carpet,  the  fighter  jets, 
the  (inaudible)  ~~  all  of  that.  Are  you  considering  —  reconsidering 
the  relationship  with  Saudi  Arabia?  Are  they  as  good  a  partner  now, 
given  what  they  might  have  done? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  have  to  see  what  happens.  I  mean,  you 
know,  a  lot  of  work  is  being  done  right  now,  I  have  to  see. 

Now,  one  of  the  reasons  it  was  my  first  pick  is,  if  you  remember, 
it  was  $110  billion  of  military  that  they  were  going  to  buy,  but  they 
were  going  to  invest  $450  billion  in  our  country  through  the 
companies.  I  think  you  were  there.  And  all  of  these  --  Raytheon,  and 
General  Electric,  and  General  Motors  --  they  were  there  getting 
contracts  for  $25  billion,  $30  billion,  $40  billion.  Nobody  has  ever 
seen  anything  like  it.  So  when  you  say  that  was  my  first  country,  that 
was  my  first  country  because  no  other  country  is  going  to  be  investing 
$450  billion.  $110  billion  in  the  military.  It's  a  lot  of  money. 

Q  (Inaudible)  China  is  ready  to  negotiate  again?  China. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  China  wants  to  make  a  deal.  China  would  love  to 
make  a  deal.  I  don't  think  they're  ready  yet. 

Q  Why  aren't  they  ready  yet?  How  will  you  know  when  they're 
ready? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  just  don't  think  they're  ready  yet.  They've  made 
too  much  money  for  too  long.  What  they've  done  to  our  country  is  take 
out  anywhere  from  $300  billion  to  $500  billion  a  year.  Rebuilt 
China.  I  have  great  respect  for  China  and  for  President  Xi  in 
particular.  We'll  probably  make  a  deal,  but  I  don't  think  they're 
ready.  They  want  to.  make  a  deal.  They  are  not  doing  well.  If  you  look 
at  their  economy,  the  Chinese  economy  is  not  doing  well.  And  we ' re 
doing  very  well.  We're  doing  better  than  we ' ve  ever  done. 

But  I  told  them  a  week  ago  —  they  want  to  come  in,  they  want  to 
make  a  deal  --  I  said,  you're  not  ready  to  make  a  deal. 

Q  Will  Pay  Cipollone  be  the  next  White  House  Counsel? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  haven't  named  the  new  White  House  Counsel.  But 
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over  a  short  period  of  time  I  will. 


Q  Is  he  at  the  top  of  the  list? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Who? 

Q  Is  Pat  —  is  he  at  the  top  of  the  list? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Pat  is  a  great  guy.  I  don't  want  to  say  it,  but 
he's  a  great  guy.  He's  very  talented,  and  he's  a  very  good  man.  But  I 
don't  want  to  say  yet. 

Q  Are  you  preparing  written  answers  for  the  Special  Counsel 
team?  Are  you  preparing  written  — 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  don't  talk  about  that.  I  just  say  this  — 
any  everybody  knows  it:  No  collusion.  There  never  was.  There  never 
will  be. 

Q  (Inaudible)  with  Saudi  Arabia,  given  the  size  of  their 
investment? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  From  where? 

Q  (Inaudible.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  don't  understand  your  question. 

Q  President  Trump,  what  sort  of  message  does  that  send  to  Saudi 
Arabia,  if  they  are  responsible,  that  you  continue  with  a  big  arms  deal 
like  that? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  there  are  many  other  things  we  can  do.  But 
when  we  take  away  $110  billion  of  purchases  from  our  country,  that  hurts 
our  workers,  that  hurts  our  factories,  that  hurts  all  of  our 
companies.  You  know,  you're  talking  about  500,000  jobs. 

So  if  we  do  that,  we're  really  hurting  our  country  a  lot  more  than 
we're  hurting  Saudi  Arabia.  They'll  go  to  Russia,  they'll  go  to 
China.  They'll  make  the  order.  The  equipment  is  nowhere  near  as  good 
as  our  equipment;  they  know  that.  Our  equipment  is  the  best  in  the 
world.  But  they'll  go  to  China.  They'll  go  to  Russia.  They'll  order 
equipment.  We're  just  hurting  ourselves. 

So  we  would  do  something  that  doesn't  have  to  do  with  that,  in  my 
opinion.  But  we  don't  know.  We  don't  know.  Nobody  knows,  right  now, 
the  answer.  We're  looking  for  the  answer. 

Q  President  Trump,  would  you  personally  sanction  the  Crown 

Prince  Mohammad  Bin  Salman  if  he  was  found  to  be  — 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  have  to  find  out  what  they  did.  Right  now. 
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Turkey  is  very  deep  into  it.  We're  in  constant  communication.  And 
frankly,  other  countries  are  looking  at  it  too,  including  us.  And  we'll 
get  to  the  bottom  of  it.  So  we'll  have  to  see. 

Q  Is  the  U . S .  investigating?  Do  we  have  investigators  in  Turkey 
that  are  --  is  the  U.S.  involved  in  the  investigation? 

THE . PRESIDENT :  The  U.S.  is  very  much  involved.  We  want  to  find 
out  what'  happened. 

Q  ( Inaudible . ) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We've  had  people  speaking  at  the  highest 
level.  And  I  didn't  want  to  call  until  we  had  enough  information.  Now 
I  want  to  call.  So  probably  over  the  next  24  hours. 

"Who's  going  to  Kentucky?  Are  you  going  to  Kentucky?  You'd  have  a 
great  time.  I  hear  93,000  applying  for  10,000  seats.  There's  something 
going  on,  Phil.  This  reminds  me  of  '16.  It  reminds  you  of  '16 
too.  Something  going  on. 

Q  Any  update,  sir,  on  the  search  for  a  U.N.  Ambassador?  And  are 
you  committed  to  having  a  woman  replace  Nikki  Haley? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I'd  like  to.  We'll  see.  Look,  I  want  the  most 
talented  person.  But  I'd  like  to.  Nikki  was  terrific.  We  are 
looking.  We  have  some  —  a  lot  of  people  want  that  job.  It's  a  great 
job.  A  lot  of  people  want  it.  We  have  some  incredible 
candidates.  Probably  over  the  next  week  or  two  weeks,  at  the  most. 

Q  But  no  decision  yet? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  No  decision.  But  really  some  great,  talented 
people,  some  of  whom  you  know  very  well.  I'm  shocked  that  they  haven't 
leaked  it  out  yet,  but  that's  okay. 

Q  Well,  we  welcome  it. 

Q  Mr.  President,  do  you  still  feel  like  you  have  leverage  over 
Saudi  Arabia,  given  the  size  of  their  investment? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  think  we  have  leverage  over  everybody.  We  have 
the  strongest  now  —  we  have  the  strongest  military  in  the  world,  by 
far.  But  we'll  never  have  to  use  it,  because  it's  so  strong  that  nobody 
can  even  compete  with  us .  And  we  have  the  strongest  country 
economically  since  I  took  over.  You  know,  we've  gained  $11  trillion  in 
worth.  China  has  lost  many  trillions  of  dollars.  We've  gained  $11 
trillion  in  worth.  So  we're,  by  far,  the  strongest  military  of  any 
country  in  the  world.  And  economically,  we  blow  everybody  away.

A  PROCLAMATION 


During  Minority  Enterprise  Development  Week,  we  celebrate  the  success  of 
minority-owned  businesses  and  recognize  their  contributions  to  our  Nation ?s 
prosperity.  These  businesses  are  part  of  the  bedrock  of  our  economy,  employing 
eight  million  people  and  contributing  more  than  $1  trillion  in  economic  output 
each  year. 

My  Administration  is  committed  to  empowering  minority  business  owners  by 
creating  an  environment  in  which  all  businesses  can  expand  and  thrive.  We  have 
eliminated  unnecessary  and  burdensome  regulations  and  effected  coramonsense, 
pro-growth  policies.  The  Tax  Cuts  and  Jobs  Act  enacted  the  biggest  tax  cuts 
and  reforms  in  American  history.  Importantly,  it  created  the  Opportunity  Zones 
Program,  through  which  we  are  rewarding  businesses  that  invest  in  distressed 
communities  and  that  create  jobs  for  those  who,  all  too  often,  are  left 
behind.

A  PROCLAMATION 


On  Blind  Americans  Equality  Day,  we  recognize  the  contributions  that 
Americans  who  are  blind  and  visually  impaired  make  to  our  country,  and  the 
value  of  creating  greater  opportunities  for  all  people  to  live  full  and 
independent  lives.  Despite  facing  challenges,  Americans  who  are  blind  and 
visually  impaired  continue  to  achieve  their  dreams  and  strengthen  our 
communities  and  our  Nation.  We  remain  committed  to  helping  these  individuals 
to  be  successful  and  achieve  their  goals  in  school,  business,  and  civic  life. 

As  a  Nation,  we  want  all  our  citizens  to  have  the  opportunity  to  achieve 
their  goals.  In  keeping  with  this  fundamental  tenet  of  American  society,  I 
signed  an  Executive  Order  establishing  the  National  Council  for  the  American 
Worker,  which  will  develop  recommendations  for  a  national  strategy  that 
empowers  American  workers  to  learn  the  skills  needed  to  secure  sustained 
employment.  This  national  strategy  will  outline  policies  that  provide  all 
Americans,  including  those  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired,  with  more 
opportunities  to  work,  earn  a  living,  and  connect  with  others  worldwide . 

My  Administration  also  supports  Federal  programs  that  help  Americans  who 
are  blind  and  visually  impaired  obtain  and  maintain  employment.  The  Randolph- 
Sheppard  Vending  Facilities  Program,  for  example,  has  provided  thousands  of 
individuals  who  are  blind  with  entrepreneurial  opportunities  to  run  their  own 
businesses,  generating  millions  of  dollars  in  sales  and  substantial 
earnings .  Under  the  Independent  Living  Services  for  Older  Individuals  Who  Are 
Blind  Program,  the  Department  of  Education  has  issued  grants  to  States  to 
support  services  for  individuals  55  and  older  for  whom  independent  living  goals 
are  feasible,  but  whose  severe  visual  impairment  makes  competitive  employment 
difficult  to  obtain.  These  grants  fund  independent  living  services  for  older 
individuals  who  are  blind  and  visually  impaired,  activities  that  improve  or 
expand  services  for  these  individuals,  and  raise  public  awareness  of  the 
challenges  these  individuals  overcome . 
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By  joint  resolution  approved  on  October  6,  1964  (Public  Law  88-628) ,  the 
Congress  authorized  the  President  to  designate  October  15  of  each  year  as 
"White  Cane  Safety  Day"  to  recognize  the  contributions  of  Americans  who  are 
blind  or  have  impaired  vision.  As  we  celebrate  the  achievements  of  all  those 
who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired,  I  reaffirm  my  Administration's  commitment 
to  providing  more  opportunities  for  these  Americans  to  enjoy  freedom  and 
independence.  Today,  we  rededicate  our  efforts  and  continue  working  to  ensure 
that  all  Americans,  including  those  who  are  blind  or  visually  impaired,  have 
opportunities  to  achieve  success. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  DONALD  J.  TRUMP,  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution’  and  the 
lav/s  of  the  United  States,  do  hereby  proclaim  October  15,  2018,  as  a  day  to 
celebrate  and  recognize  the  accomplishments  and  contributions  of  Americans  who 
are  blind  and  visually  impaired.

During  National  School  Lunch  Week,  we 
acknowledge  the  benefits  of  school  lunch  programs,  which  provide  millions  of 
children  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  nutritious  meals,  providing  them  with 
the  fuel  they  need  to  achieve  their  full  physical  and  mental  potential .

IN  MEETING  WITH  KANYE  WEST  AND  JIM  BROWN

THE  PRESIDENT:  Jon,  you  know  Jim  Brown?  The  greatest  of  all 

time . 

Q  It's  an  honor,  sir. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  And  what  people  don't  know,  Kanye  --  everybody 
knows,  right?  Every  —  does  the  world  know  Kanye?  Kanye,  what  people 
don't  kno w  about  Jim  --  they  say  --  first  of  all,  he's  the  best  football 
player.  But  they  say  he  was  an  even  better  lacrosse  player.  Do  you 
think  so? 

MR.  BROWN:  Never  thought  about  it. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Huh? 

MR.  BROWN:  Never  thought  about  it. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  heard  he  was  even  --  at  Syracuse. 

MR.  BROWN:  I  love  the  game.  Yes,  I  loved  it.  I  loved  all  the 
sports . 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  it's  great  to  have  you,  Jim.  Great  to  have 
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you . 


MR.  BROWN:  It's  good  to  be  here,  Mr.  President. 
THE  PRESIDENT:  Kanye,  it's  great  to  be  with  you. 


MR.  WEST:  Great  to  be  here. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  And  these  are  two  friends  of  mine.  And  Kanye  has 
been  a  friend  of  mine  for  a  long  time.  And  Jim  is  --  Jim  came  out  of 
nowhere,  and  he  said,  "I  like  what  the  President  is  doing."  A  long  time 
ago  we  met.  Right?  And  I  just  appreciated  it  very  much. 


And,  you  know,  if  you  look  at  the  employment  numbers,  if  you  look 
at  the  median  income,  if  you  look  at  every  single  indicator,  we're 
keeping  our  promise,  Jim.  Thank  you.  And  I  want  to  thank  you. 


MR.  BROWN:  And  I  like  North  Korea. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  like  North  Korea  too. 


MR.  BROWN:  (Inaudible.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Yeah.  Yeah.  Well,  he's  --  turned  out  to  be 
good.  Dialogue.  We  had  a  little  dialogue.  And  Secretary  of  State  just 
came  back  --  Mike.  He  just  came  back  from  North  Korea.  We  had  very 
good  meetings,  and  we’ll  meet  again.  But  we're  doing  good.  No  more 
nuclear  testing.  No  more  missiles  going  up.  No  more  nothing.  And  it's 
—  that  was  headed  to  war.  That  was  headed  to  war. 

MR.  BROWN:  Yeah.  I  mean,  it  was  --  to  me,  it  seemed  like  that. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Yeah.  It  was  so  close.  We  spoke  ~~  I  spoke  to 
President  Obama.  I  will  tell  you,  that  was  headed  to  war.  And  now  it's 
going  to  be  —  I  believe  it's  going  to  work  out  very  well. 

MR.  WEST:  You  stopped  the  war  -- 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  really  stopped  the  war.  Saved  millions  of 
lives.  You  know,  Seoul  has  30  million  people.  You  don't  realize  how 
big.  Thirty  million  people  who  are  right  near  the  border;  30  miles  off 
the  border.  Millions  of  people  would  have  been  killed.  And  I  will  say, 
Chairman  Kim  has  been  really  good.  Really  good.  And  we've  made  a  lot 
of  progress. 


That's  nice  that  you  say  that,  because  that's  a  big  —  that's  a  big 
thing.  These  folks  were  covering  —  they  were  covering  North  Korea  not 
—  I  think  not  very  promisingly.  And  there  were  a  lot  of 
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problems.  President  Obama  said  that  was  his  biggest  problem.  And  I 
don't  say  anything  is  solved  -- 

MR.  WEST:  You,  day  one,  solved  one  of  the  biggest  problems. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Yeah. 

MR.  WEST:  We  solved  one  of  the  biggest  problems. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  It  was  a  big  solving.  And  not  solved  yet,  but  I 
think  we're  along  --  I  think  we're  on  the  way. 

MR.  BROWN:  (Inaudible.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  no.  It's  --  we're  well  on  our  way. 

MR.  BROWN:  (Inaudible.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  In  a  short  period  of  time,  Jim.  Very  short  period 
of  time.  You  know,  I  left  Singapore  three  months  ago.  And  we've  made  a 
lot  of  progress.  So  it's  very  good.  Hey,  look,  that's  one  of  many 
things.  But  I  appreciate  everything  with  you. 

I'll  tell  you  what  --  Kim  was  in.  Mrs.  Johnson,  we  got  her 
out.  She  was  very  unfairly  treated.  And  there  are  many  other  people 
like  that,  that  -- 

MR.  WEST:  Yeah,  we  have  Larry  Hoover's  lawyer  with  us  today.  And 
it's  a  prisoner  that  was  focused  on  --  he  has  six  life  sentences,  and 
they  have  him  next  to  the  Unabomber  doing  23  and  1.  That  means  -- 

THE  PRESIDENT:  What  did  he  do?  Larry?  What  happened? 

MR.  MOORE:  Why  was  he  in? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Yes,  tell  me.  Tell  us. 

MR.  MOORE:  Allegedly,  it's  for  conspiracy  from  prison  --  from 
state  prison.  You  know,  it's  alleged.  But  we  do  believe  even  if  he  did 
commit  those  crimes,  the  sentence  was  overly  broad  and  too  strict. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  What  was  the  sentence? 

MR.  MOORE:  Six  consecutive  life  sentences  in  the  most  secure 
prison  in  the  world,  also  known  as  "a  clean  version  of  hell,"  for 
basically  an  economic  crime. 

MR.  WEST:  What  prison  is  that?  Name  the  prison. 
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MR.  MOORE:  ADX  supermax,  in  Florence,  Colorado.  They  house  the 
Unabomber,  al  Qaeda  operatives,  mass  killers,  Oklahoma  City  bomber, 
things  of  that  nature. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  How  old  is  he?  How  old? 

MR.  MOORE:  Sixty-eight. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Sixty-eight  years  old? 

MR.  MOORE:  Yes,  68  years  old. 

MR.  WEST:  And  really,  the  reason  why  they  imprisoned  him  is 
because  he  started  doing  positive  for  the  community.  He  started  showing 
that  he  actually  had  power,  that  he  wasn' t  just  one  of  a  monolithic 
voice,  but  he  could  wrap  people  around. 

So  there's  theories  that  there's  infinite  amounts  of  universe  and 
there's  alternate . universe.  So  it's  very  important  for  me  to  get  Hoover 
out,  because  in  an  alternate  universe,  I  am  him.  And  I  have  to  go  and 
get  him  free  because  he  was  doing  positive  inside  of  Chicago,  just  like 
how  I'm  moving  back  to  Chicago  and  it's  not  just  about,  you  k now, 
getting  on  stage  and  being  an  entertainer  and  having  a  monolithic  voice 
that's  forced  to  be  a  specific  party. 

You  kno w,  people  expect  that  If  you're  black  you  have  to  be 
Democrat.  I  have  a  —  I’ve  had  conversations  that  basically  said  that 
welfare  is  the  reason  why  a  lot  'of  black  people  end  up  being 
Democrat.  They  say  ~~  you  know,  first  of  all,  it's  a  limited  amount  of 
jobs.  So  the  fathers  lose  the  jobs,  and  they  say,  "We'll  give  you  more 
money  for  having  more  kids  in  your  home."  And  then,  we  got  rid  of  the 
mental  health  institutes  in  the  '80s  and  the  '90s,  and  the  prison  rates- 
just  shot  up. 

And  now  you  have  "Chiraq,"  what  people  call  "Chiraq"  --  which  is 
actually  --  our  murder  rate  is  going  down  by  20  percent  every  year.  I 
just  talked  to  the  superintendent;  met  with  Michael  Sacks;  that's  Rahm’s 
right-hand  man.  So  I  think  it's  the  bravery  that  helps  you  beat  this 
game  called  life. 

You  know,  they  tried  to  scare  me  to  not  wear  this  hat  --  my  own 
friends.  But  this  hat,  it  gives  me  —  it  gives  me  power,  in  a  way.  You 
know,  my  dad  and  my  mom  separated,  so  I  didn't  have  a  lot  of  male  energy 
in  my  home.  And  also,  I'm  married  to  a  family  that  —  (laughs)  --  you 
know,  not  a  lot  of  male  energy  going  on.  It's  beautiful,  though.  But 
there's  times  where,  you  know,  there's  something  about  —  you  know,  I 
love  Hillary.  I  love  everyone,  right?  But  the  campaign  "I'm  with  her" 
just  didn't  make  me  feel,  as  a  guy,  that  didn't  get  to  see  my  dad  all 
the  time  --  like  a  guy  that  could  play  catch  with  his  son.  It  was 
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something  about  when  I  put  this  hat  on,  it  made  me  feel  like 
Superman.  You  made  a  Superman.  That  was  my  --  that's  my  favorite 
superhero.  And  you  made  a  Superman  cape. 

For  me,  also  as  a  guy  that  looks  up  to  you,  looks  up  to  Ralph 
Lauren,  looks  up  to  American  industry  guys  —  non-political,  no  bullshit 
--  put  the  beep  on  it,  however  you  want  to  do  it,  five  seconds  delay 
and  just  goes  in  and  gets  it  done. 

Right  now,  you  gave  me  the  heart  to  go  to  Adidas.  Because  at 
Adidas,  when  I  went  in,  in  2015,  we  were  a  $14 -billion  company  losing  $2 
billion  a  year.  Now  we  have  a  $38-billion  market  cap.  It's  called  the 
"Yeezy  effect." 

And  I  went  to  Casper.  We  had  a  meeting  in  Chicago.  And  I  said, 
"You  have  to  bring  manufacturing  onshore."  And  not  even  shore;  into  the 
core.  It's  not  about  the  border;  it's  the  core  of  Adidas.  And  Chicago 
is  the  core  of  Middle  America.  And  we  have  to  make  Middle  America 
strong . 

So  I  had  the  balls  --  because  I  have  enough  balls  to  put  on  this 
hat.  I  mean,  this  Adidas  thing  made  be  a  billionaire.  And  I  could  have 
lost  $200  million  walking  away  from  that  deal.  But  even  with  that,  I 
knew  it  was  more  important  for  me  to  take  the  chance  of  walking  away 
from  that  deal  than  to  have  no  fathers  in  Chicago  with  no  homes.  And 
when  we  do  have  prison  reformation,  for  no  —  because  it's  habilitation, 
not  rehabilitation,  because  they  didn't  have  the  abilities  in  the  first 
place.  We  never  had  anyone  that  taught  us.  They  didn't  teach 
us.  Exactly  --  we  had  no  one  that  "taught"  us.  Right? 

So  it's  more  important  than  any  specific  deal  --  anything  --  that 
we  bring  jobs  into  America,  and  that  we  provide  a  transition  with  mental 
health  and  the  Amer-I-Can  education  curriculum  that  Jim  has  worked 
on.  Larry  Hoover  also  has  a  curriculum  that  he's  worked  on.  We  have 
Montessori  curriculums  that  we  worked  on.  WeWork  has  a  beautiful 
curriculum.  The  Waldorf  establishment  has  a  curriculum.  We  have 
meditation.  There's  a  lot  of  things  affecting  our- mental  health  that 
makes  us  do  crazy  things  that  puts  us  back  into  that  trap  door  called 
the  13th  Amendment. 

I  did  say  "abolish"  with  the  hat  on.  Because  why  would  you  keep 
something  around  that's  a  trap  door?  If  you're  building  a  floor  —  the 
Constitution  is  the  base  of  our  industry,  right?  Of  our  country,  of  our 
company.  Would  you  build  a  trap  door  that  if  you  mess  up  and  you  -- 
accidentally  something  happens,  you  fall  and  you  end  up  next  to  the 
Unabomber?  You  end  up  —  you  got  to  remove  all  that  trap  door  out  of 
the  relationship. 

The  four  gentlemen  that  wrote  the  13th  Amendment  --  and  I  think  the 
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way  the  universe  works,  it' s  perfect.  We  don't  have  13  floors,  do 
we?  You  know,  so  the  four  --  the  four  gentlemen  that  wrote  the  13th 
Amendment  didn't  look  like  the  people  they  were  amending.  Also  at  that 
point,  it  was  illegal  for  blacks  to  read  —  or  African  Americans  to 
read.  And  so  that  meant  if  you  actually  read  the  Amendment,  you  would 
get  locked  up  and  turned  into  a  slave. 

Again  —  so  what  I  think  is,  we  don't  need  sentences;  we  need 
pardons.  We  need  to  talk  to  people.  I  was  diagnosed  with  bipolar 
disorder.  I  was  connected  with  a  neuropsychologist  that  works  with  the 
athletes  in  the  NBA  and  the  NFL.  And  he  looked  at  my  brain  —  it's 
equal  on  three  parts.  I'm  going  to  go  ahead  drop  some  bombs  for  you  -- 
98  percentile  IQ  test.  I  had  a  75  percentile  of  all  human  beings,  but 
it  was  counting  eight  numbers  backwards,  (inaudible),  so  I'm  going  to 
work  on  that  one.  The  other  ones,  98  percent  —  Tesla,  Freud. 

So  he  said  that  I  actually  wasn't  bipolar;  I  had  sleep  deprivation, 
which  could  cause  dementia  10  to  20  years  from  now,  where  I  wouldn't 
even  remember  my  son's  name.  So  all  this  power  that  I  got,  and  I'm 
taking  my  son  to  the  Sox  game  and  all  that,  I  wouldn't  be  able  to 
remember  his  name  from  a  rnisdiagnosage . 

And  what  we  need  isr  we  can  empower  the  pharmaceuticals  and  make 
more  money.  That's  one  thing  —  I've  never  stepped  into  a  situation 
where  I  didn't  make  people  more  money.  So  we  can  empower 
pharmaceuticals,  we  can  empower  our  industries,  we  can  empower  our 
factories.  We  can  bring  not  only  Adidas  onshore,  we  can  bring  — 

Foxconn  has  set  up  a  factory  in,  I  think,  Minnesota. 

MR.  KUSHNER:  Wisconsin. 

MR.  WEST:  Fifty-three  thousand  — 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Wisconsin.  Yeah.  Wisconsin. 

MR.  WEST:  Yeah.  Wisconsin.  They  have  4,000  jobs.  People  making 
$53,000  a  year.  And  one  of  the  things  we  got  to  set  is  Ford  to  have  the 
highest  design.  The  dopest  cars.  The  most  amazing.  I  don't  really  say 
"dope."  I  don't  say  negative  words  and  try  to  flip  them.  We  just  say 
positive,  lovely,  divine  universal  words.  So  the  flyest,  freshest,  most 
amazing  car. 

And  what  we  want  to  start  with  is  —  I  brought  a  gift  with  me  right 
here.  This  right  here  is  the  iPlanel.  It's  a  hydrogen-powered 
airplane.  And  this  is  what  our  President  should  be  flying  in.  Look  at 
this,  Jared.  (Laughter.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We'll  get  rid  of  Air  Force  One.  Can  we  get  rid  of 
Air  Force  One?  (Laughter.)  No?  You  don't  like  that  idea. 


MR.  WEST:  Well,  we're  going  to  have  Apple,  an  American  company, 
work  on  this  plane  with 

But  you  know  what  I  don't  like  about  —  it's  not  that  I  don't  like 
—  what  I  need  Saturday  Night  Live  to  improve  on,  or  what  I  need  the 
liberals  to  improve  on  is,  if  he  don't  look  good,  we  don't  look 
good.  This  is  our  President. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  It's  true. 

MR.  WEST:  He  has  to  be  the  freshest,  the  flyest,  the  flyest 
planes,  the  best  factories.  And  we  have  to  make  our  core  be  in 
power.  We  have  to  bring  jobs  into  America  because  our  best  export  is 
entertainment  and  ideas.  But  when  we 'make  everything  in  China  and  not 
in  America,  then  we're  cheating  on  our  country  and  we're  putting  people 
in  positions  to  have  to  do  illegal  things  to  end  up  in  a  cheapest 
factory  ever:  the  prison  system. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I'll  tell  you  what  that  was  pretty  impressive, 
folks.  (Laughter.)  You  know,  I  hate  to  say  this  —  Jim,  do  you  want  to 
say  something?  (Laughter.)  What  do  you  after  that? 

PARTICIPANT:  You  don't  mind  if  I  — 

THE  PRESIDENT:  You  are  —  please,  Jim.  Please. 

MR.  BROWN:  If  he  doesn't  look  good,  we  don't  look  good. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Great,  right?  Isn't  that  a  great  statement? 

MR.  BROWN:  Yes,  it  is. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  And  it's  so  true. 

MR.  BROWN:  Makes  a  lot  of  sense. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  As  a  country.  It's  —  very  —  I've  never  seen  Jim 
Brown  impressed  before.  (Laughter.)  He  was  impressed.  That's 
true.  That  statement  is  amazing,  huh? 

MR.  BROWN:  Yeah,  yeah.  It  makes  a  lot  of  sense. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  want  to  say  it's  great  to  have  you  guys 
here.  And  we're  going  to  go  and  we're  going  to  have  some  lunch. 

That  was  quite  something.  That  was  quite  something. 

MR.  WEST:  It  was  from  the  soul.  I  just  channeled  it. 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  Yeah. 


Q  Can  I  just  ask  a  quick  question  of  Kanye? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Really  very  interesting. 

Yes,  yeah.  Please. 

Q  So  you  had  said,  of  President  Bush,  that  he  doesn't  care  about 
black  people.  And  you've  heard  some  people  say  that  about  this 
President.  What  do  you  —  how  do  you  respond  to  that?  'What  do  you  make 
of  that? 


MR.  WEST:  I  think  we  need  to  care  about  all  people.  And  I  believe 
that  when  I  went  on  to  NBC,  I  was  very  emotional,  and  I  was  programmed 
to  think  from  a  victimized  mentality.  A  welfare  mentality. 

I  think  that  with  blacks  and  African  Americans,  we  really  get 
caught  up  in  the  idea  of  racism  over  the  idea  of  industry.  We  say  if 
people  don't  have  land,  they  settle  for  brands.  We  want  Polo-sporting 
Obama  again.  We  want  a  brand  more  than  we  want  land.  Because  we've 
haven’t  known  ho w  it  feels  to  actually  have  our  own  land  and  have 
ownership  of  our  own  blocks. 

So  when  you  don't  have  ownership,  then  it's  all  about  how  something 
looks.  It's  about  the  patina;  it's  not  about  the  soul,  it's  not  about 
the  core.  So  we  focus  more  on,  is  somebody  wearing  something;  is 
someone  disrespecting  so  I  got  to  shoot  them.  Or  the  idea  of  someone 
being  racist. 

You  know,  we  talk  about  police  murders,  which  we  definitely  have  to 
discuss,  and  we  have  to  bring  nobility  to  the  police  officers  and  make  - 
-  the  police  officers  are  just  like  us.  But  there's  this  whole  hate¬ 
building,  right?  And  that's  a  major  thing  about  racial  tension. 

And  we  also,  as  black  people,  we  have  to  take  a  responsibility  for 
what  we're  doing.  We  kill  each  other  more  than  police  officers.  And 
that's  not  saying  that  the  police  officer  is  not  is  not  an  issue, 
because  they  are  in  a  place  --  a  position  of  power.  But  sometimes 
they're  in  a  place  of  law  enforcement.  They  need  to  be  law-power.  It's 
force  versus  power.  And  when  you  —  you  shouldn't  have  to  force  people 
to  do  that . 

So  a  lot  of  times  the  police  officer  is  sitting  there,  they' re 
being  forced  to  do  this  and  forced  to  do  that  block.  And  then  they 
force  somebody  into  something  and  force  into  something.  We  have  to 
release  the  love  throughout  the  entire  country  and  give 

opportunities.  A  lot  of  times  it's  just  the  overall  lack  of  reparations 
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that  we,  at  any  given  point,  we  say,  "Oh,  this  is  racist.  This  is 
racist.  This  is  racist.  This  is  racist." 

So  we  don't  have  reparations,  but  we  have  the  13th  Amendment.  We 
got  to  open  up  the  whole  conversation.  So  --  and  that's  a  move.  One  of 
the  moves  that  I  love  that  liberals  try  to  do  —  the  liberal  would  try 
to  control  a  black  person  through  the  concept  of  racism,  because  they 
know  that  we  are  very  proud,  emotional  people.  So  when  I  said  "I  like 
Trump"  to,  like,  someone  that's  liberal,  they'll  say,  "Oh,  but  he's 
racist."  You  think  racism  could  control  me?  Oh,  that  don't  stop 
me.  That's  an  invisible  wall. 

Q  But  you  don't  think  --  you  reject  those  who  say  he's  racist? 

MR.  WEST:  On  your  question  --  and  you  had  one  question;  we're 
going  to  do  it  to  another  question. 

Q  (Laughs.)  Okay. 

MR.  WEST:  I  answered  your  question.  I  don't  answer  questions  in 
simple  soundbites.  You  are  tasting  a  fine  wine.  It  has  multiple  notes 
to  it.  (Laughter.)  You  better  play  4D  chess  with  me  like  it's  Minority 
Report.  Because  it  ain’t  that  simple.  It's  complex. 

Q  When  would  you  like  —  I'm  from  the  Chicago  Sun  Times,  sir.  I 
would  like  to  know  what  you  would  like  to  ask  President  Trump  to  do  for 
Chicago.  You're  here  to  talk  about  crime  in  Chicago. 

MR.  WEST:  The  thing  that  the  head  of  the  police  and  Mike  Sacks  met 
with  me  last  night  at  the  Soho  House  about  was  we  feel  that  ’’stop  and 
frisk”  does  not  help  the  relationships  in  the  city.  And  everyone  that 
knew  I  was  coming  here  said,  "Ask  about  stop  and  frisk."  That's  the 
number-one  thing  that  we're  having  this  conversation  about. 

Another  thing  is  opening  up  industries.  And  we've  got  to  get  some 
tax  breaks  too.  Because  we're  making  --  we  got  a  Speedfactory  in 
Atlanta,  but  the  shoes  are  costing  us  $300,  so  it's  costing  us  too  much 
to  make  things. 

So  we  need  some  prototypes  here  so  we  can  get  people  back  working, 
so  China  can't  just  beat  us  and  Vietnam  can't  beat  us.  You  got  Levi's, 
the  greatest  jeans  company  in  the  world,  making  their  jeans  in  Vietnam. 

So  we' re  going  to  need  to  get  a  few  breaks  to  be  able  to  have  some 
places  in  my  hometown  of  Chicago,  and  2.7  million  to  the  9  million 
surrounding  suburbs  where  we  can  create  some  factories. 

Nov/,  I  think  it  would  be  cool  for  them  to  be  Trump  factories, 
because  he's  a  master  of  industry.  He's  a  builder.  And  I  think  it 
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would  be  cool  to  have  Yeezy  ideation  centers,  which  would  be  a  mix  of 
education  that  empowers  people  and  gives  them  modern  information  like 
sometimes  people  say,  "This  kid  has  ADD.  This  kid  has  ADD."  He  don't 
have  ADD.  School  is  boring.  It  was  boring.  It's  not  as  exciting  as 
this.  We  have  to  make  it  more  exciting.  We  have  to  mix  curriculums . 

You  play  basketball  while  you're  doing  math.  You  learn  about  music 
while  you  meditate  in  the  morning.  We  have  to  instate  mental  health  and 
art  programs  back  into  the  city.  So  those  are 

And  also,  Larry  Hoover  is  an  example  of  a  man  that  was  turning  his 
life  around,  and  as  soon  as  he  tried  to  turn  his  life  around,  they  hit 
him  with  six  life  sentences.  So  I  believe  he's  --  you  say  don't  tear 
down  the  statues?  Larry  Hoover  is  a  living  statue.  He's  a  beacon  for 
us  that  needs  to  see  his  family;  that  needs  to  go  out  and 

represent.  When  you  have  a  block  leader  on  every  single  block,  they  can 
own  the  block  as  their  own.  That's  something  I  learned  from  Jim  Brown, 
from  "Amer-I-Can . "

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STATEMENT  BY  THE  PRESIDENT 


Today,  I  have  signed  into  law  H.R.  1551,  the  "Orrin  G.  Hatch-Bob  Goodlatte 
Music  Modernization  Act" .  I  am  pleased  to  sign  this  landmark  legislation, 
which  provides  critical  updates  to  copyright  lav;  to  reflect  the  realities  of 
music  licensing  in  the  digital  age  and  to  better  reward  artists  and  producers 
for  the  online  use  of  their  music. 

One  provision,  section  102,  authorizes  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
designated  mechanical  licensing  collective  to  adopt  bylaws  for  the  selection  of 
new  directors  subsequent  to  the  initial  designation  of  the  collective  and  its 
directors  by  the  Register  of  Copyrights  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Librarian 
of  Congress  (Librarian) .  Because  the  directors  are  inferior  officers  under  the 
Appointments  Clause  of  the  Constitution,  the  Librarian  must  approve  each 
subsequent  selection  of  a  new  director.  I  expect  that  the  Register  of 
Copyrights  will  work  with  the  collective,  once  it  has  been  designated,  to 
ensure  that  the  Librarian  retains  the  ultimate  authority,  as  required  by  the 
Constitution,  to  appoint  and  remove  all  directors. 

Another  provision,  section  105,  calls  on  the  executive  branch  to  give  the 
Congress  advance  notice  of  the  filing  of  any  motion  to  lift  a  consent  decree 
involving  a  performing  rights  society.  In  accordance  with  section  105,  my 
Administration  will  strive  to  provide  the  Congress  with  notice  in  advance  of 
such  filings.  Consistent  with  the  separation  of  powers  and  my  constitutional 
responsibility  to  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  however,  my 
Administration  does  not  understand  section  105  to  require  advance  notice  in  the 
unusual  cases  when  immediate  action  related  to  litigation  is  required.

THE  PRESIDENT:  Okay.  Thank  you  very  much.  I  very  much  appreciate 
your  being  here.  We  have  hurricane  reports  on  Hurricane 
Michael.  Unbelievably  destructive,  powerful. 

The  one  good  thing  we  can  say  —  we  were  just  discussing  --  is  that 
it  was  the  fastest  hurricane  anybody  has  seen.  It  just  was  speedy.  If 
it  wasn't,  there  would  be  absolutely  nothing  left.  It  was  incredibly 
powerful.  You've  seen  the  destruction. 

It's  moving  through  Georgia  now  at  a  much  lesser  pace  both  in  terms 
of  speed  and  in  terms  of  its  power  50,  60-mile~an-hour  winds.  But 
some  of  those  winds  reached  almost  200  miles  an  hour,  which  is  unheard 
of.  People  are  saying  it's  the  third  most  powerful  that  they've  seen 
hit  our  country  anywhere. 

We've  done  --  I'll  tell  you,  FEMA  has  gotten  rave  reviews.  .  The 
first  responders,  law  enforcement  --  everybody  has  gotten  rave 
reviews.  I  just  spoke  with  Governor  Scott.  They're  very  happy.  Food 
is  being  now  —  following  the  hurricane  —  being  now  brought  in.  We 
have  unbelievable  large  amounts  of  water  and  food  and  everything  that 
people  can  want. 

The  electric  companies  have  been  terrific.  They're  already 
working.  The  roads  are  being  cleared  out.  Many  trees  are  in  the  path 
of  the  electric  companies. 

The  roads  are  being  cleaned  right  now .  They're  being  ~~  for  the 
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most  part,  they're  open  enough  to  get  the  electric  companies  in.  And  a 
lot  of  electricity  is  already  back  on.  Some  of  the  off  electricity  is 
already  back  on.  That's  in  Florida.  They're  following  up  in  Georgia. 

A  lot  of  water  will  be  in  North  and  South  Carolina,  added  to  the 
horrible  situation  they  had  with  Florence  two  weeks  ago.  But  they're 
incredible  people  and  they  know  how  to  do  it.  They've  done  it  before 
and  they'll  do  it  again.  But  they  know  how  to  do  it. 

So  we've  had  great  reports  in  everything.  The  only  --  the  big 
problem  with  this  hurricane  was  the  tremendous  power.  And  fortunately, 
it  was  very  fast.  It  went  through  Florida  very,  very  quickly.  It 
didn't  linger.  It  didn't  come  back  as  we  had  in  Texas,  where  it 
actually  came  back  a  second  time  and  then  a  third  time.  It  went  out, 
filled  up,  came  back.  This  one  went  very  quickly.  But  it’s  tremendous 
destruction  in  the  areas  where  it  --  the  path  that  it  chose  is 
incredible,  the  kind  of  destruction.  We've  not  seen  destruction  like 
that  in  a  long  time.

We're 
doing  —  as  you  know,  we're  doing  --  having  to  do  with  copyright 
music.  We're  doing,  right  now,  the  Save  Our  Seas  Act  of  2018,  which  is 
a  very  'important  thing.  But  I  —  and  yesterday  I  had  a  tremendous  rally 
in  Pennsylvania,  and  we  had  thousands  of  people  lined  up.  And  I  just 
couldn't  --  you  couldn't  tell  those  people  --  and  they  were  there  for  a 
day  and  a  half  before. 

And  I  couldn't  tell  people  that  had  been  standing  in  line  for  a  day 
and  a  half,  .wanting  to  get  into  the  arena,  that  I'm  not  going.

I  think  with  a  couple  of  the  senators  standing  behind  me  right  now.  And 
you'll  be  seeing  me  and  us  in  a  little  while. 

And  v/e're  having  lunch  with  Jim  Brown,  one  of  the  great  football 
players  of  all  time  and  a  great  guy,  and  Kanye  West.  He's  coming  in  — 
they're  coming  in  for  lunch.  And  after  that,  we're  doing  some 
additional  interesting  things. 

But  we  have  a  busy  day.  But  I  always  have  a  busy  day. 

And  the  economy  is  doing  really  well.  Jobs  are  looking  we  think 
jobs  are  going  to  be  better  than  ever.  And  we  think  records  are  broken 
already,  but  we're  going  to  continue  to  break  the  records. 

So  let's  talk  about  the  Save  Our  Seas  Act,  if  we  could.  And  again, 
thank  you  all  for  being  here.  I  want  to  thank  also  the  members  of 
Congress  that  are  with  us.  That's  Senator  Dan  Sullivan,  who's  been 
absolutely  terrific;  v/orked  along  with  Sheldon  Whitehouse.  And  these 
two  have  been  spearheading  something  that's  very  important,  and  we  want 
to  thank  you  both. 

Sheldon,  thank  you  very  much. 

SENATOR  WHITEHOUSE:  Thank  you,  Mr.  President. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  very  much.  We  appreciate  it.  Really 
do.  I  know  you  worked  very  hard  on  that. 

SENATOR  WHITEHOUSE:  Worked  well  together. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  And,  Mr.  Sullivan,  thank  you  very  much  for  being 
here.  We  appreciate  it  very  much. 

We  have  Secretary  of  Commerce  Wilbur  Ross  who  worked  along  with  the 
senators,  and  Acting  NOAA  Administrator  Admiral  Tim  Gallaudet.  You're 
here,  and  thank  you  for  being  here,  Tim.  Thank  you  very  much.  Great 
job  you're  doing. 

Every  year,  over  8  million  tons  of  garbage  is  dumped  into  our 
beautiful  oceans  by  many  countries  of  the  world.  That  includes  China, 
that  includes  Japan,  and  that  includes  many,  many  countries. 

This  waste,  trash,  and  debris  harms  not  only  marine  life,  but  also 
fishermen,  coastal  economies  along  America's  vast  stretches.  The  bad 
news  is  it  floats  toward  us.  I've  seen  pictures  recently,  and  some  of 
you  have  seen  them,  where  there's  --  a  vast,  tremendous,  unthinkable 
amount  of  garbage  is  floating  right  into  our  coast,  in  particular  along 
the  West  Coast. 
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And  we're  charged  with  removing  it,  which  is  a  very  unfair 
situation.  It  comes  from  other  countries  very  far  away.  It  takes  six 
months  and  a  year  to  float  over,  but  it  gets  here,  and  it's  a  very 
unfair  situation.  It's  also  unbelievably  bad  for  the  oceans. 

Every  year,  over  8  million  tons  of  garbage  is  dumped  into  our 
beautiful  oceans.  And  when  you  think  of  that  number  —  I  mean,  to  think 
8  million  tons  --  and  I  would  say  it's  probably  —  Senators,  I  think 
it's  probably  more  than  that,  based  on  what  I've  seen  and  based  on  the 
kind  of  work  that  I've  seen  being  done. 

This  dumping  has  happened  for  years  and  even  for  decades.  Previous 
administrations  did  absolutely  nothing  to  take  on  the  foreign  countries 
responsible.  We've  already  notified  most  of  them  and  we've  notified 
them  very  strongly. 

The  Save  Our  Seas  Act  will  help  address  this  problem  by  extending 
the  Marine  Debris  Program  for  five  additional  years.  We  also  are 
strengthening  that  up  to  improve  waste  management  overseas  and  clean  up 
our  nation's  water.  We  will  boost  the  federal  government's  response  to 
ocean  waste  by  authorizing  the  National  Oceanic  and  Atmospheric 
Administration  to  declare  severe  marine  debris  events,  which  happen  all 
the  time.  It's  incredible.  It's  incredible  when  you  look  at 
it.  People  don't  realize  it,  but  all  the  time  we're  being  inundated  by 
debris  from  other  countries. 

This  legislation  will  release  funds  to  states  for  cleanup  and  for 
response  efforts.  And  we  will  be  responding  and  very  strongly. 

The  legislation  also  encourages  the  executive  branch  to  engage  with 
those  nations  responsible  for  dumping  garbage  into  our  oceans.  My 
administration  is  doing  exactly  that.  For  example,  the  new  United 
States-Mexico-Canada  Agreement  is  the  first  U.S.  trade  agreement  ever  to 
include  commitments  by  the  parties  to  cooperate  to  address  land-  and 
sea-based  pollution  and  improve  waste  management. 

And  I  can  tell  you  that  Dan  and  Sheldon’  were  very  insistent  on 
trying  to  get  that  into  the  USMCA,  the  new  agreement  that  we  have  with 
Canada  and  Mexico.  And  we'll  be  putting  it  into  other  agreements  also. 

The  United  States  has  some  of  the  most  beautiful  beaches  and  oceans 
in  the  world,  and  the  coastlines  are  incredible.  As  President,  I  will 
continue  to  do  everything  I  can  to  stop  other  nations  from  making  our 
oceans  into  their  landfills.  That's  why  I'm  pleased  —  very  pleased,  I 
must  say  —  to  put  my  signature  on  this  important  legislation. 

And  again,  I'd  like  to  thank  Dan  and  Sheldon,  and  all  of  the  people 
—  the  Admiral  and  Wilbur  —  all  of  the  people  that  worked  so  hard  on 
this.  This  was  a  tough  one,  but  it  had  great  bipartisan  support. 

What  was  the  final  vote?  ' 
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SENATOR  SULLIVAN:  It  was  unanimous  consent  in  the  Senate. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Unanimous. 

SENATOR  SULLIVAN:  Yes,  sir. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Bipartisan.  Did  you  ever  think,  Jon,  you’d  hear 
that?  Bipartisan. 

Q  It’s  unusual  to  see  Sheldon  Whitehouse  here. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  that's  pretty  good.  Can  you  imagine  Trump 
and  Whitehouse  in  the  same  area?  It’s  all  right.  Hey,  I  have  a  lot  of 
respect . 

SENATOR  SULLIVAN:  And  what  the  President  said  about  the 
administration  --  the  Trump  administration  --  doing  a  great  job  on  this, 
it's  an  underreported  story  but  they  are  really  taking  the  lead 
globally.  And,  Mr.  President,  we  want  to  thank  you  for  (inaudible)  very 
bipartisan . 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  want  to  thank  you,  and  I  want  to  thank 
Sheldon.  Thank  you.  Come  here,  Sheldon.  See,  we  can  shake  hands. 

SENATOR  SULLIVAN:  Thank  you,  Mr.  President.  Thank  you  very  much. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you,  Wilbur.  Thank  you.  Admiral,  thank  you. 

All  right.  Let's  get  this  done  properly  here. 

(The  bill  is  signed.) 

So  with  that,  we're  all  completed.  And  I  just  want  to  say  it's  an 
honor.  And  hopefully  that  goes  a  long. way  for  our  oceans. 

We've  notified  other  countries  that  have  been  abusers.  They  abuse 
the  ocean.  We  have  notified  them  already  about  this.  And  they're  doing 
things.  They  tell  us  they're  doing  things.  And  I  think  some  cases  at 
least  they  are.  But  they  will  be. 

And  I  want  to  thank  you  very  much. 

SENATOR  WHITEHOUSE:  Thank  you,  Mr.  President.  The  Philippines  is 
up  next,  Mr.  President. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Yes,  that's  right. 

SENATOR  WHITEHOUSE:  The  Philippines  is  up  next.  They're  one  of 
the  worst  three.

Q  Mr.  President,  what  exactly  is  the  U.S.  doing  to  investigate 
the  missing  Saudi  journalist?  You  said  there  were  U.S.  investigators 
over  there. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Yes,  we' re  looking  at  it. 

Q  Could  you  explain  what  exactly  that  means? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We're  looking  at  it  very  strongly.  We'll  be  having 
a  report  out  soon.  We're  working  with  Turkey,  we're  working  with  Saudi 
Arabia.  What  happened  is  a  terrible  thing,  assuming  that  happened.  I 
mean,  maybe  we' 11  be  pleasantly  surprised,  but  somehow  I  tend  to  doubt 
it.  And  we  take  it  very  seriously. 

Q  Does  the  U.S.  have  any  kind  of  responsibility  to  warn  him  if 
(inaudible)  were  picked  up? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  it's  not  our  country.  It's  in  Turkey,  and 
it's  not  a  citizen,  as  I  understand  it.  But  a  thing  like  that  shouldn't 
happen.  It  is  a  reporter  with  the  Washington  Post,  and  it's  — 
something  like  that  should  not  be  allowed  to  happen.  Something  like 
that  should  not  happen.  And  we  intend  to  get  to  the  bottom  of  it. 

Yes . 

Q  Mr.  President,  you  have  talked  a  little  bit  about  the 
markets.  The  markets  are  down  again,  today.  How  long  do  you  think  this 
correction,  which  you  said  was  coming  anyway,  is  expected  to  last? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  we're  still  up  40  percent  for  the  period  of 
time.  So,  I  mean,  the  markets  are  way  up  over  what  they  were.  It's  a 
correction  that  I  think  is  caused  by  the  Federal  Reserve  with  interest 
rates.  The  dollar  has  become  very  strong,  which,  frankly,  people  can 
debate  whether  or  not  they  like  a  strong  dollar  or  not. 
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The  dollar  is  very  strong,  very  powerful.  And  that  causes  a  little 
difficulty  with  doing  business,  frankly.  A  strong  dollar  doesn't 
necessarily  mean  all  good,  but  we  do  have  a  very  strong  dollar.  And  we 
have  interest  rates  going  up  at  a  clip  that's  much  faster  than  certainly 
a  lot  of  people,  including  myself,  would  have  anticipated. 

I  think  the  Fed  is  out  of  control.  I  think  what  they're  doing  it 
wrong.  Under  the  Obama  administration,  you  had  a  lot  of  help  because 
they  had  very  little  interest.  You  know,  when  you  talk  about  economies, 
our  economy  is  far  better  than  that.  But  we  have  actually  —  we' re 
paying  interest.  And  they  weren't.  They  were  using  funny  money. 

But  I  think  the  Fed  is  far  too  stringent,  and  they're  making  a 
mistake  and  it's  not  right. 

And  it's  --  despite  that,  we're  doing  very  well  but  it's  not 
necessary,  in  ray  opinion.  And  I  think  I  know  about  it  better  than  they 
do.  Believe  me. 

Q  Would  you  consider  firing  the  Fed  Chairman?  I  mean,  is  his 
job  secure? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  I'm  not  going  to  fire  him.  I'm  just 
disappointed  at  the  clip,  I  think  it's  far  too  fast.  Far  too  rigid, 
far  too  fast. 


Q  Mr.  President,  after  what  happened  with  the  Soyuz  capsule 
today,  are  you  at  all  worried  that  American  astronauts  have  to  rely  on 
the  Russians  to  get  into  space?  Because  you've  been  talking  about  Space 
Force . 


THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  I’m  not  worried.  We  have  a 
program  going  right  now,  in  addition  to  which  you're 
Space  Force.  I  think  by  next  year  we  intend  to  have 
in  this  budget.

Q  Will  Jamal  Khashoggi's  case  affect  the  way  you  deal  with  MBS 
or  other  Saudi  officials? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We'll  have  to  see  what  happens.  A  lot  of  work  is 
being  done  on  that,  and  we're  going  to  have  to  see  what  happens.  I 
don't  like  stopping  massive  amounts  of  money  that's  being  poured  into 
our  country  on  --  I  know  they're  talking  about  different  kinds  of 
sanctions,  but  they're  spending  $110  billion  on  military  equipment  and 
on  things  that  create  jobs,  like  jobs  and  others,  for  this  country. 


I  don't  like  the  concept  of  stopping  an  investment  of  $110  billion 
into  the  United  States.  Because  you  know  what  they're  going  to 
do?  They're  going  to  take  that  money  and  spend  it  in  Russia  or  China, 
or  someplace  else.  So  I  think  there  are  other  ways.  If  it  turns  out  to 
be  as  bad  as  it  might  be,  there  are  certainly  other  ways  of  handling  the 
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situation . 


But  I  will  tell  you,  upfront,  right  now,  and  I'll  say  it  in  front 
of  senators:  They're  spending  $110  billion  purchasing  military  equipment 
and  other  things.

There'll  be  something  that  has  to  take 
place.  First,  I  want  to  find  out  what  happened.  And  we're 
looking.  Again,  this  took  place  in  Turkey.  And  to  the  best  of  our 
knowledge,  Khashoggi  is  not  a  United  States  citizen.  Is  that  right?  Or 
is  that  -- 

Q  Permanent  resident. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  He's  a  permanent  resident.  Okay. 

We  don't  like  it,  Jon.  We  don't  like.  And  we  don't  like  even  a 
little  bit.  But  as  to  whether  or  not  we  should  stop  $110  billion  from 
being  spent  in  this  country,  knowing  they  have  four  or  five 
alternatives,  two  very  good  alternatives  --  that  would  not  be  acceptable 
to  me . 

Okay.  But  we're  looking  for  the  answer .  And  I  think  probably 
you'll  have  an  answer  sooner  than  people  think.

Thank 
you.  It's  a  great  honor.  Thank  you  very  much.  Thank  you  to  Ivanka  for 
the  wonderful  introduction.  She  knows  me  well.  And  also,  very 
importantly,  on  the  tremendous  work  you've  done  on  this  on  behalf  of 
human  trafficking  victims  and  survivors  all  over  the  world.  Very 
important  subject. 

And  incredibly,  with  the  age  of  the  computer,  it's  gotten  worse  and 
worse  and  worse  every  year.

Joining  us  are  top  officials  from  across  our  government  who  are 
deeply  engaged  in  this  effort.  Also,  Senator  Rob  Portman  is  with  us 
someplace.  Rob,  thank  you  very  much  for  coming. 

I'd  like  to  just  introduce  a  few  of  the  people  that  have  worked  so 
hard:  Secretary  of  State  Mike  Pompeo.  Secretary  Nielsen.  Secretary, 
thank  you.  Good  job.  I  know  you're  working  very  hard  on  this.  Ryan 
Zinke.  Ryan,  thank  you.  Thank  you.  Alex  Acosta.  Thank  you  very 
much.  Rod  Rosenstein.  Thank  you.  Rod.  Alex  Azar.  Thank  you  very 
much.  Great  job  you're  doing.  Thank  you,  Alex.  Elaine  Chao.  Thank 
you,  Elaine.  And  Betsy  DeVos.  Thank  you.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Along  with  Ambassadors  Nikki  Haley  —  and  what  a  job  you've 
done.  Thank  you  very  much,  Nikki.  And  you  know  how  we  feel.  Bob 
Lighthizer.  Thanks,  Bob.  Dan  Coats.  And  Director  Chris  Wray.  Thank 
you.  Thank  you.  Thank  you,  Chris,  very  much.  Appreciate  it  very 
much.  You  really  —  you're  making  big  difference  and  you'll  make  an 
even  bigger  different  because  we're  making  it  a  lot  easier  for  you 
now.  We're  going  to  give  you  what  you  need  to  get  this  done  —  as  much 
as  you  can.  It's  a  tough  one. 

Thank  you  as  well  to  Representative  Ann  Wagner  who  has  been  a  great 
leader  in  the  fight  against  human  trafficking.  Thank  you,  Ann,  very 
much.  Thank  you  very  much. 

Most  importantly,  I  want  to  thank  the  courageous  survivors  of  human 
trafficking  for  joining  us  today.  From  the  beginning  of  my  . 
administration,  I  promised  we  would  direct  the  full  might  and  force  of 
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the  United  States  government  to  combat  the  sinister  crime  of 
trafficking.  And  that  is  exactly  what  we  are  doing. 

We're  working  to  aggressively  target  traffickers  and  to  protect  the 
victims  of  this  inhumane  abuse.  In  my  first  month  in  office,  I  signed 
an  executive  order  directing  federal  law  enforcement  to  prioritize 
dismantling  the  criminal  organizations  that  engage  in  human 
trafficking.  I  later  hosted  survivors  and  experts  here  at  the  White 
House  on  numerous  occasions  for  a  conversation  about  ho w  we  can 
strengthen  and  improve  our  nation's  anti-trafficking  efforts. 

Since  the  time  and  since  that  moment  --  very  first  moment  --  we've 
really  made  tremendous  strides.  We're  challenging  foreign  regimes  that 
facilitate  this  horrible  evil  of  sex  trafficking  and  forced  labor.  And 
we ' re  working  to  take  down  the  criminal  organizations  that  illegally 
traffic  drugs  and  people  across  our  border,  exploiting  them  for  their 
own  gain.  And  we  are  pursuing  criminal  charges  against  those  who 
perpetrate  these  monstrous  acts  and  deeds. 

Last  year,  my  administration  prosecuted  a  record  number  of 
traffickers.  The  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  National  Human 
Trafficking  Hotline  received  over  8,500  reports  of  potential  trafficking 
last  year.  And  our  brave  heroes  at  ICE  have  made  over  1,600  human 
trafficking  arrests.  They  do  a  great  job. 

I  have  signed  several  anti-trafficking  bills  into  lav/,  including  a 
landmark  law  championed  by  Representative  Wagner.  And,  Representative, 
where  are  you?  Please.  Fantastic  job,  Ann.  Thank  you  very 
much.  Really  appreciate  it.  To  help  states  and  victims  to  fight  online 
sex  trafficking. 

Under  this  law,  victims  can  now  bring  civil  suits  against  v/ebsites 
involved  in  sex  trafficking  —  it's  so  important  --  so  you  can  bring 
civil  suits  against  these  websites,  and  states  can  bring  criminal 
charges.  These  provisions  complement  existing  laws  that  the  Department 
of  Justice  used  to  seize  and  shut  down  Backpage.com,  the  Internet's 
leading  forum  for  traffickers,  earlier  this  year.  Good  job. 

Rod.  Really  good  job. 

We  also  included  tough  forced-labor  provisions  in  the  new  U.S.- 
Mexico-Canada  Agreement  —  USMCA,  as  it's  known.  Great  agreement.  And 
v/e  are  taking  the  lead  to  combat  this  crime  internationally,  having 
invested  millions  in  the  Global  Fund  to  End  Modern  Slavery.  If  you  can 
believe  that  title  --  it's  to  end  modern  slavery. 

This  is  just  a  brief  overview  of  our  government -wide  effort  to 
smash  these  criminal  networks  and  to  help  victims  rebuild  their  lives. 

Every  Cabinet  member  here  today  and  every  member  of  this 
presidential  taskforce  is  fully  engaged  in  the  fight.  It's  very 
important  to  every  one  of  them. 
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Our  country  will  not  rest  until  we  have  put  these  vile 
organizations  out  of  business,  and  rescued  every  last  victim.  And  we 
will  not  stop  until  we  have  stamped  out  the  menace  of  human  trafficking 
once  and  for  all . 

Again,  I  want  to  thank  everybody  for  the  incredible  job  you're 
doing,  for  your  good  work.  So  important.  Thank  you  very  much.  Thank 
you.  Thank  you  everybody.  Thank  you.  (Applause.)  Thank  you.  Thank 
you .

©  The  Task  Force  is  a  Cabinet-level  entity,  consisting  of  15  departments  and  agencies,  which  work 
tirelessly  to  prosecute  traffickers,  protect  survivors,  and  combat  human  trafficking. 

©  Members  of  the  Advisory  Council  on  Human  Trafficking,  comprised  of  survivor  leaders  appointed 
by  the  President,  attended. 

©  The  recipients  of  the  2018  Presidential  Award  for  Extraordinary  Efforts  to  Combat  Trafficking  in 
Persons  were  honored  at  the  meeting. 

TAKING  ACTION  AT  HOME  AND  ABROAD:  The  Trump  Administration  is  taking  the  fight  to  human 
trafficking  on  all  fronts,  carrying  out  robust  domestic  and  international  efforts. 

®  hi  April  2018,  President  Trump  signed  historic  legislation  into  law  to  combat  online  sex  trafficking, 
holding  perpetrators  accountable  and  ensuring  justice  for  survivors. 

©  Last  year.  President  Trump  issued  an  Executive  Order  which  directed  his  Administration  to  crack 

down  on  transnational  criminal  organizations  that  use  human  trafficking. 

©  Domestically,  Federal  agencies  are  ensuring  full  enforcement  of  our  laws  so  that  those  who  seek  to 
exploit  our  people  and  break  our  laws  face  justice.  Last  year: 

o  The  Department  of  Justice  secured  convictions  against  nearly  500  defendants  in  human 
trafficking  and  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  dismantled  42  criminal  enterprises 
engaged  in  child  sex  trafficking. 

o  The  Department  of  Homeland  Security  initiated  over  800  human  trafficking  cases,  resulting  in 
1,500  arrests,  530  convictions,  and  over  500  victims  identified.

The  Trump  Administration  is  pushing  back  against  authoritarian  regimes  to  eliminate  forced  labor, 
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sex  trafficking,  and  the  exploitation  of  children. 

o  Human  trafficking  is  very  common  under  regimes  lacking  basic  civil  protections, 
o  The  Administration  is  limiting  tire  number  of  Tier  3  countries  in  the  TIP  Report  that  will 
receive  national  security  waivers  under  the  Trafficking  Victims  Protection  Act. 

A  THREAT  TO  OUR  COUNTRY:  Human  trafficking  is  a  threat  to  homeland  security,  public  health,  and 
the  rule  of  law. 

®  Human  trafficking  is  often  a  hidden  crime  that  knows  no  boundaries,  impacting  adults  and 

children  of  all  ages,  backgroimds,  and  nationalities. 

o  Reports  of  human  trafficking  come  from  every  State. 

o  There  are  an  estimated  24.9  million  victims  of  human  trafficking  worldwide. 

©  Drug  traffickers  in  Central  and  South  America  are  increasingly  engaging  in  human  trafficking. 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  I  kno w  you've  been  waiting  for  this  for  a  long 
time,  you  folks.  Right?  For  a  long  time.  Hi,  Shelley.  Hi, 
everybody.  They've  been  working  on  this  for  years  and  years  and 
years.  And  I  guess  certain  entertainers  have  been  taken  advantage  of  — 
but  no  longer,  because  of  Trump.  Can  you  believe  it?  (Laughter.)  Who 
would  think?  Who  would  think? 

But  I'm  thrilled  --  I  know  so  many  of  you.  I  mean,  it's  just 
great.  And  I  definitely  know  your  music,  and  you've  done  a  great  job. 

I'm  thrilled  to  welcome  all  of  you  to  the  White  House  today  and  the 
signing  of  the  Hatch-Goodlatte  —  you  know  Hatch  and  you  know  Goodlatte, 
don't  you?  Terrific  guys.  I  didn't  know  you  liked  music  that  much, 
Orrin.  (Laughter.)  Huh?  The  Hatch-Goodlatte  Music  Modernization 
Act.  This  is  a  landmark  bill  —  they've  been  looking  for  it  for  many, 
many  years  —  to  protect  the  intellectual  property  and  creative  genius 
of  America's  incredible  musicians. 

Thank  you  to  Secretary  Wilbur  Ross  for  being  here  and  for  working 
so  hard  to  get  this  done.  I  especially  want  to  thank  one  of  the  bill's 
lead  sponsors,  an  accomplished  musician  and  songwriter  in  his  own  right 
—  which  I  heard,  but  I  haven't  heard  his  music.  I'll  let  you  know  when 
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I  hear  his  music.  (Laughter.)  The  legendary  Senator  Orrin  Hatch.  It's 
been  44  years.  How  .long  have  you  been  in  the  Senate? 

SENATOR  HATCH :  Forty-two . 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Forty-two.  Oh,  I  thought  it  was  forty- 
four.  Forty-two  is  nothing.  That's  pretty  good. 

SENATOR  HATCH:  Feels  like  44.  (Laughter.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Feels  like  44.  And  he’s  been  my  friend,  and  he’s 
been  a  great,  great  senator. 

I  also  want  to  thank  another  friend  of  mine.  Bob  Goodlatte,  for  his 
tremendous  leadership  at  the  helm  of  the  House  Judiciary 
Committee.  Very  instrumental  on  this. 

Let  me  also  recognize  and  thank  Senate  Judiciary  Committee  Chairman 
Chuck  Grassley.  Everybody  knows  Chuck  now .  He’s  become  more  famous  in 
the  last  two  weeks.  What  a  job  you  did.  Was  that  easy.  Chuck,  or 
tough? 

SENATOR  GRASSLEY:  No,  it  was  not  easy.  (Laughter.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  I  thought  you  were  going  to  say  that.  You  made  it 

look  easier  than  it  was.  Chuck  is  an  incredible  man.  As  well  as 
Senators  Lamar  Alexander,  Shelley  Moore  Capito, 

Chris  Coons,  Sheldon  Whitehouse,  and  Congressmen  Darrell  Issa, 

Doug  Collins,  and  --  Jerry  Nadler  was  going  to  be  here  but  he  couldn't 
make  it.  I  don’t  know  what  happened  to  him.  I’m  shocked.  I’m  shocked. 

We’re  also  joined  by  truly  amazing  artists  and  people  I’ve  known 

for  a  long  time  --  people  everyone  knows  —  including  Kid  Rock.  Kid, 
thank  you.  Great  job.  Do  you  like  this  legislation  or  do  you  hate  it? 

MR.  RITCHIE:  Like  it. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  He’s  been  fighting  for  a  long  time. 

I  want  to  welcome  Christian  rock  group  MercyMe.  Also  joining  me  is 
~~  gee,  so  many  of  these  people.  I’ve  been  with  them  —  are  famed 
guitarist  from  the  Doobie  Brothers  and  Steely  Dan,  Jeff  Baxter.  Jeff, 
thank  you  very  much.  Mike  Love,  I’ve  heard  him  many  times.  Many 
times.  He’s  —  The  Beach  Boys.  Where  is  Mike?  Mike  --  come  here, 

Mike.  Boy,  that’s  something,  huh?  You  like  this,  right? 

MR.  LOVE:  I  love  it. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Good.  Mike  Love.  Been  a  friend  of  mine.  The 
Beach  Boys  are  --  look,  what  can  you  say  about  The  Beach  Boys?  Great 
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music . 


We  have  some  great  country  artists  with  us,  including  Craig  Morgan 
and  my  good  friend  John  Rich  of  Big  and  Rich.  He  happened  to  win  "The 
Apprentice,"  but  we  won't  even  get  into  that.  (Laughter.)  I  know  him 
better  than  anybody.  I'm  the  one  --  week  after  week,  it  was  "John  Rich, 
you're  going  to  make  it."  I  said  "you're  fired"  to  everybody  but  John 
Rich,  right?  Huh? 

MR.  RICH:  Yes,  sir,  thank  you. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Great  job.  Great  guy.  Really  good  guy.  And  good 
under  —  he's  good  under  pressure,  which  is  very  nice. 

We  also  have  Rock  and  Roll  Hall  of  Famer  Sam  Moore,  who  is  having  a 
big  birthday.  Sam  and  Dave.  But  having  a  big  birthday  today.  Today  is 
your  birthday? 

MR.  MOORE:  Today  is  my  birthday. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Eighty-three? 

MR.  MOORE:  Promise  to  keep  your  golf  game  going. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  My  golf  game?  He  looks  good.  (Laughter.)  Eighty- 
three.  That  means  there's  a  future  for  us.  (Laughter.)  That's  great, 
Sam.  Great  to  have  you  here. 

The  legislation  has  wide  support  throughout  the  music  industry,  and 
I  am  very  pleased  that  so  many  industry  leaders,  also  over  here  --  I 
won't  call  all  the  names,  but  some  real  leaders  of  industry  are  here 
with  us  for  the  enactment  of  this  critical  legislation. 

I  see  Neil  Portnow,  who,  in  the  world  of  music,  is  big  stuff.  He's 
the  President  and  CEO  of  the  Recording  Academy,  also  known  as  the 
Grammys.  Where  is  he?  Thank  you.  Very  good.  Thank  you  for  being 
here.  I  appreciate  it  very  much.  Thank  you  very  much,  Neil. 

The  Music  Modernization  Act  closes  loopholes  in  our  digital  royalty 
laws  to  ensure  that  songwriters,  artists,  producers,  and  providers 
receive  fair  payment  for  the  licensing  of  music.  I've  been  reading 
about  this  for  many  years.  Never  thought  I'd  be  involved  in  it,  but  I 
got  involved  in  it.  They  were  treated  very  unfairly.  They're  not  going 
to  be  treated  unfairly  anymore.  Streaming  has  made  music  more 
accessible  than  ever,  yet  our  lav/s  have  not  kept  up  with  the  pace  of 
technology.  As  such,  artists  of  all  varieties  and  all  career  stages  are 
losing  out  on  revenue  that  they  have  rightly  earned.  And  I  guess 
especially  from  four  or  five,  six  years  ago,  and  beyond. 
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This  legislation  will  help  ensure  that  artists  from  eras  long  ago, 
in  addition  to  modern  day,  can  retire  in  security,  and  that  current  and 
upcoming  artists  can  make  a  living  by  creating  amazing  works  that 
captivate  their  fans  and  entertain  our  nation  --  and  the  world.  Because 
this  is  really  the  world  we're  talking  about. 

This  legislation  creates  a  single  licensing  system  for  reasons  of 
simplicity,  for  digital  music  providers,  so  that  music  is  more  quickly 
licensed  and  paid  for.  Ensures  that  American  songwriters  receive  fair 
market  value  when  their  songs  are  streamed  or  purchased  online.  Sets  a 
standard  licensing  rate  for  digital  performances. 

Why  aren' t  some  of  you  guys  performing  for  us  today 
free?  (Laughter.)  We  should  have  done  that,  senators.  I'll  tell 
you.  We  should  have  gotten  some  --  Shelley,  we  should  have  gotten  a 
little  free  music  out  of  this.  (Laughter.)  They  could  have  —  they 
could  give  us  a  great  concert,  this  group. 

Sets  a  standard  licensing  rate  for  digital  performance  and 
recordings,  and  applies  that  very  same  standard  to  music  recorded  before 
1972.  And  creates  a  procedure  for  producers,  engineers,  and  other 
participants  in  the  recording  and  music  industry  to  collect  performance 
royalties . 

This  legislation  passed  both  houses  of  Congress  unanimously.  How 
did  you  do  that?  (Laughter.)  See?  Bipartisan.  Second  one.  We  just 
did  the  Clean  Oceans  Act  with  Dan  Sullivan  and  --  he's 

around.  Dan?  And  with  Sheldon  Whitehouse.  We  just  signed  that.  And 
that  was  --  I  think  we  had  one  negative  vote,  didn't  you?  Did  we  have 
one? 

SENATOR  WHITEHOUSE:  Unanimous. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Unanimous.  So  we  just  did  two  unanimous 
bills.  Who  says  we  can't  pass  unanimous?  Who  said  we  don't  have 
bipartisan?  It  is  bipartisan.  But  this  legislation  passed  both  houses 
unanimously . 

Fair  payment  for  intellectual  property  is  essential  to  maintain 
America's  longstanding  position  as  the  world  leader  in  music  and 
entertainment.  And  when  they  say  "world  leader,"  it's  world  leader,  by 
far.  It's  not  even  close. 

This  legislation  accomplishes  that  goal  by  updating  our  licensing 
laws  to  reflect  the  significant  growth  in  streaming  and  digital  music. 

Today,  we  build  on  America's  rich  cultural  and  musical  legacy, 
which  brings  joy  and  meaning  to  countless  millions  and  millions  and 
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millions  of  Americans,  and  beyond,  frankly.  And  beyond. 

So  with  that,  I'm  pleased  to  sign  the  Hatch-Goodlatte  Music 
Modernization  Act.  It's  my  honor.  Hearing  about  it  for  so  many  years, 
and  we're  finally  getting  it  done.  And  these  people  are  going  to  become 
even  richer  than  they  are,  but  that's  okay.  (Laughter.)  Because  they 
really  were  --  they  were  treated  very  unfairly.  A  lot  of  people  got 
nothing.  They'd  do  an  incredible  song  and  they'd  end  up  getting 
nothing.  They'd  create  some  of  the  most  incredible  music,  some  great 
music,  and  they  would  not  be  able  to  benefit.  And  that  sounded  -- 
always  sounded  very  unfair.  And  that's  why  you  had  a  unanimous  consent. 

So  thank  you  all  for  being  here.  It's  an  honor.  And  I'll  go  and 
sign  the  paper,  and  then  you  go  on  and  do  what  you  have  to  do.  And, 

Kid,  thank  you  very  much,  man.  It's  great.  (Applause.) 

(The  bill  is  signed.) 

Got  it.  We're  done.  (Applause.) 

How  about  if  I  asked  Bob  Goodlatte  and  Orrin  Hatch  to  say  a  couple 
of  words .  Do  you  mind?  And  what  this  means.  And  I'm  also  going  to 
hand  out  the  pen.  Who  should  get  the  first  pen? 

PARTICIPANT:  Sam!  It's  his  birthday. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Okay,  let's  give  it  to  Sam.  (Applause.) 

'  MR.  MOORE:  Why,  thank  you. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Sam,  say  a  couple  of  words.  Go  ahead.  You  want  to 
speak? 

MR.  MOORE:  Thank  you,  everyone.  I  got  to  tell  you,  this  is  a 
historic  moment.  I'm  so  proud.  When  Mr.  Bush  was  in,  we  couldn't  get 
it  done.  When  we  had  Mr.  Obama  in,  we  couldn't  get  it  done.  But  we  got 
it  done  with  this  man.  (Laughter.) 

Thank  you  so  much.  Thank  you,  everybody.  (Applause.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Mike  Love. 

MR.  LOVE:  Thank  you.  President  Trump.  Thank  you  so  much  for  your 
support  of  music,  historically.  I  remember  you  tried  your  best  to  help 
get  Whitney  Houston  in  some  kind  of  shape. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  It's  true. 

MR.  LOVE:  And  it  was  —  yeah,  I  remember  being  at  Mar-a-Lago  with 
this  guy  right  here.  He  had  Ron  Perlman  come  down.  He  had  —  he  tried 
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your  best  to  help  Whitney. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Right. 

MR.  LOVE:  And  she's  not  the  only  one  you've  benefitted  and 
tried.  And  people  are  going  to  say  what  they  v/ant ,  but  you  ve  always 
been  a  big  supporter  of  some  of  the  best  music  that  America  has  ever 

made . 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  very  much. 

MR.  LOVE:  And  you're  right  when  you  say  it's  beyond.  We  remember 
going  to  Czechoslovakia  six  months  after  the  Russians  invaded.  And 
because  of  our  music  --  because  of  America  and  the  freedom  that  we 
represented,  you  know,  we  were,  like,  welcomed  like  heroes.  All  we  were 
doing  was  playing  our  songs . 

But  it  meant  a  lot  to  people  all  over  the  world.  And  so  we 
appreciate  you  and  Senator  Hatch  and  Goodlatte .  Darrell  Issa,  he's  been 
involved  with  the  pre-'72  stuff,  and  that's  very  near  and  dear  to  my 
heart.  (Laughter.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Darrell  is  a  good  man. 

MR.  LOVE:  Yeah,  he's  great.  Thank  you.  Thank  you.  President 
Trump.  (Applause.) 

MR.  RICH:  Thank  you.  You  know,  I  am  really  encouraged  by  today 
because  we  all  know  how  divided  our  country  is.  We  see  it  every  single 
day.  And  to  see  that  music  is  the  one  thing  that  can  get  unanimous 
consent  in  the  Senate,  in  the  House,  in  the  state  I  live  in  in  Tennessee 
--  Marsha  Blackburn  has  been  pounding  away  at  this  for  years.  NSAI, 
pounding  away  at  this  for  years. 

And  to  see  it  come  together  and  know  that  it  affects  all  these 
artists  and  all  these  genres  the  full  political  spectrum  of  artists 
are  impacted.  Kanye  West,  who  you're  going  to  see.  Kid  Rock,  Sam 
Moore,  Taylor  Swift,  Big  and  Rich  —  you  name  it.  Everybody  is  impacted 
by  this. 

So  thank  you  very  much  for  signing  it.  Thank  you.  (Applause.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  very  much. 

MR.  RITCHIE:  Uh  oh,  I  got  the  mic.  (Laughter.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  This  could  be  good. 

MR.  RITCHIE:  This  could  be  good.  No,  but  I  think  we  should  start 
with,  you  know,  I'd  just  like  to  bring  it  up  that  there's  a  whole  lot  of 
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people  in  this  country  that  do  give  you  a  lot  of  credit  for  everything 
you've  been  doing  for  this  country. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you. 

MR.  RITCHIE:  That' w.e  know  that  some  people  don't  give  it  to  you  as 
much  as  maybe  they  should  sometimes. 

A  big  part  of  this  bill  that  I'm  a  huge  fan  of  is  for  the  unsung 
songwriters  out  there.  There's  so  many  who  have  written  the  songs  that 
no  one  will  ever  see  at  any  level.  And  everybody  knows  this  business  of 
music  is  a  pretty  dirty  business.  There's  a  lot  more  that  needs  to  be 
done  here,  and  we  need  to  go  after  the  record  companies  next  for  things 
like  free  goods  and  things  like  that. 

But  this  is  a  great  start  to  protect  songwriters,  producers, 
engineers  --  the  unsung  heroes  behind  many  of  these  songs  that  go  out 
there.  People  like  myself  who  are  maybe  more  at  the  top  of  the  food 
chain,  it  really  doesn't  affect  as  much.  But  I  know  many  people  it  does 
affect.  So  this  is  going  to  help  out  in  a  big,  big  way,  and  be  a  great 
start  for,  hopefully,  a  lot  of  more  following  in  the  future.  So  thank 
you  again. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you.  Kid.  (Applause.) 

MR.  BAXTER:  You  know,  this  is  in  the  Constitution.  This  is  in  the 
Constitution.  Patented  language  (inaudible).  Congratulations. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  That's  right.  That's  right. 

Please . 

SENATOR  HATCH:  Well,  Mr.  President,  once  again,  it's  --  thank  you. 

MR.  BAXTER:  Songwriter.  Absolutely.  (Applause.)

Bob  Goodlatte  carried  this  through  the 
House,  and  I'm  just  very  grateful  to  him.  I'm  grateful  to  all  of  you. 

But,  Mr.  President,  we ' re  grateful  to  you.  You're  making  a  real 
hell  of  a  difference  in  this  country.  It's  a  good  difference.  And  we 
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all  you’re  getting  both  sides  to  —  (inaudible).  (Applause.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Please. 

SENATOR  GOODLATTE:  Mr.  President,  you're  doing  a  lot  of  things  to 
make  America  great  again.  And  signing  this  bill  is  one  of  them.  And  it 
is  something  that  has  been  needed  for  decades.

And  what  this  means  is  that  when  they  do,  they'll  get  paid,  and 
they'll  get  paid  a  fair  market  value. 

So  I'm  grateful  to  the  entire  range  of  the  music  industry  for 
coming  together  on  what  they  agree  on,  putting  aside  what  they  don't, 
and  then  working  with  this  whole  range  of  those  of  us  in  Congress  who 
wanted  to  make  this  happen. 

This  is  a  great  day,  Mr.  President.  And  thank  you  for  your  support 
and  for  calling  attention  to  the  music  that,  as  John  says,  unifies  our 
state  and  our  country.

Today,  President  Donald  J.  Trump  declared  that  a  major  disaster  exists  in  the  State  of  Florida  and 
ordered  Federal  aid  to  supplement  State  and  local  recovery  efforts  in  the  areas  affected  by  Hurricane 
Michael  beginning  on  October  7, 2018,  and  continuing. 

The  President's  action  makes  Federal  funding  available  to  affected  individuals  in  the  counties  of  Bay, 
Franklin,  Gulf,  Taylor,  and  Wakulla. 

Assistance  can  include  grants  for  temporary  housing  and  home  repairs,  low-cost  loans  to  cover 
uninsured  property  losses,  and  other  programs  to  help  individuals  and  business  owners  recover 
from  the  effects  of  the  disaster. 

Federal  funding  also  is  available  to  State,  tribal,  and  eligible  local  governments  and  certain  private 
nonprofit  organizations  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  for  emergency  work  in  the  counties  of  Bay, 

Calhoun,  Franklin,  Gadsden,  Gulf,  Hamilton,  Jackson,  Jefferson,  Leon,  Liberty,  Madison, 

Suwannee,  Taylor,  and  Wakulla. 

Federal  funding  is  also  available  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  for  hazard  mitigation  measures  statewide. 

Brock  Long,  Administrator,  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA),  Department  of 
Homeland  Security,  named  Thomas  J.  McCool  as  the  Federal  Coordinating  Officer  for  Federal 
recovery  operations  in  the  affected  areas. 

Additional  designations  may  be  made  at  a  later  date  if  requested  by  the  State  and  warranted  by  the 
results  of  further  damage  assessments. 

Residents  and  business  owners  who  sustained  losses  in  the  designated  counties  can  begin  applying 
for  assistance  today  by  registering  online  at  http:  /  / vnviv.DisasterAssistance.gov  or  by  calling  1-800- 
621-FEMA  (3362)  or  1-800-462-7585  (TTY)  for  the  hearing  and  speech  impaired.

Yesterday,  President  Donald  J.  Trump  declared  that  an  emergency  exists  in  the  State  of  Georgia  and 
ordered  Federal  assistance  to  supplement  State,  tribal,  and  local  response  efforts  due  to  the 
emergency  conditions  resulting  from  Hurricane  Michael  beginning  on  October  9,  2018,  and 
continuing. 

Hie  President's  action  authorizes  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security,  Federal  Emergency 
Management  Agency  (FEMA),  to  coordinate  all  disaster  relief  efforts  which  have  the  purpose  of 
alleviating  the  hardship  and  suffering  caused  by  the  emergency  on  the  local  population,  and  to 
provide  appropriate  assistance  for  required  emergency  measures,  authorized  under  Title  V  of  the 
Stafford  Act,  to  save  lives  and  to  protect  property  and  public  health  and  safety,  and  to  lessen  or  avert 
the  threat  of  a  catastrophe. 

Specifically,  FEMA  is  authorized  to  identify,  mobilize,  and  provide  at  its  discretion,  equipment  and 
resources  necessary  to  alleviate  the  impacts  of  the  emergency.  Debris  removal  and  emergency 
protective  measures,  including  direct  federal  assistance,  will  be  provided  at  75  percent  Federal 
funding  in  the  counties  of  Baker,  Bleckley,  Burke,  Calhoun,  Colquitt,  Crisp,  Decatur,  Dodge,  Dooly, 
Dougherty,  Early,  Emanuel,  Grady,  Houston,  Jefferson,  Jenkins,  Johnson,  Laurens,  Lee,  Macon, 
Miller,  Mitchell,  Pulaski,  Seminole,  Sumter,  Terrell,  Thomas,  Treutlen,  Turner,  Wilcox,  and 
Worth.

BY  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA 

A  PROCLAMATION 


Today,  we  pay  tribute  to  the  Polish  immigrant  and  renowned  military 
commander,  General  Casimir  Pulaski,  who  gave  his  life  for  the  cause  of  freedom 
during  the  American  Revolutionary  War.  In  the  Continental  Army,  General 
Pulaski  volunteered  to  serve  alongside  our  Nation's  forefathers  in  their  cause 
for  independence.  His  expertise  on  the  battlefield,  tactical  insights,  and 
creation  of  a  highly  effective  corps  of  mounted  infantry  earned  hirn  the  title 
of  "Father  of  the  American  Cavalry."  On  General  Pulaski  Memorial  Day,  we 
commemorate  his  legacy  and  draw  inspiration  from  his  stalwart  commitment  to 
liberty,  the  rule  of  law,  and  the  sovereignty  of  the  people. 

As  a  younger  man.  Count  Casimir  Pulaski  developed  a  reputation  for 
tremendous  bravery  while  fighting  with  his  father  to  free  his  native  Poland 
from  Russian  control.  When  Russia  nevertheless  prevailed,  Pulaski  faced  exile 
and  crossed  Europe  into  France.  There,  in  a  fortuitous  turn  of  events  for 
America,  Pulaski  crossed  paths  with  Benjamin  Franklin,  who  urged  him  to  join 
the  cause  of  American  independence.  Rising  rapidly  through  the  ranks  of  the 
Continental  Army  to  the  position  of  Brigadier  General,  Pulaski  demonstrated 
uncommon  and  contagious  courage  on  the  battlefield,  saving  the  life  of  General 
George  Washington  at  the  Battle  of  Brandywine  and  transforming  a  cavalry 
legion  of  Americans,  Germans,  Frenchman,  Irishmen,  and  Poles  into  a  lethal 
fighting  force. 

On  October  9,  1779,  General  Pulaski  was  severely  wounded  during  the 
Battle  of  Savannah.  Two  days  later,  he  died.  In  his  memory.  General 
Washington  wrote  that  "[t]he  Count's  valor  and  active  zeal  on  all  occasions 
have  done  him  great  honor."  Although  General  Pulaski  did  not  live  to  see  the 
Star-Spangled  Banner  fly  victoriously  over  the  field  at  Yorktown,  his  legacy 
of  heroism  and  sacrifice  is  etched  into  our  history,  alongside  that  of  heroes 
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like  Marquis  de  Lafayette  and  Bernardo  de  Galvez,  and  has  inspired  Americans 
for  generations.  By  giving  his  last  full  measure  of  devotion  for  our  freedom 
and  independence,  General  Pulaski  embodied  the  special  bond  that  the  American 
and  Polish  people  cherish  to  this  day.  Indeed,  more  than  two  centuries  after 
the  General's  heroic  death,  and  100  years  since  Poland  gained  its  own 
independence,  the  United  States  of  America  and  Poland  continue  to  share  a 
kindred  devotion  to  the  cause  of  freedom  and  to  strengthening  the  bilateral 
relationship  between  our  two  countries . 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  DONALD  J.  TRUMP,  President  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution  and  the 
lav/s  of  the  United  States,  do  hereby  proclaim  October  11,  2018,  as  General 
Pulaski  Memorial  Day.  I  encourage  all  Americans  to  commemorate  on  this 
occasion  those  who  have  contributed  to  the  furthering  of  our  Nation. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  this  tenth  day  of 
October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  two  thousand  eighteen,  and  of  the  Independence 
of  the  United  States  of  America  the  two  hundred  and  forty-third.

SECRETARY  NIELSEN:  All  right,  so  I  wanted  to  update  you  on 
Hurricane  Michael.  It's  about  40  miles  off  the  coast.  It's  starting  to 
feel  the  effects  now.  It  is  a  very  dangerous  Category  4.  Just  to 
remind  the  press.  Hurricanes  Harvey,  Irma,  and  Maria  were  Cat  fours.  So 
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these  are  big  storms  that  we're  looking  at. 


So  it'll  hit  the  Panhandle,  as  you  can  see  on  this  one  right  here, 
sir.  And  then  it  will  go  through  Georgia  and  the 

Carolinas.  Unfortunately,  on  the  tail  end,  we  do  expect  additional  rain 
in  the  Carolinas,  which  could  lead  to  additional  flooding. 


FEMA  is  leaning  forward,  as  we  are  with  our  interagency 
partners.  We're  forward  deployed.  We  have  search  and  rescue  ready  to 
go.  We're  in  very  close  contact  with  state  and  local 

authorities.  We've  all  spoken  with  the  governor  and  local  officials. 


And  I ' 11  turn  it  over  to  Brock  to  give  additional  details . 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Thank  you.  Secretary.  Unfortunately,  this  is 
a  Gulf  Coast  hurricane  of  the  worst  kind  because  all  of  the  elements 
associated  with  hurricanes  come  into  play. 


So,  as  you  see  on  the  left,  the  storm  surge  estimates,  are  anywhere 
between  9  and  14  feet.  The  storm  surge  is  going  to  be  the  worst  where 
the  eye  makes  landfall  —  just  to  the  east  or  south  of  where  the  eye 
makes  landfall.  Somewhere  right  now,  it's  projected  between  Panama 
City,  Apalachicola,  and  then  it's  going  to  push  forward. 


So  not  only  is  it  going  to  bring  14  feet  of  ocean  water  and  coastal 
flood  inundation,  there  will  be  wave  action  on  top  of  that,  which  is  the 
primary  driver  of  why  we  evacuate,  sir. 


And  then,  coupled  with  that,  you've  got  over-145-mile-per-hour 
winds.  You  know,  structures  built  before  2001  are  not  designed  to 
handle  that  type  of  wind,  typically. 


And  it's  going  to,  unfortunately,  push  through  the  states.  So 
we're  asking  citizens  in  southwest  Georgia,  central  Georgia  to  be 
vigilant  and  to  make  sure  that  they  understand  what's  about  to  come  ~~ 
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because  this  area  is  going  to  see  a  Cat  1,  Cat  2  storm  as  it  moves 
inland.  And  with  the  vegetation  there,  what  we're  anticipating  is  a  lot 
of  downed  trees  impacting  the  power  grid. 


And  here,  again,  we're  going  to  see  a  lot  of  devastation  along  the 
coast,  structurally.  And  then,  as  it  moves  in,  you're  going  to  see 
power  outages  throughout  the  state. 


And  then,  unfortunately,  you're  going  to  see  rainfall  into  South 
Carolina  and  North  Carolina.  The  Cape  Fear  was  projected  to  start 
receding  from  Hurricane  Florence  two  days  ago,  and  this  will  basically 
exacerbate  the  problem  and  add  to  it  a  little  bit,  to  where  it's  going 
to  keep  those  waters  from  receding  a  little  bit  as  it  exits  the  state  by 
Friday . 


THE  PRESIDENT:  So  they're  reporting  that  this  is  one  of  the  most 
powerful  hurricanes  ever  to  hit  our  country.  Is  that  actually  a  fact? 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Well,  you  know,  so  in  this  area,  this  would  be 
the  most  intense  hurricane  that  has  struck  this  area  since  1851,  if  I 
remember  correctly.  So  -- 


THE  PRESIDENT:  A  long  time. 


SECRETARY  NIELSEN:  This  is  a  big  storm. 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Yes.  Intense.  Very  intense.  But  — 


THE  PRESIDENT:  And  this  one  is  going  to  heavy  rain  or  is  it  going 
to  be  the  winds  that  are  going  to  be  the  problem? 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Storm  surge  and  winds.  And  then  for  Georgia, 
they're  going  to  see  high  inland  winds,  so  you  may  see  sustained 
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Category  1,  Category  2  winds  with  higher  gusts  that  are  associated. 


So  we ' re  expecting  a  lot  of  damage  inland  as  well .  But  we  have 
leaned  forward  with  Governor  Scott  and  his  staff,  and  Director  Wes  Maul 
down  in  Florida.  They've  been  leaning  forward  as  well. 


And  right  now,  there's  no  identified  shortfalls  when  it  comes  to 
pre-positioning.  So  we  have  teams,  equipment,  personnel  not  only  with 
and  embedded  with  state-of-Florida  staff  and  some  of  the  local  county 
emergency  managers.  But  we  have  equipment  teams  staged  in  Maxwell,  to 
Atlanta,  to  Orlando  ready  to  move  in  once  we  can  —  once  the  elements 
subside  and  push  through,  and  then  we  can  move  in  and  attack. 


SECRETARY  NIELSEN:  And  we're  working  really  closely  with  the 
private  sector.  So  they've  got  14  states  --  different  utilities  from  14 
states  are  already  ready  to  -- 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Yeah,  (inaudible) . 


SECRETARY  NIELSEN:  --  are  ready  to  help  with  any  energy  outages. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Electric  companies  are  from  all  over  the  country, 
actually.  They're  all  lined  up.  As  soon  as  it  goes  by,  they're  going 
to  be  working.  And  we've  got  food  supplies,  food  chains.  We're  working 
with  all  of  the  states. 


And  let  me  ask  you:  This  started  out  very  innocently  a  week 
ago.  This  was  a  small  storm  in  an  area  they  never  thought.  They  said 
it  grew  into  a  monster. 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Right.  So  the  first  initial  indications  from 
the  National  Hurricane  Center  started  coming  in  around  Saturday.  And 
they  picked  it  up  and  started  raising  the  flag  that,  "Hey,  this  system 
is  going  to  go  from  a  wave  to  a  depression,  and  it  could  potentially 
rapidly  intensify."  And  unfortunately,  that's  typical  of  the  Gulf 
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Coast . 


And  when  they  do  this,  those-  citizens  have  less  time  to  prepare  or 
heed  the  warnings.  We  are  concerned  that  many  citizens  chose  not  to 
heed  those  warnings,  but  we're  prepared  with  search  and  rescue  teams  to 
try  to  go  in  and  do  what  we  can. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Any  questions  for  us? 


Q  Yes.  Are  you  concerned  that  the  folks  in  Florida  and  Georgia 
in  the  storm's  path  aren't  prepared  enough  and  that  there  aren't  enough 
evacuations,  to  follow  up  on  that  point? 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Yesterday,  we  were  concerned  that  we  were  not 
--  we  did  not  like  the  level  of  evacuation  activity  that  we  were 
seeing.  And,  you  know.  Governor  Scott  —  kudos  to  him.  He  leaned 
forward,  used  the  new  wireless  emergency  alert  capabilities  that  we 
have,  and  sent  out  a  text  --  you  know,  text  messaging  last 
night.  Leaned  forward  and  said,  "Hey,  get  out  of  there." 


And  so  we  were  trying  to  get  people  to  really  take  the  storm 
seriously.  A  lot  of  people  did  heed  the  warning,  but  then  there  are 
those  who  chose  to  stay  behind.  And  unfortunately,  first  responders  may 
not  be  able  to  go  in  and  rescue  those  who  dial  911  at  this  point. 


Q  Mr.  President,  can  you  give  us  a  sense  of  the  officials  you've 
been  in  contact  with?  Have  you  spoken  to  the  governor? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  have.  I  have  And  the  other  governors,  depending 
on  what  happens  here  —  but  they  are  all  either  contacted  or  are  in  the 
process.  I  had  a  long  talk  with  Rick  Scott  —  Governor  Scott,  of 
Florida.  Very  well  coordinated  with  all  of  the  states. 


And,  you  know,  one  of  the  things  that  must  be  said  is  it's  not  so 
easy  for  some  of  these  people  to  leave.  Some  of  the  areas  are  very 
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poor.  It’s  not  easy  for  a  person  without  the  necessary  money  to 

leave.  So  what  we’ve  done  is  we’ve  sent  buses.  We’ve  sent  a  lot  of 

different  —  we 1  re  doing  a  lot  of  different  things  to  try  and  remove 
people  from  the  area.  But  a  lot  of  people  are  very  poor  in  certain  of 

those  areas,  and  it’s  very  tough  for  them  to  leave.  That’s  one  of  the 

problems  you're  finding,  I  guess,  huh? 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Yeah.  In  some  cases,  what  we  asked  to  do  on 
blue-sky  days  is  ask  people,  who  may  not  have  the  means  or  the 
mechanisms  to  get  out  of  town,  to  register  with  their  local  emergency 
management  agencies  —  and- Florida  has  been  pretty  robust  in  doing  that 
--  so  that  we  have  some  idea  of  how  to  pre-plan  for  that. 


And  then  we  do  what  we  can  to  be  able  to  support  the  movement  of 
people.  When  it  comes  to  Georgia,  you  know,  we're  not  evacuating  for 
storm  surge  in  Georgia.  This  is  going  to  be  high  winds.  So  v/e' re 
asking  people  to  get  within  a  facility  that  can  withstand  the  winds,  and 
try  to  shelter  in  place  or  seek  out  public  shelters  that  may  be  open  in 
southwest  Georgia. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  But  if  you  look  at  the  size  --  how  long  it 
is.  Take  a  look  at  that.  And  the  red  area  basically  is  the  area  where 
it's  going  to  hit  pretty  heavily.  And  that's  a  --  that's  a  lot  of 
shore.  That's  a  lot  of  land. 


SECRETARY  NIELSEN:  Yes,  sir.  There  will  be  four  feet  of  storm 
surge  all  the  way  down  to  Tampa  Bay  —  which,  as  you  know,  is  very  low- 
lying  and  floods  very  easily.  But  to  give  you  that  idea  of  the  breadth 
of  its  path.  It  is  quite  large. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  It's  almost  the  entire  size  of  the  Gulf.  When  you 
look  at  it,  topically,  it's  almost  the  entire  size  of  the  Gulf.  And 
they  haven’t  seen  that.  Maybe  they  haven't  seen  that  at  all.  Nobody 
has  seen  that  before. 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  The  eye  diameter  is  pretty  wide,  which 
unfortunately  is  not  good  news  as  it  makes  landfall.  So  some  people  may 
say  it’s  similar  to  an  EF3  tornado  making  landfall  in  areas  that  are 
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close  to  the  eye.  So  it’s 


Q  Did  last  year's  hurricanes  in  the  area  impair  the 
infrastructure  or  weaken  it  in  any  way  that  they  would  struggle  to  deal 
with  this  year's  hurricane? 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Not  in  this  area.  Irma  did  not  really  heavily 
impact  the  Florida  Panhandle.  Most  of  the  hits  from  Irma  was  in  the 
southwest  portion  of  Florida,  and  then  moved  up  through  and  created  some 
issues  in  the  Jacksonville  area  and  the  northeastern  portion. 


But  this  area  has  been  a  long  time  since  it's  been  hit,  so  the 
vegetation  hasn't  been  stressed.  And  we ' re  going  to  see  a  lot  of  damage 
and  devastation,  unfortunately.  And  we  have  to  set  the  citizens' 
expectations  that  the  power  is  going  to  be  out  for  a  while .  And  what 
FEMA's  role  in  that  is,  as  the  Secretary  was  saying,  our  partnership 
with  the  private  sector  is  that  we  work  with  the  Florida  Power  and 
Lights,  the  Gulf  Powers,  the  southern  companies  —  the  Georgia  Powers, 
to  be  able  to  help  them  facilitate  their  mutual  aid  to  come  in. 


And  they've  got  power  crews  coming  in  from  multiple  states  across 
the  country  that  are  already  pre-staged.  And  when  we're  hit,  we  v/ork 
with  them  to  do  what's  called  "first  push  debris"  to  get  the  roadways 
open  and  so  that  we  can  get  them  down  the  roadways  to  start  fixing  the 
power.  But  that's  going  to  take  some  time. 


Q  Mr.  President,  do  you  plan  on  changing  any  of  your  travel 
schedule  (inaudible)? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  we  don't  know.  I  know  was  going  to 
Pennsylvania.  It  looks  like  there  are  thousands  of  people  already  lined 
up,  and  probably  will  do  that  tonight.  And  we're  going  to  go  down  here 
as  soon  as  we  can.  We  don't  want  to  interfere  with  anybody,  but  we  want 
to  go  as  soon  as  possible. 


You  have  --  you  know,  right  nearby  we  have  thousands  of  people 
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going  tonight,  and  they've  already  many  are  there  already. 


What  time  are  we  --  were  you  going  to  be  there?  What  time  are  we 
landing  on  that? 


Q  The  rally  tonight  is  scheduled  for  7  o'clock. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Yeah,  it's  about  seven. 


Q  Are  you  going  to  go  ahead  (inaudible)? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  don't  know  what  to  do,  because  you  have  so 
many  people  already  there,  and  it's  sort  of  unfair  to  them.  So  it's  a 
mix.  I'll  be  totally  focused  on  this.  But  we'll  make  a  determination 
over  the  next  little  while.  But  you  have  people  that  — 


Q  Does  it  make  it  for  difficult  for  you  to  pay  attention  to  the 
storms  -- 


THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  because  I  have  great  people,  including  these 
two.  But  I  have  great  people.  And  it  wouldn't  make  any  difference  in 
that  sense.  But  I.  would  like  to  be  seeing  what’s  going  on.  We  want  to 
get  down  there  as  soon  as  possible. 


At  the  same  time,  I  don't  want  to  go  down  where  we're  interfering 
with  the  people  --  first  responders,  the  FEMA  people.  I  want  them  to 
focus  on  the  storm,  not  me.  So  we'll  probably  look  to  Sunday  or  Monday 
to  go  down  and  meet  with  the  governors,  meet  with  everybody,  and  do  what 
we  have  to  do,  like  we  did  in  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  where  that 
worked  out  really  well. 


Now ,  they're  going  to  get  hit  also.  I  mean.  North  Carolina  and 
South  Carolina  are  going  to  get  a  lot  of  water.  Nothing  like  they  had 
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two  weeks  ago.  But  they’re  going  to  get  a  lot  of  water  also,  and  that 
water  is  still  draining  out.  So  this  is  a  pretty  big  problem.  I  really 
worry  a  little  bit  about  South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina,  from  the 
standpoint  they're  already  saturated,  and  they're  going  to  get  a 
reasonable  hit.  Right? 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Right,  yeah.  They  will,  sir.  You're  going  to 
see  as  much  as  eight  —  you  know,  possibly  eight  inches  in  isolated 
areas  through  South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina.  And  as  I  said,  it’s 
all  about  the  rivers  being  able  to  process  the  water  from  Florence.  And 
some  of  them  haven’ t  had  the  time  to  do  that,  so  this  doesn't  help. 


Q  President  Trump,  should  Saudi  Arabia  release  the  journalist 
(inaudible) ? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  will  have  to  take  a  look  at  it  exactly.  When  you 
say  release  the  journalist,  who  are  you  talking  about? 


Q  They  have  imprisoned  a  journalist  named  (inaudible) . 


THE  PRESIDENT:  That  I'd  have  to  look  into.  I'm  not  familiar  with 

it . 


Q  Can  I  ask  you  about  Jamal  Khashoggi? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Yes. 


Q  Are  you  concerned  that  he's  dead?  And  do  you  hold  the  Saudi 
government  responsible? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  would  be  certainly  concerned.  In  fact,  we  have  a 
call  in  to  his  wife. 
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Q 


Do  you  think  he’s  dead,  Mr.  President? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  His  wife  wrote  us  a  letter,  and  addressed  it  to  my 
wife  and  myself.  And  we're  in  contact  with  her  now,  and  we  want  to 
bring  her  to  the  White  House.  It's  a  very  sad  situation.  It's  a  very 
bad  situation.  And  we  want  to  get  to  the  bottom  of  it. 


Q  Do  you  think  he's  dead,  Mr.  President? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  don't  want  to  make  —  I  don't  want  to  say 
that.  I  hope  he's  not.  I  hope  he's  not. 


Q  Would  you  hold  the  Saudi  government  responsible? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  have  to  find  out  who  did  it.  But  people 
saw  him  go  in  but  they  didn't  see  him  come  out,  as  they  understand 
it.  And  we're  going  to  take  a  very  serious  look  at  it.  It's  a  terrible 
thing . 


Q  Have  you  spoken  to  the  Saudis? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I'd  rather  not  say.  But  the  answer  is 
yes.  (Laughter.) 


Q  Can  you  give  us  a  sense  of  when  his  wife,  fiancee,  might  be 
coming  to  the  White  House,  and  your  message  to  her? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  would  say  fairly  quickly.  I  would  say  fairly 
quickly.  They're  in  touch.  You  may  speak  to  First  Lady's  folks  because 
they're  in  touch,  and  she'll  be  most  likely  coming  to  the  White 
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House.  We’ll  work  on  it  together.  It’s  a  terrible  thing. 


Q  Lindsey  Graham  says  there  will  be  hell  to  pay  if  the  Saudis 
are,  in  fact,  responsible.  Do  you  share  that  view? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  Lindsey  can  speak  for  himself.  But  this  is  a 
bad  situation.  We  cannot  let  this  happen  to  reporters,  to  anybody.  We 
can't  let  this  happen.  And  we're  going  to  get  the  bottom  of 
it.  Okay?  But  you  may  want  to  speak  to  the  First  Lady's  office  about 
it . 


Q  Mr.  President,  who  did  you  talk  to  in  the  Saudi  government? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I’d  rather  not  say,  but  at  a  very  high  level.  The 
highest  level.  Let  me  say  this:  It's  the  highest  level. 


Q  (Inaudible)  last  couple  days  about  this? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Yeah.  And  more  than  once. 


Q  You  had  mentioned  that  you  spoke  with  King  Salman.  So,  I 
mean,  the  highest  level  -- 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  do  anyway.  And  I’ve  always  found  him  to  be 
a  fine  man.  We've  had  a  very  good  relationship.  I'm  not  happy  about 
this.  We  have  to  see  what  happens.  We  have  to  see  what 
happens.  Nobody  knows  what  happened  yet.  They  don't  know  over 
there.  But  it's  a  very  serious  situation,  and  it's  something  we're 
taking  very  seriously.  Okay? 


Q  Mr.  President,  several  countries,  like  India  and  China,  are 
planning  to  buy  oil  from  Iran,  even  after  the  (inaudible) .  What  is  the 
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message  to  those  countries? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  We'll  take  care  of  that.  We'll  take  care  of  that. 


Q  There's  a  report  out  of  Seoul  today  that  the  South  Korean 
government  is  considering  lifting  some  sanctions  against  --  the  South 
Korean  government  is  considering  lifting  — 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  they  won't  do  it  without  our  approval.  They 
do  nothing  without  our  approval. 


Q  Have  they  been  in  contact  with  you? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Yes.  They  do  nothing  without  our  approval. 


Q  President  Trump,  do  you  plan  to  release  more  people  like  Alice 
Johnson? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  We'll  talk  to  you  about  that  later. 


Q  Are  you  any  closer  to  picking  a  replacement  for  Ambassador 
Haley? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  And,  by  the  way,  when  we  get  —  Alice  Johnson  is 
such  a  great  person,  such  a  great  case.  I'd  like  to  find  a  lot  of 
people  like  Alice  Johnson.  And  there  are  a  lot  of  people  that  are  in  a 
situation  like  that,  and  we  are  actively  looking  for  those 
situations.  She's  a  terrific  woman.  I've  been  watching  her  a  lot.  And 
what  a  great  spokesman  she  is  for  that  situation.  And  that's  covering  a 
lot  of  people.  There  are  a  lot  of  people  like  that  that  will 
unfortunately  be  locked  up  for  many,  many  years.  And  there's  no  reason 
for  it.

So  we  are  looking  for  --  we  are  actively  looking  for  other 
situations  exactly  like  that. 


Q  Would  you  consider  Dina  Powell  the  frontrunner  to  U.N. 
Ambassador? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  but  she's  somebody  we're  talking  to.  We  like 
Dina.  Dina  did  great  here.  She  then  went  back  into  the  private  sector 
for  a  while,  but  she  always  wanted  to  come  back.  She  loves  this 
administration.  So  we're  certainly  looking  at  Dina,  and  we're  looking 
at  others.  There's  some  tremendously  talented  people.  Nikki  is  going 
to  be  here  until  the  end  of  the  year.  Nikki  is  our  friend.  She's  been 
great.  I  want  whoever  it  is  to  spend  some  time  with  Nikki  before  Nikki 
goes  out  and  gets  herself  a  job,  and  hopefully  does  —  she's  going  to 
make  a  lot  of  money.  And  I  think  Nikki  will  come  back  in  some  form, 
too.  But  she's  an  extraordinary  person,  good  person. 


But  we're  looking  at  many  people.  Many  people  want  that  job. 


Q  Mr.  President,  any  concern  about  the  fact  that  she  announced 
her  departure  before  the  midterms?  Some  here  -- 


THE  PRESIDENT:  No,  there's  no  good  time.  I  mean,  there  will  is  no 
good  time.  She  told  me  about  this  a  long  time  ago.  And,  frankly,  it's 
—  you  know,  almost  four  weeks.  So  it's  not  that  bad.  No,  I  don't 
think  so  at  all.  I  thought  it  was  very  elegantly  done. 


If  she  waited  until  after,  then  they'd  say,  "Oh,  she..."  You  know, 
if  we  win,  they'd  say,  why  is  she  doing  it.  And  if  we  lose,  they'd  say, 
oh,  well  that's  obvious  why  she's  doing  it.  Okay?  So  there's  really  no 
good  time  to  do  it. 


But  she  and  I  had  spoke  at  least  six  months  ago.  Maybe  even  a  year 
ago  we  had  conversations.  She  wanted  to  be  here  about  two  years.  And  I 
think  the  point  really  was,  last  week  at  the  United  Nations,  she  wanted 
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to  get  through  that  and  then  go  probably  into  the  private  sector  for  a 
while.  And  I'm  sure  she's  going  to  come  back  into  government  because 
she’s  a  terrific  person. 


Q  What's  the  vetting  process  like,  Mr.  President?  What  are  you 
looking  for  in  your  next  — 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Very  strong  vetting.  But  some  of  the  people  we’ve 
already  vetted.  Some  of  the  people  are  with  us.  We're  looking  at 
people  that  were  already  with  us.  And  we  have  some  incredible  talent  in 
this  administration.  We  have  some  great,  great  talent.  And  they've 
already  been  vetted.  They  were  already  approved. 


Any  other  questions  on  this? 


Q  Mr.  President,  one  more  question.  Last  week,  India  signed  an 
agreement  with  Russia  to  purchase  the  S-400  missile  defense  system  — 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Yeah,  I  know  they  did. 


Q  --  $5.4  billion.  Would  CAATSA  sanctions  apply  to  India?  Or 
are  you  planning  to  do  (inaudible)? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  India  is  going  to  find  out,  aren't  they? 


Q  Are  you  planning  to  give  them  a  waiver? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  India  will  find  out. 


Q  When? 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  You’ll  see.  Sooner  than  you  think. 


Q  Can  I  ask  another  question  on  this?  You  talked  a  lot  about 
the  size  and  the  scope  of  it.  Can  you  help  us  understand  just  how  big 
it's  going  to  be?  Florence  was  a  historic  storm.  Is  it  going  to  be 
bigger  than  Florence?  How  should  we  think  about  the  size  and  the 
magnitude? 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  Well,  for  this  area  of  the  Florida  Panhandle, 
it's  going  to  be  historic.  I  mean,  this  is  the  worst  hit  that  they've 
had  in  recent  history.  You  know,  it’s  Cat  4  going  in.  What  else  can  ~ 
what  else  can  we  say? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Very  rare  that  you  see  a  4. 


SECRETARY  NIELSEN:  That’s'  about  150  miles  per  hour  right  now. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  And  these  winds  are  --  you  know  -- 


SECRETARY  NIELSEN:  I  mean,  this  is  a  very  serious  storm. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  —  and  much  more  in  certain  areas. 


Q  How  many  people  are  unable  to  evacuate?  Is  there  an  estimate 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Many.  Many. 


Q  Like  thousands? 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  You  have  poor  people.  It's  very  sad.  And  they  are 
unable.  More  than  we  would  like.  More  than  we  would  like.  And,  you 
know,  you  have  people  that  are  stuck.  They’re  just  stuck  there. 


We're  moving  a  lot  of  people  out,  but  you  have  some  people  that 
don't  want  to  go  out.  They  own  a  home  and  they  just  don't  want  to  go 
out.  And  you  can't  force  them  to  go  out. 


But  these  are  great  people  that  —  I  love  this  area.  I  love 
it.  There's  something  about  the  people  in  the  area.  And -they  will  be 
okay.  They  are  strong,  smart,  wonderful  people.  But  you  have  certain 
sections  where,  really,  you  have  pretty  extreme  poverty;  you  don't  have 
money.  And  it's  very  hard  for  those  people.  But  we're  moving  a  lot 
out . 


Q  Do  you  have  a  message  for  those  who  are  in  the  storm's  path 
that  haven't  evacuated? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  I  say,  "God  bless  you  all."  That's  my  message  -- 
because  that's  what  it  is.  The  storm  is  there.  I  mean,  that  storm  is 
there.  It's  sort  of  too  late  to  do  anything  about  it  now  from  the 
standpoint  of  moving. 


Tell  us  about  that.  If  somebody  said  —  they're  watching  this  now, 
and  they  want  to  leave,  it's  — 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  The  window  to  evacuate  has  come  to  a  close.  I 
mean,  you  know,  once  — you  know,  in  some  cases  — 


THE  PRESIDENT:  (Inaudible.) 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  —  all  these  barrier  islands,  they  have  to  shut 
down  the  drawbridges  at  certain  sustained  winds.  And  quite  honestly. 
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the  ocean  has  already  started  rising  in  some  of  those  areas  where  we're 
anticipating  the  storm  surge. 


And  as  I  said  earlier,  the  most  important  thing  is,  is  that  if 
you're  in  an  area  and  you  can't  get  out  of  that  area,  try  to  get 
elevated,  and  try  to  get  into  a  facility  that  you  think  can  withstand 
the  winds. 


Q  Is  there  anything  that  you're  doing  for  this  storm  differently 
than  you  did  for  hurricanes  Maria  or  any  of  the  other  past  hurricanes? 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  You  know  what?  We're  putting  the  full  force 
of  the  federal  government  and  the  firepower  of  the  federal  government 
down  and  pre-staging  to  be  able  to  help  our  state  partners.  We  don't 
treat 


THK  PRESIDENT:  But  I  do  think  we ' re  trying  to  move  people  more 
here  because  of  the  winds.  We're  worried  about  the  houses.  You  know, 
these  houses  weren't  built  for  180-mile-an-hour  winds.  You  have  wind 
gusts  up  to  185,  they  say.  That's  as  bad  as  --  pretty  much  as  bad  as  it 
can  get.  And  these  houses  aren't  built  for  that  kind  of  destruction. 


So  I  think  more  than  anything  else,  we're  trying  to  move  more 
people  out  than  we've  ever  before. 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  I  think  what  was  different  was  Governor  Scott 
leaning  forward  and  using  the  wireless  emergency  alert.  And  I  think 
that's  the  first  time  that  it's  actually  been  used  in  this  platform,  to 
my  knowledge.  And,  you  know,  just  trying  to  hammer  home  the 


SECRETARY  NIELSEN:  That  was  a  great  way  to  communicate  with  those 
barrier  islands  you  see,  using  that  alert  system. 


Q  A  lot  of  folks,  I  think,  woke  up  and  they  were  surprised  when 
they  saw  Category  4.  Were  state  and  local  officials,  or  was  the  federal 
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government  in  any  way  caught  off  guard  by  the  strength  of  this? 


ADMINISTRATOR  LONG:  FEMA  was  not,  by  any  means,  and  neither  was 
the  state  of  Florida.  You  know,  the  bottom  line  is,  is  that  any  time 
we're  dealing  with  a  Gulf  Coast  storm,  we  always  plan  for  one  category, 
possibly  two ,  higher  —  because  we  understand  that  trying  to  forecast 
the  intensity  of  these  storms  is  very  difficult  for  the  National 
Hurricane  Center  to  do.  So,  therefore,  we  always  plan  one  or  two 
categories  higher  than  what's  actually  forecast  days  in  advance,  because 
we  know  that  the  window  to  actually  move  people  into  position  and  get 
ready  shuts  pretty  quickly  in  Gulf  Coast  storms  because  of  the 
(inaudible) . 


SECRETARY  NIELSEN:  This  is  why  we  have  National  Hurricane  season, 
right?  I  mean,  the  whole  season  we  encourage  everybody  to  be  prepared, 
have  your  kits,  kno w  how  you'll  communicate  with  your  family,  know  your 
evacuation  route.  Because  sometimes  they  increase  in  intensity  so 
quickly.  If  you're  thinking  about  it  then  for  the  first  time,  you're 
not  going  to  be  safe.  So  that's  why  we  have  the  season.  During  that 
whole  season,  you  should  be  prepared  for  a  hurricane. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  this  was  projected  to  be  a  storm  three  days 
ago,  not  a  hurricane.  And  it  grew,  and  it  grew  as  rapidly  as  anything 
they've  ever  seen.  That's  the  problem.  And  we're  very,  very 
prepared.  We  have  massive  amounts  of  food  and  water  that  gets  brought 
in  immediately  as  it's  leaving.  I  mean,  literally,  we  follow  it  right 
in . 


And  the  electrical  folks  and,  you  know,  the  different  electrical 
companies,  they  have  thousands  —  they're  going  to  have  over  10,000 
people,  and  they're  literally  waiting,  and  they  go  and  follow  it 
in.  They  have  to  clear  out  the  streets.  But  they  literally  follow  it 
right  in. 


So  that's  going  to  be  okay.  I  mean,  the  thing  we're  worried  about 
is  that  initial  —  the  wind.  Because  supposedly,  if  you  believe 
everything  you're  seeing  not  only  from  our.  people,  if  you  see  it  on 
television,  they  haven't  seen  winds  like  this.  So  this  is  different 
than  a  lot  of  water,  which  is  bad  too.  But  they  have  not  seen  winds 
like  this  in  a  long  time. 
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ADMINSTRATOR  LONG:  Yep,  you  can  replace  all  the  infrastructures. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Some  of  it  they  had  almost  200  miles  an  hour,  and 
I've  never  even  heard  of  that  before.  I've  never  heard  of  it.  It's 
almost  like  a  big  —  it's  like  a  big  tornado,  a  massive  tornado.  So  we 
have  to  be  very  careful,  and  we  just  hope  the  structures  can  hold 
up.  And  if  they  can't,  we  hope  people  aren't  in  those  structures;  that 
they  were  able  to  get  out. 


Well,  thank  you  all  very  much.  We  appreciate  you  very  much. 


Q  Can  I  ask  one  more  on  Khashoggi?  Do  you  have  a  message  to  the 
Saudi  government?  Are  you  demanding  information? 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Yeah,  we  are.  We're  demanding  everything.  And  we 
want  to  see  what's  going  on  here.  That's  a  bad  situation.  And, 
frankly,  the  fact  that  it's  a  reporter,  you  could  say,  in  many  respects, 
it  makes  it  7“  it  brings  it  to  a  level. 


It's  a  very  serious  situation  for  us  and  for  this  White  House.  We 
do  not  like  seeing  what's  going  on.  Now,  as  you  know,  they're  saying  we 
had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  But  so  far,  everyone  is  saying  they  had 
nothing  to  do  with  it.  And  it's  inside  of  Turkey.  And  the  Turkish 
government  is  working  very  strongly  so  far,  so  we'll  see  what  happens. 


Q  Sounds  like  you  don't  buy  their  denials. 


THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  want  to  see  what  happens.  And  we 1  re 
working  very  closely  with  Turkey,  and  I  think  we'll  get  to  the  bottom  of 
it . 


Thank  you  all  very  much. 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  thank  you  very  much  everybody.  This  is  a 
very  important  day  for  our  country  in  a  lot  of  ways.  But  before  we 
begin,  we  have  another  important  subject.  I  want  to  give  an  update  on 
the  really  devastating  storm  bearing  down  on  Florida.  It's  moving 
rapidly,  and  it’s  at  a  very  high  level.  Some  are  saying  it’s  one  of  the 
biggest  storms  ever  to  hit  our  country. 

It  built  very  rapidly,  very  quickly.  And  I’ve  just  concluded  a 
briefing  with  the  Secretary  of  Homeland  Security  and  the  Administrator 
of  FEMA,  and  we  are  watching  Hurricane  Michael.  It’s  just  hitting  shore 
now.  Winds  are  going  up  to  close  to  200  miles  an  hour.  You  don't  hear 
about  that.  Category  4  —  you  don’t  hear  about  that. 

i 

This  is  the  most  powerful  recorded  storm  to  strike  the  Florida 
Panhandle  ever,  and  it  will  bring  with  it  anywhere  from  150-mile  to 
almost  200-mile-an-hour  winds .  The  storm  surges  could  be  up  to  15 
feet.  Additional  rainfall  could  also  produce  flash  flooding  at  the 
highest  levels. 

We’ve  been  in  constant  communications  with  Governor  Rick  Scott  of 
Florida  and  with  all  of  the  authorities  in  the  various  states.  We're 
very  well  prepared  for  it.  Massive  amounts  of  food  and  we  have  first 
responders  all  over.  The  electrical  companies  are  staged  and  ready  to 
go  in  immediately  after  the  storm  leaves.  Thousands  of  people,  hundreds 
of  trucks  --  actually,  over  a  thousand  trucks. 
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So  we  have  large  amounts  of  food  and  water  and  everything  else  that 
you  need.  And  that  will  go  --  immediately  be  rushed  in  as  the  storm 
leaves . 

Federal  resources  are  on  the  ground  at  every  level.  And  so  we  are 
absolutely  ready.  It's  a  top  priority,  and  the  single  top  priority  is 
the  saving  of  life.  We  have  moved  a  lot  of  people  off  the  area  and  out 
of  the  path  of  the  storm,  but  people  remain;  some  people  just  don't  want 
to  go.  And  we  have  no  choice  but  to  let  them  stay. 

It's  going  to  be  a  big  one.  The  winds  are  going  to  be  so 
tremendous.  This  will  be  a  lot  of  water,  but  this  will  be  tremendous 

wind.  And  a  lot  of  those  houses  aren't  built  for  winds  like  that.  We 

¥ 

haven't  seen  winds  like  that. 

Florida  and  Georgia  will  bear  the  brunt  of  the  storm.  However, 
Hurricane  Michael,  as  it's  called,  is  expected  to  bring  very,  very 
considerable  rainfall  to  North  and  South  Carolina,  in  addition.  And  I 
just  left  there,  and  they  —  they  had  a  tremendous  storm,  as  you  know  -- 
Florence.  And  that  was  a  heavy  water  storm.  More  so  than  the  wind,  it 
was  the  water.  And  now,  unfortunately.  North  and  South  Carolina  are 
going  to  be  getting  some  additional  water  as  it  dries  out,  and  here 
comes  some  more  water. 

So  it's  a  tough  situation.  But  we're  with  them.  We're  with 
Georgia.  We're  with  Florida.  We're  with  Alabama.  Everybody  that's 
going  to  be  hit,  we  have  covered.  And  I  just  say  God  bless  everyone 
because  it's  going  to  be  a  rough  one.  It's  going  to  be  a  very  dangerous 
one . 


My  administration  will . continue  to  provide  updates  and  information 
as  it  becomes  available. 

We  are  --  we're  here  today  on  a  very  different  subject,  and  that's 
the  issue  of,  really,  to  me,  vital  importance;  it's  been  from  day  one  of 
the  administration.  It's  the  wellbeing  of  every  American.  The  price  of 
prescription  drugs  —  it's  way  out  of  whack.  It's  way  too  high.  I've 
been  talking  about  it  for  a  long  time,  long  before  I  ever  decided  to  run 
for  President. 

You  look  at  prices  in  our  country,  and  for  the  exact  same  drug,  in 
other  countries,  it's  much  lower.  Exact  same  —  made  in  the  same  plant 
by  the  same  company.  And  I  said,  "What's  going  on?"  We  have  middleman 
problems.  We  have  a  lot  of  other  problems.  Well,  we're  ending  many  of 
those  problems  today.  And  we're  going  to  end  them. 

Based  on  what  we're  signing  today  ~~  two  bills  —  we'll  be  able  to 
do  additional  things,  Mr.  Secretary,  over  the  coming,  actually,  months  - 
-  as  opposed  to  years.  And  vie '  re  going  to  see  drug  prices  not  only  not 
go  up,  but  come  down. 
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So  today,  I  am  thrilled  to  sign  two  bills  that  will  lower  the  cost 
of  prescription  drugs.  It's  the  Know  the  Lowest  Price  Act  of  2018  and 
the  Patient  Right  to  Know  Drug  Prices  Act.  And,  obviously,  based  on  the 
name,  you  can.  tell  that  this  gives  people  knowledge  as  to  prices  at 
different  locations  —  where  to  buy  the  drugs.  That  will  have  an 
immediate  impact,  too. 

It’s  called  the  lav/  of  supply  of  demand.  Pretty  simple.  But  we 
didn't  have  that.  They  didn't  want  to  have  that,  A  lot  of  people 
didn't  want  to  have  that.  But  now  we  have  it,  and  it's  going  to  really 
drive  prices. 

Earlier  this  year,  I  released  our  drug  pricing  blueprint,  setting 
out  a  new  agenda  to  drive  down  the  drug  prices  for  all 

Americans.  Within  a  week  of  announcing  the  blueprint,  my  administration 
began  to  crack  down  on  so-called  "gag  clauses"  in  Medicare  Part  D 
plans.  You  all  know  what  that  is.  These  clauses  prevent  pharmacists 
from  telling  patients  about  more  affordable  options  for  prescription 
drugs . 

Today,  Congress  is  building  on  my  administration's  actions  with 
legislation  --  very  strong  legislation  —  to  completely  end  these  unjust 
gag  clauses  once  and  for  all.  Our  great  citizens  deserve  to  know  the 
lowest  price  available  at  our  pharmacies,  and  now  that  is  what  they  will 
be  getting.  They'll  be  able  to  see  pricing.  They'll  be  able  to  see 
where  they  should  go.  And  as  they  start  leaving  certain  pharmacies, 
those  pharmacies  will  be  dropping  their  prices. 

I'd  like  to  thank  Senator  Susan  Collins  for  her  incredible 
leadership  on  this  legislation.  And  I  haven't  seen  you  in  a  few 
days.  (Laughter.)  I  want  to  also  thank  you  for  some  of  the  most 
beautiful  words.  It  was  incredible.  Admired  by  everybody.  Thank  you, 
Susan.  Really  amazing.  Thank  you  very  much. 

And  I  would  also  like  to  recognize  Senator  Lamar  Alexander,  my 
friend;  Senator  Bill  Cassidy,  my  friend;  Senator  Debbie  Stabenow,  who  I 
don't  know,  but  someday  she'll  be  a  friend.  (Laughter.)  And  somebody 
that's  really  worked  hard  --  I've  heard  this  for  a  long  time 
Representative  Buddy  Carter.  Really  worked  —  thank  you,  Buddy. 

Also,  of  course,  I'd  like  to  thank  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  Alex  Azar.  Extraordinary  person.  And  he  knows  the  industry 
better  than  anybody  because  he  was  very  successful  in  the  industry. 

Only  100  days  after  releasing  my  drug  pricing  blueprint,  15  drug 
companies  reduced  their  list  prices,  rolled  back  price  increases,  or 
froze  their  prices  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  And  I  think  you  probably 
remember  a  month  ago  when  I  called  —  at  the  request  of  Alex  Azar,  I 
called  Pfizer,  Novartis,  a  couple  of  others.  And  they  had  announced 
drug  price  increases  —  fairly  substantial.  And  I  said,  "Can't  do 
that.  Can't  do  that.  We're  going  down.  We're  not  going  up." 
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And  that’s  probably  when  I  first  realized  the  power  of  presidency 
because  they  all  ended  that  increase.  (Laughter.)  You  saw  that. 

Bill.  You've  never  seen  that  one  before. 

But  they  all  said,  "Sir,  we're  not  going  to  increase."  And  they 
put  out  notices  that  the  increase  will  not  take  effect.  And  I  said, 
"Boy,  this  is  a  powerful  position."  (Laughter.) 

But  it  was  really  at  the  behest  of  the  Secretary.  And  we've  kept 
them  down,  but  we're  now  going  to  watch  them  go  actually  down. 

We've  increased  competition  and  reduced  regulations  to  deliver 
medicine  to  patients  faster  and  cheaper. 

We've  massively  sped  up  the  FDA  approval  process.  Last  year,  the 
FDA  approved  more  than  1, 000  low-cost  generics  the  most  in  its 
history;  never  done  anything  like  that  —  saving  America  almost  $9 
billion  in  the  first  year  of  my  administration.  It's  a  very  important 
thing  for  us.  And  I  can  tell  you,  this  has  been  a  priority  from  day 
one . 


We  took  action  to  stop  hospitals  from  overcharging  seniors  on 
Medicare,  which  will  save  them  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  on  drug 
payments  in  this  year  alone. 

We've  given  Medicare  Part  D  plans  new  tools  to  negotiate  lower 
prices  for  more  drugs.  Thanks  to  our  actions  to  increase  competition 
and  drive  down  costs,  average  Medicare  Part  D  premiums  will  start  to 
substantially  decline  for  the  second  year  in  a  row.  We've  already 
gotten  it  down  a  lot,  but  now  it's  going  to  go  down  with  what  we're 
doing  today  and  what  we've  done  over  the  last  couple  of  months. 

Further,  I've  directed  my  administration  to  confront  the  global 
f reeloading  of  U.S.  taxpayers.  Foreign  countries  extort  lower  prices 
from  U.S.  drug-makers  for  their  citizens,  subsidized  by  higher  cost 
prices  for  American  citizens.  All  research  and  development  and 
everything  is  borne  by  our  country,  and  other  countries  are  not  asked 
to,  you  know,  pick  up  their  fair  share.  It's  called  "welcome  to  the 
game."  Because  on  --  whether  it's  trade  or  military  or  so  many  other 
things,  they  do  the  same  thing.  But  it  will  all  stop. 

We  are  also  taking  dramatic  action  to  make  health  insurance  more 
affordable .  We're  allowing  Americans  to  pool  their  resources  to  buy 
better  healthcare  for  less  money  through  association  health  plans.  And 
that's  really  taken  off.  And  they're  getting  tremendous  deals  — 
actually,  even  lower  than  we  thought.  It's  a  beautiful  thing  to  see. 

And  we've  expanded  access  to  short-term  plans  to  provide  coverage 
options  at  just  a  fraction  of  the  cost  of  Obamacare.  Much  less  money. 

For  example,  according  to  E-Health,  the  average  lowest  premium  for 
an  Obamacare  plan  for  a  40-year  old  woman  is  about  $4,200  per  year.  By 
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contrast,  the  average  lowest  premium  for  short-term  coverage  for  this 
individual  is  about  $1,300  a  year  --  a  savings  of  $3,000.  And  I  would 
say  most  people  would  say  it  would  be  better.  So  it's  much  less  money, 
and  it’s  better.  And  people  are  signing  up  very  rapidly,  as  we  see. 

We've  also  ended  the  unfair  individual  mandate  penalty,  which 
punished  Americans  because  they  didn't  want  to  pay  a  fortune  for  the 
Obarnacare  disaster.  It  was  one  of  the  worst  things.  People  are  paying 
a  lot  of  money  for  the  privilege  of  not  paying  a  lot  of  money  for  bad 
healthcare.  And  we've  ended  it.  It  was  the  most  unpopular  thing  within 
Obarnacare . 

And  thanks  to  our  actions  today  —  all  of  us,  every  one  of  us  here 
—  for  the  first  time  since  Obarnacare  went  into  effect,  average  premiums 
on  the  exchanges  are  coming  down.  Through  good  management  and  lots  of 
other  things,  we ' re  keeping  the  premiums  down. 

We're  strongly  protecting  Americans  with  preexisting 
conditions.  That's  a  very  important  thing  to  Republicans  --  preexisting 
conditions.  We  are  protecting  Americans  with  preexisting  conditions. 

In  less  than  two  years,  we  have  taken  unprecedented  action  to  make 
healthcare  more  affordable  and  to  give  patients  more  choice  and  more 
control . 

The  American  people  deserve  a  healthcare  system  that  works  for 
them,  not  one  that  takes  advantage  of  them  --  and  that's  what  been 
happening.  But  we're  changing  that  rapidly. 

Along  with  a  very  Republican  Congress,  I  am  delivering  on  my 
promise  to  lower  drug  prices.  And  I  really  do  believe  Democrats  want  to 
do  that  too,  very  much.  I've  spoken  to  many  of  them,  and  they  want  to 
see  that  happen,  too.  Debbie,  I  can  tell  you:  They  want  to  see  it 
happen.  Okay?  I  can't  put  you  in  a  position  where  you  want  --  you  want 
them  to  go  down  too . 

SENATOR  STABENOW:  (Inaudible.) 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We  all  do.  If  there's  anything  bipartisan,  it's 
lowering  drug  prices . 

Lower  premiums  —  we're  making  healthcare  really  affordable  and 
making  it  great.  And  it's  affecting  all  Americans. 

So  tremendous  progress  has  been  made.  But  where  we're  making  very 
obvious  progress,  and  you  can  see  it,  is  we  are  reducing  prescription 
drugs  and  the  cost  of  prescription  drugs. 

So  I  want  to  thank  all  of  the  folks  behind  me  and  aside  me.  We 
have  the  great  Larry  Kudlow,  whose  voice  is  so  beautiful.  For  so  many 
years,  I've  listened.  And  now  he's  working  with  us.  And  every  time  I 
hear  those  beautiful  words  —  and  they  have  been  beautiful. 
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The  economy,  Larry,  how  is  it  doing? 

MR.  KUDLOW:  Couldn't  be  better. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Good.  Good.  (Laughter.)  Good.  It  is  doing 
well.  Thank  you.  (Applause.)  I'm  going  to  sign  this  now.  Thank  you. 

I'd  like  to  ask  the  Secretary  just  to  say  a  few  words  on  the  actual 
pricing  itself.  Okay?  Thank  you. 

SECRETARY  AZAR:  Well,  that  you  very  much,  Mr.  President.  And  I 
just  want  to  echo  the  President's  gratitude  to  the  members  of  Congress 
and  the  Senate  for  passing  these  two  very  important  pieces  of 
legislation  that  end  pharmacy  gag  practices. 

You  know,  what  that's  about  is  preventing  a  patient  from  knowing 
they  could  pay  less  for  drugs.  And  now  we 1  re  giving  patients  the  right 
to  know.  You  can  ask  your  pharmacist,  "Could  I  pay  less  for  this 
medicine  than  what  my  insurance  is  going  to  make  me  pay?"  And  that's  an 
important  right . 

And  it  shows  that,  with  drug  pricing,  it's  one  of  the  areas  where 
we  can  really  work  in  a  bipartisan  way  because  there  is  significant 
consensus  we've  got  to  get  drug  prices  down. 

And  thanks  to  the  President's  leadership,  we've  already  taken  major 
action  since  the  President  rolled  out  his  blueprint,  brought  competition 
and  negotiation  for  the  first  time  ever  to  an  important  part  of  the 
Medicare  program.  We're  creating  a  pathway  for  importation  of  drugs  to 
relieve  exorbitant  price  increases  of  generic  drugs  and  other  branded, 
sole-source  drugs  here  in  the  United  States  that  are  off-patent. 

And  he's  also  brought  increased  competition  through  generic 
approvals  and  historic  levels,  and  ended  gaming  by  branded  companies  to 
prevent  the  entrance  of  new  generic  drugs.  And  more  on  that  coming 
soon . 


And  this  is  just  the  tip  of  the  iceberg.  In  the  weeks  and  months 
ahead,  we  have  got  so  much  more  coming,  in  terms  of  regulatory  action  to 
bring  down  the  price  of  drugs  in  this  country. 

And  the  President  is  adamant  about  that.  We're  going  to  deliver  on 
that .  And  it ' s  all  coming  to  a  theater  near  you .  And  thank  you  very 
much,  Mr.  President,  for  your  leadership  here. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  very  much. 

SECRETARY  AZAR:  Thank  you. 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you  very  much.  It's  been  long  in  the  making. 
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(The  bills  are  signed.)  (Applause.) 


Okay.  That's  a  big  --  that's  a  big  thing.  (Applause.) 

Q  Mr.  President,  given  the  gravity  of  the  storm,  do  you  think 
it's  appropriate  to  go  on  a  campaign  trip  tonight,  sir? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  Well,  I  hear  they  have  thousands  of  people  lined 
up,  and  so  we  are  in  a  little  bit  of  a  quagmire.  I  don't  want  to 
disappoint  people.  They've  gotten  there  --  some  people  were  saying  that 
they  got  there  last  night.  I  believe  it  starts  at  about  7  o'clock  -- 
going  to  Pennsylvania. 

So  we'll  probably  go.  Because  what  are  you  going  to  do?  Tell 
thousands  of  people  that  have  been  waiting  there  all  night  that  we're 
not  coming?  That's  not  fair  either.  So  it's  a  very  -- 

But  we  have  our  --  it's  a  very  difficult  situation,  actually.  We 
have  our  people  ready.  We  are  really  ready  in  Florida,  and,  frankly, 
Georgia,  Alabama,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina.  We're  very 
ready.  And  I  think  it'll  be  just  fine. 

But  I  can't  tell  thousands  of  people  that  have  been  waiting  --  some 
of  whom  got  there  literally  last  night,  in  order  to  be  and  get  into  an 
arena  at  7  o'clock.  It's  hard  to  tell  them,  "By  the  way,  you've  been 
waiting  all  day.  Go  home."  That's  not  nice,  either. 

I'm  going  to  give  some  pens  out.  Come  on  over  here. 

Carter.  (Laughter  and  applause.)  Lamar,  thank  you  very  much.  And  we 
have  a  few  —  come  on  over  here,  Mr.  Secretary.  Who's  back  here?  He 
deserves  it,  huh?  (Applause.) 

Everybody  all  set  over  here?  ■Thank  you  all  very  much.  Appreciate 
it.  (Applause.) 

Q  Mr.  President,  did  you  speak  to  the  Saudi  Crown  Prince, 
sir?  Or  only  staff? 

THE  PRESIDENT:  We're  going  to  have  a  comment  on  that  very 
soon.  And  we  are  very  disappointed  to  see  what's  going  on.  We  don't 
like  it.  We  don't  like  it  at  all.  And  we're  going  to  get  to  the  bottom 
of  it.  Thank  you  very  much.  Thank  you,  folks.  (Applause.)

Attorney  General  Brnovich  last  week  sent  a  letter  (attached)  to  federal  financial  agencies  requesting  regulatory 
exemptions  for  entities  operating  within  Arizona's  FinTech  Sandbox,  the  first  Sandbox  in  the  country.  Many  have  noted, 
including  the  Financial  Times  this  weekend,  that  U.S.  regulators  lag  in  facilitating  FinTech,  which  reduces  our  country's 
economic  competitiveness,  https://www.ft.com/content/64e22402-3e38-lle8-bcc8-cebcb81flf90.  Federal  regulatory 
exemptions  would  help  the  United  States  catch  up  with  foreign  jurisdictions. 

Furthermore,  encouraging  state  sandboxes  would  create  new  centers  of  venture  capital  investment.  As  the  fetter  notes, 
77%  of  venture  capital  investment  in  2016  was  concentrated  in  only  three  states--New  York,  California  and 
Massachusetts.  These  exemptions  would  facilitate  the  administration's  goal  of  distributing  economic  growth 
throughout  the  country. 

I  would  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  have  additional  conversations  on  this  topic  with  you  or  any  interested  person  in 
the  administration.  Thank  you  for  your  time.

Re:  Regulatory  Exemptions  for  Fintech  Startups  in  State  Regulatory  Sandboxes 

Dear  Secretary  Mnuchin,  Director  Mulvaney,  Chairman  Clayton,  Commissioner  Stein, 
Commissioner  Piwowar,  Commissioner  Jackson,  Commissioner  Peirce,  Chairman  Ohlhausen, 
Commissioner  McSweeny,  Chairman  Giancarlo,  Commissioner  Quintenz,  and  Commissioner 
Behnam: 

I  write  to  request  that  each  of  your  agencies  consider  exempting  from  your  respective 
regulations  any  financial  technology  (“Fintech”)  products  or  services  being  tested  in  a  state 
regulatory  sandbox.  Recently,  the  Government  Accountability  Office  touted  Fintech’s  benefits: 
greater  convenience,  lower  cost,  increased  financial  inclusion,  faster  services,  and  improved 
security.1  Having  recognized  these  benefits,  at  least  fifteen  other  countries  have  created  or

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proposed  a  regulatory  sandbox  that  allows  cultivation  of  innovative  products  and  services  via 
live,  controlled  testing.2  The  United  States  is  far  behind  in  these  efforts.  However,  on  March  22, 
2018,  Arizona  enacted  a  law  creating  the  nation’s  first  regulatory  sandbox.3 

As  Arizona’s  chief  law  enforcement  officer,  one  of  my  paramount  duties  is  protecting 
consumers  from  deceptive  and  unfair  acts  and  practices.  My  office  vigilantly  exercises  this  duty 
while  acknowledging  that  a  dynamic  market  can  greatly  benefit  consumers.  Indeed,  Fintech  is 
one  such  area  that  can  make  financial  services  more  accessible,  affordable,  and  efficient  for 
consumers,  especially  those  in  underserved  areas.4 

I,  Regulatory  Sandboxes  Can  Contribute  To  Economic  Growth 

Governments  abroad  have  recognized  that  existing  regulatory  regimes  stifle  Fintech  and 
recently  have  adopted  a  regulatory  framework— the  regulatory  sandbox— to  facilitate  Fintech 
growth  and  innovation.  Regulatory  sandboxes  allow  startups  and  established  businesses  alike  to 
offer  their  new,  innovative  products  to  consumers  on  a  limited  scale  with  lower  regulatory 
barriers  to  entry.  As  a  result,  these  regulatory  sandboxes  foster  innovation  and  investment  in 
innovative  ideas  by  allowing  Fintech  startups  to  operate  in  a  risk-appropriate  and  cost-effective 
environment. 

Initial  results  of  innovations  tested  in  regulatory  sandboxes  show  the  success  of  these 
programs.  For  instance,  the  U.K.’s  Financial  Conduct  Authority,  which  began  accepting  ideas  for 
testing  in  2016,  recently  announced  that  the  majority  of  sandbox-tested  products  thus  far  “have 
developed  as  planned  towards  meeting  their  objectives.”5  Further,  90  percent  of  the  firms  that 
participated  in  the  first  testing  group  are  “continuing  toward  a  wider  market  launch.”6  Deloitte 
concluded  that  the  U.K.’s  implementation  of  its  regulatory  sandbox  coincided  with  an  increase  in 
investments  in  U.K.  Fintech  firms— from  $140  million  in  the  first  quarter  of  2016  to  $375 
million  in  the  first  quarter  of  2017.7 

In  the  United  Arab  Emirates,  the  Abu  Dhabi  Global  Market  (“ADGM”)  administers  a 
regulatory  sandbox  called  the  “RegLab.”8  As  noted  by  RegLab’s  Chief  Executive  Officer,  “[t]he 
overwhelmingly  positive  response  we’ve  had  from  the  global  Fintech  industry  in  the  first  year  of 
the  RegLab  programme  is  extremely  encouraging.  We  are  already  seeing  some  great  results  from

II.  Enabling  State-Run  Fintech  Regulatory  Sandboxes  Is  Consistent  With  the 
President’s  Regulatory  Agenda 

Exempting  Fintech  products  and  services  in  state-run  regulatory  sandboxes  would  be 
consistent  with  the  President’s  policy  articulated  by  Executive  Order  13772,  which  directed  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  regulate  financial  markets  consistent  with  seven  core  principles, 
including  empowering  Americans  to  make  informed  financial  decisions  and  making  regulation 
“efficient,  effective,  and  appropriately  tailored.”11 

In  advancing  these  principles,  the  Department  of  the  Treasury  subsequently  issued 
several  recommendations  “[to  promote]  access  to  capital  for  all  types  of  companies,  including 
small  and  growing  businesses,  through  reduction  of  regulatory  burden  and  improved  market 
access  to  investment  opportunities^]”12  The  Department  further  recognized  that  “[improperly 
tailored  regulatory  burden  can  benefit  the  largest  companies,  which  are  better  positioned  to 
absorb  the  costs,  and  discourage  competition  from  new  entrants.”13  And  it  recommended 
restoring  exemptive  authority  to  regulatory  agencies,  which  would,  as  was  suggested  to  the 
Department  by  market  participants,  “allow  the  agencies  to  evolve  with  the  marketplace  and 
properly  tailor  their  oversight.”14 

Likewise,  Director  Mulvaney  has  noted  how  “[m]uch  can  be  done  to  facilitate  greater 
consumer  choice  and  efficient  markets,  while  vigorously  enforcing  consumer  financial  law  in  a 
way  that  guarantees  due  process.”15  Indeed,  the  CFPB  has  issued  many  requests  for  information 
on  its  practices  and  how  it  can  improve.16 

Chairman  Clayton  also  has  laid  out  his  guiding  principles  for  the  Securities  and  Exchange 
Commission  and  has  notably  stated,  “[a]s  markets  evolve,  so  must  the  SEC  ,  .  .  The  SEC  must

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recognize  [technology  is  constantly  disrupting  the  market]  and  strive  to  ensure  that  our  rules  and 
operations  reflect  the  realities  of  our  capital  markets.”17 

And  Chairman  Ohlhausen  has  echoed  this  sentiment  as  well  in  stating,  ”1  share  the 
President’s  desire  to  eliminate  unnecessary  and  burdensome  regulatory  requirements  that  hurt 
our  economy.  As  a  result,  at  the  FTC  I  have  sought  to  maintain  a  culture  of  continuous 
improvement  consistent  with  President  Trump’s  call  for  efficient  and  effective  government. 
Private  firms  face  constant  market  pressure  to  innovate  and  improve,  and  I  see  no  reason  why 
government  should  operate  any  differently.”18 

Finally,  Chairman  Giancarlo  has  articulated  a  belief  “that  the  CFTC  and  its  fellow  U.S. 
market  regulators  must  affirmatively  embrace  innovation.  That  means  that  its  rules  must  ‘first, 
do  no  harm’  to  blockchain  and  other  promising  FinTech  innovations  using  the  same  forward- 
thinking  approach  American  regulators  took  two  decades  ago  in  the  early  days  of  the  Internet.”19 

Given  the  success  of  regulatory  sandboxes  abroad,  states  are  poised  to  implement 
regulatory  sandboxes  of  their  own.  And  as  shown  below,  federal  agencies  have  authority  to 
directly  apply  these  principles  and  recommendations  to  innovative  Finteeh  products  and  services 
that  will  be  tested  in  state-run  regulatory  sandboxes.  Considering  three  states— California,  New 
York,  and  Massachusetts — accounted  for  77%  of  venture  capital  investment  in  the  United  States 
in  2016,  regulatory  sandboxes  will  encourage  more  evenly  distributed  economic  investment 
across  states  for  companies  of  all  sizes.20  However,  state  regulatory  sandboxes  can  only  do  so 
much.  States  cannot  exempt  Finteeh  startups  from  federal  regulations,  and  these  regulations  may 
impede  any  state’s  attempt  to  fully  realize  the  potential  of  a  regulatory  sandbox. 

Ill,  Each  Agency  Possesses  Authority  to  Issue  Exemptions  To  Regulations 

Federal  agencies  with  oversight  authority  affecting  Finteeh  products  and  services  should 
exempt  such  products  and  services  from  federal  regulations  during  testing  in  a  state  regulatory 
sandbox.  In  addition  to  whatever  statutory  authority  an  agency  may  possess  to  issue  regulatory 
exemptions,  the  courts  have  recognized  that  federal  agencies  may  issue  exemptions,  regardless 
whether  the  enabling  statute  grants  such  authority.  In  United  States  v.  Allegheny-Ludlum  Steel 
Corp .,  the  Supreme  Court  concluded  that  “[i]t  is  well  established  that  an  agency's  authority  to 
proceed  .  ,  .  by  means  of  rules  of  general  application  entails  a  concomitant  authority  to  provide 
exemption  procedures  in  order  to  allow  for  special  circumstances,”21  Additionally,  courts  have 
subsequently  delineated  several  different  circumstances  and  their  relevant  standards  of

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scrutiny.22  Exemptions  based  on  special  circumstances  are  recognized  as  a  means  of  enhancing 
the  effective  operation  of  the  regulatory  scheme.23 

In  addition  to  the  aforementioned  general  authority  to  issue  exemptions  to  an  agency’s 
own  rules,  many  agencies  are  granted  specific  exemption  authority  within  their  respective 
enabling  statutes. 

-  Consumer  Financial  Protection  Bureau  (“CFPB”) 

The  CFPB  has  authority  to  exempt  Fintech  products  pursuant  to  its  express  statutory 
authority.  Under  12  U.S.C.  §  5512(b)(3)(A),  the  CFPB  may  “exempt  any  class  of  covered 
persons,  service  providers,  or  consumer  financial  products  or  services,  from  any  provision  of  this 
title,  or  from  any  rule  issued  under  this  title,  as  the  Bureau  determines  necessary  or  appropriate  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  and  objectives  of  this  title[J” 

-  Department  of  Treasury 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  relevant  to  Fintech,  has  authority  to  exempt  entities 
from  complying  with  federal  regulations  regarding  money  transmissions  monitored  by  the 
Financial  Crimes  Enforcement  Network.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  “may  by  written  order  or 
authorization  make  exceptions  to  or  grant  exemptions  from  the  requirements  of  [31  C.F.R. 
Chapter  X]”.24  These  exemptions  may  apply  to  “classes  of  persons”  or  “classes  of 
transactions.”25 

-  Securities  and  Exchange  Commission  (“SEC”) 

The  SEC  has  general  exemptive  authority  under  the  Securities  Acts  of  1933  and  1934, 
The  Securities  Act  of  1933  states,  “[t]he  Commission,  by  rule  or  regulation,  may  conditionally  or 
unconditionally  exempt ,  .  .  any  class  or  classes  of  persons,  securities,  or  transactions,  from  any 
provision  or  provisions  of  this  subchapter  or  of  any  rule  or  regulation  issued  under  this 
subchapter,  to  the  extent  that  such  exemption  is  necessary  or  appropriate  in  the  public  interest, 
and  is  consistent  with  the  protection  of  investors.”26  The  Securities  Act  of  1934  contains  a 
similar  provision  with  certain  limitations  based  on  the  Wall  Street  Transparency  and 
Accountability  Act  of 2010  27 

Under  the  Investment  Company  Act  of  1940,  the  SEC  generally  may  issue  exemptions 
“to  the  extent  that  such  exemption  is  necessary  or  appropriate  in  the  public  interest  .  .  .”28 
Additionally,  the  SEC  has  general  exemptive  authority  over  ail  of  the  Investment  Advisers  Act 
of  1940  “to  the  extent  that  such  exemption  is  necessary  or  appropriate  in  the  public  interest  and 
consistent  with  the  protection  of  investors  and  the  purposes  fairly  intended  by  the  policy  and 
provisions  of  this  subchapter.”29

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-  Federal  Trade  Commission  ("FTC”) 

The  ETC  has  statutory  authority  to  issue  exemptions  to  rules  defining  unfair  and 
deceptive  trade  practices: 

If,  on  its  own  motion  or  on  the  basis  of  a  petition  .  .  ,  the  Commission  finds  that 
the  application  of  a  rule  [defining  unfair  or  deceptive  acts]  ...  to  any  person  or 
class  ...  is  not  necessary  to  prevent  the  unfair  or  deceptive  act  or  practice  to 
which  the  rule  relates,  the  Commission  may  exempt  such  person  or  class  from  all 
or  part  of  such  rule.30 

Commodity  Futures  Trading  Commission  ("CFTC”) 

The  CFTC  has  authority  to  exempt  classes  of  agreements,  contracts,  and  transactions 
ct[i]n  order  to  promote  responsible  economic  or  financial  innovation”  as  well  as  transactions 
related  to  excessive  speculation  in  commodities  trading.3 

IV.  Conclusion 

Regulatory  sandboxes  are  proving  to  be  a  viable  option  to  relieve  businesses,  large  and 
small,  from  regulatory  burdens,  a  key  goal  for  the  White  House.32  Lifting  federal  regulations 
while  products  and  services  are  being  tested  in  state-run  regulatory  sandboxes  would  promote 
innovation  by  reducing  the  time  and  costs  needed  to  begjn  testing  an  idea.  Moreover,  exempting 
these  products  would  not  materially  affect  the  level  of  protections  afforded  to  consumers.  As 
Arizona  has  done  with  its  newly-created  regulatory  sandbox,  products  or  services  tested  in  a 
state-run  sandbox  will  be  subject  to  state  regulation,  and  state  regulators  can  provide  themselves 
enhanced  tools  to  combat  fraud.33  Furthermore,  states  are  naturally  situated  to  conduct.tests  in  a 
limited,  controlled  environment  that  may  be  challenging  to  create  at  the  federal  level.  Consistent 
with  the  President’s  agenda  and  subsequent  directives,  federal  agencies  can  and  should 
contribute  to  the  success  of  these  regulatory  sandboxes  and  promote  innovation  in  the  Fintech 
marketplace  that  ultimately  will  benefit  consumers  nationwide,  I  look  forward  to  working  with 
your  agencies  on  this  issue.

Today,  President  Donald  J.  Trump  declared  that  a  major  disaster  exists  in  the  State  of  Montana 
and  ordered  Federal  assistance  to  supplement  State,  tribal,  and  local  recovery  efforts  in  the  areas 
affected  by  flooding  from  May  1  to  June  10, 2018, 

Federal  funding  is  available  to  State,  tribal,  and  eligible  local  governments  and  certain  private 
nonprofit  organizations  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  for  emergency  work  and  the  repair  or  replacement 
of  facilities  damaged  by  the  flooding  in  the  counties  of  Carbon,  Custer,  Golden  Valley,  Lewis 
and  Clark,  Missoula,  Musselshell,  Park,  Powell,  and  Treasure. 

Federal  funding  is  also  available  on  a  cost-sharing  basis  for  hazard  mitigation  measures  in  all 
areas  within  the  State. 

Brock  Long,  Administrator,  Federal  Emergency  Management  Agency  (FEMA),  Department  of 
Homeland  Security,  named  James  R,  Stephenson  as  the  Federal  Coordinating  Officer  for  Federal 
recovery  operations  in  the  affected  areas. 

Additional  designations  may  be  made  at  a  later  date  if  requested  by  the  State  and  warranted  by 
the  results  of  further  damage  assessments.

MS.  SANDERS:  It’s  on  the  record,  but  don't  use  the  audio, 
and  not  on  camera.  It's  not  for  broadcast,  I'm  --  just  because 
my  notes  are  a  little  rough  here,  I  just  wanted  to  get  you  guys 
something  before  we  got  in.  I'll  go  through  each  stop. 

So  in  the  synagogue,  the  President  met  with  Rabbi 
Myers.  They  light  the  Yahrzeit  candles.  Eleven  --  one  for  each 
of  the  individuals.  The  rabbi  walked  through  the  history  of  the 
church,  and  walked  the  President  and  the  First  Lady  through  a  lot 
of  the  detail  of  what  happened  on  the  day.  He  talked  about  the 
bravery  --  the  rabbi  talked  a  lot  about  the  bravery  of  the  lav/ 
enforcement . 
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The  President  was  incredibly  impressed  by  the  rabbi  -- 
absolutely  incredible  man.  The  President  was  very  moved  by  the 
visit  and  the  time  with  the  rabbi .  He  called  it  "very  humbling 
and  very  sad." 

The  second  stop,  he  was  at  the  hospital.  In  the  first  room 
that  he  came  to,  he  met  with  the  three  members  of  the  law 
enforcement  who  had  been  discharged,  and  a  number  of  the  members 
of  the  medical  staff,  the  doctors,  and  nurses  who  treated  the 
individuals  as  they  came  in  --  the  list  that  you  guys  have.  And 
their  families  were  there  as  well. 

From  there,  he  went  to  the  ICU  to  one  of  the  first 
responders  who  had  been  shot  seven  times.  He  was  there  with  his 
family . 

Q  What’s  his  name? 

MS.  SANDERS:  I'll  send  you  the  name  in  just  a  second.  I 
just  have  these  notes. 

The  President  was  incredibly  moved  by  the  man  in  ICU,  and 
also  how  supportive  all  of  the  law  enforcement  members  were  of 
one  another. 

From  there,  he  moved  on  and  spent  about  an  hour  with  the 
widow  of  Dr.  Richard  Gottfried.  I  believe  her  name  is  Peg 
Gottfried,  but  I ' 11  double  check  and  make  sure  I  have  that 
correct,  and  send  you  the  actual  spellings  on  both  of  those 
names.  She  said  that  she  wanted  to  meet  the  President  to  let  him 
know  that  people  wanted  him  there.  And  again,  he  spent  about  an 
hour  talking  with  her. 

And  Congressman  Rothfus  —  Keith  Rothfus  --  was  there  v/ith 
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him.  Said  he  was  —  the  President  was  very  impressed  by  the 
compassion  that  the  congressman  showed. 

He  said  it  was  a  great  honor  to  be  in  Pittsburgh  with  the  First 
Lady,  to  be  with  such  incredible  people  who  had  shown  such 
bravery . 

Q  Did  they  end  up  saying  the  prayer  that  you  had 
mentioned  before? 

MS.  SANDERS:  I'll  get  the  specifics  on  that.  I  know  they 
did  say  a  prayer  while  they  were  there. 

Q  So  the  only  family  member  he  met  with  was  this  widow  of 
Dr.  Gottfried? 

MS.  SANDERS:  She  was  the  one  —  the  only  one  there  at  the 
hospital . 

Q  At  the  top,  you  --  what  were  the  candles  called?  I'm 
sorry . 

MS.  SANDERS:  I'll  send  you  the  exact  spelling.  I  was  going

MS.  SANDERS:  I  wrote  it  out  phonetically.  And  again,  I'll 
send  you  the  spelling  of  the  names. 

Q  The  stones  are  from  the  White  House,  you  said 
earlier?  Where  are  they  from  in  the  White  House  or  — 
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MS.  SANDERS:  I  know  they  were  from  one  of  the  White  House 
gardens . 

Q  And  were  the  flowers  also  from  the  White  House,  or  were 
they  like  from  a  florist?  Do  you  know?

MS.  SANDERS:  Primarily,  it  has  been  coordinated  through  the 
rabbi,  and  worked  mostly  through  him  to  sort  of  determine  the 
plan  of  the  day. 

Q  Can  you  say  why  the  President  wanted  to  come  on  this 
particular  day,  given  that  he  was  asked  to  wait  by  some  of  the 
local  officials  and  some  of  the  — 
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MS.  SANDERS:  He  was  also  asked  to  come  by  some.  Look,  the 
President  wanted  to  show  his  respect  on  behalf  of  the  entire 
country ,  And  to  represent  the  country  in  this  moment .  And  be 
there  to  show  our  support. 

Q  At  the  vestibule  where  the  President  was,  was  there  any 
evidence  of  the  shooting  or  anything  that  the  President  saw  — 

MS.  SANDERS;  I'm  not  aware  of  that  detail. 

Q  Did  he  have  any  response  to  being  — 

MS.  SANDERS:  I  know  that  a  lot  of  the  FBI  members  that  are 
here  on  site  leading  the  investigation  met  them  there,  and  he 
shook  hands  with  those  that  were  investigating  as  he  went  into 
the  area. 

Q  Did  he?  Okay. 

MS.  SANDERS:  If  I  have  anything  else,  I'll  let  you  guys 

know . 


Q  Sarah,  was  the  President  familiar  with  the  biographies 
of  all  the  people  that  were  killed? 

MS.  SANDERS:  I  know  he  got  an  update  on  the  individuals.  I 
don't  know  how  much  depth,  but  I  know  the  rabbi  talked  a  lot 
about  the  individuals  in  the  time  that  they  spent  together  and 
walked  through  the  events  of  the  day  in  their  time  both  in  the 
vestibule  and  outside.

Good  morning! 

A  heads  up  on  a  Presidential  announcement  coming  later  today  on  the  deregulation  front  that  I'm  sure  your  boss  will 
want  to  highlight  considering  their  leadership  on  this  very  important  issue. 

Within  10  days  of  taking  office.  President  Trump  issued  Executive  Order  13771,  which  directs  agencies  to  reduce 
regulatory  burdens  by  eliminating  two  existing  regulations  for  each  new  one  issued.  Many  attorneys  general  signed  an 
amicus  brief  back  in  May  in  District  Court  for  the  District  of  Columbia  supporting  the  administration's  position.  This  brief 
was  led  by  Attorneys  General  Brad  Schimel  and  Patrick  Morrisey. 

The  President  will  speak  today  at  2:30  p.m.  ET  and  discuss  that  in  only  its  first  10  months,  the  administration  has  far 
exceeded  its  promise  to  eliminate  two  existing  regulations  for  each  new  one.  The  President  will  reveal  in  the  speech 
the  exact  number  of  regulations  cut  and  the  savings. 

As  you  all  plan  how  you  want  to  amplify  this  important  victory  today,  you  may  want  to  review  an  article  in  the 
Washington  Examiner  this  morning  and  the  below  op-ed  from  Neomi  Rao,  head  of  the  Office  of  Regulatory  Affairs. 

The  Trump  Regulatory  Game  Plan 

Within  10  days  of  taking  office,  President  Trump  issued  Executive  Order  13771,  which  directs  agencies  to  reduce 
regulatory  burdens  by  eliminating  two  existing  regulations  for  each  new  one  issued.  This  announcement  was  met 
with  a  healthy  dose  of  skepticism,  as  the  steady  expansion  of  the  regulatory  state  traditionally  has  been  a 
bipartisan  affair.  No  longer. 

This  week,  the  Office  of  Information  and  Regulatory  Affairs  released  a  status  report  on  agencies’  progress  on 
regulations.  In  only  its  first  10  months,  the  Trump  administration  has  far  exceeded  its  promise  to  eliminate  two 
existing  regulations  for  each  new  one — an  unprecedented  advance  against  the  regulatory  state. 
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By  comparison,  in  his  final  eight  months,  President  Obama  saddled  the  economy  with  as  much  as  $15.2  billion  in 
regulatory  costs,  while  hiding  from  the  public  a  needlessly  “secret”  list  of  more  than  600  regulations.  Reversing 
this  trend  sends  a  clear  message  to  families  and  businesses:  It’s  OK  to  plan  for  the  future  without  the  looming 
threat  of  red  tape. 

On  Thursday  OIRA  will  publish  the  administration’s  first  Regulatory  Plan  and  Agenda,  which  covers  all  federal 
agencies  for  fiscal  year  2018.  The  plan  calls  for  the  administration  to  drive  already  substantial  reductions  in 
regulatory  costs  even  further.  This  is  a  fundamental  shift  from  the  policies  of  the  past. 

Some  regulations  legitimately  address  important  health,  safety  and  welfare  priorities  identified  by  Congress.  The 
Trump  administration  respects  the  rule  of  law  and  will  not  roll  back  effective,  legally  required  regulations.  But  in 
the  previous  administration,  agencies  frequently  exceeded  their  legal  authority  when  imposing  costly  rules,  Some 
agencies  announced  important  policy  changes  without  following  the  formal  rule-making  process. 

Agencies  are  now  expected  to  regulate  only  when  explicitly  authorized  by  law — and  to  follow  the  proper 
procedures.  The  same  standards  now  apply  to  regulatory  and  deregulatory  actions.  If  the  government  exercises 
its  regulatory  power,  it  should  do  so  with  fair  notice  and  due  process,  and  only  upon  a  conclusion  that  the 
regulation  is  necessary  and  that  the  benefits  of  the  regulation  justify  its  costs. 

Regulatory  reform  not  only  promotes  individual  liberty  and  a  flourishing  economy,  it  also  supports  constitutional 
democracy.  Through  OIRA’s  regulatory  review  process,  we  ensure  that  agencies  stay  within  the  legal  authority 
given  by  Congress.  When  the  law  provides  discretion,  we  work  with  agencies  to  ensure  that  regulatory  policy 
reflects  presidential  priorities.  This  executive  direction  makes  the  rule-making  process  democratic  and 
accountable. 

The  Trump  administration  remains  confident  in  markets  and  the  American  people’s  ability  to  make  responsible 
choices.  Our  agenda  for  the  coming  year  reflects  that  spirit  and  commits  to  a  regulatory  policy  that  actually  works.

Dear  Director  Chester, 

I  write  in  response  to  your  request  for  input  regarding  the  annual  National  Drug  Control  Strategy. 
I  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  address  this  difficult  issue,  and  I  am  grateful  that  the  Office  of  National 
Drug  Control  Policy  (ONDCP)  is  seeking  feedback  from  states  on  ftow  the  country  should  navigate  the 

way  forward. 

It  is  no  secret  that  our  nation  is  facing  a  drug  crisis.  Opioid  abuse  is  now  the  number  one  cause  of 
accidental  deaths  in  the  United  States.  Increasingly  lethal  drugs  are  being  manufactured  and  trafficked 
across  state  and  country  lines.  The  impact  on  our  citizens,  our  law  enforcement,  our  public  institutions, 
and  our  future  is  staggering. 

While  I  do  not  have  all  the  answers,  I  have  four  overarching  considerations  that  I  ask  the  ONDCP 
to  take  into  account  as  it  develops  a  strategy  for  this  year.  First,  bad  doctors  who  facilitate  the  expansion 
of  the  opioid  crisis  need  to  be  identified  and  prosecuted.  Doctors  willfully  breaking  the  law  need  to  be 
held  accountable  for  their  actions  and  for  the  prescriptions  that  they  write.  The  ONDCP  should  put 
pressure  on  state  medical  boards  and  regulatory  agencies  to  root  out  this  problem  and  bring  bad 
prescribes  to  light. 

The  second  consideration  that  I  ask  the  ONDCP  to  take  into  account  is  patient  privacy.  We  live 
in  a  world  where  our  personal  information  is  increasingly  accessible  and  our  privacy  rights  are  taking  a 
back  seat  to  convenience  and  business  opportunity.  In  the  midst  of  this,  the  government  needs  to  be 
keenly  aware  that  medical  information  is  especially  sensitive  information,  and  as  such,  should  be  treated 
with  extra  care.  Patients  deserve  privacy  and  their  records  should  only  be  shared  and  utilized  in  extreme 
cases. 
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Third,  while  I  generally  support  programs  that  seek  to  address  the  drug  crisis,  I  ask  the  ONDCP 
to  ensure  that  it  always  leaves  room  for  legitimate  need  when  developing  its  strategy.  Opioids  have 
gained  a  bad  name  because  of  abuse,  but  there  are  many  occasions  where  they  are  vital  for  patient 
treatment.  The  focus  of  the  national  strategy  should  be  on  treating  those  who  are  dealing  with  addiction 
as  well  as  identifying  the  bad  actors  that  are  exasperating  the  problem;  it  should  not  restrict  the  ability'  of 
individuals  to  receive  prescriptions  that  they  truly  need. 

Finally,  as  you  know,  Arizona’s  proximity  to  the  Mexican  border  presents  a  unique  set  of 
challenges  for  our  state.  Illicit  drugs  are  entering  Arizona’s  communities  on  a  daily  basis.  We  need 
continued  cooperation  from  our  federal  law  enforcement  counterparts  in  the  fight  against  drug  traffickers 
and  cartels.  We  also  need  to  view  the  Mexican  government  as  a  partner  in  this  effort.  Securing  the 
border  is  only  one  of  the  several  necessary  steps  to  eliminate  the  flow  of  illegal  drugs  into  the  United 
States  via  the  Mexican  border.  Collaborating  and  exchanging  information  with  Mexican  officials  will 
enhance  our  efforts  in  combating  the  trafficking  of  drugs  across  the  border. 

The  task  before  you  is  not  easy,  but  I  thank  you  for  putting  effort  and  thought  into  the  process.  I 
promise  that  my  office  will  continue  to  work  toward  a  solution  as  we  address  this  problem  in  our  own 
state.

In  choosing  a  new  Justice,  I  will  select  someone  with  impeccable  credentials,  great  intellect,  unbiased  judgement,  and 
deep  reverence  for  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

I  look  forward  to  making  an  announcement  soon  -  so  that  we  can  further  strengthen  and  protect  liberty  and  justice  for 
all.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER 


AFFORDING  CONGRESS  AN  OPPORTUNITY  TO  ADDRESS  FAMILY  SEPARATION 


By  the  authority  vested  in  me  as  President  by  the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  including  the  Immigration  and  Nationality  Act  (INA),  8  U.S.C.  1101  et  seq it  is  hereby  ordered  as 
follows: 

Section  J_.  Policy.  It  is  the  policy  of  this  Administration  to  rigorously  enforce  our  immigration 
laws.  Under  our  laws,  the  only  legal  way  for  an  alien  to  enter  this  country  is  at  a  designated  port  of  entry  at 
an  appropriate  time.  When  an  alien  enters  or  attempts  to  enter  the  country  anywhere  else,  that  alien  has 
committed  at  least  the  crime  of  improper  entry  and  is  subject  to  a  fine  or  imprisonment  under  section  1325(a) 
of  title  8,  United  States  Code.  This  Administration  will  initiate  proceedings  to  enforce  this  and  other 
criminal  provisions  of  the  INA  until  and  unless  Congress  directs  otherwise.  It  is  also  the  policy  of  this 
Administration  to  maintain  family  unity,  including  by  detaining  alien  families  together  where  appropriate 
and  consistent  with  law  and  available  resources.  It  is  unfortunate  that  Congress's  failure  to  act  and  court 
orders  have  put  the  Administration  in  the  position  of  separating  alien  families  to  effectively  enforce  the  law. 

Sec.  2.  Definitions.  For  purposes  of  this  order,  the  following  definitions  apply: 

(a)  "Alien  family"  means 

(i)  any  person  not  a  citizen  or  national  of  the  United  States  who  has  not  been  admitted  into, 
or  is  not  authorized  to  enter  or  remain  in,  the  United  States,  who  entered  this  country  with  an 
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alien  child  or  alien  children  at  or  between  designated  ports  of  entry  and  who  was  detained; 
and 

(ii)  that  person's  alien  child  or  alien  children. 

(b)  "Alien  child"  means  any  person  not  a  citizen  or  national  of  the  United  States  who 

(i)  has  not  been  admitted  into,  or  is  not  authorized  to  enter  or  remain  in,  the  United  States; 

(ii)  is  under  the  age  of  1 8;  and 

(iii)  has  a  legal  parent-child  relationship  to  an  alien  who  entered  the  United  States  with  the 
alien  child  at  or  between  designated  ports  of  entry  and  who  was  detained. 

Sec.  3.  Temporary  Detention  Policy  for  Families  Entering  this  Country  Illegally,  (a)  The  Secretary  of 
Homeland  Security  (Secretary),  shall,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law  and  subject  to  the  availability  of 
appropriations,  maintain  custody  of  alien  families  during  the  pendency  of  any  criminal  improper  entry  or 
immigration  proceedings  involving  their  members. 

(b)  The  Secretary  shall  not,  however,  detain  an  alien  family  together  when  there  is  a  concern  that 
detention  of  an  alien  child  with  the  child's  alien  parent  would  pose  a  risk  to  the  child's  welfare. 

(c)  The  Secretary  of  Defense  shall  take  all  legally  available  measures  to  provide  to  the  Secretary,  upon 
request,  any  existing  facilities  available  for  the  housing  and  care  of  alien  families,  and  shall  construct  such 
facilities  if  necessary  and  consistent  with  law.  The  Secretary,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  shall  be 
responsible  for  reimbursement  for  the  use  of  these  facilities. 

(d)  Heads  of  executive  departments  and  agencies  shall,  to  the  extent  consistent  with  law,  make  available 
to  the  Secretary,  for  the  housing  and  care  of  alien  families  pending  court  proceedings  for  improper  entry,  any 
facilities  that  are  appropriate  for  such  purposes.  The  Secretary,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  shall  be 
responsible  for  reimbursement  for  the  use  of  these  facilities. 

(e)  The  Attorney  General  shall  promptly  fde  a  request  with  the  U.S.  District  Court  for  the  Central  District 
of  California  to  modify  the  Settlement  Agreement  in  Flores  v.  Sessions ,  CV  85-4544  (" Flores  settlement"), 
in  a  manner  that  would  permit  the  Secretary,  under  present  resource  constraints,  to  detain  alien  families 
together  throughout  the  pendency  of  criminal  proceedings  for  improper  entry  or  any  removal  or  other 
immigration  proceedings. 

Sec.  4.  Prioritization  of  Immigration  Proceedings  Involving  Alien  Families.  The  Attorney  General  shall, 
to  the  extent  practicable,  prioritize  the  adjudication  of  cases  involving  detained  families. 

Sec.  5 .  General  Provisions,  (a)  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or  otherwise  affect: 

(i)  the  authority  granted  by  law  to  an  executive  department  or  agency,  or  the  head  thereof;  or 

(ii)  the  functions  of  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  relating  to 
budgetary,  administrative,  or  legislative  proposals. 

(b)  This  order  shall  be  implemented  in  a  manner  consistent  with  applicable  law  and  subject  to  the 
availability  of  appropriations. 
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(c)  This  order  is  not  intended  to,  and  does  not,  create  any  right  or  benefit,  substantive  or  procedural, 
enforceable  at  law  or  in  equity  by  any  party  against  the  United  States,  its  departments,  agencies,  or  entities, 
its  officers,  employees,  or  agents,  or  any  other  person.

PRESS  RELEASE  |  HHS  Announces  Proposed  Update  to  Title  X  Family  Planning  Grant  Program 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (HHS)  is  issuing  a  proposal  to  update  the  regulations  governing  the 
Title  X  family  planning  program,  which  focuses  on  serving  low-income  Americans.  The  proposed  update  to  the 
regulations  ensures  compliance  with  statutory  program  integrity  provisions  governing  the  program  and,  in  particular, 
the  statutory  prohibition  on  funding  "programs  where  abortion  is  a  method  of  family  planning."  (42  U.S.C.  §  300a-6)  The 
proposed  update  to  the  regulations,  which  were  last  revised  18  years  ago,  would  also  make  notable  improvements 
designed  to  increase  the  number  of  patients  served  and  improve  their  quality  of  care. 

The  Title  X  program  serves  approximately  4  million  people  annually,  and  the  proposed  update  seeks  to  ensure  a  holistic 
and  health-centered  approach;  safeguarding  the  short  and  long-term  family  planning  needs  of  more  women,  men,  and 
adolescents  in  need  of  services.  It  is  of  utmost  importance  that  individuals  in  low-income  communities  receive 
comprehensive  family  planning  services,  and  care  that  promotes  the  welfare  of  adults  and  youth.  It  is  equally  important 
that,  as  stewards  of  taxpayer  funds,  the  Department  assures  that  the  program  operates  according  to  statutory 
requirements. 

Key  elements  of  the  proposed  update  include: 

•  Requiring  clear  financial  and  physical  separation  between  Title  X  funded  projects  and  programs  or  facilities  where 
abortion  is  a  method  of  family  planning. 

o  This  separation  will  ensure  adherence  to  statutory  restrictions  and  provide  clarity  about  permissible  and 
impermissible  activities  for  Title  X  projects. 

•  Improving  program  transparency  by  requiring  more  complete  reporting  by  grantees  about  subrecipients  and  other 
program  partners  and  their  Title  X  funded  activities,  to  ensure  quality  provision  of  family  planning  services  and 
compliance  with  statutory  and  regulatory  requirements. 

•  Protecting  Title  X  health  providers  so  that  they  are  not  required  to  choose  between  the  health  of  their  patients  and 
their  own  consciences,  by  eliminating  the  current  requirement  that  they  provide  abortion  counseling  and  referral. 
The  proposal  would  not  bar  non-directive  counseling  on  abortion,  but  would  prohibit  referral  for  abortion  as  a 
method  of  family  planning. 

•  Protecting  women  and  children  who  have  experienced  child  abuse,  child  molestation,  incest,  sexual  abuse,  rape, 
intimate  partner  violence,  and  trafficking  by: 

o  Requiring  annual  training  for  staff  at  Title  X  clinics  and  ensuring  they  have  a  site-specific  protocol  in  place  to 
protect  victims. 

o  Requiring  compliance  with  State  and  local  laws  on  reporting  or  notification  of  these  crimes. 

o  Providing  counseling  to  minors  on  how  to  resist  attempts  to  coerce  them  into  sexual  activities. 
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•  Requiring  clinics  to  encourage  meaningful  parent/child  communication  and,  as  required  by  federal  law,  encourage 
family  participation  in  a  minor's  decision  to  seek  family  planning  services,  giving  practical  ways  to  begin  -  and 
maintain  -  such  communication. 

•  Maintaining  the  patient/doctor  confidential  relationship  within  the  statutory  requirements. 

•  Permitting  individuals  to  qualify  for  Title  X  services  if  they  are  unable  to  obtain  employer-sponsored  insurance 
coverage  for  certain  contraceptive  services  due  to  their  employer's  religious  beliefs  or  moral  convictions. 

•  Providing  high  quality  comprehensive  family  planning  services  to  those  currently  unserved,  while  ensuring  the 
integrity  of  the  Title  X  program,  consistent  with  statutory  requirements.

"Trump  has  stood  up  for  the  humanity  of  the  unborn  child  like  no  President  in  recent  memory,"  Marc  A.  Thiessen  writes 
in  The  Washington  Post. 

President  Trump's  critics  were  apoplectic  last  week  when  the  president  referred  to  MS-13  gang  members  as  "animals." 
Of  course,  no  one  should  be  dehumanized.  Yet  many  of  the  same  people  expressing  outrage  that  Trump  would 
dehumanize  vicious  gang  members  have  no  problem  dehumanizing  innocent,  unborn  children. 

Trump  has  stood  up  for  the  humanity  of  the  unborn  child  like  no  president  in  recent  memory.  And  this  is  why  so  many 
Christian  conservatives  stick  with  him.  Witness  the  foot-stomping  standing  ovation  the  president  received  Tuesday  night 
at  the  annual  Campaign  for  Life  gala  of  the  pro-life  Susan  B.  Anthony  List.  Not  only  was  Trump  reportedly  the  first 
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president  to  address  this  incredible  organization  in  its  26-year  history,  he  used  the  occasion  to  deliver  on  yet  another 
pro-life  promise,  one  that  his  Republican  predecessors  could  not,  or  would  not,  fulfill:  He  announced  a  new  rule  to  stop 
indirect  taxpayer  funding  of  abortion  through  the  Title  X  family  planning  program. 

"When  I  ran  for  office,  I  pledged  to  stand  for  life,  and  as  president,  that's  exactly  what  I  have  done/'  Trump  declared. 
"Today,  we  have  kept  another  promise.  My  administration  has  proposed  a  new  rule  to  prohibit  Title  X  funding  from 
going  to  any  clinic  that  performs  abortions." 

Any  organization  receiving  Title  X  funds  will  be  required  to  establish  a  bright  line  of  both  physical  and  financial 
separation  between  its  family  planning  activities  and  any  program  or  facility  that  performs  or  refers  women  for 
abortions.  Since  1976,  federal  law  has  prohibited  use  of  federal  funds  for  abortion.  But  today.  Planned  Parenthood 
clinics  that  receive  federal  family  planning  funds  often  essentially  refer  women  for  on-site  abortions.  Under  Trump's 
Protect  Life  Rule,  this  will  no  longer  be  permitted. 

The  Protect  Life  Rule  is  a  victory  pro-life  Americans  have  been  awaiting  for  three  decades.  President  Ronald  Reagan  first 
issued  a  version  of  the  rule  in  1988,  but  pro-abortion  groups  challenged  it  in  court.  The  George  H.W.  Bush  administration 
fought  them  all  the  way  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  won:  In  1991,  the  court  upheld  the  Reagan  rule  in  Rust  v.  Sullivan.  But 
the  ruling  came  too  late;  Bill  Clinton  soon  took  office  and  withdrew  the  rule. 

When  George  W.  Bush  was  elected,  he  failed  to  reinstate  the  rule  during  his  eight  years  in  office.  My  former  White 
House  colleague  Yuval  Levin  recently  wrote  that  the  reinstatement  effort  "was  abandoned  in  the  spring  of  2006,  in  a 
deputies-level  policy  gathering  that  was  one  of  the  most  contentious  meetings  I  ever  witnessed  in  government." 

In  the  Trump  administration,  there  were  apparently  no  "contentious"  meetings  or  hand-wringing  over  the  impact  on 
Capitol  Hill.  He  just  did  it.  This  fearlessness  when  it  comes  to  the  cause  of  life  is  what  warms  the  hearts  of  Christian 
conservatives  and  makes  them  loyal  to  the  president. 

The  left  is,  of  course,  outraged.  Sen.  Dianne  Feinstein  (D-Calif.)  called  Trump's  action  "despicable,"  and  the  New  York 
Times  editorial  page  complained  that  the  rule  "could  devastate  groups  like  Planned  Parenthood."  That  is,  unfortunately, 
a  gross  overstatement,  as  Planned  Parenthood  gets  three-quarters  of  its  federal  funds  through  Medicaid,  which  would 
not  be  impacted.  But  it  is  music  to  pro-life  ears.  And  despite  Democrats'  anger,  the  new  rule  should  have  broad  public 
support.  A  Marist  poll  released  in  January  found  that  60  percent  of  Americans  oppose  using  tax  dollars  for  abortion, 
while  only  36  percent  approve. 

Since  taking  office.  Trump  has  taken  many  steps  to  ensure  our  tax  dollars  are  not  used  to  subsidize  the  taking  of 
innocent  human  life.  He  got  a  record  number  of  conservative  judges  confirmed  during  his  first  year;  allowed  states  to 
defund  Planned  Parenthood;  defunded  the  pro-abortion  United  Nations  Population  Fund;  restored  and  expanded  the 
Mexico  City  policy  banning  taxpayer  funds  for  groups  that  perform  abortions  overseas;  and  exempted  organizations  with 
moral  objections  against  providing  abortifacient  drugs  from  the  Obamacare  Health  and  Human  Services  mandate.  He  is, 
as  SBA  List  President  Marjorie  Dannenfelser  put  it  Tuesday,  "the  most  pro-life  president  in  our  nation's  history."

•  On  December  6,  2017,  President  Trump  kept  his  promise,  announcing  that  the  United  States  would  begin 
recognizing  Jerusalem  as  the  capital  of  Israel  and  officially  open  its  Embassy  there. 

o  Congress  urged  the  President  to  recognize  Jerusalem  as  the  capital  of  Israel  with  the  bipartisan  1995 
Jerusalem  Embassy  Act  -  a  call  unanimously  reaffirmed  by  the  Senate  in  2017.

o  More  than  two  decades  of  waivers  delaying  the  Embassy  move  brought  us  no  closer  to  a  lasting  peace 
agreement  between  Israel  and  the  Palestinians. 

o  The  President  made  clear  that  old  challenges  demand  new  approaches,  and  that  he  will  keep  his  word  to 
the  American  people.

The  United  States  is  in  the  "late  phases"  of  finalizing  its  Israeli-Palestinian  peace  plan  that  will  be  presented  to  both 
parties  for  consideration,  according  to  a  senior  White  House  official,  who  discussed  progress  on  the  matter  ahead  of  a 

massive  celebration  in  Israel  to  open  the  new  U.S.  embassy  in  Jerusalem. 
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Festivities  surrounding  the  opening  of  the  new  U.S.  embassy  building  in  Jerusalem  kicked  off  in  "grand  fashion"  over  the 
weekend  and  will  spill  into  Monday  afternoon  when  U.S,  Israeli,  and  international  diplomats  gather  to  formally  open  the 
new  embassy  building,  according  to  senior  administration  officials. 

The  U.S.  presidential  delegation  touched  down  in  Israel  Sunday  afternoon  and  quickly  entered  into  a  series  of 
celebrations  and  bilateral  meetings  with  Israeli  officials.  At  a  dinner  organized  by  the  Friends  of  Zion  Museum,  U.S. 
Ambassador  to  Israel  David  Friedman  and  senior  presidential  adviser  Jared  Kushner,  also  the  president's  son-in-law, 
were  presented  awards  for  their  efforts  to  spearhead  the  embassy  move. 


As  the  United  States  takes  a  historic  step  towards  recognizing  Jerusalem  as  Israel's  capitol,  a  point  vehemently  protested 
by  Palestinian  leaders,  the  senior  administration  official  told  the  Free  Beacon  that  this  new  reality  is  not  being  viewed  as 
an  impediment  to  peace. 

The  United  States  is  in  the  "late  phase,"  in  fact,  of  finalizing  its  peace  plan  that  will  be  presented  to  both  sides  in  the 
coming  months. 

The  plan  has  been  in  the  works  for  at  least  the  past  year,  according  to  Trump  administration  officials,  and  will  be 
presented  "when  the  time  is  right." 

"We've  been  working  hard  and  want  to  give  the  plan  the  best  chance  for  success,"  a  senior  administration  official  told 
the  Free  Beacon.  "We  want  to  get  a  lasting  deal  that  is  livable  for  both  parties." 


The  embassy  opening  "makes  clear  what  our  position  is  and  our  priorities  and  a  recognition  of  reality,"  the  senior  White 
House  official  said,  "It  is  our  hope  that  recognition  for  the  Palestinians  that  Israel  isn't  going  away  is  going  to  be  clarifying 
for  them." 

This  does  not  mean  the  United  States  is  taking  a  firm  position  on  negotiating  terms  known  as  final-status,  which 
accounts  for  the  borders  of  various  territories  that  would  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Israelis  and  Palestinians. 

It  "doesn't  mean  we're  wandering  with  maps  drawing  other  things,"  the  official  said.  "We  are  moving  into  a  new  phase 
and  they  [the  Palestinians]  have  a  big  opportunity  with  this  new  president,  who's  quite  supportive  of  them." 

The  Trump  administration  is  also  pushing  other  allies  to  relocate  their  embassies,  a  policy  that  is  being  met  with  good 
reception  despite  media  reports  indicating  otherwise,  multiple  sources  confirmed. 

Those  attending  the  embassy  opening  represent  a  broad  swath  of  Democrats  and  Republicans,  according  to  the  Trump 
administration. 

It's  a  very  bipartisan  crowd  and  "not  just  a  bunch  of  Republicans,"  the  administration  official  confirmed. 

Former  Sen.  Joe  Lieberman  and  Obama-era  ambassador  to  Israel  Daniel  Shapiro  are  both  in  attendance,  as  well  as  many 
other  Democrats. 

It  "really  speaks  to  how  this  is  a  bipartisan  consensus  across  the  government"  supporting  the  embassy  move  to 
Jerusalem.  "This  is  something  that  Congress  proposed  more  than  20  years  ago  and  there's  a  strong  sense  this  is  the  will 
of  the  American  people  and  the  Israeli  people,"  the  official  said. 
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The  embassy  move  also  has  bolstered  the  alliance  between  the  United  States  and  Israel,  which  is  focusing  in  the  short 
term  on  aiding  Israel's  defense  forces  amid  growing  and  ongoing  threats  by  terrorist  proxy  groups  backed  by  Iran. 


"The  threats  aren't  going  to  go  away.  This  alliance  is  moving  into  a  new  phase  of  cooperation,"  which  will  see  the  United 
States  "mindful  of  the  threats  to  Israel's  northern  border"  by  Hezbollah,  an  Iranian-backed  terror  group. 

Hamas-led  protestors  also  have  been  fomenting  clashes  along  Israel's  border  with  the  Gaza  Strip,  a  matter  the  United 
States  is  deferring  to  Israeli  security  authorities  on. 

As  to  the  security  situation,  "it  really  doesn't  feel  any  different  than  being  in  Jerusalem  any  other  time,"  the 
administration  official  told  the  Free  Beacon.  "Anytime  there's  a  high  profile  event  and  delegation  like  this  it  pays  to  be 
concerned  and  keep  an  eye  on  things.  I  think  tomorrow  will  be  continued  very  strong  coordinated  security  between  the 
U.S.  and  Israel  and  we're  hoping  all  that  hard  work  pays  off.  This  should  not  be  a  cause  for  violence,  there  should  be  a 
cause  for  celebration." 

One  source  who  routinely  advises  the  White  House  on  Middle  East  issues  told  the  Free  Beacon  that  objections  to  the 
embassy  move  by  some  European  countries  have  fallen  flat,  only  reinforcing  the  the  widespread  international  support 
for  the  move. 

"When  the  president  announced  he  was  moving  the  embassy  the  swamp  said  he  was  making  a  huge  mistake  and  there 
would  be  endless  global  violence  and  American  isolation,"  the  source  said,  referring  to  efforts  by  former  Obama 
administration  officials  and  liberal  talking  heads  to  oppose  the  move  in  the  press.  "Instead  the  European  Union  can't 
even  mount  a  symbolic  condemnation  because  there  are  too  many  countries  looking  to  follow  our  leadership."

We  live  in  a  golden  era  of  American  prosperity  and  medical  innovation,  with  amazing  new  medicines  and  technologies 
improving  and  extending  our  lives.  Yet  Americans  all  across  our  country  face,  or  will  face  at  some  point,  the  burden  of 
paying  high  prices  for  prescription  medications. 

This  burden  has  become  a  threat  to  the  financial  security  of  far  too  many  of  our  seniors,  neighbors  and  communities.  For 
someone  in  desperate  need  of  a  cure,  there  is  little  difference  between  one  that  has  not  been  discovered  and  one  that 
cannot  be  afforded. 

Americans  should  be  able  to  reap  the  rewards  of  living  in  the  country  that  has  brought  the  world  more  new  drugs  than 
any  other.  President  Trump  recognizes  that  the  current  situation  is  unacceptable,  and  has  made  fixing  high  drug  prices  a 
top  priority  for  his  administration. 

We  at  the  Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  (HHS)  are  taking  on  this  challenge,  focused  on  four  major 
problems  in  drug  markets. 
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First,  drug  manufacturers  have  rapidly  increased  the  list  prices  of  drugs  over  the  last  couple  of  decades,  sometimes  even 
doubling  or  tripling  prices.  Second,  government  programs  and  private  payers  do  not  always  have  all  the  tools  they  need 
to  negotiate  more  reasonable  prices.  Third,  many  Americans,  especially  our  seniors,  face  high  out-of-pocket  costs  for  the 
drugs  they  need,  because  out-of-pocket  costs  are  typically  calculated  based  on  drugs'  sky-high  list  prices. 


Finally,  foreign  countries  and  their  government-run  health-care  systems  bully  our  drug  manufacturers  into  unrealistically 
low  prices,  allowing  other  countries  to  freeload  off  of  American  innovation. 

On  top  of  all  this,  a  new  generation  of  high-cost  drugs  is  now  coming  onto  the  market.  They  offer  new  advances  for  our 
health,  but  prices  are  reaching  into  the  six  figures.  Government  insurance  programs  have  often  been  unable  to  secure 
discounts  from  manufacturers,  meaning  huge  out-of-pocket  costs  for  some  seniors. 

These  burdens  are  real  and  pressing,  and  we  at  HHS  have  already  been  taking  action  to  address  them. 


The  FDA  recently  unveiled  a  Drug  Competition  Action  Plan  that  makes  the  approval  process  for  generic  drugs  more 
efficient,  encouraging  lower  prices  through  robust  competition.  Under  President  Trump,  in  2017  the  FDA  approved  more 
than  1,000  new  generic  drugs  -  a  record  number  and  200  more  than  had  ever  before  been  approved  in  a  single  year. 

Generic  drug  approvals  save  American  consumers  billions  of  dollars  each  year.  The  FDA  will  continue  to  work  to  ensure 
that  safe  and  effective  generic  drugs  are  approved  expeditiously  and  not  hamstrung  by  unfair  practices  that  brand-name 
drug  manufacturers  sometimes  use  to  thwart  competition. 

Last  year,  CMS  made  a  change  to  improve  Medicare  that  will  save  seniors  an  estimated  $320  million  on  out-of-pocket 
drug  spending  in  2018  alone.  CMS  also  updated  a  policy  to  expedite  the  substitution  of  generic  drugs  in  Medicare  Part  D 
plans,  giving  seniors  low-cost  options  more  quickly  than  before. 

President  Trump's  2019  budget  proposed  a  five-part  plan  to  modernize  Medicare  Part  D  and  lower  costs  for  seniors.  This 
plan  includes  free  generic  drugs  for  low-income  seniors  and  a  cap  on  seniors'  out-of-pocket  expenses  for  the  first  time. 

But  with  American  patients  in  need  and  the  status  quo  unsustainable,  President  Trump  has  told  us  to  go  much,  much 
further. 

In  response,  HHS  has  been  formulating  the  most  ambitious  reform  of  drug  pricing  in  the  history  of  our  country.  Our 
blueprint  for  reform,  which  will  be  unveiled  this  week,  will  use  four  major  strategies  to  address  the  problems  we  face. 

First,  HHS  aims  to  increase  competition  in  drug  markets.  Second,  we  are  going  to  give  Medicare  Part  D  plans  better  tools 
to  negotiate  discounts  on  behalf  of  our  seniors  -  tools  that  private-sector  health  plans  often  already  use.  Third,  we  will 
develop  new  incentives  for  drug  manufacturers  to  lower  list  prices.  Fourth,  we  develop  options  to  lower  patients'  out-of- 
pocket  spending. 

We  are  living  through  the  most  innovative  era  in  the  history  of  medicine.  Our  free-market  system  has  produced  cures 
and  treatments  that  seemed  impossible  a  short  while  ago.  But  securing  the  benefits  of  21st  century  medicine  demands 
major  changes  to  how  our  country  pays  for  prescription  drugs.  President  Trump  has  seen  to  it  that  we  are  not  just  going 
to  talk  about  this  problem  -  we  are  going  to  fix  it,  and  soon. 

So  the  President  and  his  administration  have  one  message  for  Americans  burdened  by  our  current  system:  Help  is  on  the 
way.

Illegal  immigration  surges  230  percent  in  April  on  southwest  border

Illegal  immigration  along  U.S. -Mexico  border  surged  230  percent  in  April  compared  to  last  year,  according  to  new 
numbers  released  Thursday  that  experts  said  expose  major  loopholes  in  American  immigration  law. 

Chief  among  the  loopholes  is  the  de  facto  “catch-and-release”  policy  that  sees  most  illegal  immigrants  caught  at  the 
border  quickly  put  back  out  on  the  streets,  with  the  hope  that  they’ll  return  to  be  deported  later. 

Perhaps  75  percent  of  all  migrants  caught  by  Border  Patrol  agents  are  given  catch  and  release,  said  Brandon  Judd, 
president  of  the  National  Border  Patrol  Council,  which  represents  line  agents.  Knowing  they’ll  be  released  rather 
than  quickly  deported  has  served  as  an  enticement  for  more  illegal  immigrants  to  make  the  journey,  he  said. 

"The  reason  is  obvious:  If  you  can  cross  the  border  illegally  without  any  consequence,  why  not?  As  long  as  the  catch- 
and-release  policy-program  exists,  large  numbers  of  people  are  going  to  cross  the  border  illegally,”  said  Brandon 
Judd,  president  of  the  National  Border  Patrol  Council. 

April’s  numbers  continue  a  months-long  trend  of  worsening  illegal  immigration. 

The  Border  Patrol  says  it  nabbed  38,234  illegal  immigrants  during  the  month,  while  Customs  and  Border  Protection 
Officers  encountered  12,690  more  people  who  tried  to  come  through  the  official  ports  of  entiy  without  permission. 


It’s  also  a  huge  turnaround  from  last  year  at  this  time,  when  the  new  president’s  get-tough  rhetoric  sparked  a 
massive  drop.  In  April  2017»  Border  Patrol  agents  nabbed  just  11,1129  people,  and  CBP  officers  encountered  4>646 
others. 

Mr.  Trump  has  repeatedly  bragged  about  those  early  figures,  and  Democrats  have  also  seized  on  them,  saying  the 
border  situation  was  essentially  solved. 

The  latest  numbers  suggest  that’s  far  from  the  case,  however,  with  totals  now  back  to  where  they  were  during  the 
Obama  era. 

“In  2017  and  due  to  the  rhetoric  we  had  fewer  apprehensions  than  any  year  in  the  past  45  years.  It  was  simply 
because  people  believed  that  if  they  crossed  the  border  illegally  they  would  be  held  until  their  depot  tation  heat  ing, 
Mr.  Judd  said. 

But,  he  added,  that  didn’t  end  up  happening.  “Smugglers  quickly  realized  everything  was  status  quo,  and  they’re 
once  again  recruiting  people  to  enter  our  country  illegally,”  he  said. 
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Illegal  immigrant  children  traveling  alone,  and  families  traveling  together,  are  a  particular  target  for  the  smugglers, 
who  assure  the  migrants  they  can  win  a  foothold  in  the  U.S.  Officials  say  it’s  so  bad  that  some  illegal  immigrants 
have  taken  to  kidnapping  or  “borrowing”  children  en  route  to  the  U.S.  so  they  can  pose  as  a  family  and  get  moie 
lenient  treatment. 

More  than  a  third  of  those  caught  by  Border  Patrol  agents  in  April  were  Unaccompanied  Alien  Children  (UAC)  or 
families,  while  for  CBP  officers  the  rate  has  soared  to  more  than  50  percent. 

Children  and  families  are  two  groups  that  particularly  benefit  from  catch-and-release,  thanks  to  court  mlings  that 
have  set  strict  limits  on  how  long  children  can  be  held  in  detention.  Releasing  them  virtually  guarantees  they  don  t 
show  up  for  their  deportations,  security  experts  say. 

Still  other  rank-and-file  illegal  immigrants  are  also  processed  and  released  if  there’s  not  enough  detention  space  in 
the  system  to  hold  them. 

Mr.  Judd  said  that  leads  to  the  75  percent  catch-and-release  figure.  Given  the  more  than  38,000  migrants  agents 
apprehended  last  month,  that  would  mean  more  than  28,500  of  them  are  likely  to  be  quickly  released. 

Administration  officials  have  acknowledged  the  problems.  They  say  they’ve  ended  “administrative  catch  and 
release,”  which  means  they  no  longer  have  an  official  policy  calling  for  some  classes  of  illegal  immigrants  to  be 
released  automatically. 

But  they  said  a  lack  of  detention  bed  space  and  demands  set  by  federal  courts  still  force  catch-and-release  for  many 
illegal  immigrants. 

For  example,  in  the  case  of  a  mother  and  child  caught  at  the  border,  a  court  order  generally  limits  Homeland 
Security  to  20  days’  detention.  That’s  usually  too  short  a  time  to  complete  their  deportation  case,  so  they  are  released 
with  the  hope  they  return  for  their  deportation  hearings  later.  That  hope  is  often  frustrated. 


Mr.  Trump,  asked  about  the  caravan  and  border  security  in  a  press  conference  earlier  this  week,  said  Congress  needs 
to  step  up  and  fix  the  matter. 

“We  need  a  change  in  the  law.  Catch  and  release  is  ridiculous.  If  they  touch  our  property,  if  they  touch  our  country, 
essentially,  you  catch  them  and  you  release  them  into  our  country.  That’s  not  acceptable  to  anybody,”  he  said. 

Homeland  Security  Secretary  Kirstjen  Nielsen  echoed  that  call  in  testimony  to  Congress  last  week,  where  she 
pleaded  for  Congress  to  write  laws  giving  her  department  the  ability  to  hold  people. 

“If  you  have  an  alarm  in  your  home  and  you  catch  a  burglar  and  you  call  the  police  and  the  police  come,  and  in  fact  it 
is  an  illegal  entry  into  your  home.  But  the  police  then  tell  you  that  they  have  absolutely  no  ability  to  detain  01  xemove 
those  criminals  and  the  criminals  stay  in  your  house,  you  would  not  tell  me  that  is  home  secuiity.  That  is  what  we 
face  at  the  border,”  she  said. 

“We  stop  people,  we  interdict  them,  but  we  do  not  have  the  authority  given  the  loopholes  in  many  cases  to  detain 
and  remove  them.  We  are  forced  to  release  them  back  into  the  communities  after  they  have  committed  crimes,  she 
said. 


The  number  of  illegal  immigrants  caught  attempting  to  jump  the  border  is  considered  a  rough  yardstick  for  the 
overall  flow  of  illegal  immigration  across  the  border. 

Mr.  Judd  said  it’s  impossible  to  know  exactly  how  many  people  evade  detection,  but  agents  figure  they  are  between 
50  percent  and  60  percent  effective. 

“If  that  is  the  case,  and  being  an  agent  myself,  I  can  say  it  is,  then  the  numbers  become  staggering,  he  said.

TOP  -  LINE  T  AT  .KING  POINTS: 


•  The  Administration  is  committed  to  the  fulfillment  of  its  duty  under  the  Constitution  to  conduct  a 
complete  and  accurate  decennial  census.

THE  2020  DECENNIAL  CENSUS 

WASHINGTON  -  Today,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  announced  that  a  question  on  citizenship  status  will  be 
reinstated  to  the  2020  decennial  census  questionnaire  to  help  enforce  the  Voting  Rights  Act  (VRA).  Secretary  Ross’s 
decision  follows  a  request  by  the  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  to  add  a  question  on  citizenship  status  to  the  2020 
decennial  census. 

Please  click  HERE  to  view  the  memorandum  directing  the  Census  Bureau  to  reinstate  a  question  on  citizenship  to  the 
2020  decennial  census. 
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The  citizenship  question  will  be  the  same  as  the  one  that  is  asked  on  the  yearly  American  Community  Survey 
(ACS).  Citizenship  questions  have  also  been  included  on  prior  decennial  censuses.  Between  1820  and  1950,  almost 
every  decennial  census  asked  a  question  on  citizenship  in  some  form.  Today,  surveys  of  sample  populations,  such  as  the 
Current  Population  Survey  and  the  ACS,  continue  to  ask  a  question  on  citizenship. 

On  December  12,  2017,  DOJ  requested  that  the  Census  Bureau  reinstate  a  citizenship  question  on  the  decennial  census  to 
provide  census  block  level  citizenship  voting  age  population  (CVAP)  data  that  is  not  currently  available  from  government 
surveys.  DOJ  and  the  courts  use  CVAP  data  for  the  enforcement  of  Section  2  of  the  VRA,  which  protects  minority  voting 
rights. 

Having  citizenship  data  at  the  census  block  level  will  permit  more  effective  enforcement  of  the  VRA,  and  Secretary  Ross 
determined  that  obtaining  complete  and  accurate  information  to  meet  this  legitimate  government  purpose  outweighed  the 
limited  potential  adverse  impacts. 

Congress  delegated  to  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  the  authority  to  determine  questions  to  be  asked  on  the  decennial 
census.  The  Census  Act  requires  the  list  of  decennial  census  questions  be  submitted  to  Congress  no  later  than  March  31, 
2018. 

Following  receipt  of  the  DOJ  request,  the  Department  of  Commerce  immediately  initiated  a  comprehensive  review 
process  led  by  the  Census  Bureau,  prioritizing  the  goal  of  obtaining  complete  and  accurate  data. 

After  a  thorough  review  of  the  legal,  program,  and  policy  considerations,  as  well  as  numerous  discussions  with  Census 
Bureau  leadership.  Members  of  Congress,  and  interested  stakeholders,  Secretary  Ross  has  determined  that  reinstatement 
of  a  citizenship  question  on  the  2020  decennial  census  questionnaire  is  necessary  to  provide  complete  and  accurate  census 
block  level  data.

MEMORANDUM  FOR  THE  ATTORNEY  GENERAL 

SUBJECT:  Application  of  the  Definition  of  Machinegun  to  "Bump  Fire"  Stocks 

and  Other  Similar  Devices 


After  the  deadly  mass  murder  in  Las  Vegas,  Nevada,  on  October  1,  2017,  I  asked  my 
Administration  to  fully  review  how  the  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco,  Firearms  and 
Explosives  regulates  bump  fire  stocks  and  similar  devices. 

Although  the  Obama  Administration  repeatedly  concluded  that  particular  bump  stock 
type  devices  we re  lawful  to  purchase  and  possess,  I  sought  further  clarification 
of  the  law  restricting  fully  automatic  machineguns . 

Accordingly,  following  established  legal  protocols,  the  Department  of  Justice 
started  the  process  of  promulgating  a  Federal  regulation  interpreting  the 
definition  of  "machinegun"  under  Federal  law  to  clarify  whether  certain  bump 
stock  type  devices  should  be  illegal .  The  Advanced  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking 
was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  on  December  26,  2017.  Public  comment 
concluded  on  January  25,  2018,  with  the  Department  of  Justice  receiving  over 
100,000  comments. 

Today,  I  am  directing  the  Department  of  Justice  to  dedicate  all  available 
resources  to  complete  the  review  of  the  comments  received,  and,  as  expeditiously 
as  possible,  to  propose  for  notice  and  comment  a  rule  banning  all  devices  that 
turn  legal  weapons  into  machineguns. 
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Although  I  desire  swift  and  decisive  action,  I  remain  committed  to  the  rule  of 
law  and  to  the  procedures  the  law  prescribes.  Doing  this  the  right  way  will 
ensure  that  the  resulting  regulation  is  workable  and  effective  and  leaves  no 
loopholes  for  criminals  to  exploit.  I  would  ask  that  you  keep  me  regularly 
apprised  of  your  progress. 

You  are  authorized  and  directed  to  publish  this  memorandum  in  the  Federal 
Register .

o  More  than  95%  of  these  prisoners  will  eventually  leave  prison  and  face  the  challenge  of  restarting 
and  reintegrating  their  lives. 

•  Our  prisons  can  do  much  more  to  prepare  inmates  for  release,  addressing  the  fact  that  roughly  77%  of 
state  inmates  and  38%  of  federal  inmates  are  rearrested  within  five  years  of  release.

TO  IMPROVE  STATE  CRIMINAL  RECORD  SYSTEMS 

WASHINGTON  -  The  Department  of  Justice  today  announced  more  than  $70 
million  in  grant  funding  to  bolster  school  security,  educate  and  train  students  and 
faculty,  and  support  law  enforcement  officers  and  first  responders  who  arrive  on 
the  scene  of  a  school  violence  incident.  These  grants  are  in  addition  to  the  funding 
to  the  National  Association  of  School  Resource  Officers  (NASRO),  announced  by 
Attorney  General  Sessions  last  week,  to  expand  and  update  their  curriculum  to 
better  support  training  programs.  These  grants  combined  will  better  protect 
students,  teachers,  faculty,  and  first  responders  across  the  United  States. 
Additionally,  the  Department  is  awarding  more  than  $64  million  to  state  agencies 
to  improve  the  completeness,  quality,  and  accessibility  of  the  nation's  criminal 
record  systems,  which  will  help  law  enforcement  and  increase  the  effectiveness  of 
background  checks. 

"President  Trump  and  his  administration  will  ensure  the  safety  of  every  American 
school,"  Attorney  General  Jeff  Sessions  said.  "Earlier  this  year  he  signed  into  law 
the  STOP  School  Violence  Act,  which  provides  grant  funding  to  develop 
anonymous  school  threat  reporting  systems,  to  implement  school  building 
security  measures,  and  to  train  students,  school  personnel,  and  law  enforcement 
on  how  to  prevent  school  violence.  Today  I  am  announcing  $70  million  in  these 
grants  to  hundreds  of  cities  and  states  across  America.  These  grants  will  go  a  long 
way  toward  giving  young  people  and  their  families  both  safety  and  peace  of  mind." 

The  Office  of  Justice  Program’s  (OJP)  Bureau  of  Justice  Assistance  (BJA)  and  the 
Office  of  Community  Oriented  Policing  Services  (COPS  Office)  together  are 
making  more  than  220  awards  to  jurisdictions  across  the  country  to  help  make 
schools  more  secure.  The  awards,  granted  through  three  funding  streams,  will 
provide  new  technology  for  reporting  systems  and  other  threat  deterrent 
measures  and  create  school  safety  training  and  education  programs  for  school 
administrators,  staff,  students,  and  first  responders.  This  includes  the  support  for 
existing  crisis  intervention  teams  and  the  creation  of  new  ones. 

•  BJA’s  STOP  School  Violence  Threat  Assessment  and  Technology  Reporting 
Program  will  provide  68  awards  valued  at  more  than  $19  million.  This 
funding  supports  training  to  create  and  operate  threat  assessment  and 
crisis  intervention  teams  and  to  develop  technology  for  local  or  regional 
anonymous  reporting  systems.  This  technology  may  be  in  the  form  of  a 
mobile  phone  application,  hotline,  or  website. 

.  The  STOP  School  Violence  Prevention  and  Mental  Health  Training 
Program,  also  managed  by  BJA,  will  provide  training  and  education  on 
preventing  violence  and  effectively  responding  to  related  mental  health 
crises.  This  program  will  fund  85  awards  at  nearly  $28  million. 

•  The  COPS  Office  School  Violence  Prevention  Program  (SVPP)  will  provide 
nearly  $25  million  to  oi  jurisdictions  for  school  safety  measures  including 
coordination  with  law  enforcement,  training  for  law  enforcement  to 
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prevent  student  violence  against  others  and  self,  target  hardening 
measures,  and  technology  for  expedited  notification  of  law  enforcement 
during  an  emergency. 

The  grants  are  authorized  by  the  STOP  School  Violence  Act,  which  are  intended  to 
improve  school  security  by  helping  students  and  teachers  reduce  exposure  to 
risks,  prevent  acts  of  violence,  and  quickly  recognize  and  respond  to  violent 
attacks. 

The  Department  also  announced  that  it  has  awarded  more  than  $64  million  to 
state  agencies  to  improve  the  completeness,  quality,  and  accessibility  of  the 
nation’s  criminal  record  systems.  These  grants  are  administered  by  the  Bureau  of 
Justice  Statistics,  part  of  OJP.  Approximately  $43  million  in  funding  will  be 
administered  through  the  National  Criminal  History  Improvement  Program 
(NCHIP),  and  nearly  $21  million  will  be  awarded  under  the  National  Instant 
Criminal  Background  Check  System  (NICS)  Act  Record  Improvement 
Program.  These  grant  programs  help  states  automate  and  upgrade  records 
accessed  by  the  firearms  background  check  system.  This  year,  at  the  direction  of 
the  Attorney  General,  the  Department  prioritized  funding  for  projects  that 
improve  accessibility  of  criminal  history  records,  domestic  violence  convictions, 
and  information  on  persons  who  are  prohibited  from  possessing  firearms  for 
mental-health  related  reasons. 

The  Department  is  also  investing  over  $1  million  in  research  to  better  understand 
the  factors  behind  mass  shooting  incidents.  The  grant  awards,  made  by  the 
Department’s  National  Institute  of  Justice  (NIJ),  part  of  OJP,  support  scientific 
investigations  that  will  examine  factors  that  contribute  to  mass  violence,  identify 
any  patterns  in  mass  shootings,  analyze  psychological  and  social  life  histories  of 
mass  shooters  and  community-level  predictors  of  mass  violence,  and  will  examine 
firearm  purchasing  patterns  of  known  mass  shooters  in  order  to  create  a  risk 
prediction  tool.

President  Trump  is  focused  on  advancing  policies  that  will  improve  the  lives  of  all  Americans.  Every 
day,  he  is  working  tirelessly  to  fulfill  his  promise  to  the  forgotten  American  men  and  women  who  have 
been  overlooked  by  Washington  for  far  too  long. 

Today,  in  honor  of  the  20  year  anniversary  of  Drug-Free  Communities  Support  Program 
grant  awards  and  ahead  of  International  Drug  Overdose  Awareness  Day  (Aug  31), 
president  Trump’s  Office  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy  (ONDCP)  is  announcing  $90.9 
million  in  grants  to  731  local  drug  prevention  coalitions. 

The  Trump  Administration  has  taken  bold  action  to  tackle  the  opioid  crisis  head  on.  The  opioid  crisis 
touches  Americans  from  all  walks  of  life  and  drug  overdoses  are  responsible  for  more  deaths  than  either 
car  accidents  or  gun  violence  last  year.  Addiction  tears  up  American  families  everywhere  from  oui  mnei 
cities  to  rural  communities. 

This  year’s  cohort  represents  the  largest  number  of  single-year  grantees  since  the  program  s  founding. 

The  grants  will  provide  local  community  coalitions  funding  to  prevent  youth  substance  use,  including 
prescription  drugs,  marijuana,  tobacco,  and  alcohol. 

The  Tragic  Facts  About  The  Crisis  Next  Door: 

o  The  latest  statistics  suggest  that  approximately  72,000  Americans  lost  their  lives  to  drug 

overdoses  in  2017,  which  is  a  measurably  smaller  10%  increase  in  2017  as  compared  to  the  22/0 

growth  rate  in  2016. 
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o  Trafficked  synthetic  opioids  are  a  rising  threat.  Synthetic  opioids  such  as  fentanyl  are  driving  our 
drug  death  toll:  overdoses  due  to  fentanyl  and  other  synthetic  opioids  spiked  by  almost  50%  in 
2017. 

o  Just  recently,  a  Maryland  State  Trooper  stopped  a  tractor-trailer  carrying  more  than  enough 
fentanyl  to  wipe  out  DC’s  population,  as  well  as  heroin  and  other  drugs. 

o  In  July,  Border  Patrol  agents  on  our  southern  border  made  the  biggest  bust  of  fentanyl  pills  ever. 
A 19  year  old  male  was  stopped  with  a  large  stash  of  drugs  hidden  inside  his  car  and  Border 
Patrol  agents  found  almost  11,500  fentanyl  pills,  as  well  as  61  pounds  of  methamphetamine  and 
14  pounds  of  heroin. 

o  Law  enforcement  in  the  Cincinnati  region  report  that  fentanyl  is  now  being  found  mixed  into 
many  drugs,  not  just  heroin.  Over  just  three  days,  methamphetamine  and  cocaine  laced  with 
fentanyl  put  36  people  in  emergency  rooms. 

•  While  President  Trump  has  demonstrated  decisive  leadership  confronting  the  opioids  crisis,  some  are 
demonizing  and  smearing  the  brave  men  and  women  of  law  enforcement,  who  are  on  the  frontlines 
combatting  this  crisis, 

o  ICE  and  CBP  play  an  indispensable  role  in  the  fight  against  illegal  narcotics  trafficking  that  is 
contributing  to  the  country’s  deadly  opioid  epidemic. 

o  In  FY2017  ICE  seized  over  2,300  pounds  of  fentanyl  and  approximately  7,000  pounds  of  heroin. 
That’s  enough  fentanyl  to  kill  every  single  American  citizen  by  overdose. 

o  On  a  typical  day  in  FY  2017,  Customs  and  Border  Patrol  seized  5,863  pounds  of  narcotics  and 
disrupted  the  transport  of  an  additional  222  pounds. 

o  In  FY  2018,  we  saw  nearly  three  times  as  much  fentanyl  reach  the  border  than  we  saw  in  all  of  FY 
2016. 

o  93  percent  of  heroin  consumed  in  the  United  States  was  grown  in  Mexico  and  nearly  100  percent 
of  that  crosses  the  US-Mexico  border.

This  morning,  the  EPA  announced  its  proposed  Affordable  Clean  Energy  (ACE)  rule,  the  replacement  for 
the  costly  and  burdensome  Obama-era  "Clean  Power  Plan,"  This  follows  through  on  President  Trump  s 
promise  to  stop  and  reverse  regulations  like  the  CPP,  which  harm  American  families  and  businesses.

EMPOWERING  STATES  TO  PROSPER:  The  Trump  Administration  is  proposing  the 
Affordable  Clean  Energy  (ACE)  Rule  in  order  to  restore  the  proper  role  of  States  under

Anonymous  evaluations  of  professors  by  their  students  can  be  caustic  or  catty.  But  they  are  also  unfailingly  candid,  and 
collectively  they  paint  a  revealing  picture  of  a  teacher's  strengths  and  weaknesses. 

Over  the  last  decade,  about  350  law  students  at  Harvard,  Yale  and  Georgetown  expressed  views  on  classes  offered  by 
Judge  Brett  M.  Kavanaugh,  President  Trump's  Supreme  Court  nominee.  With  rare  exceptions,  they  praised  his  mastery 
of  legal  materials,  intellectual  rigor,  fair-mindedness  and  accessibility. 

"I  honestly  believe  I  took  a  class  that  was  instructed  by  a  future  Supreme  Court  justice,"  a  Georgetown  student  wrote  in 
2007. 


[0]n  the  whole,  in  12  sets  of  evaluations  spanning  700  pages,  there  was  almost  only  glowing  praise  for  Judge 
Kavanaugh's  teaching.  More  than  a  few  students  said  he  was  the  most  impressive  law  school  professor  they  had 

encountered. 

"Significantly  better  than  any  full-time  faculty  I’ve  had,"  a  Harvard  student  wrote.  "Kavanaugh  is  the  best  professor  I 
have  had  in  law  school,"  wrote  another.  "Best  class  I've  taken  at  HLS  by  a  mile,"  said  a  third. 


Judge  Kavanaugh  taught  once  at  Georgetown  and  once  at  Yale  but  did  most  of  his  teaching  at  Harvard,  where  he  was 
hired  by  Justice  Elena  Kagan,  who  was  the  law  school’s  dean  before  her  appointment  first  as  solicitor  general  and  then 
as  a  Supreme  Court  justice  by  President  Barack  Obama.  Some  Harvard  students  said  his  class  attracted  a  larger  than 
usual  proportion  of  conservative  students,  particularly  in  the  early  years. 
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"There  was  a  heavy  Federalist  Society  tilt  in  the  enrollment  of  the  class/'  one  student  wrote,  "but  Judge  Kavanaugh  s 
presentation  seemed  very  evenhanded." 

Another  student  agreed.  "While  most  of  the  class  shared  rather  conservative  views,"  the  student  wrote,  "the  judge 
presented  the  other  side  quite  well,  even  though  he  likely  shared  most  of  those  conservative  views."  The  student  added 
that  "many  of  the  HLS  professors  could  learn  from  his  acceptance  of  views  across  the  political  spectrum. 


At  Harvard,  he  would  typically  teach  during  a  brief  winter  term  in  January  for  12  weekday  mornings  in  a  row.  He  mostly 
taught  about  the  separation  of  powers,  but  recently,  and  perhaps  propitiously,  he  turned  his  attention  to  the  Supreme 

Court. 

The  classes  were  three  hours  long,  and  they  generally  started  with  a  discussion  of  current  events.  In  the  afternoons  he 
held  office  hours,  where  students  said  they  felt  welcome  to  talk  about  the  class,  the  law  and  their  futures.  Most  nights, 
he  invited  six  or  eight  students  to  dinner.  There  was  a  party  the  night  before  the  last  class. 

He  was,  one  student  wrote,  "the  most  accessible  prof  outside  of  class  I  have  ever  had."  Another  said  that  access 
outside  of  class  was  simply  unprecedented." 

Ms.  [Colleen  Roh]  Sinzdak  went  on  to  serve  as  a  law  clerk  to  Judge  Merrick  B.  Garland,  whose  nomination  to  the 
Supreme  Court  was  blockaded  by  Senate  Republicans,  and  to  Chief  Justice  John  G.  Roberts  Jr.  She  said  Judge  Kavanaugh 

was  supportive  every  step  of  the  way. 


On  Thursday,  scores  of  Judge  Kavanaugh's  former  students  at  Harvard  released  a  letter  describing  him  as  "a  rigorous 
thinker,  a  devoted  teacher  and  a  gracious  person." 

Judge  Kavanaugh's  class  at  Yale,  in  2011,  was  on  national  security  law.  It  included  a  field  trip  to  Washington,  where 
students  attended  a  Supreme  Court  argument  in  a  major  separation-of-powers  case  and  met  with  Justice  Anthony  . 
Kennedy,  whom  Judge  Kavanaugh  now  hopes  to  replace,  and  Paul  D.  Clement,  a  former  United  States  solictor  general. 

Fifteen  students  submitted  course  evaluations,  and  all  contained  superlatives.  The  class  was  "outstanding,"  "excellent, 
"my  favorite,"  "the  best,"  "possibly  the  best,"  "one  of  the  most  fascinating,"  "incredible"  and  "fantastic. 

"It  was  very  refreshing,"  one  student  wrote,  "to  have  a  professor  who  has  some  work  experience  and  who  is  not  liberal

WASHINGTON,  DC  -  The  U.S.  Department  of  Labor  has  rescinded  the  2016  Persuader  Rule,  which  exceeded  the 
USty  of  the  Labor-Management  Reporting  and  Disclosure  Act  (LMRDA).  The  Persuader  Rule  imPin8ed  °"  a“®r"ev' 
client  privilege  by  requiring  confidential  information  to  be  part  of  disclosures  and  was  strongly  condemned  by  y 
stakeholders  including  the  American  Bar  Association.  A  federal  court  has  ruled  that  the  Persuader  Rule  was 
incompatible  with  the  law  and  client  confidentiality. 

"For  decades  the  Department  enforced  an  easy-to-understand  regulation:  Personal  interactions  with  employees  done 
bv  employers'  consultants  triggered  reporting  obligations,  but  advice  between  a  client  and  attorney  did  not,  the  Office 
5  p  Jcl'I  Deputy  Assent  Secretary  Nathan  Mehrens  remarked.  "By  rescinding  this  Rule,  the  Departmen  stands  up  for 
the  rights  of  Americans  to  ask  a  question  of  their  attorney  without  mandated  disclosure  to  the  government.

Judge  Kavanaugh's  clerks  are  racially  and  ethnically  diverse.  Since  joining  the  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  D.C.  Circuit  in 
2006,  a  quarter  of  his  clerks  have  been  members  of  a  minority  group.  More  than  half,  25  out  of  48,  have  been  women.  In 
2014,  all  four  were  women— a  first  for  any  judge  on  the  D.C.  Circuit. 

In  the  past  decade,  I  have  helped  piace  10  Yale  Law  School  students  with  Judge  Kavanaugh,  eight  of  them  women.  I 
recently  emailed  them  to  ask  about  their  clerkship  experiences.  They  all  responded  almost  instantaneously.  They  cited 
his  legendary  work  ethic  ("He  expected  us  to  work  really  hard,  but  there  was  always  one  person  working  harder  than 
us— the  Judge"),  his  commitment  to  excellence  ("he  wants  every  opinion  that  comes  out  of  his  chambers  to  be  perfect; 
it  is  not  uncommon  to  go  through  30-50  drafts"),  his  humility  ("He  can  take  a  great  joke  just  as  easily  as  he  can  land 
one"),  and  his  decency  ("I've  never  seen  him  be  rude  to  anyone  in  the  building"). 

To  a  person,  they  described  his  extraordinary  mentorship.  "When  I  accepted  his  offer  to  clerk,"  one  woman  wrote,  "I 
had  no  idea  I  was  signing  up  for  a  lifelong  mentor  who  feels  an  enduring  sense  of  responsibility  for  each  of  his  clerks." 
Another  said:  "I  can't  imagine  making  a  career  decision  without  his  advice,"  And  another:  "He's  been  an  incredible 
mentor  to  me  despite  the  fact  that  I'm  a  left-of-center  woman.  He  always  takes  into  account  my  goals  rather  than  giving 
generic  advice."

Today,  President  Donald  J.  Trump  announced  his  intent  to  nominate  Judge  Brett  M.  Kavanaugh  of  the  U.S.  Court  of 
Appeals  for  the  District  of  Columbia  Circuit  to  fill  the  Supreme  Court  vacancy  created  by  Justice  Anthony  Kennedy's 
assumption  of  senior  status.

Today  is  my  last  day  as  Director  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy.  Words  cannot  describe 
how  grateful  I  am  for  the  opportunity  to  be  President  Obama's  drug  policy  advisor  and  to 
lead  such  a  great  organization.  Our  challenges  have  been  immense,  but  with  the  help  of 
my  team  at  ONDCP  and  with  the  help  of  all  of  you,  we  have  made  considerable  progress 
in  our  understanding  and  treatment  of  substance  use  as  a  public  health  issue,  working 
collaboratively  with  our  incredible  law  enforcement  partners  and  developing  long  lasting 
and  trusting  relationships  with  our  Interagency  colleagues,  Congress  and  our  partner 
nations.

My  first  week  as  the  sworn-in  Director  of  the  White  House  Office  of  National  Ding  Control 
Policy  has  been  productive,  and  I  am  continuously  grateful  for  this  opportunity  to  work  for  each 
of  you  and  for  our  children. 

I  joined  First  Lady  Melania  Trump  to  speak  with  young  people  at  the  Community  Anti-Drug 
Coalitions  of  America’s  (CADCA)  annual  forum.  Many  of  the  youth  at  this  conference  are 
affiliated  with  one  of  the  73 1  Drug-Free  Communities  (DFQ  that  are  funded  by  the  Office  of 
National  Drug  Control  Policy.

Law  enforcement  has  always  played  a  crucial  role  in  the  way  we  keep  communities  safe  and 
healthy,  and  it  was  my  honor  to  bring  leadership  from  our  29  High  Intensity  Drug  Trafficking 
Area  fHIDTA)  program  grantees  to  the  Eisenhower  Executive  Office  Building  on  Thursday. 
The  HIDTA  program  facilitates  cooperation  among  Federal,  State,  local  and  Tribal 
enforcement  agencies,  enhances  law  enforcement  intelligence,  and  ensures  we  are 
maximizing  the  use  of  available  resources  through  coordination,  Alaska  received  its  first 
HIDTA  grant  in  May  2018,  and  I  am  pleased  we  now  have  successful  programs  in  all  50  states.

Dear  Friends, 

Today,  we  are  pleased  to  release  the  National  Drug  Control  Strategy*,  which  establishes  the 
President’s  priorities  for  addressing  the  challenge  of  drug  trafficking  and  use.  This  Strategy 
provides  the  strategic  direction  necessary  for  the  Federal  government  to  build  a  stronger, 
healthier,  drug-free  society  today  and  in  the  years  to  come  by  drastically  reducing  the  number  of 
Americans  losing  their  lives  to  drug  addiction.  The  overarching  goal  of  the  Strategy  is  to  save 
lives  by  engaging  in  a  comprehensive  approach  that  includes  preventing  initiates  to  drug  use, 
promoting  treatment  services  leading  to  long-term  recovery,  and  aggressively  reducing  the 
availability  of  illicit  drugs  in  America’s  communities. 

The  President’s  Commission  on  Combating  Drug  Addiction  and  the  Opioids  Crisis  stated  that 
“substance  abuse  prevention  is  a  process  which  requires  a  shift  in  behavior,  culture,  and 
community  norms,”  This  will  require  ongoing  efforts  with  a  holistic  approach.  Families, 
communities,  faith  organizations,  education,  and  mass  media  all  play  a  role  in  supporting 
this  process.  The  Strategy  emphasizes  the  importance  of  preventing  drug  use  before  it  begins  with 
early  intervention  and  evidence-based  programming  with  a  focus  on  at-risk  youth  populations. 

We  will  also  look  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  prescription  drug  monitoring  plans  (PDMPs) 
by  enhancing  integration  and  data-sharing,  and  encouraging  mandatory  PDMP  checks. 

Addiction  is  a  chronic  disease  that  affects  the  brain,  and  individuals  with  substance  use  disoideis 
deserve  to  be  treated  with  dignity.  We  know  that  treatment  works  and  that  recovery  is  possible. 
The  Administration  will  continue  to  stand  with  and  support  Americans  in  recovery.  There  needs 
to  be  more  hiring  opportunities  for  people  in  recovery,  and  increased  access  to  diversion  courts 
and  peer  recovery  networks  including  collegiate  and  high  school  recovery  programs.  We  must 
be  relentless  in  reducing  the  stigma  of  addiction. 

Almost  all  illicit  drugs  used  in  the  United  States  are  produced  outside  of  the  country  and  then 
trafficked  in  across  the  Nation’s  borders.  We  must  use  all  available  tools  and  resources  to  stem 
the  flow  of  illicit  drugs  into  our  country,  including  increasing  border  security  and  enhancing 
coordination  between  law  enforcement  to  reduce  the  availability  of  drugs.  We  need  to  work 
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closely  with  our  international  partners,  harden  access  points  that  drug  traffickers  use  to  enter 
America  and  proactively  develop  new  means  of  drug  detection. 

We  know  you  work  tirelessly  each  day  to  make  your  community  safer  and  healthier,  and  this 
Strategy  supports  your  efforts.  It  includes  essential  steps  that  must  be  taken  to  reverse  the  impact 
dings  are  having  on  our  country.  By  empowering  Federal,  state,  local  and  Tribal  groups,  we  will 
be  better  positioned  to  collaborate  and  generate  impactful  results  as  we  continue  to  address  the 
country’s  addiction  crisis.  Most  importantly,  the  Strategy >  allows  you  -  those  on  the  front  lines  of 
this  crisis  -  to  respond  in  a  way  that  meets  your  community’s  needs. 

President  Trump  has  clearly  stated  that  “we  will  work  to  strengthen  vulnerable  families  and 
communities,  and  we  will  help  to  build  and  grow  a  stronger,  healthier,  and  drug-free  society.” 
The  White  House  Office  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy  looks  forward  to  a  sustained 
partnership  with  you  as  we  work  together  on  these  shared  goals  in  the  months  and  years  to  come.

2018. 


Your  commitment  and  investment  in  addressing  substance  use  is  making  a 
difference  in  people’s  lives  and  it  inspires  me  every  day.  I  have  met  many 
of  you  who  are  on  the  front  lines  and  I  look  forward  to  meeting  many  more 
of  you  in  the  days  ahead.  In  the  meantime,  I  want  you  to  know  why  I  feel 
so  committed  to  and  passionate  about  our  shared  mission. 


I  began  my  career  as  a  prosecutor  in  Virginia  where  I  still  live  today  with 
my  wife  and  children.  I  have  spent  most  of  my  career  working  in  public 
service,  including  holding  multiple  positions  in  the  George  W.  Bush  and 
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Trump  Administrations.  Before  joining  ONDCP  and  being  nominated  to 
become  its  next  Director,  I  served  as  an  Assistant  to  the  President  and 
Deputy  Chief  of  Staff  in  the  White  House  where  I  worked  with  the  team  in 
the  West  Wing  and  policy  experts  across  the  Administration  to  help 
coordinate  the  President’s  efforts  to  address  the  opioid  crisis. 

We  are  facing  urgent  threats  in  substance  use,  which  claims  the  lives  of 
174  of  our  fellow  Americans  every  day.  Since  joining  ONDCP  in 
February,  I  have  been  meeting  with  families,  government  officials,  public 
health  experts,  law  enforcement  officers,  treatment  providers,  recovering 
Americans,  and  many  others  who  are  working  to  address  substance  use. 

I’ve  seen  up  close  that  this  crisis  does  not  discriminate.  My  driving  force 
each  and  every  day  is  the  people  who  have  been  affected  by  addiction  and 
the  families  that  have  been  torn  apart.  We  have  an  enormous  challenge 
before  us,  but  I  remain  optimistic  because  I  have  also  seen  how  many 
people  on  the  ground  and  in  the  Administration  are  committed  to  turning 
the  tide  on  this  epidemic. 

Addressing  the  opioid  crisis  is  one  of  President  Trump’s  top  priorities.  In 
March,  the  President  announced  his  Initiative  to  Stop  Opioid  Abuse  and 
Reduce  Drug  Supply  and  Demand,  which  is  aimed  at  educating  the  public 
about  the  dangers  of  opioid  misuse,  ending  the  over-prescription  of  opioid 
medications,  supporting  treatment  and  recovery  in  the  community,  and 
stopping  the  flow  of  drugs  across  our  borders  and  into  our  communities. 
Everyone  at  ONDCP  will  stay  focused  on  doing  everything  we  can  to 
make  sure  overdoses  go  down,  access  to  treatment  goes  up,  and  drug 
traffickers  are  brought  to  justice. 

Last  week,  ONDCP  launched  a  public  education  campaign  to  help  bridge 
the  knowledge  gap  on  opioids,  particularly  among  young  people.  With  this 
campaign,  we  are  sharing  compelling  stories  of  real  people  who  struggled 
with  opioid  addiction,  got  the  help  they  needed,  and  achieved  recovery.  We 
have  also  launched  a  website  at  www.opioids.thetruth.com  that  provides 
information  about  how  to  avoid  misusing  opioids  -  and  how  to  get  help  for 
those  who  need  it. 

I  am  grateful  for  your  efforts  in  helping  to  reduce  the  devastating  effects  of 
addiction.  Without  you,  none  of  this  would  be  possible.  Working  together, 
we  will  make  a  difference  and  reduce  drug  use  so  our  children  and 
grandchildren  can  grow  up  in  a  healthier,  safer  Nation. 

Again,  thank  you  for  all  that  you  do.  I  am  eager  to  work  with  you  to 
achieve  our  shared  goals  of  saving  lives,  strengthening  our  communities, 
and  safeguarding  our  country.

Dear  Friends, 


I  am  happy  to  announce  the  designation  of  the  areas  surrounding  Anchorage, 
Fairbanks,  and  Juneau  as  High  Intensity  Drug  Trafficking  Areas  (HIDTA).  With  this 


designation,  the  Office  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy  fONDCPJ  is  establishing  the 
first  new  regional  HIDTA  program  since  2001.  This  decision  enables  Alaska  to  receive 
Federal  resources  to  further  the  coordination  and  development  of  drug  control  efforts 


among  Federal,  State,  and  local  law  enforcement  officers,  and  allow  local  agencies  to 
benefit  from  ongoing  HIDTA  initiatives  that  are  working  to  reduce  drug  trafficking 
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across  the  United  States. 


This  historic  designation  brings  the  HIDTA  program  full  circle,  and  they  will  now  be 
located  in  all  50  states.  The  HIDTA  program  plays  a  vital  role  in  the  United  States  by 
keeping  dangerous  drugs  off  of  our  streets.  We  look  forward  to  working  with  the  local, 
tribal,  state  and  Federal  partners  in  Alaska  to  connect  them  with  the  resources  they 
need  to  address  the  unique  challenges  they  face. 

The  HIDTA  program  was  created  by  Congress  in  1988  and  serves  as  a  catalyst  for 
coordination  among  Federal,  state,  local,  and  tribal  law  enforcement  agencies 
operating  in  areas  determined  to  be  critical  drug  trafficking  regions  of  the  United 
States.  Law  enforcement  organizations  working  within  HIDTAs  assess  drug¬ 
trafficking  problems  and  design  specific  initiatives  to  decrease  the  production, 
transportation,  and  distribution  of  drugs.  Some  HIDTAs  across  the  country  also  work 
closely  with  local  partners  to  reduce  the  demand  for  drugs,  including  public  health 
officials  that  work  to  connect  drug  users  to  treatment,  especially  after  an 
overdose.  With  the  designation  of  portions  of  Alaska,  there  are  29  HIDTAs  located  in 
50  states,  as  well  as  in  Puerto  Rico,  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

Additionally,  Alaska  currently  has  three  Drug  Free  Community  (DFQ  support  funded 
community  coalitions  located  in  Sitka,  the  Ketchikan,  and  Mat-Su  Valley.

ONDCP’s  Drug-Free  Communities  (DFC)  Support  Program  announced  719  DFC 
grant  awards  totaling  $89  million  for  FY  2017

The  $89  million  in  DFC  Support  Program  grants  to  719  local  drug  prevention  coalitions, 
announced  on  September  20,  is  the  largest  number  of  single-year  grantees  since  the 
program’s  founding. 

The  grants  will  provide  local  community  coalitions  funding  to  prevent  youth  substance 
use,  including  prescription  drugs,  marijuana,  tobacco,  and  alcohol. 

The  DFC  Program,  created  by  the  Drug-Free  Communities  Act  of  1997,  is  the  Nation’s 
leading  effort  to  mobilize  communities  to  prevent  youth  drug  use.  Grounded  in  the 
philosophy  that  local  problems  need  local  solutions,  the  DFC  Program  is  designed  to 
support  communities  as  they  mobilize  individuals  and  organizations  to  reduce  youth 
substance  use. 

For  Fiscal  Year  2017,  the  new  DFC  grant  awards  represent  a  total  Federal  investment  of 
$12.6  million  in  grants.  DFC  continuation  grants  represent  a  total  Federal  investment  of 
$76.7  million.  The  DFC  Support  Program  is  a  matching  Federal  grant  where  each 
community  provides  a  minimum  of  one-to-one  match  in  local  funding  for  each  Federal 
dollar  awarded,  thereby  doubling  the  government’s  investment  while  leveraging  local 
support. 

Included  in  these  FY  2017  awards  are  3  new  DFC  Mentoring  grants  totaling  $225,000  and 
3  DFC  Mentoring  continuation  grants  totaling  $225,000.  Mentoring  grants  are  awarded  to 
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existing  DFC  coalitions  to  assist  new  coalitions  build  the  capacity  necessary  to  apply  for 
DFC  funding  on  their  own  in  the  future.

(PTAC) 

In  coordination  with  Treatment  Alternatives  for  Safe  Communities  (TASC),  ONDCP  had 
the  opportunity  to  meet  with  a  number  of  pre-arrest  diversion  programs  who  are  part  of 
the  Police,  Treatment  and  Community  Collaborative  (PTAC)  on  September  13  th .  The 
meeting  was  hosted  by  the  International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police.  The  PTAC 
Collaborative  was  launched  in  April  2017  with  a  mission  to  strategically  widen 
community  behavioral  health  and  social  sendee  options  available  through  law 
enforcement  diversion.  The  group  is  named  for  the  collaborative  relationship  between 
police,  treatment,  and  community  necessary  to  make  police  diversion  possible,  with  a 
stated  purpose  of  providing  national  vision,  leadership,  voice,  and  action  to  reframe  the 
relationship  between  law  enforcement,  treatment,  and  community. 

The  roundtable  meeting  brought  together  programs  who  are  utilizing  new  and 
collaborative  pathways  to  treatment  to  include  self-referral,  active  outreach,  “naloxone 
plus,”  officer  prevention,  and  officer  intervention.  While  all  of  these  programs  provide 
promising  early  results  and  excellent  bridges  between  the  law  enforcement  and  behavioral 
health  communities,  each  community  must  determine  which  approach  solves  its  problem, 
fits  the  local  situation,  and  can  be  addressed  through  current  behavioral  health  capacity.

DFC  Provides  the  Skills  and  Resources  for  Sustainable  Prevention  in  Communities 


Following  10  years  of  funding  through  the  Drug-Free  Communities  Grant  Program,  the 
Dover  Coalition  for  Youth  has  had  nearly  three  years  of  success  sustaining  all  of  the 
Coalition's  previous  activities.  The  Dover,  NH-based  coalition  has  received  sustainability 
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resources  from  a  variety  of  sources,  with  significant  assistance  from  their  local  healthcare 
facility,  Wentworth-Douglass  Hospital.  The  hospital  partnership  has  resulted  in  the 
coalition  being  able  to  expand  its  response  to  the  opioid  problem  in  the  community.  They 
have  developed  policies  for  first  responders,  educated  medical  providers  on  substance  use 
disorders,  launched  a  prevention  based  media  campaign,  and  have  worked  to  install 
permanent  medication  drop  boxes  in  the  community,  among  other  activities. 

Over  the  25  years  of  the  coalition's  existence,  they  have  developed  a  level  of  expertise  in 
creating  and  implementing  a  youth  empowerment  program.  The  youth  component  of  the 
Coalition,  called  Dover  Youth  to  Youth,  has  created  over  100  radio  and  video  PSAs; 
created  local  campaigns;  and  provides  advocacy  training  for  Coalitions  throughout  the 
US.  This  expertise  has  led  to  the  coalition  creating  a  youth  empowerment  toolkit  and 
evaluating  the  program.  Their  youth  empowerment  model  has  been  recognized  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  as  an  evidence-based  model  and  is  being  utilized  by  over  100 
communities  across  the  country.  This  has  led  to  opportunities  for  the  Dover  Coalition  to 
provide  technical  assistance  to  similar  youth  groups  and  an  investment  by  their  local 
United  Way  to  create  a  network  of  youth  empowerment  groups  in  the  seacoast  region  of 
NH  in  collaboration  with  Dover's  program.

National  Heroin  Coordination  Group  Helps  Lead  International  Drug  Scheduling 

ONDCP’s  National  Heroin  Coordination  Group  (NHCG),  along  with  the  National 
Security  Council  (NSC),  the  State  Department,  and  interagency  partners,  are  spearheading 
international  cooperation  on  drug  issues  between  the  United  States,  Canada,  and 
Mexico.  It  began  with  the  first  tri-lateral  North  American  Drug  Dialogue  (NADD),  a 
high-level  meeting  with  Canadian  and  Mexican  officials,  last  fall.  One  of  the  NADD's 
priorities  was  to  develop  tri-lateral  responses  and  complementary  activities  to 
significantly  reduce  the  availability  of  heroin,  fentanyl,  and  fentanyl  analogues  on  the 
North  American  continent.  In  March  2017,  the  NHCG  led  the  development  and  hosted  a 
follow-up  series  of  technical  workshops  with  U.S.  Federal  agencies  and  their  Mexican  and 
Canadian  counterparts  to  improve  the  three  countries’  shared  understanding  of  the  impact 
of  heroin,  fentanyl,  and  fentanyl  analogues  on  the  North  American  continent.  As  a  result, 
meetings  and  trainings  are  ongoing  and  will  take  place  in  all  three  countries. 

Additionally,  the  NHCG,  again  in  concert  with  the  NSC,  the  State  Department,  and 
interagency  partners,  developed  fentanyl  safe-handling  guidelines  for  Federal,  state,  and 
local  law  enforcement,  and  was  key  to  U.S.-led  efforts  to  encourage  the  United  Nations  to 
internationally  schedule  two  key  fentanyl  precursors,  NPP  and  ANPP,  at  the  Commission 
on  Narcotic  Drugs  meeting  in  Vienna  in  March  2017. 

ONDCP’s  NHCG  was  established  in  2015  and  serves  as  an  interagency  hub  for 
coordinating  Federal  government  activities  to  significantly  reduce  the  availability  of 
heroin,  fentanyl,  and  fentanyl  analogues  and  overdose  deaths  in  the  U.S.

President  Trump’s  First  Budget  Commits  Significant  Resources  to  Fight  the  Opioid 

Epidemic 

FY 2018  budget  request  includes  $27.8  billion  in  drug  control  efforts 

Washington,  D.C.  -  Today,  Richard  Baum,  Acting  Director  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy, 
announced  drug-related  requests  in  the  Trump  Administration’s  Fiscal  Year  2018  Budget.  The 
President’s  Budget,  submitted  to  the  U.S.  Congress  today,  supports  $27.8  billion  in  drug 
control  efforts  including  prevention,  treatment,  and  law  enforcement.  Specifically,  it  supports 
$1.3  billion  in  investments  for  Comprehensive  Addiction  and  Recovery  Act  programs,  21st 
Century  CURES  Act  programs,  and  other  opioid-specific  initiatives  that  seek  to  address  the 
current  epidemic. 
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“The  President’s  2018  Budget  calls  for  a  larger  investment  in  drug  control  policy  than  enacted 
FY  17  levels,”  said  Richard  Baum,  Acting  Director  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy.  “By 
funding  critical  public  health  and  public  safety  efforts,  this  budget  demonstrates  the  Trump 
Administration’s  commitment  to  stopping  drugs  from  entering  the  country  and  supporting 
treatment  efforts  to  address  the  burgeoning  opioid  epidemic.” 

The  FY  2018  Request  includes: 

•  $12.1  billion  for  treatment  and  prevention  efforts,  and  a  $15.6  billion  request  for  law 
enforcement,  interdiction,  and  international  initiatives. 

•  $10.8billion  in  treatment  funding,  which  is  an  increase  of  nearly  2%  from  FY  201 7 
enacted  levels.  This  includes  $500million  in  State  grants  authorized  in  the  21st  Century 
CURES  Act  to  reduce  opioid  misuse  and  improve  access  to  treatment,  prevention,  and 
recovery  services. 

•  The  budget  request  also  secures  our  borders  by  investing  $468.6  million  in  drug-related 
funding  to  support  the  President’s  request  for  high-priority  tactical  infrastructure  and 
border  security  technology  to  stem  the  flow  of  people,  drugs,  and  other  illicit  material 
illegally  crossing  the  border. 

•  A  $246.5  million  request  for  ONDCP’s  High  Intensity  Drug  Trafficking  Areas 
(HIDTA)  program  and  a  $91.9  million  request  for  its  Drug-Free  Communities  Support 
program  -  both  are  the  highest  funding  amounts  ever  requested. 

Data  from  the  National  Survey  on  Drug  Use  and  Health  (NSDUH)  indicate  that  the  overall  rate 
of  current  drug  use  among  Americans  12  and  older  has  been  increasing  gradually  over  the  past 
13  years,  from  8.3  percent  in  2002  to  10.1  percent  in  2015— an  increase  of  22  percent.  This 
increase  is  driven  by  an  increase  in  marijuana  use,  rising  from  6.2  percent  in  2002  to  8.3 
percent  in  2014 — an  increase  of  34  percent. 

Earlier  this  year.  President  Trump  created  the  President’s  Commission  on  Combatting  Drug 
Addiction  and  the  Opioid  Crisis.  The  Commission,  which  is  being  chaired  by  New  Jersey 
Governor  Chris  Christie,  is  studying  ways  to  combat  and  treat  drug  misuse,  addiction,  and  the 
opioid  epidemic.  In  coordination  with  ONDCP  and  the  Office  of  American  Innovation,  it  will 
make  recommendations  to  the  President  for  improving  the  Federal  response  to  the  opioid 
crisis.

Innovative  Approaches  to  Recovery  at  Local  Fire  Departments 


ONDCP  Acting  Director  Richard  Baum  was  recently  briefed  by  the  creators  of  two 
innovative  fire  department-led  initiatives  to  address  the  opioid  epidemic.  Safe  Station,  a 
program  developed  in  May  2016  by  the  City  of  Manchester,  New  Hampshire,  welcomes 
people  seeking  help  for  addiction  at  any  of  the  city’s  10  fire  stations,  where  they  will  be 
given  a  brief  medical  assessment  to  determine  if  hospitalization  is  required  and  handed  off 
to  a  recovery  coach  or  case  manager  for  direct  linkage  to  treatment.  Within  its  first  year  of 
operation,  the  program  has  helped  over  1,600  people  seeking  help  for  opioid  use  disorder 
or  another  substance  use  disorder. 

Launched  in  2016,  the  Revere,  Massachusetts,  Substance  Use  Disorder  Initiative  (SUDI) 
fields  a  team  consisting  of  a  fire  fighter,  a  recovery  coach,  and  a  harm  reduction  specialist 
who  conduct  door-to-door  follow  up  visits  at  the  homes  of  overdose  survivors  and  provide 
them  and  their  with  families  information  and  resources  including  overdose  prevention  and 
naloxone  training  and  kits,  and  offer  to  assist  individuals  in  accessing  treatment.  The 
initiative  is  housed  in  a  central  office  and  coordinates  the  city’s  public  health  and  public 
safety  efforts  in  response  to  the  opioid  crisis. 

ONDCP  is  reaching  out  to  these  and  other  innovative  initiatives  to  learn  from  their 
successes  so  their  models  and  best  practices  can  be  quickly  replicated  in  communities 
across  the  country  as  we  work  to  address  the  ongoing  addiction  and  opioid  epidemic.

Meet  Helen  Hernandez,  the  Administrator  of  the  Drug-Free  Communities  (DFC) 
Support  Program 
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The  Drug-Free  Communities  Support  Program  is  the  only  Federal  youth  substance  us 
prevention  program  that  directly  funds  communities.  By  directly  funding  community 
coalitions  working  to  prevent  drug  use,  the  White  House,  Congressional  leadership,  and 
ONDCP  are  able  to  get  a  real-time  check  of  what  is  happening  on  the  ground  all  across 
the  country. 

As  the  Administrator  of  this  national  program,  Ms.  Hernandez’s  main  job  is  to  ensure  that 
DFC-funded  community  coalitions  have  the  tools  and  resources  they  need  to  be  effective 
in  identifying  the  local  youth  substance  use  problems  in  their  communities  and  developing 
their  local  sustainable  solutions.  With  that  guiding  principle,  she  oversees  the  $95  million 
budget  appropriated  by  Congress,  which  is  currently  helping  support  698  community 
coalitions  nationwide.  Since  a  key  part  of  her  job  is  making  sure  the  funds  are  being  used 
effectively  and  efficiently,  Ms.  Hernandez  oversees  the  National  Evaluation  of  the  DFC 
Program,  including  the  development  of  the  new  data  collection  system  so  coalitions  will  - 
for  the  first  time  ever  -  get  a  snapshot  of  how  they  are  doing,  and  the  day-to-day 
management  of  the  program. 

In  2010,  Ms.  Hernandez  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service  and  was  stationed  at 
the  Substance  Abuse  and  Mental  Health  Services  Administration’s  Center  for  Substance 
Abuse  Prevention  as  a  Public  Health  Advisor  for  the  DFC  Program.  In  this  role,  she  was 
responsible  for  the  day-to-day  oversight  of  DFC  grantees  in  Connecticut,  New  Hampshire, 
Ohio,  and  Puerto  Rico.  In  2013,  she  joined  ONDCP  as  the  manager  of  the  entire  DFC 
Program. 
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“My  experience  working  with  the  leaders  at  the  local  level,  who  are  boots  on  the  ground, 
has  given  me  a  unique  perspective  on  what  community  coalitions  need  from  ONDCP.  As 
a  DFC  Project  Officer,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  speak  and  visit  with  coalitions  and 
understand  what  their  challenges  were  and  together  we  would  brainstorm  on  the  best 
possible  strategies  and  solutions.  At  the  time,  my  impact  was  just  with  those  coalitions  I 
oversaw.  1  took  the  lessons  I  learned  and  used  them  to  guide  how  I  work,  how  I  advise 
ONDCP  about  drug  policy,  and  how  we  make  this  program  more  effective.  I  know 
firsthand  that  community  mobilizing  is  hard  work  but  we  have  been  able  to  accomplish  a 
lot,  and  our  national  evaluation  demonstrates  that.”  The  February  2016  National 
Evaluation  of  the  DFC  program  showed  prevalence  of  alcohol  use  by  middle  school  youth 
declined  by  26%,  prevalence  of  marijuana  use  declined  by  14%,  and  prevalence  of  illicit 
prescription  drug  use  declined  by  1 1  %  from  the  first  to  the  most  recent  data  reports  across 
all  DFC  coalitions  ever  funded. 

Prior  to  joining  the  Federal  government,  Ms.  Hernandez  served  as  a  Health  Educator  with 
the  Miami-Dade  Area  Health  Education  Center  as  a  breast  cancer  awareness  and 
prevention  advocate,  where  she  delivered  over  300  bilingual  trainings  to  a  primarily 
youth-based  audience.  Ms.  Hernandez  earned  her  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  Health 
Education  from  the  University  of  Florida,  and  received  her  Master’s  in  Public  Health  with 
a  concentration  in  Community  Health  from  Florida  International  University.

National  Cocaine  Coordination  Group  leads  interagency  team  to  Colombia 

Associate  Director  Eric  Talbot  led  an  interagency  team  to  Colombia  in  April  for  meetings 
with  Colombia's  new  Vice  President,  Oscar  Naranjo,  and  other  senior  officials.  The  team 
presented  the  recently  released  U.S.  government  estimates  of  the  dramatic  rise  in 
Colombia’s  coca  cultivation  and  cocaine  production.  Colombian  officials  noted  the 
ongoing  demobilization  of  the  Revolutionary  Armed  Forces  of  Colombia  presented  an 
opening  to  provide  security  and  economic  opportunities  to  farmers  in  regions  of 
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significant  coca  cultivation,  and  outlined  their  plans  to  reduce  coca  cultivation  through  a 
combination  of  incentives  for  voluntary  eradication  and  forced  eradication.  Mr.  Talbot 
described  worrisome  increases  in  cocaine  use  in  the  United  States  and  the  urgent  need  for 
progress  in  reversing  recent  trends.  He  reinforced  the  U.S.  commitment  to  cooperate  to 
reduce  coca  cultivation,  as  well  as  cocaine  production  and  use. 

To  address  rising  cocaine  supplies  before  use  in  the  United  States  rises  further,  ONDCP 
stood  up  the  National  Cocaine  Coordination  Group  in  the  fall  of  2016  using  existing,  in- 
house  expertise.  The  cocaine  group  has  led  a  multi-disciplinary  team  of  interagency 
experts  that  are  developing  a  balanced  policy  framework  across  all  aspects  of  the  growing 
cocaine  threat.  The  group  is  focusing  on  three  primary  action  areas: 

•  Identifying  at-risk  people  and  communities 

•  Dismantling  major  cocaine  trafficking  organizations 

•  Reversing  the  spike  in  coca  cultivation  and  cocaine  production. 


While  in  Colombia ,  Mr.  Talbot  also  received  a  tour  of  a  Colombian  National  Police 
facility  near  Bogota  that  highlighted  the  strong  cooperation  between  the  U.S.  and 
Colombian  Governments  on  eradication  missions. 

Mr.  Talbot  has  1 5  years  of  experience  in  counterdrug  and  border  security  efforts, 
including  time  on  the  National  Security  Council  staff,  at  the  Department  of  Homeland 
Security,  and  as  a  civilian  with  the  Navy.  He  has  a  long  background  in  Latin  America  as 
well,  having  deployed  to  Mexico  and  Colombia  supporting  U.S.  interdiction  and  law 
enforcement  operations. 

Responding  to  Opioid  Use  Disorder  in  Correctional  Settings 

ONDCP  continues  to  engage  with  Federal  partners  to  advance  the  use  of  medication- 
assisted  treatment  (MAT)  -  medications  approved  for  the  treatment  of  opioid  use  disorder 
tbuprenorphine,  methadone,  or  naltrexone  )  -  for  people  involved  in  the  criminal  justice 
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system  who  have  this  disease,  and  it’s  encouraging  to  see  an  increasing  number  of 
criminal  justice  systems  that  are  beginning  to  implement  MAT.  ONDCP  is  championing 
MAT  adoption  in  the  criminal  justice  system  in  a  number  of  ways,  including  by: 

♦  Working  with  the  Office  of  Justice  Programs,  its  Residential  Substance  Abuse 
Treatment  (RSAT)  Training  and  Technical  Assistance  Center,  and  the  Substance 
Abuse  and  Mental  Health  Services  Administration  to  provide  MAT  training  and 
technical  assistance  to  state  correctional  departments  receiving  grants  under  RSAT 
program; 

•  Supporting  the  development  of  MAT  learning  materials  and  partnering  with  the 
National  Institute  of  Corrections  (NIC)  to  designate  Centers  of  Innovation. 

ONDCP  staff  recently  had  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  training  offered 
through  an  Innovation  Center  in  Kentucky  to  see  firsthand  the  technical  assistance 
being  provided  to  other  states  and  counties.  NIC  has  provided  this  training  to  staff 
from  more  than  1 3  states  to  date,  with  additional  trainings  scheduled  for  June  of 
2017. 

Peru  &  the  United  States:  Sharing  Strategies  Between  Drug  Control  Agencies 

On  April  24,  Carmen  Masias,  Executive  President  of  Peru’s  National  Commission  for 
Development  and  Life  without  Drugs  (DEVIDA),  met  with  Acting  Director  Baum  and 
representatives  from  the  Office  of  Policy,  Research  and  Budget,  National  Cocaine 
Coordination  Group,  and  Office  of  Intelligence.  Meetings  between  ONDCP  and  its 
Peruvian  counterpart  agency  occur  on  a  regular  basis,  and  though  Acting  Director  Baum 
and  Ms.  Masias  have  met  several  times  before,  it  was  the  first  meeting  since  Mr.  Baum 
was  named  as  ONDCP ’s  Acting  Director. 

Their  primary  focus  was  to  discuss  the  drug  control  strategies  of  each  country.  In  the  U.S., 
the  National  Drug  Control  Strategy  is  written  by  ONDCP,  the  President’s  lead  drug 
control  policy  experts.  Ms.  Masias  and  Acting  Director  Baum  were  able  to  share 
information  on  issues  plaguing  each  nation,  and  discuss  the  impact  that  increased  coca 
cultivation  has  on  both  countries.  Peru  continues  to  seek  partnership  and  guidance  on 
matters  of  drug  demand  reduction  and  alternative  development,  and  ONDCP  is  honored  to 
work  with  this  important  foreign  partner.

More  people  now 
die  from  drug  overdoses  than  in  motor  vehicle  crashes. 

So  tomorrow,  head 
down  to  your  local  collection  site  between  10:00  a.m.  and  2:00  p.m.  to  drop  off  your 
expired,  unused,  and  unneeded  medications.

Friends  and  Colleagues , 

This  is  Richard  Baum ,  the  Acting  Director  of  the  Office  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy. 
As  you  may  have  heard President  Trump  asked  me  to  take  on  this  role  beginning 
Tuesday,  March  28. 1  replaced  Acting  Director  Kemp  Chester ,  who  did  an  outstanding 
job  leading  ONDCP  through  the  presidential  transition.  He  will  continue  to  play  a  major 
role  in  ONDCP ’s  work  as  he  returns  to  his  previous  position  leading  ONDCP ’s  National 
Heroin  Coordination  Group,  which  oversees  the  Federal  government ’s  response  to  the 
threat  of  illicit  opioids. 

Iam  excited  to  be  serving  as  the  Acting  Director  while  we  await  the  President’s  selection 
of  a  permanent  Director.  Over  the  past  two  decades,  I  have  held  a  variety  of  positions  at 
ONDCP,  most  recently  as  the  Chief  of  the  International  Division. 

My  experience  has  taught  me  much  about  our  Nation’s  drug  problem  and  the  devastating 
consequences  of  drug  use.  It  has  also  shown  me  the  incredible  commitment  of  people 
inside  and  outside  of  government  who  are  working  tirelessly  to  make  life  better  for  people 
suffering  from  addiction. 

Last  Wednesday,  I  joined  President  Trump  for  a  listening  session  on  opioids  and  drug 
abuse  where  we  heard  heartbreaking  stories  of  loss  and  touching  stories  of  recovery.

The 
Commission  will  be  chaired  by  Governor  Chris  Christie  and  will  study  ways  to  combat 
and  treat  the  scourge  of  drug  abuse,  addiction,  and  the  opioid  crisis,  which  was 
responsible  for  more  than  50,000  deaths  in  2015  and  has  caused  families  and 
communities  across  America  to  endure  significant  pain  and  suffering.  The  Commission 
will  work  closely  with  the  White  House  Office  of  American  Innovation  led  by  Jared 
Kushner. 

President  Trump  said,  ”1  made  a  promise  to  the  American  people  to  take  action  to  keep 
drugs  from  pouring  into  our  country  and  to  help  those  who  have  been  so  badly  affected 
by  them.

Washington,  D.C.  -  Yesterday,  the  Trump  Administration  designated  Richard  Baum  to 
serve  as  Acting  Director  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy  until  a  permanent  Director  is 
nominated  and  confirmed  by  the  Senate. 

Acting  Director  Baum  has  served  in  a  variety  roles  at  the  Office  of  National  Drug  Control 
Policy  (ONDCP)  for  two  decades  and  through  four  presidential  administrations.  He  has  a 
broad  range  of  experience  on  domestic  and  international  drag  control  policy  issues, 
including  leading  the  development  of  key  strategic  documents  such  as  the  National  Drug 
Control  Strategy.  Most  recently,  as  Chief  of  the  International  Division  at  ONDCP,  he  was 
a  part  of  the  United  States  Delegation  to  the  meeting  of  the  United  Nations’  Commission 
on  Narcotic  Drugs  in  Vienna,  Austria. 

Acting  Director  Baum  is  replacing  Kemp  Chester,  who  was  appointed  as  Acting  Director 
on  Inauguration  Day.  During  his  tenure.  Acting  Director  Chester  advanced  the 
Administration’s  drug  policy  priorities,  which  include  promoting  prevention  and 
treatment  for  substance  abuse  while  stopping  the  trafficking  of  illicit  drugs.  Mr.  Chester,  a 
retired  Colonel  in  the  U.S.  Army,  will  return  to  his  previous  role  as  the  Associate  Director 
for  the  National  Heroin  Coordination  Group  at  ONDCP,  which  leads  the  U.S. 
Government’s  response  to  the  threat  of  illicit  opioids. 

“I  am  deeply  honored  to  have  been  designated  by  President  Trump  to  serve  as  Acting 
Director  of  the  Office  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy,”  Mr.  Baum  said.  “In  my  two 
decades  of  service  at  ONDCP,  I’ve  seen  the  heart-breaking  suffering  caused  by  illegal 
drugs,  as  well  as  the  incredible  work  of  dedicated  individuals  working  to  address  drug 
abuse  and  its  consequences.

Washington,  D.C.  -  Last  week.  Acting  Director  of  National  Drug  Control  Policy  Kemp 
Chester  visited  DC  and  Baltimore  organizations  working  to  address  the  opioid  overdose 
epidemic  and  talked  about  the  importance  of  a  balanced  approach  to  drug  policy.  Over  the 
course  of  two  days,  he  congratulated  graduates  at  a  DC  Drug  Court  Graduation,  spoke  at 
the  Phoenix  House  Recovery  Summit  in  Arlington,  toured  the  Port  of  Baltimore  with 
Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  officers,  and  talked  with  medical  experts  and 
mothers  at  the  Center  for  Addiction  and  Pregnancy  at  Johns  Hopkins  Bay  view  Medical 
Center. 

In  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  March  13,  2017,  Acting  Director  Chester  attended  a  drug 
court  graduation  at  the  DC  Superior  Court.  During  his  keynote  remarks,  he  congratulated 
the  graduates  for  entering  recovery  and  urged  them  to  use  their  stories  of  recovery  to 
inspire  other  people  suffering  from  substance  use  disorders  in  their  community.  “Even 
though  substance  use  disorder  found  you,  you  chose  to  fully  commit  to  your  recovery,” 
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noted  Acting  Director  Kemp  Chester  in  his  prepared  remarks.  “You  are  living,  breathing 
proof  that... recovery  is  possible,  and  that  there  is  always  hope  for  anyone  suffering  from  a 
substance  use  disorder.” 

Later  that  afternoon,  Acting  Director  Kemp  Chester  spoke  at  the  Phoenix  House  4th 
Annual  Recovery  Summit,  which  brought  together  more  than  100  clinicians,  support 
personnel,  and  public  health  leaders  working  on  substance  use  disorder  issues.  During  his 
remarks,  the  Acting  Director  focused  on  the  important  role  treatment  providers  and 
recovery  supports  play  in  ending  the  opioid  epidemic  and  strengthening  our  communities. 

The  next  day,  March  14,  2017,  Acting  Director  Chester  travelled  to  Baltimore.  In  the 
morning,  he  received  a  briefing  from  the  CBP  Area  Port  Director  on  the  history  of  the 
Port  of  Baltimore  and  the  latest  trends  on  narcotics  seizures.  He  then  accompanied  CBP 
officers  and  agents  on  a  tour  of  the  Port,  which  included  additional  information  on 
targeting  procedures  and  mechanisms  to  identify  and  seize  illicit  goods. 

At  the  end  of  the  day,  he  received  a  briefing  on  neonatal  abstinence  syndrome  from  Dr. 
Lauren  Jansson  and  her  staff  at  the  Center  for  Addiction  and  Pregnancy  (CAP),  an 
outpatient  program  that  employs  a  comprehensive,  coordinated,  and  multidisciplinary 
approach  to  help  mothers  with  substance  use  disorders  and  their  substance-exposed 
infants.  At  the  briefing  were  three  mothers,  two  of  them  with  their  babies,  who  had 
participated  in  the  program  and  who  shared  their  powerful  stories  of  recovery  with  the 
Acting  Director. 

Prescription  drug  misuse  and  heroin  use  have  taken  a  heartbreaking  toll  on  too  many 
Americans  and  their  families.  That’s  why  this  Administration  is  working  to  develop  its 
comprehensive  approach  to  addressing  drug  use  and  its  consequences.

Addiction  Medicine  Officially  Recognized  as  Medical  Subspecialty 

For  the  first  time  ever,  the  more  than  850,000  physicians  who  are  certified  by  a  member 
board  of  the  American  Board  of  Medical  Specialties  (AJBMS)  will  be  able  to  sit  for  an 
exam  to  obtain  certification  in  the  sub-specialty  of  addiction  medicine . 

Physicians  who  are  certified  by  any  of  the  24  Member  Boards  of  the  ABMS  and  have 
substantial  experience  in  the  field  of  addiction  medicine  are  eligible  to  apply  to  take  the 
examination  during  the  first  five  years  that  the  exam  is  offered.  Thereafter,  a  one-year 
addiction  medicine  fellowship  will  be  required  to  take  the  examination.  There  are  already 
44  accredited  addiction  medicine  fellowship  programs. 

Review  Course:  To  help  physicians  prepare  for  the  exam,  the  American  Society  of 
Addiction  Medicine  will  be  conducting  a  review  course  for  physicians  in  Dallas,  Texas, 
from  July  27-29.  Physicians  interested  in  certification  or  recertification  can  find  more 
information  on  the  course  and  a  link  to  the  course  registration  site  here. 

Certification  Exam:  The  first  certification  exam  will  be  offered  in  fall  2017,  with 
anticipated  application  dates  in  April  and  May  2017.  Details  can  be  found  here. 

CDC  Modernizes  Pain  Management  and  Prescription  Guidelines  with  New  App

motivational  interview  feature.

I'm  excited  to  be  leading  ONDCP  during  this  period  of  transition  because  I've  spent  my  career 
working  to  make  our  country  and  our  communities  safer,  and  I  consider  it  an  enormous  privilege 
to  continue  my  public  service  alongside  the  incredibly  talented  and  dedicated  men  and  women  of 
ONDCP. 

At  ONDCP,  I’ve  been  actively  involved  in  our  policy  response  to  the  drug-related  threats  we  face 
and  our  strategies  to  address  them,  including  prevention,  expanding  access  to  treatment,  and 
stopping  the  flow  of  drugs  into  and  throughout  our  country.  I've  seen  just  how  much  our  work 
depends  on  great  partners  like  you  -  people  on  the  ground  in  communities  across  the  country 
including  parents,  advocates,  public  health  officials,  treatment  providers,  first  responders,  and 
law  enforcement  officers,  as  well  as  local,  state,  tribal,  and  Federal  leaders,  and  so  many  others 
working  tirelessly  to  improve  the  health  of  their  communities.  I  admire  the  work  you  do,  and 
please  know  that  you  have  a  voice  and  a  partner  in  me  personally,  and  indeed  all  of  us  here  at 
ONDCP. 

So  while  the  President  works  to  nominate  the  next  Director  of  ONDCP,  I  want  you  to  know  that  I 
am  here  for  you.  I  know  that  Director  Botticelli  touched  most  of  your  lives  in  some  way  and  filling 
his  shoes  is  no  small  task.  But  I'll  do  my  best,  and  1  look  forward  to  the  opportunity  to  work  with 
you  all  as  we  continue  to  fulfill  ONDCP's  mission.

This  afternoon,  in  an  event  at  the  White  House,  President  Trump  will  sign  the  2018  Farm  Bill.  This  critical  piece  of 
legislation  will  provide  support,  certainty,  and  stability  to  our  Nation’s  farmers,  agricultural  producers,  and  rural 
communities.

This  morning,  the  Trump  Administration  released  the  final  report  of  the  Federal  Commission  on  School  Safety  (FCSS).

•  endorsing  Extreme  Risk  Protection  Order  (ERPO)  laws 

•  encouraging  the  media  to  adopt  policies  of  “No  Notoriety.” 

The  Commission’s  work  and  report  builds  on  the  prior  actions  the  President  has  taken  to  make  our  nation  s 
schools  safer. 

This  afternoon,  President  Trump  will  meet  with  the  Cabinet  Members  who  made  up  the  commission,  state  and 
local  officials,  and  family  members  of  victims  to  receive  these  recommendations.

PREVENTING  SCHOOL  VIOLENCE:  The  Commission  offered  a  number  of  recommendations  to 
improve  school  cultures  and  help  prevent  acts  of  school  violence. 

•  Schools  and  communities  must  take  a  comprehensive  approach  to  making  sure  school  campuses  are 
safe  places  for  learning  and  growth. 

•  The  Commission’s  report  emphasizes  the  importance  of  improving  access  to  mental  health  services  as  a 
vital  means  of  reducing  school  violence. 

o  This  includes  identifying  youth  at  risk  for  mental  illness  and  connecting  them  with  needed 
treatment,  services,  and  support. 

o  The  Commission  advocates  the  development  of  model  State  legislation  on  compelling  treatment 
for  individuals  with  serious  mental  illness. 

o  One  analysis  found  that  up  to  25  percent  of  mass  shooters  had  been  treated  foi  mental  illnesses, 
and  more  than  75  percent  had  prior  symptoms  of  mental  illness. 

•  The  Commission  endorses  Extreme  Risk  Protection  Order  laws,  which  give  authoiities  a  tempoiaiy  way 
to  keep  those  who  tin-eaten  society  from  possessing  or  purchasing  firearms. 

•  The  Commission  encourages  media  to  consider  adopting  the  principles  of  the  “No  Notoriety” 
campaign,  which  calls  on  media  coverage  to  not  use  names  or  photos  of  killer  s. 

PROTECTING  STUDENTS:  The  Commission  laid  out  recommendations  to  improve  the  physical 
security  of  schools  and  ensure  trained  personnel  are  in  place  to  respond  to  threats. 

•  While  all  schools  have  different  needs  for  physical  security,  there  are  common  principles  that  should  be 
applied,  such  as  identifying  security  gaps  and  using  layers  of  security. 

o  The  primary  responsibility  for  the  security  of  schools  rests  with  States  and  local  communities, 
which  are  best  able  to  tailor  solutions  to  fit  their  own  unique  needs. 

•  The  Commission  supports  a  number  of  methods  to  fund  training,  planning,  personnel,  and  equipment  to 
improve  school  security. 

•  The  Commission  recommends  that  the  Federal  Government  develop  a  clearinghouse  to  assess,  identify, 
and  share  best  practices  related  to  school  security  measures.

Improving  School  Safety

What  You  Need  To  Know  |  President  Trump’s  National 

Emergency  in  Context 


National  emergencies  are  regularly  used  by  Presidents  to  address  crises.  President 
Trump  is  using  it  to  solve  a  crisis  we  are  facing  at  our  southern  border, 

A  REGULARLY  USED  PRESIDENTIAL  ACTION:  Presidents  have  regularly  declared  national 
emergencies  under  the  National  Emergencies  Act. 

•  There  were  31  ongoing  national  emergencies  when  President  Trump  declared  the  national 
emergency  at  our  border,  bringing  the  total  number  in  effect  today  to  32. 

o  These  national  emergencies  declared  in  the  past  are  renewed  every  year  by  President 
after  President. 

o  Of  those  in  effect,  one  was  initially  declared  by  President  Carter,  six  by  President 
Clinton,  eleven  by  President  George  W.  Bush,  ten  by  President  Obama,  and  four  by 
President  Trump. 

o  In  fact,  President  Obama  declared  a  national  emergency  to  deal  with  the  threat  of 
criminal  cartels,  including  cartels  operating  on  our  southern  border. 

■  This  2011  Executive  Order  states:  "These  organizations  facilitate  and  aggravate 
violent  civil  conflicts  and  increasingly  facilitate  the  activities  of  other  dangerous 
persons.  I  therefore  determine  that  significant  transnational  criminal 
organizations  constitute  an  unusual  and  extraordinary  threat  to  the  national 
security,  foreign  policy,  and  economy  of  the  United  States,  and  hereby  declare  a 
national  emergency  to  deal  with  that  threat." 

•  The  President  is  responsible  for  determining  what  constitutes  a  national  emergency. 

•  Past  Presidents  have  regularly  used  national  emergency  declarations  to  address  ongoing  and 
sometimes  long-running  problems  overseas. 

o  For  example.  President  Clinton  declared  that  the  blood  diamond  trade  in  Sierra  Leone 
created  a  national  emergency  in  the  United  States, 
o  President  Obama  declared  national  emergencies  related  to  situations  in  Somalia,  Libya, 
Yemen,  Ukraine,  South  Sudan,  Burundi,  and  more. 

•  National  emergencies  have  been  used  to  address  problems  domestically,  such  as  when 
President  Obama  declared  a  national  emergency  in  response  to  the  swine  flu. 

•  Now,  the  President  is  using  the  same  lawful  authority  used  in  the  past  to  address  an 
emergency  at  our  border. 
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ADDRESSING  THE  EMERGENCY  ON  OUR  OWN  BORDER:  President  Trump  is  acting  pursuant 
to  authority  provided  by  Congress  to  declare  a  national  emergency  and  address  the  ongoing 
border  crisis. 

©  President  Trump  has  declared  a  national  emergency  to  address  the  national  security  and 
humanitarian  crisis  occurring  at  on  our  border  with  Mexico. 

©  When  faced  with  the  facts,  there  is  no  denying  that  we  are  facing  an  urgent  crisis  at  our 
border. 

©  The  makeup  of  border  crossings  has  shifted  dramatically  in  recent  years  to  include  mostly 
minors  and  families,  who  require  substantial  humanitarian  resources  to  assist  them, 

©  Alien  minors  and  families  are  significantly  more  difficult  to  remove  from  the  country,  even 
though  they  have  no  lawful  basis  to  remain  here. 

•  Dedicating  more  resources  to  respond  to  these  crossings  and  providing  humanitarian 
assistance  takes  Border  Patrol  agents  away  from  interdicting  dangerous  drugs. 

•  Drugs  continue  to  pour  across  our  border,  poisoning  our  communities,  and  taking  too  many 
American  lives. 

•  More  than  70,000  Americans  died  from  drug  overdoses  in  2017  alone  (compared  to  the  12,500 
who  died  from  swine  flu  when  President  Obama  declared  a  national  emergency  in  2009). 

•  States  have  used  emergency  declarations  responding  to  crises  at  the  border  in  the  past. 

o  In  2005,  New  Mexico  Gov.  Bill  Richardson  (D)  declared  a  state  of  emergency  along  the 
border,  claiming  the  area  had  "been  devastated  by  the  ravages  and  terror  of  human 
smuggling,  drug  smuggling,  kidnapping,  murder,  destruction  of  property,  and  the 
death  of  livestock."

•  Congressional  Dems  are  continuing  their  radical  campaign  started  last  year  to  abolish  ICE. 

o  Rep.  Rashida  Tlaib:  "ICE  is  terrorizing  our  communities  with  zero  accountability.  ICE  is  a  recent 
invention  that  makes  our  neighborhoods  less  safe,  vindictively  and  cruelly  tearing  families 
apart.

o  Rep.  Uhan  Omar:  "Abolish  ICE.  There  is  no  compromise."

THE  DIRE  CONSEQUENCES  OF  ABOLISHING  ICE:  Abolishing  ICE  Would  Mean  Abolishing 
America's  Borders—  and  Opening  the  Floodgates  to  Crime,  Drugs,  and  Terrorism. 

•  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  is  the  sole  entity  responsible  for  enforcing  immigration 
laws  and  removing  aliens  from  within  the  United  States. 

•  Abolishing  ICE  would  immunize  criminal  aliens,  drug  dealers,  gang  members,  rapists,  child  molesters, 
and  all  illegal  aliens  inside  the  United  States  from  removal. 

•  Abolishing  ICE  would  mean  anyone,  who  illegally  makes  it  across  the  border,  is  released  from 
detention,  or  overstays  their  visa,  would  get  to  remain  indefinitely  in  the  United  States.

•  Abolishing  ICE  would  eliminate  immigration  enforcement,  devastate  the  concept  of  law  and  order, 
and  erase  our  national  sovereignty. 

o  ICE  enforcement  and  removal  operations  conducted  256,085  removals  of  illegal  aliens  in  FY  2018 
alone. 

•  Now,  there  are  reports  that  the  Congressional  Conference  Committee  is  considering  putting  a  cap  on 
ICE's  detention  capacity,  which  would  cripple  their  ability  to  detain  criminal  aliens. 

o  This  is  an  outrageous  backdoor  attempt  to  defund  ICE  and  prevent  it  from  doing  its  job. 

•  This  cap  would  force  ICE  to  release  thousands  of  illegal  aliens  from  its  custody  and  restrict  it  from 
detaining  those  it  encounters  in  the  future. 

o  If  forced  to  follow  the  reported  16,500  cap  for  the  rest  of  the  fiscal  year,  ICE  would  have  to  reduce 
the  number  of  aliens  being  detained  by  more  than  9,000. 

o  Over  90%  of  ICE's  arrests  are  of  aliens  who  have  been  previously  convicted  of  a  crime,  arrested, 
or  removed  from  the  country. 

o  Many  of  the  aliens  released  from  custody  fail  to  ever  show  up  to  their  court  hearing. 

WHAT  THEY  ARE  PROPOSING:  These  are  some  of  the  violent  criminal  aliens  that  Congressional 
Democrats'  plan  would  let  remain  in  our  country. 

•  This  week,  in  Rep.  Ocasio-Cortez'  district,  an  MS-13  member  in  the  country  illegally  brazenly 
murdered  a  rival  gang  member  on  a  public  subway  platform. 

•  Last  week,  an  illegal  immigrant  in  Nevada  was  charged  with  murdering  four  innocent  Americans  in 
their  own  homes,  including  a  couple  in  their  80s.

DRUG  ADDICTION  AND  OPIOIDS  ARE  RAVAGING  AMERICA:  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  Americans 
have  lost  their  lives  to  drug  abuse,  and  it  will  only  get  worse  unless  action  is  taken. 

•  In  2016,  more  than  two  million  Americans  had  an  addiction  to  prescription  or  illicit  opioids. 

•  Since  2000,  over  300,000  Americans  have  died  from  overdoses  involving  opioids. 

•  Drug  overdoses  are  now  the  leading  cause  of  injury  death  in  the  United  States,  outnumbering  both  traffic 
crashes  and  gun-related  deaths. 

•  In  2015,  there  were  52,404  drug  overdose  deaths  —  33,091  of  those  deaths,  almost  two-thirds,  involved  the  use 
of  opioids. 

•  According  to  the  Center  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention's  (CDC)  National  Center  for  Health  Statistics,  the 
national  age-adjusted  rate  of  opioid  overdose  deaths  in  2015  was  10.4  deaths  per  100,000  Americans. 

•  The  situation  has  only  gotten  worse,  with  drug  overdose  deaths  in  2016  expected  to  exceed  64,000. 

•  This  represents  a  rate  of  175  deaths  a  day. 

•  This  exceeds  the  number  of  Americans  killed  during  the  Vietnam  War. 
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•  The  rise  in  overdose  deaths  is  largely  due  to  the  proliferation  of  illicitly  made  fentanyl,  a  highly  potent 
synthetic  opioid,  and  fentanyl  analogs. 

«  In  2016,  more  than  11.5  million  Americans  ages  12  and  older  reported  misuse  of  prescription  opioids  in  the 
past  year,  and  nearly  950,000  Americans  reported  heroin  use  in  the  past  year. 

•  In  2014,  the  number  of  babies  born  drug-dependent  had  increased  by  500  percent  since  2000,  and  children 
being  placed  in  foster  care  due  in  part  to  parental  drug  abuse  is  going  up  —  now  it  is  almost  a  third  of  all  child 
removals. 


A  PUBLIC  HEALTH  EMERGENCY:  President  Donald  J.  Trump  is  mobilizing  his  entire  Administration  to 
address  drug  addiction  and  opioid  abuse  by  directing  the  declaration  of  a  Nationwide  Public  Health 
Emergency  to  address  the  opioids  crisis. 

•  The  action  allows  for  expanded  access  to  telemedicine  services,  including  services  involving  remote 
prescribing  of  medicine  commonly  used  for  substance  abuse  or  mental  health  treatment. 

•  The  action  helps  overcome  bureaucratic  delays  and  inefficiencies  in  the  hiring  process,  by  allowing  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human  Services  to  more  quickly  make  temporary  appointments  of  specialists  with 
the  tools  and  talent  needed  to  respond  effectively  to  our  Nation's  ongoing  public  health  emergency, 

•  The  actions  allows  the  Department  of  Labor  to  issue  dislocated  worker  grants  to  help  workers  who  have  been 
displaced  from  the  workforce  because  of  the  opioid  crisis,  subject  to  available  funding. 

•  The  action  allows  for  shifting  of  resources  within  HIV/ AIDS  programs  to  help  people  eligible  for  those 
programs  receive  substance  abuse  treatment,  which  is  important  given  the  connection  between  HIV 
transmission  and  substance  abuse. 


THE  TRUMP  ADMINISTRATION  IS  FIGHTING  BACK:  The  Trump  White  House  has  moved  quickly  to 
address  the  drug  addiction  and  opioid  crisis,  with  the  President's  Commission  on  Combating  Drug 
Addiction  and  the  Opioid  Crisis  leading  the  way. 

•  In  March  2017,  President  Trump  established  the  President7 s  Commission  on  Combating  Drug  Addiction  and 
the  Opioid  Crisis,  with  the  following  stated  mission:  "to  study  the  scope  and  effectiveness  of  the  Federal 
response  to  drug  addiction  and  the  opioid  crisis  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  President  for  improving 
that  response." 

•  President  Trump  eagerly  awaits  the  Commission's  final  report  so  that  he  can  review  their  findings  and 
recommendations. 

•  Since  President  Trump  took  office,  more  than  $1  billion  in  funding  has  been  allocated  or  spent  directly 
addressing  the  drug  addiction  and  opioid  crisis. 

•  Since  April,  more  than  $800  million  has  been  distributed  for  prevention,  treatment,  first  responders, 
prescription  drug  monitoring  programs,  recovery  and  other  care  in  communities,  inpatient  settings,  and 
correctional  systems. 

•  Since  the  President  took  office,  $254  million  in  funding  for  high-risk  communities,  law  enforcement,  and  first 
responder  coordination  and  work  has  been  awarded. 

•  The  CDC  has  launched  the  Prescription  Awareness  Campaign,  a  multimedia  awareness  campaign  featuring 
the  real-life  stories  of  people  who  have  lost  loved  ones  to  prescription  opioid  overdose  and  people  in  recovery. 

•  The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  is  imposing  new  requirements  on  the  manufacturers  of  prescription 
opioids  to  help  reverse  the  overprescribing  that  has  fueled  the  crisis. 
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•  The  Department  of  Justice's  Opioid  Fraud  and  Abuse  Detection  Unit  is  targeting  individuals  that  are 
contributing  to  the  prescription  opioid  epidemic,  has  netted  the  largest-ever  health  care  fraud  takedown, 
secured  the  first-ever  indictments  against  Chinese  fentanyl  manufacturers,  and  seized  AlphaBay,  the  largest 
criminal  marketplace  on  the  Internet  and  a  major  source  of  fentanyl  and  heroin. 

•  The  State  Department  has  secured  a  binding  UN  agreement  making  it  harder  for  criminals  to  access  fentanyl 
precursors  ANPP  and  NPP. 

•  The  National  Institutes  of  Health  has  initiated  discussions  with  the  pharmaceutical  industry  to  establish  a 
partnership  to  investigate  non-addictive  pain  relievers  and  new  addiction  and  overdose  treatments,  as  well  as 
a  potential  vaccine  for  addiction. 

•  The  Department  of  Defense,  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  National  Institutes  of  Health,  and  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services  are  collaborating  on  a  six-year,  $81  million  joint  research  partnership  focusing  on 
nondrug  approaches  to  managing  pain  in  order  to  address  the  needs  of  service  members  and  veterans.

MRS.  TRUMP:  Thank  you  all  for  being  here  today.  It  touches  my  heart 
to  see  the  many  familiar  faces  of  the  people  I  have  been  lucky  to  get  to 
know  over  the  last  few  months.  Thank  you  for  the  time  and  strength  it 
takes  for  each  of  you  to  tell  your  stories. 

We  are  here  today  because  of  your  courage.  The  opioid  epidemic  has 
affected  more  than  2  million  Americans  nationwide,  and  sadly,  the  number 
continues  to  rise.  We  lose  more  than  175  Americans  to  overdoses  every 
day,  and  millions  more  are  struggling  with  addiction. 

As  many  of  you  know,  addiction  affects  children  in  many  different 
ways .  And  I  have  recently  taken  a  larger  interest  in  what  I  can  do  to 
help  fight  this  epidemic.  (Applause.)' 

I  have  been  participating  in  meetings  and  listening  sessions,  and  I 
have  been  visiting  with  people  who  have  been  affected  by  this  disease.  I 
want  to  take  a  moment  now  to  tell  you  what  I  have  learned  from  the  men  and 
women  on  the  front  lines  of  this  epidemic. 
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Don  Holman  talked  to  me  about  his  son  Garrett,  who  took  medication 
for  ADHD  and  suffered  from  depression  and  anxiety.  He  explained  that 
social  media  played  a  part  in  his  son's  erratic  moods  and 
behaviors.  Garrett  started  to  buy  synthetic  opioids  online,  and  self- 
medicated  for  his  depression,  passing  away  from  an  overdose  just  eight 
days  before  his  21st  birthday. 

Don  Holman  taught  me  that  the  stigma  of  drug  addiction  must  be 
normalized,  and  talking  about  it  is  the  only  way  to  do  that. 

Coach  David  McKee  talked  about  his  friend  who  became  addicted  after 
his  pain  medication  was  prescribed  for  a  sports  injury.  His  friend  died 
from  an  overdose,  and  through  his  tragic  loss.  Coach  McKee  taught  me  how 
important  is  it  to  educate  kids,  athletes,  and  parents,  because  his  friend 
was  not  weak-minded .  In  fact,  like  so  many  of  our  kids  today,  he  was 
competitive  and  strong-willed . 

Sabrah  Jean  Collar,  who  is  now  in  her  10th  year  of  recovery,  helped 
me  learn  that  drug  addiction  is  an  affective  disease.  But  with  the  proper 
support  and  medical  attention,  a  person  can  move  on  to  live  a  healthy  and 
happy  life. 

We  are  so  proud  of  you  for  all  that  you  have  overcome,  Sabrah,  and 
pray  for  you  as  you  continue  on  this  journey.  Where  you  are, 

Sabrah?  Hello.  Thank  you.  (Applause.) 

When  I  had  the  honor  of  visiting  Lily's  Place  in  West  Virginia,  a 
recovery  center  for  infants  born  addicted  to  drugs,  I  learned  that  to  help 
babies  succeed,  we  must  help  their  parents  succeed.  By  placing  a  priority 
of  the  whole  family,  Lily's  Place  is  giving  infants  the  best  opportunity 
to  thrive,  because  their  parents  are  being  given  the  support  and  tools 
they  need  to  succeed. 

I  want  to  thank  Rebecca  Crowder  and  the  staff  at  Lily's  Place  for 
their  heroic  efforts.  Thank  you.  (Applause.) 

I  have  learned  so  much  from  those  brave  enough  to  talk  about  this 
epidemic,  and  I  know  there  are  many  more  stories  to  tell.  But  what  I 
found  to  be  the  common  theme  with  all  of  these  stories  is  that  this  can 
happen  to  any  of  us.  Drug  addiction  can  take  your  friends,  neighbors,  or 
your  family.  No  state  has  been  spared  and  no  demographic  has  been 
untouched,  which  is  why  my  husband  and  his  administration  has  dedicated 
itself  to  combatting  this  health  crisis  by  using  every  resource  available. 

I'm  so  proud  to  support  him  today  as  he  see  this  commitment 
through.  I  look  forward  to  continue  my  work  on  behalf  of  children  across 
the  country,  and  hope  that  citizens  everywhere  will  join  forces  with  this 
administration  to  help  end  this  health  crisis. 

Thank  you  very  much  for  being  here  with  us  today.  God  bless  you  all, 
and  God  bless  the  United  States  of  America.  (Applause.) 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  Thank  you,  Melania,  for  your  moving  words  and  for 
your  devotion  --  it’s  a  very  deep  devotion,  I  can  tell  you  that  —  to  our 
nation  and  its  children. 

Thank  you  also  to  members  of  Congress,  my  Cabinet,  governors,  members 
of  Congress,  state,  local  leaders,  first  responders,  and  healthcare 
professionals  gathered  here  today.  We  have  some  truly  incredible  people 
in  this  room  --  that  I  can  tell  you. 

Most  importantly,  we  acknowledge  the  families  present  who  have  lost  a 
cherished  loved  one.  As  you  all  know  from  personal  experience,  families, 
communities,  and  citizens  across  our  country  are  currently  dealing  with 
the  worst  drug  crisis  in  American  history  and  even,  if  you  really  think 
about  it,  world  history.  This  is  all  throughout  the  world.  The  fact  is 
this  is  a  worldwide  problem. 

This  crisis  of  drug  use,  addiction,  and  overdose  deaths  in  many 
years,  it's  just  been  so  long  in  the  making.  Addressing  it  will  require 
all  of  our  effort  and  it  will  require  us  to  confront  the  crisis  in  all  of 
its  very  real  complexity. 

Last  year,  we  lost  at  least  64,000  Americans  to  overdoses.  That's 
175  lost  American  lives  per  day.  That's  seven  lost  lives  per  hour  in  our 
country.  Drug  overdoses  are  now  the  leading  cause  of  unintentional  death 
in  the  United  States  by  far. 

More  people  are  dying  from  drug  overdoses  today  than  from  gun 
homicides  and  motor  vehicles  combined.  Think  of  it  --  motor  vehicle 
crashes,  gun  homicides,  more  people  by  far  from  drug  overdoses. 

These  overdoses  are  driven  by  a  massive  increase  in  addiction  to 
prescription  painkillers,  heroin,  and  other  opioids.  Last  year,  almost  1 
million  Americans  used  heroin,  and  more  than  11  million  abused 
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prescription  opioids.  The  United  States  is  by  far  the  largest  consumer  of 
these  drugs,  using  more  opioid  pills  per  person  than  any  other  country  by 
far  in  the  world.  Opioid  overdose  deaths  have  quadrupled  since  1999  and 
now  account  for  the  majority  of  fatal  drug  overdoses.  Who  would  have 
thought? 

No  part  of  our  society  --  not  young  or  old,  rich  or  poor,  urban  or 
rural  --  has  been  spared  this  plague  of  drug  addiction  and  this  horrible, 
horrible  situation  that's  taken  place  with  opioids. 

In  West  Virginia  —  a  truly  great  state,  great  people  --  there  is  a 
hospital  nursery  where  one  in  every  five  babies  spends  its  first  days  in 
agony.  Because  these  precious  babies  were  exposed  to  opioids  or  other 
drugs  in  the  womb,  they  endure  nausea,  pain,  anxiety,  sleeplessness,  and 
trouble  eating,  just  the  same  as  adults  undergoing  detox. 

Some  of  these  children  will  likely  lose  one  or  both  of  their  parents 
to  drug  addiction  and  overdose.  They  will  join  the  growing  ranks  of 
America's  opioid  orphans.  Such  beautiful,  beautiful  babies. 

Beyond  the  shocking  death  toll,  the  terrible  measure  of  the  opioid 
crisis  includes  the  families  ripped  apart  and,  for  many  communities,  a 
generation  of  lost  potential  and  opportunity. 

This  epidemic  is  a  national  health  emergency,  unlike  many  of  us  we've 
seen  and  what  we’ve  seen  in  our  lifetimes.  Nobody  has  seen  anything  like 
what’s  going  on  now. 

As  Americans,  we  cannot  allow  this  to  continue.  It  is  time  to 
liberate  our  communities  from  this  scourge  of  drug  addiction.  Never  been 
this  way.  We  can  be  the  generation  that  ends  the  opioid  epidemic.  We  can 
do  it.  (Applause.)  We  can  do  it. 

That  is  why,  effective  today,  my  administration  is  officially 
declaring  the  opioid  crisis  a  national  public  health  emergency  under 
federal  law,  and  why  I  am  directing  all  executive  agencies  to  use  every 
appropriate  emergency  authority  to  fight  the  opioid  crisis.  This  marks  a 
critical  step  in  confronting  the  extraordinary  challenge  that  we  face. 

As  part  of  this  emergency  response,  we  will  announce  a  new  policy  to 
overcome  a  restrictive  1970s-era  rule  that  prevents  states  from  providing 
care  at  certain  treatment  facilities  with  more  than  16  beds  for  those 
suffering  from  drug  addiction.  (Applause.) 

A  number  of  states  have  reached  out  to  us  asking  for  relief,  and  you 
should  expect  to  see  approvals  that  will  unlock  treatment  for  people  in 
need.  And  those  approvals  will  come  very,  very  fast.  Not  like  in  the 
past  --  very,  very  quickly. 

Ending  the  epidemic  will  require  mobilization  of  government,  local 
communities,  and  private  organizations.  It  will  require  the  resolve  of 
our  entire  country. 

The  scale  of  this  crisis  of  addiction  is  why,  soon  after  coming  into 
office,  I  convened  a  presidential  commission,  headed  by  Governor  Chris 
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Christie,  that  has  consulted  with  experts  across  America  to  listen,  to 
learn,  and  report  back  on  potential  solutions. 

We  await  the  final  report,  which  will  come  in  next  week.  And  I  kno w 
some  of  the  report  has  already  been  seen,  because  I  want  to  see  it  as 
quickly  as  possible.  And  some  of  the  things  that  they  are  recommending 
are  common  sense,  but  very,  very  important.  And  they're  going  to  have  a 
tremendous  impact,  believe  me  --  tremendous  impact. 

Today,  I  will  detail  many  of  these  aggressive  steps  with  my 
administration,  which  we've  already  taken.  After  we  review  and  evaluate 
the  commission's  findings,  I  will  quickly  move  to  implement  approximate 
and  appropriate  recommendations. 

But  I  want  the  American  people  to  know:  The  federal  government  is 
aggressively  fighting  the  opioid  epidemic  on  all  fronts.  We're  working 
with  doctors  and  medical  professionals  to  implement  best  practices  for 
safe  opioid  prescribing,  and  we  will  do  something  very,  very  special.  We 
are  requiring  federally  employed  prescribers  to  receive,  finally,  special 
training . 

The  Centers  for  Disease  Control  and  Prevention  has  launched  a 
prescription  awareness  campaign  to  put  faces  on  the  danger  of  opioid 
abuse . 

I  want  to  acknowledge  CVS  Caremark  for  announcing  last  month  that  it 
will  limit  certain  first-time  opioid  prescriptions  to  seven-day  supplies, 
among  other  important  reforms.  And  I  encourage  other  companies  to  do 
their  part  to  help  to  stop  this  epidemic.  (Applause.) 

The  FDA  is  now  requiring  drug  companies  that  manufacture  prescription 
opioids  to  provide  more  training  to  prescribers  and  to  help  prevent  abuse 
and  addiction,  and  has  requested  that  one  especially  high-risk  opioid  be 
withdrawn  from  the  market  immediately.  We  are  requiring  that  a  specific 
opioid,  which  is  truly  evil,  be  taken  off  the  market 
immediately.  (Applause.) 

The  U.S.  Postal  Service  and  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security  are 
strengthening  the  inspection  of  packages  coming  into  our  country  to  hold 
back  the  flood  of  cheap  and  deadly  fentanyl,  a  synthetic  opioid 
manufactured  in  China  and  50  times  stronger  than  heroin. 

And  in  two  weeks,  I  will  be  in  China  with  President  Xi,  and  I  will 
mention  this  as  a  top  priority.  (Applause.)  And  he  will  do  something 
about  it. 

I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  for  the  first  time,  the  Department 
of  Justice  has  indicated  [indicted]  major  Chinese  drug  traffickers  for 
distributing  --  and  they  have  really  put  very,  very  strong  clamps  on 
them.  They’ve  indicted  them,  the  drug  traffickers,  for  distributing 
fentanyl  in  the  United  States.  So,  Jeff,  thank  you  very  much.  Good 
job.  (Applause.) 

And  they've  been  indicted  and  we're  not  going  to  forget  about  them, 
believe  me.  They  are  doing  tremendous  harm  to  our  country.  The  Justice 
Department  is  aggressively  and,  really,  valiantly  pursuing  those  who 
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illegally  prescribe  and  traffic  in  opioids,  both  in  our  communities  and  on 
the  Internet. 

And  I  will  be  looking  at  the  potential  of  the  federal  government 
bringing  major  lav/suits  against  bad  actors.  What  they  have  and  what 
they're  doing  to  our  people  is  unheard  of.  We  will  be  bringing  some  very 
major  lawsuits  against  people  and  against  companies  that  are  hurting  our 
people.  And  that  will  start  taking  place  pretty  soon.  (Applause.) 

We're  also  supporting  first  responders'  and  medical  professionals7 
access  to  the  tools  they  need  to  prevent  deaths  through  life-saving 
overdose  medications. 

At  my  direction,  the  National  Institute  of  Health,  headed  up  by 
Francis  Collins,  has  taken  the  first  steps  of  an  ambitious  public-private 
partnership  with  pharmaceutical  companies  to  develop  non-addictive 
painkillers  and  new  treatments  for  addiction  and  overdose.  So 
important.  (Applause.) 

I  will  be  pushing  the  concept  of  non-addictive  painkillers  very,  very 
hard.  We  have  to  come  up  with  that  solution.  We  give  away  billions  and 
billions  of  dollars  a  year,  and  we're  going  to  be  spending  lots  of  money 
on  coming  up  with  a  non-addictive  solution. 

We  will  be  asking  Dr.  Collins  and  the  NIH  for  substantial  resources 
in  the  fight  against  drug  addiction.  One  of  the  things  our  administration 
will  be  doing  is  a  massive  advertising  campaign  to  get  people,  especially 
children,  not  to  want  to  take  drugs  in  the  first  place  because  they  will 
see  the  devastation  and  the  ruination  it  causes  to  people  and  people's 
lives . 

Watch  what  happens,  if  we  do  our  jobs,  how  the  number  of  drug  users 
and  the  addicted  will  start  to  tumble  downward  over  a  period  of  years.  It 
will  be  a  beautiful  thing  to  see. 

I  learned,  myself  —  I  had  a  brother,  Fred  —  great  guy,  best-looking 
guy,  best  personality  --  much  better  than  mine.  (Laughter.)  But  he  had  a 
problem.  He  had  a  problem  with  alcohol,  and  he  would  tell  me,  "Don7t 
drink.  Don't  drink."  He  was  substantially  older,  and  I  listened  to  him 
and  I  respected,  but  he  would  constantly  tell  me,  don't  drink.  He'd  also 
add,  don't  smoke.  But  he  would  say  it  over  and  over  and  over  again. 

And  to  this  day,  I've  never  had  a  drink.  And  I  have  no  longing  for 
it.  I  have  no  interest  in  it.  To  this  day,  I've  never  had  a 
cigarette.  Don’t  worry,  those  are  only  two  of  my  good  things.  I  don't 
want  to  tell  you  about  the  bad  things.  (Laughter.)  There's  plenty  of  bad 
things  too. 

But  he  really  helped  me.  I  had  somebody  that  guided  me,  and  he  had  a 
very,  very,  very  tough  life  because  of  alcohol  --  believe  me,  very,  very 
tough,  tough  life.  He  was  a  strong  guy,  but  it  was  a  tough,  tough  thing 
that  he  was  going  through.  But  I  learned  because  of  Fred.  I  learned. 

And  that's  what  I  think  is  so  important.  This  was  an  idea  that  I 
had,  where  if  we  can  teach  young  people  not  to  take  drugs  —  just  not  to 
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take  them.  When  I  see  friends  of  mine  that  are  having  difficulty  v/ith  not 
having  that  drink  at  dinner,  where  it's  literally  almost  impossible  for 
them  to  stop,  I  say  to  myself,  I  can't  even  understand  it  --  why  would 
that  be  difficult?  But  we  understand  why  it  is  difficult. 

The  fact  is,  if  we  can  teach  young  people  --  and  people,  generally  — 
not  to  start,  it's  really,  really  easy  not  to  take  them.  And  I  think 
that's  going  to  end  up  being  our  most  important  thing.  Really  tough, 
really  big,  really  great  advertising,  so  we  get  to  people  before  they 
start,  so  they  don't  have  to  go  through  the  problems  of  what  people  are 
going  through.  (Applause.)  Thank  you. 

We  are  already  distributing  nearly  $1  billion  in  grants  for  addiction 
prevention  and  treatment,  and  over  $50  million  dollars  to  support  law 
enforcement  programs  that  assist  those  facing  prison  and  facing 
addiction . 

We  have  also  launched  an  $81  million  partnership  to  research  better 
pain  management  techniques  for  our  incredible  veterans.  And  soon  -- 
(applause)  --  and,  by  the  way,  Secretary  Shulkin  is  here.  You  have  done 
an  incredible  job  for  our  veterans  in  a  very  short  period  of 
time.  (Applause.)  And  soon,  HHS  will  launch  a  taskforce  to  develop  and 
update  best  practices  for  pain  management  across  the  federal  government. 

I  am  urging  all  Americans  to  help  fight  this  opioid  epidemic  and  the 
broader  issue  of  drug  addiction  by  participating  in  the  National 
Prescription  Drug  Take-Back  Day  this  Saturday.  When  you  can  safely  turn 
in  these  dangerous  and  horrible  drugs  for  disposal,  that  will  be  a 
wonderful,  wonderful  period  of  time  for  you. 

All  of  these  actions  are  important  parts  of  my  administration's 
larger  effort  to  confront  the  drug  addiction  crisis  in  America  and 
confront  it  head  on,  straight  on  --  strong.  We're  going  to  do  it.  We're 
going  to  do  it. 

For  too  long,  we  have  allowed  drugs  to  ravage  American  homes,  cities, 
and  towns.  We  owe  it  to  our  children  and  our  country  to  do  everything  in 
our  power  to  address  this  national  shame  and  this  human  tragedy. 

We  must  stop  the  flow  of  all  types  of  illegal  drugs  into  our 
communities.  (Applause.)  For  too  long,  dangerous  criminal  cartels  have 
been  allowed  to  infiltrate  and  spread  throughout  our  nation.  An 
astonishing  90  percent  of  the  heroin  in  America  comes  from  south  of  the 
border,  where  we  will  be  building  a  wall  which  will  greatly  help  in  this 
problem.  (Applause.)  It  will  have  a  great  impact.  My  administration  is 
dedicated  to  enforcing  our  immigration  lav/s,  defending  our  maritime 
security,  and  securing  our  borders. 

We  also  have  to  work  with  other  countries  to  stop  these  drugs  where 
they  originate.  We  have  no  choice.  We  have  to  work  v/ith  others,  we  have 
to  get  together,  because  they  have  similar  problems  to  what  we  have.  Some 
countries  have  bigger  problems  than  we  have.  Whether  that  country  is

China,  whether  it's  a  country  in  Latin  America,  it  makes  no 

difference.  We're  going  to  be  working  with  all  of  them.  We're  taking  the 
fight  directly  to  the  criminals  in  places  that  they're  producing  this 
poison . 

Here  in  America,  we  are  once  again  enforcing  the  law;  breaking  up 
gangs  and  distribution  networks;  and  arresting  criminals  who  peddle 
dangerous  drugs  to  our  youth. 

In  addition,  we  understand  the  need  to  confront  reality,  right  smack 
in  the  face,  that  millions  of  our  fellow  citizens  are  already 
addicted.  That's  the  reality.  We  want  them  to  get  the  help  they 
need.  We  have  no  choice  but  to  help  these  people  that  are  hooked  and  are 
suffering  so  they  can  recover  and  rebuild  their  lives  with  their  families. 

We're  committed  to  pursuing  innovative  approaches  that  have  been 
proven  to  work,  like  drug  courts.  Our  efforts  will  be  based  on  sound 
metrics,  and  guided  by  evidence  and  guided  by  results.  This  includes 
making  addiction  treatment  available  to  those  in  prison  and  to  help  them 
eventually  reenter  society  as  productive  and  law-abiding  citizens. 

Finally,  we  must  adopt  the  most  common-sense  solution  of  all:  to 
prevent  our  citizens  from  becoming  addicted  to  drugs  in  the  first 
place.  (Applause.) 

We  must  and  are  focusing  so  much  of  our  effort  on  drug  demand 
reduction.  We  must  confront  the  culture  of  drug  abuse  head-on  to  reduce 
demand  for  dangerous  narcotics.  Every  person  who  buys  illicit  drugs  here 
in  America  should  know  that  they  are  risking  their  futures,  their 
families,  and  even  their  lives.  And  every  American  should  know  that  if 
they  purchase  illegal  drugs,  they  are  helping  to  finance  some  of  the  most 
violent,  cruel,  and  ruthless  organizations  anywhere  in  the  world.  Illegal 
drug  use  is  not  a  victimless  crime.  There  is  nothing  admirable,  positive, 
or  socially  desirable  about  it.  There  is  nothing  desirable  about 
drugs.  They're  bad. 

We  want  the  next  generation  of  young  Americans  to  know  the  blessings 
of  a  drug-free  life.  In  this  enormous  struggle  against  drug  addiction,  an 
opioid  epidemic  —  it  really  is  that;  it  is  an  epidemic  our  greatest 
hope  is  the  same  as  it  has  always  been.  Through  every  trial  America  has 
encountered  throughout  our  history,  the  spirit  of  our  people  and  the 
strength  of  our  character,  we  win.  Each  of  us  has  a  responsibility  to 
this  effort.  We  have  a  total  responsibility  to  ourselves,  to  our  family, 
to  our  country,  including  those  who  are  struggling  with  this  addiction. 

Each  of  us  is  responsible  to  look  out  for  our  loved  ones,  our 
communities,  our  children,  our  neighbors,  and  our  own  health.  Almost 
every  American  has  witnessed  the  horrors  of  addiction.  Whether  it's 
through  their  own  struggle  or  through  the  struggle  of  a  friend,  a 
coworker,  a  neighbor  or,  frankly,  a  family  member,  our  current  addiction 
crisis,  and  especially  the  epidemic  of  opioid  deaths,  will  get  worse 
before  it  gets  better.  But  get  better  it  will.  It  will  take  many  years 
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and  even  decades  to  address  this  scourge  in  our  society,  but  we  must  start 
in  earnest  now  to  combat  national  health  emergency. 

We  are  inspired  by  the  stories  of  everyday  heroes  who  pull  their 
communities  from  the  depths  of  despair  through  leadership  and  through 
love . 


Fire  Chief  Dan  Goonan,  of  New  Hampshire  —  great  state  —  runs  a 
program,  Safe  Station,  which  allows  drug-dependent  residents  to  seek  help 
at  fire  stations  at  any  time. 

Jesse  and  Cyndi  Swafford  of  Dayton,  Ohio  have  provided  a  loving, 
stable  home  to  children  affected  by  the  opioid  crisis, 

I  am  calling  on  every  American  to  join  the  ranks  of  guardian  angels 
like  Chief  Goonan  and  the  Swaffords,  who  help  lift  up  the  people  of  our 
great  nation. 

Together,  we  will  care  for  our  citizens,  our  children,  and  our 
orphans  and  our  --  and  you  know  what  I'm  going  to  say  --  our  foster 
youth.  So  many.  So  many.  But  we 1  re  going  to  lift  them  up,  and  we're 
going  to  take  care  of  them.  We  will  work  to  strengthen  vulnerable 
families  and  communities,  and  we  will  help  to  build  and  grow  a  stronger, 
healthier,  and  drug-free  society. 

Together,  we  will  face  this  challenge  as  a  national  family  with 
conviction,  with  unity,  and  with  a  commitment  to  love  and  support  our 
neighbors  in  times  of  dire  need. 

Working  together,  we  will  defeat  this  opioid  epidemic.  It  will  be 
defeated.  We  will  free  our  nation  from  the  terrible  affliction  of  drug 
abuse.  And,  yes,  we  will  overcome  addiction  in  America.  We  are  going  to 
overcome  addiction  in  America. 


We  have  fought  and  won  many  battles  and  many  wars  before,  and  we  will 
win  again. 

Thank  you.  God  bless  you.  And  God  Bless  America.  Thank 
you.  (Applause.) 


Thank  you.  Here  we  go.  This  is  very  important:  "Combatting  the 
National  Drug  Demand  and  Opioid  Crisis."  Right?  So  important.  We  will 
win,  right?

ADMINISTRATOR  PRUITT  ISSUES  DIRECTIVE  TO  END  EPA  "SUE  &  SETTLE" 

"The  days  of  regulation  through  litigation  are  over/'  -  EPA  Administrator  Scott  Pruitt 

WASHINGTON  -  In  fulfilling  his  promise  to  end  the  practice  of  regulation  through  litigation  that  has  harmed  the 
American  public,  EPA  Administrator  Scott  Pruitt  issued  an  Agency-wide  directive  today  designed  to  end  "sue  and  settle" 
practices  within  the  Agency,  providing  an  unprecedented  level  of  public  participation  and  transparency  in  EPA  consent 
decrees  and  settlement  agreements. 

"The  days  of  regulation  through  litigation  are  over,"  said  EPA  Administrator  Scott  Pruitt.  "We  will  no  longer  go  behind 
closed  doors  and  use  consent  decrees  and  settlement  agreements  to  resolve  lawsuits  filed  against  the  Agency  by  special 
interest  groups  where  doing  so  would  circumvent  the  regulatory  process  set  forth  by  Congress.  Additionally,  gone  are 
the  days  of  routinely  paying  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  attorney's  fees  to  these  groups  with  which  we  swiftly  settle." 

Over  the  years,  outside  the  regulatory  process,  special  interest  groups  have  used  lawsuits  that  seek  to  force  federal 
agencies  -  especially  EPA  -  to  issue  regulations  that  advance  their  interests  and  priorities,  on  their  specified 
timeframe.  EPA  gets  sued  by  an  outside  party  that  is  asking  the  court  to  compel  the  Agency  to  take  certain  steps,  either 
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through  change  in  a  statutory  duty  or  enforcing  timelines  set  by  the  law,  and  then  EPA  will  acquiesce  through  a  consent 
decree  or  settlement  agreement,  affecting  the  Agency's  obligations  under  the  statute. 

More  specifically,  EPA  either  commits  to  taking  an  action  that  is  not  a  mandatory  requirement  under  its  governing 
statutes  or  agrees  to  a  specific,  unreasonable  timeline  to  act.  Oftentimes,  these  agreements  are  reached  with  little  to 
no  public  input  or  transparency.  That  is  regulation  through  litigation,  and  it  is  inconsistent  with  the  authority  that 
Congress  has  granted  and  the  responsibility  to  operate  in  an  open  and  fair  manner. 

"Sue  and  settle"  crises  establish  Agency  obligations  without  participation  by  states  and/or  the  regulated  community; 
foreclose  meaningful  public  participation  in  rulemaking;  effectively  force  the  Agency  to  reach  certain  regulatory 
outcomes;  and,  cost  the  American  taxpayer  millions  of  dollars. 

With  today's  directive,  Administrator  Pruitt  is  ensuring  the  Agency  increase  transparency,  improve  public 
engagement,  and  provide  accountability  to  the  American  public  when  considering  a  settlement  agreement  or  consent 
decree  by; 


1.  Publishing  any  notices  of^itent  to  sue  the  Agency  within  15  days  of  receiving  the  notice; 

2.  Publishing  any  complaints  or  petitions  for  review  in  regard  to  an  environmental  law,  regulation,  or  rule  in  which  the 
Agency  is  a  defendant  or  respondent  in  federal  court  within  15  days  of  receipt; 

3.  Reaching  out  to  and  including  any  states  and/or  regulated  entities  affected  by  potential  settlements  or  consent  decrees; 

4.  Publishing  a  list  of  consent  decrees  and  settlement  agreements  that  govern  Agency  actions  within  30  days,  along  with 
any  attorney  fees  paid/ and  update  it  within  15  days  of  any  new  consent  decree  or  settlement  agreement; 

5.  Expressly  forbidding  (he  practice  of  entering  into  any  consent  decrees  that  exceed  the  authority  of  the  courts; 

6.  Excluding  attorney'sTees  and  litigation  costs  when  settling  with  those  suing  the  Agency; 

7.  Providing  sufficient  time  to  issue  or  modify  proposed  and  final  rules,  take  and  consider  public  comment;  and 

8.  Publishing  any  proposed  or  modified  consent  decrees  and  settlements  for  30-day  public  comment,  and  providing  a 
public  hearing  on.  a  proposed  consent  decree  or  settlement  when  requested.

While  I  must  beg  Shakespeare's  forgiveness  for  the 
paraphrasing  of  his  line  from  Hamlet,  it  is  not  as  grievous  an  insult  as  those  that  have  been  slung  Judge  Kavanaugh's  way 
by  our  own  representatives  in  Washington.  While  the  instantly-printed  protest  signs  and  the  swift  distribution  of  talking 
points  from  the  radical  left  is  on  some  level  impressive,  our  federal  delegation  has  done  a  tremendous  disservice  to  this 
dedicated  Marylander  as  they  distort  his  record  and  his  service  to  push  their  political  agenda.  Senator  Ben  Cardin  has 
leapt  onto  the  bandwagon  of  feigned  concern  that,  based  on  an  article  Judge  Kavanaugh  wrote  nearly  a  decade  ago,  he 
firmly  believes  sitting  Presidents,  and  President  Trump  in  particular,  are  immune  from  prosecution.

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FIGHTING  THE  OPIOID  CRISIS:  President  Donald  J.  Trump's  effort  to  combat  the  opioid  crisis 
is  making  progress  and  he  remains  committed  to  ensuring  we  end  this  crisis  next  door. 

•  Last  year.  President  Trump  launched  his  Initiative  to  Stop  Opioid  Abuse  and  Reduce  Drug 
Supply  and  Demand,  a  first-of-its-kind  effort  to  draw  out  the  factors  fueling  the  opioid  crisis 
and  to  make  real  change. 

•  The  Trump  Administration  has  unveiled  numerous  programs  across  the  Government  since  the 
President  launched  his  initiative. 

o  These  programs  range  from  health  initiatives  led  by  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  (HHS)  to  increased  law  enforcement  through  the  Department  of  Justice 
(DOJ). 

•  Last  year,  the  President  signed  into  law  the  overwhelmingly  bipartisan  SUPPORT  Act. 

•  President  Trump  has  secured  $6  billion  in  new  funding  over  two  years  to  fight  opioid  abuse. 

•  The  Administration  is  working  with  State,  tribal,  and  local  partners  to  address  the  opioid  crisis 
in  our  communities,  including  awarding  $1.5  billion  annually  in  State  Opioid  Response  grants. 

o  The  Administration  provided  teams  of  experts  to  assist  States  and  providers  with 
training  and  education  on  how  best  to  address  the  crisis  in  their  area. 

•  HHS  grant  funding  to  combat  this  crisis  went  up  4-fold  from  FY  2016  to  FY  2018,  and  will 
increase  again  this  fiscal  year. 

•  DOJ  has  awarded  more  than  $400  million  over  2017  and  2018  to  support  treatment,  prevention, 
and  domestic  law  enforcement  efforts. 

•  The  Trump  Administration  awarded  the  highest  number  of  Drug-Free  Communities  Support 
Program  grants  in  a  single  year  in  the  program's  two-decade  history. 

o  These  grants  provided  more  than  $90  million  to  community  coalitions  to  help  prevent 
substance  use  among  youth. 

•  President  Trump's  efforts  are  producing  results  and  he  is  committed  to  continuing  the  fight 
until  we  end  this  crisis. 

•  The  rising  overdose  death  toll  through  September  2018,  the  latest  month  for  which  data  is 
available,  has  flattened  compared  to  November  2017,  when  we  saw  the  peak  12-month 
mortality. 

•  Nationwide,  there  has  been  an  estimated  5  percent  decrease  in  reported  deaths  since  the  same 
12-month  period  a  year  ago. 

•  Drug  overdose  deaths  were  down  in  the  most  recent  12-month  reporting  period  compared  to  a 
year  ago  by  an  estimated  13  percent  in  New  Hampshire,  20  percent  in  West  Virginia,  11 
percent  in  Iowa,  21  percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  22  percent  in  Ohio. 

STOPPING  DEADLY  DRUG  SUPPLIES:  A  vital  part  of  President  Trump's  efforts  to  stop  opioid 
abuse  is  stopping  the  illicit  drug  supplies  that  are  flooding  into  our  communities. 

•  The  Trump  Administration  is  working  to  cut  off  the  deadly  drug  supplies  that  have  helped 
fuel  this  devastating  crisis. 

o  More  than  16,000  kilograms  of  heroin  and  nearly  5,000  kilograms  of  fentanyl  have  been 
seized  in  the  United  States  since  the  beginning  of  2017,  according  to  the  Drug 
Enforcement  Administration  (DEA). 

•  The  Administration  has  stepped  up  funding  and  enhanced  efforts  to  stop  deadly  drug 
supplies  from  flowing  into  our  communities. 

•  President  Trump  is  following  through  on  his  commitment  to  crack  down  on  the  suppliers  of 
deadly,  illicit  drugs  like  fentanyl— both  in  the  United  States  and  abroad.

President  Trump  secured  a  commitment  from  President  Xi  that  China  would  take 
measures  to  prevent  trafficking  of  Chinese  fentanyl. 

o  Last  fall.  President  Trump  called  on  other  nations  to  join  our  efforts  to  stop  the  flood  of 
illicit  drugs  into  our  communities,  and  more  than  130  countries  have  joined  us  already. 

•  President  Trump's  efforts  to  secure  our  border  are  helping  to  stop  deadly  drugs  from  being 
brought  into  our  country. 

o  The  Department  of  Homeland  Security  seized  almost  5,000  pounds  of  fentanyl  in  FY 
2018  —  totaling  1.2  billion  lethal  doses,  or  enough  to  kill  every  American  four  times. 

o  Customs  and  Border  Protection  (CBP)  seizures  of  fentanyl  alone  are  up  265  percent  over 
the  last  two  full  fiscal  years. 

•  In  2018,  President  Trump  established  the  first  new  High  Intensity  Drug  Trafficking  Areas 
program  in  17  years  to  combat  emerging  threats  in  Alaska. 

o  Asa  result,  the  program  now  has  a  footprint  in  all  50  States. 

•  The  Administration  has  cracked  down  on  the  distribution  of  deadly  drugs  over  the  internet, 
including  shutting  down  the  country's  biggest  Darknet  distributor  of  drugs. 

o  During  that  operation,  DOJ  seized  enough  fentanyl  to  kill  105,000  Americans. 

•  DOJ  has  worked  to  bring  drug  dealers  to  justice  by  increasing  indictments  and  has  targeted 
seizures  in  areas  hit  hardest  by  the  opioid  crisis. 

o  The  President  has  also  made  clear  that  he  supports  strengthening  criminal  penalties  for 
drug  dealers  knowingly  distributing  lethal  amounts  of  opioids. 

•  Under  President  Trump,  the  DEA's  National  Take  Back  Days  have  shattered  records, 
recovering  nearly  3.7  million  pounds  of  unused  prescription  drugs. 

•  Thanks  to  the  President's  efforts,  more  shipments  of  illicit  drugs  are  being  stopped  through  the 
mail  before  they  can  reach  our  communities. 

o  CBP  has  stopped  over  six  times  more  packages  containing  fentanyl  thanks  to  the  STOP 
Act  included  in  last  year's  opioid  legislation. 

o  Postal  inspectors  saw  a  1,000  percent  increase  in  international  seizures  and  a  750 
percent  increase  in  domestic  seizures  related  to  synthetic  opioids  from  FY  2016  to  FY 
2018. 

•  The  Administration  is  also  tackling  the  prescription  opioid  crisis  by  expanding  fraud  and 
abuse  detection  and  holding  drug  manufacturers  accountable. 

PREVENTING  OPIOID  ABUSE:  The  Trump  Administration  has  made  vital  progress  on  reducing 
drug  demand  in  an  effort  to  address  the  root  causes  of  this  crisis. 

•  President  Trump's  Administration  has  aimed  to  reduce  demand  by  educating  Americans 
about  the  dangers  of  opioid  misuse  and  working  to  curb  over-prescription. 

•  The  Administration  partnered  with  the  Truth  Initiative  and  Ad  Council  to  educate  youth 
about  opioid  misuse  though  an  ad  campaign  that  led  to  1.4  billion  total  views. 

o  58  percent  of  young  adults  between  the  ages  of  18  and  24  are  aware  of  the  ads. 

•  In  the  President's  first  year  in  office,  107,000  fewer  adolescents  started  misusing  prescription 
painkillers. 

o  Further,  68  percent  fewer  Americans  over  the  age  of  26  began  using  heroin  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

•  The  Trump  Administration's  efforts  have  helped  generate  a  decline  in  opioid  prescribing 
nationwide. 

o  In  the  first  two  years  of  the  Administration,  we  saw  a  34  percent  decrease  in  the  total 
amount  of  opioids  prescribed. 
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•  The  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs/  (VA)  Opioid  Safety  Initiative  has  reduced  the  number  of 
veterans  on  opioids  by  43,395  in  President  Trump's  first  two  years  in  office  —  an  11  percent 
decline. 

•  The  Administration  is  tackling  opioid  distribution  fraud,  including  taking  down  $3.3  billion  in 
opioid  connected  fraud  from  60  prescribers  across  seven  States  in  Appalachia. 

•  The  Department  of  Labor  (DOL)  is  reducing  prescription  opioid  use  among  injured  Federal 
workers. 

o  These  efforts  led  to  a  29  percent  decrease  in  certain  opioid  prescriptions  during 
President  Trump's  first  14  months,  relative  to  the  same  time  period  in  2015-2016. 

SUPPORTING  PATIENTS  THROUGH  RECOVERY:  The  Trump  Administration  is  committed  to 
supporting  our  neighbors,  friends,  and  family  members  who  are  struggling  with  addiction.

President  Donald  Trump’s  emergency  declaration  is  a  proper  use  of  executive  power  to 
protect  our  country’s  borders  and  keep  Americans  safe.  Unfortunately,  the  crisis  at  the 
southern  border  is  one  that  only  the  federal  government  may  truly  solve.  With  no  solutions 
coming  from  Congress,  the  president  is  faithfully  executing  the  duties  of  his  office  by 
invoking  a  law  Congress  already  passed:  the  National  Emergencies  Act  (NEA). 

In  declaring  a  state  of  emergency  pursuant  to  the  NEA,  President  Trump  is  using  pre¬ 
existing  statutory  authority  to  address  a  legitimate  crisis  created  by  lawless  conduct  at  and 
beyond  our  southern  border.  This  emergency  declaration  is  not  a  case  of  the  president 
relieving  himself  of  restrictions  under  the  law.  To  the  contrary,  our  president  is  protecting 
our  country’s  borders  through  means  contemplated  by  Congress  and  used  many  times  by 
past  presidents  for  matters  less  directly  threatening  than  those  present  on  the  southern 
border. 

The  NEA  gives  the  president  broad  authority.  In  fact,  Congress  did  not  define  “national 
emergency”  in  the  NEA,  leaving  it  entirely  at  the  president’s  discretion  to  determine  what 
constitutes  such  an  emergency.  But  any  president  who  makes  such  a  declaration  must  tell 
Congress  the  statutory  authority  upon  which  he  is  relying,  as  President  Trump  has  done  here. 
The  president’s  action  is  neither  new  nor  extraordinary. 


The  NEA  has  been  used  by  eveiy  president  since  its  adoption  in  1976  and  has  been 
invoked  more  than  50  times.  Past  administrations  issued  emergency  declarations  on  a  wide 
variety  of  issues  with  less  direct  impact  on  the  safety  and  security  of  Americans  —  including 
the  sale  of  blood  diamonds  (Clinton)  and  misconduct  by  multiple  foreign  governments  like 
Burundi  (Obama),  South  Sudan  (Clinton,  Obama),  Venezuela  (Obama)  and  North  Korea 
(Bush). 

Many  of  these  declarations  have  renewed  annually  for  years  or  decades.  The  emergency 
declaration  in  response  to  the  Iranian  hostage  crisis,  for  example,  has  been  renewed  each 
year  since  it  was  declared  in  1979.  (The  hostages  were  released  in  1981.) 

Everyone  knows  there  is  a  massive  problem  with  illegal  immigration  and  international 
organized  crime  operating  on  our  borders.  Congress  has  been  talking  about  the  crisis  at  the 
southern  border  for  decades.  Up  until  recently,  border  security  was  a  bipartisan  issue.  In 
2005,  New  Mexico  Gov.  Bill  Richardson  —  a  Democrat  who  served  in  President  Bill 
Clinton’s  Cabinet  —  declared  a  state  of  emergency  at  his  state’s  southern  border.  In 
announcing  the  state  of  emergency,  Richardson  criticized  the  “total  inaction  and  lack  of 
resources  from  the  federal  government  and  Congress”  in  helping  protect  his  state’s  residents 
along  the  border.  In  describing  the  crisis,  the  2005  declaration  stated  New  Mexico  has  been 
“devastated  by  the  ravages  and  terror  of  human  smuggling,  drug  smuggling,  kidnapping, 
murder,  destruction  of  property  and  the  death  of  livestock.” 

Obama  unlawfully  used  executive  power 

As  state  attorneys  general,  we  are  the  chief  legal  officers  of  our  states,  with  the  duty  to 
defend  our  sovereigns  from  federal  overreach.  We  have  been  quick  to  challenge  executive 
actions  that  exceed  the  president’s  lawful  authority. 

President  Trump’s  emergency  declaration  to  address  the  crisis  at  the  southern  border  is  much 
different  than  the  kinds  of  executive  action  we  challenged  in  the  past.  Unlike  President 
Barack  Obama,  who  unlawfully  used  executive  power  to  create  new  laws  or  rewrite  laws 
Congress  enacted,  President  Trump  is  lawfully  using  executive  power  to  address  a  crisis 
worsened  by  congressional  inaction.  That  is  a  stark  difference  but  not  the  only  one:  This  use 
of  executive  action  is  part  of  the  core  duties  of  the  president  —  to  protect  the  borders  of  our 
country.  In  doing  so,  he  properly  invoked  power  that  Congress  expressly  granted  him  to  deal 
with  a  national  crisis. 

Astonishingly,  multiple  meritless  complaints  have  been  filed  against  the  president’s 
emergency  declaration.  This  is  the  first  time  ever  in  the  history  of  the  NEA  that  the  president 
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has  faced  a  court  challenge.  In  four  decades  and  more  than  50  emergency  declarations,  only 
now  has  anyone  challenged  the  president’s  determination  that  an  emergency  exists. 

The  facts  support  Trump  —  Congress  should,  too 

The  funding  sources  proposed  by  the  president  are  also  proper.  Out  of  the  $8  billion  needed 
to  address  the  crisis  on  the  southern  border,  $4.5  billion  does  not  depend  on  any  declaration 
of  a  national  emergency:  $1,375  billion  has  already  been  appropriated  by  Congress,  $600 
million  comes  from  the  Treasury  Department’s  asset  forfeiture  fund  and  $2.5  billion  stems 
from  the  Pentagon’s  drug  interdiction  program  fund,  which  specifically  contemplates 
building  a  barrier  that  prevents  drugs  from  crossing  a  border. 

It  is  only  the  $3.6  billion  from  the  Pentagon’s  military  construction  project  budget  that 
requires  a  national  emergency  declaration.  Even  then,  the  only  funds  that  can  be  used  are 
funds  that  have  been  appropriated  but  not  otherwise  obligated.  Therefore,  any  argument  that 
any  particular  state  would  otherwise  have  gotten  some  of  these  funds  for  military 
construction  projects  in  their  states  is  entirely  speculative. 

The  facts  matter  —  these  facts  show  the  president  has  acted  lawfully  and  within  the  scope  of 
discretion  Congress  and  the  people  vested  in  him.  Congress  should  support  President  Trump.
